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A VIEW of the ancient and preſent ſtate of the Engliſh 


nobility is a work, to which the pride of family or the ſelf- 
'® love of an author may eaſily aſcribe too high a value; and from 
| which, on the other hand, the faſtidiouſneſs of taſte and the 
levity of a volatile imagination are often diſpoſed unjuſtly 
to detract, It is a work of compilation ; it is a dictionary 


of names; it is an index to the great facts of hiſtory. But 


1 then let us reflect for a moment, what ſort of an index 
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it preſents to our peruſal: an index that brings together, 
under one view, all that is heroical in character, and all that 
is illuſtrious in ſtory! Are we accuſtomed to regard with 
admiration a Burleigh and a Sackville, a Hampden and a 
Vane, a Sydney and a Ruſſel, a Shafteſbury and a Boling- 
broke? In the volumes of the Engliſh Peerage we ſee at a 
glance, we ſee as it were aſſociated in one illuſtrious ſociety, 
what we muſt otherwiſe purſue through the miſcellaneous 
page of hiſtory. We are delighted to obſerve virtue becoming 
as it were hereditary in certain families, and to recolle& how 
much England is indebted to the Montagus, the Percies, 
and the earls of Dorſet. It may be added under this head, 
that thaw is ſcarcely any name that gives true dignity to 


hiſtory, that does not alſo occupy its ſhare in the work now 


| preſented to the public. 


Impreſſed, 
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Impreſſed, as we truſt, with a proper ſenſe of the mag- 
nitude of the ſubject, it has denn our endearour not to add 
to the number of Peerages, without at the ſame time 
improving their ban their ſtyle, and their compoſition. 
Perſons ewigen to conſult the works of our predeceſſors, 


cannot want to be informed, that their compoſition is not 


very aſſiduouſſy laboured; that they have no very accurate 


recollection of the meaning of the word Style; and that they 
I I have brought together materials from various quarters, with- 


out tfoubling themſelves to give them any uniformity of 


appearance, or to ks them to nn regularity of pro- 
portion. If we ſhould be deemed to have fallen mort in any 
of theſe particulars, it will perhaps be allowed to be ſans 
merit in us to have aimed at a ſpecies of excellence, which has 


hitherto been wholly unattempted in works of this nature. 
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The firſt object, that ſtruck us as deſerving to be ſtudied, was 
an exact uniformity, the not indulging to any ſort of ſloven- 
lineſs or caprice; but the reſolving, with all the ſeverity of 
a geometrician, to deſcribe the ſame circumſtance, wherever 
it occurred, in the ſame mode of expreſſion. Such an 
attention muſt contribute to perſpicuity, facilienre the mY 
henſion of the reader, and be a ſource of gratification to the 
man of judgment and taſte. The next thing we had to 
conſult, was the manner. in which character was 19 be 
deſcribed, ſo as to avoid thy coldneſs of a mere chronologiſt, 
and the minute particularity that becomes an hiſtorian. To 
ſucceed in this, juſtice was our grand conſideration; and, 
as the medium of jultice, we ſought for expreſſions fimple,

clear and emphatical, which at the fame time we ſhould 


not ſuffer ourſelves to clog with an unneceflary word. If

any fact preſented itſelf ſtrongly illuſtrative of character,

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that fact we ſtated with all practicable brevity, while we 
endeavoured to preſerve in it ſuch features as ſeemed cal- 


culated to intereſt the heart and impreſs the memory.

It is to be hoped, that men of true diſcernment will excuſe 


this explanation of a plan, which was conſtantly preſent to 
the mind of the writer, when he drew up theſe volumes. 
The reader of true diſcernment would have perceived our

plan without explanation; but we cannot flatter ourſelves 
that ſuch readers form a majority; and we had rather 
ſay a little too much for them, than ſuffer any thing to 


remain uſeleſs and obſcure to the reſt of the world.

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As the ſovereign of the Britiſh realms is not a member of the Bri- 
tiſh peerage, it does not ſeem to fall within the plan of ſuch a work as 
the preſent, to deduce the pedigree, either of the royal houſe of Eng- 


land in general, or of the preſent illuſtrious family in particular. It has 


however been thought proper to place the royal name at the head of our 
volume. By the conſtitution of England the ſovereign of this country is 


regarded as the fountain of our peerage, as well as of every other honorary 
and hereditary diſtinction among us. | Induced by theſe conſiderations, we 


ſhall preſent our readers with an account of the ſeveral royal perſonages now 
living, at the ſame time that we ſhall leave their remoter annals to be 
detailed in works of a different nature, to which it more properly belongs.

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2 THE ENGLISH PE E RAGE. 
GEORGE WILLIAM FRED ERIC, king of Great Britain, France 


and Ireland, defender of the faith, duke of Brunſwic and Luneburg, arch- 
treaſurer and elector of the holy Roman empire. 


| His majeſty was born 24 May 1738. He was elected knight companion 


of the moſt noble order of the garter 22 June 1749. He ſucceeded, upon 


the death of his father 20 March 1751, to the titles of prince of Great 


Britain, eleQoral prince of Brunſwic and Luneburg, duke of the county 
of Cornwal, duke of Rothſay, earl of Carric and baron of Renfrew in 
North Britain, lord of the Iſles and great ſteward of Scotland. He was 
created prince of Wales and earl of Cheſter 20 April 1751. He aſcended 
the throne upon the death of his grandfather 25 October 1760. 


The king married 8 September 1761 Sophia Charlotte, princeſs of 
Mecklenburg Strelitz, daughter to the late and ſiſter to the reigning duke, 
born 19 May 17443 and was crowned 22 of the fame month. By her 


majeſty he has had iſſue, 1. George Auguſtus Frederic, prince of Wales. 


2. Frederic, duke of York. 3. William Henry, born 21 Auguſt 1765. 


He was elected knight of the moſt ancient order of the thiſtle 5 April _ 
1770. He entered as a midſhipman on board the royal navy 15 June 1779, Wee Foe 
and immediately failed in the Prince George man of war of ninety-eigllt 
guns, under the command of Robert Digby eſquire, rear admiral of tlie. m 


blue. His royal highneſs was preſent at the engagement between fir George

Rodney and don Juan de Langara 16 January 1780. In the latter end of 


the year 1782 he quitted the Prince George, and ſailed in the Barfleur 
under the command of Samuel lord Hood, rear admiral of the blue. He 
was elected knight companion of the moſt noble order of the garter 19 April 
1782, and 10 April 1786 promoted to be a captain in the royal navy. 
Nearly at the ſame time he was appointed to command the Pegaſus, a fri- 
gate of twenty- eight guns. 4. Charlotta Auguſta Matildä, princeſs royal,

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born 29 September 1766. 5. Edward, born 2 November 1767. On the 
inſtitution of the illuſtrious order of St. Patrick in Ireland 5 February 


1783, he was named firſt in the liſt of the knights of the order. He 


embarked for Germany in order to complete his education in the univerſity 


of Gottingen 20 May 1785. He was elected knight companion of the moſt 


noble order of the garter 3 June 1786, and 15 November in the ſame 
year appointed to be colonel in the army by brevet. . 6. Auguſta Sophia, 
born 8 November 1768. 7. Elizabeth, born 22 May 1770, 8. Erneſt 
Auguſtus, born 5 June 1771. 9. Auguſtus Frederic, born 27 January

DUKE OF CORNWAL. 


GEORGE AUGUSTUS FREDERIC, prince of Great Britain, prince 
of Wales, electoral prince of Brunſwic Luneburg, duke of Cornwal and 
Rothſay, earl of Cheſter and Carric, baron of Renfrew, lord of the Iſles, 
great ſteward of Scotland, knight of the garter, one of his majeſty's moſt 
honourable privy council, captain general of the honourable artillery com- 


pany of London, high ſteward of Plymouth, and patron of the Welch 
Charity, Grays-Inn Lane.

The prince was born 12 Auguſt 1762, and in the following week was 
created prince of Wales and earl of Cheſter. He was elected 26 December 
1765 knight companion of the moſt noble order of the garter. Robert 
D'Arcy earl of Holderneſs and Leonard Smelt eſquire were 12 April 
1771 appointed governor and ſub-governor to the prince of Wales, and 
prince Frederic, now duke of York; to whom were added doctor William 
Markham biſhop of Cheſter, now lord archbiſhop of York, and the 
reverend Cyril Jackſon, in the characters of preceptor and ſub-preceptor. 
All of them reſigned in May 1776, and in their room were appointed, firſt, 
Thomas lord Bruce, now earl of Ayleſbury, as governor ; and, he having 
declined the appointment, George duke of Montague and lieutenant colonel 
George Hotham, as governor and ſub-governor, to whom were added doctor 
Richard Hurd biſhop of Litchfield and Coventry, now lord biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter, and the reverend William Arnold, in the characters of preceptor 


and ſub-preceptor. The functions of theſe offices terminated 27 December 
1780.

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The earldom of Cheſter was a creation firſt conferred 1247, upon 
king Edward the firſt, by his father. The original creation of a duke in 
England was by a charter 13 March 1337, by king Edward the third, in 
favour of his ſon Edward, ſurnamed the Black prince ; and the title of duke 
of Cornwal was entailed on the eldeſt ſons of the ſovereigns of this iſland 
for ever. The title of earl of Cheſter was revived in favour of his royal 

highneſs 19 Auguſt 1762.

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DUKE OF YORK. 


FREDERIC, duke of York and Albany in Great Britain, earl of Ulſter 
in Ireland, prince biſhop of Oſnabruc in Germany, knight of the garter and 
knight of the bath, a lieutenant-general in the army, and colonel of the 
ſecond regiment of foot- guards. 

His royal highneſs was born 16 Auguſt 1763. He was elected 27 Fe- 
bruary 1764 prince biſhop of the ſee of Oſnabruc in Germany, At a 
chapter of the bath held 30 December 1767, he was elected knight of that 
moſt honourable order, and 19 June 1771 knight companion of the moſt 
noble order of the garter. At the cloſe of the year 1780, his royal highneſs 
ſet out from this kingdom for the electorate of Hanover. After having paſſed 
through ſeveral inferior ſtations in the army, he was appointed 1 November 
1780 to the rank of colonel, farther promoted 20 November 1782 to be 
major general, and 27 October 1784 raiſed to the rank of lieutenant general, 


He was appointed 26 March 1782 to command the ſecond troop of horſe 


grenadier guards, and 27 October 1784 exchanged this appointment for that 
of colonel of the ſecond, commonly called the Coldſtream regiment of foot 


guards. In the following month he was created earl of Ulſter in Ireland, 
and duke of York and Albany in Great Britain. His royal highneſs returned 
to England after ſeven years abſence 1 Auguſt 1787,

WILLIAM HENRY, duke of Glouceſter and Edinburgh in Great Britain 
and earl of Connaught in Ireland, knight of the garter, one of his majeſty's 
moſt honourable privy council, a general of his majeſty's forces, colonel of 
the firſt regiment of foot guards, chancellor of the univerſity of Dublin, 
ranger and keeper of Windſor Foreſt and Cranbourn Chaſe, ranger of Hamp- 
ton Court Park, warden and keeper of New Foreſt in the county of South- 
ampton, and preſident of the London Hoſpital, Whitechapel. 


His royal highneſs was born 14 November 1743. He was elected knight 
companion of the moſt noble order of the garter 27 May 1762. A few 
days before he had completed the twenty-firſt year of his age, he was 
_ created earl of Connaught in Ireland, and duke of Gloucefter and. Edin- 
burgh in Great Britain. His highneſs was 28 June 1766 appointed colonel | 
of the thirteenth regiment of foot, and 6 January 1768 conſtituted major 
general, and colonel of the third regiment of foot guards. He was pro- 
moted 30 March 1770 to the rank of lieutenant general, and to the com- 
mand of the firſt regiment of foot guards, Finally 25 May 1772 he was 
advanced to the rank of general, | 


The duke of Glouceſter married 6 September 1766 Maria, natural daugh- 
ter of the right honourable Sir Edward Walpole knight of the bath, grand- 
daughter of Sir Robert Walpole, afterwards earl of Orford, and widow of 
James earl of Waldgrave. By her grace he has iſue, 1. Sophia Matilda, 
born 29 May 1773. 2. William Frederic, born 15 January 1776. 
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Duke of Glouceſter 19 November 1764.

HENRY F REDERIC, duke of Cumberland and Strathern in Great 
Britain and earl of Dublin in Ireland, knight of the garter, one of his 
majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, admiral of the white ſquadron, ranger 
and keeper of Windſor Great Park, and preſident of the military academy at 
Chelſea. 


His royal highneſs was born 26 October 1745. In the twenty-firſt year 

of his age he was created earl of Dublin in Ireland, and duke of Cumberland 

and Strathern in Great Britain. He was elected 21 December 1767 knight 
companion of the moſt noble order of the garter, WH 


The duke of Cumberland married 2 October 1771 Anne, daughter of 
Simon Luttrel firſt lord viſcount Carhampton of the kingdom of Ireland, and 
widow of Chriſtopher Horton of Catton in the county of Derby eſquire.

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HOWARD, DUKE OF NORFOLK. 


CHARLES HOWARD, duke of Norfolk, earl marſhal and hereditary 
marſhal of England, earl of Arundel, Surrey, Norfolk and Norwich, baron. 
Mowbray, Howard, Segrave, Braoſe of Gower, Fitzalan, Warren, Clun 
and Oſwaldeſtre, Maltravers, Greyſtoc, Furnival, Verdon, Lovetot, Strange 
of Blackmere and Howard of Caſtleriſing, premier duke and earl of Eng- 


land next after the princes of the blood royal, lord lieutenant and cuſtos 
rotulorum of the Weſt Riding of the county of York. 


This nobleman was born 15 March 1746. Having made a public abju- 
ration of the Roman Catholic faith, in the profeſſion of which he had been 
educated, he was elected to repreſent the city of Carliſle at the general 
election 1780; and at the general election 1784 to repreſent the cities 
of Carliſle and Hereford and the town of Arundel in the county of Suſſex, 
and made his election for Carliſle. He was appointed deputy earl marſhal of 
England September 1782, and 28 September in the ſame year, lord 
lieutenant of the Weſt Riding of the county of York. He was promoted 
2 April 1783 to be one of the lords commiſſioners of the treaſury, and reſigned 


that office in December following. He ſucceeded to the family honours. 
upon the death of his father 31 Auguſt 1786. 


The duke of Norfolk married, firſt, 7 July 1767 Mary Anne, daughter 
and heireſs of John Coppinger of Balyvolane in the county of Cork in 
3 Ireland

Ireland eſquire, who died 28 May 1768; and ſecondly, 2 April 1771 
Frances, daughter and heireſs of Charles Fitzroy Scudamore of Home Lacey 
in the county of Hereford eſquire. 


The dukes of Norfolk, chiefs of the illuſtrious family of the Howards, are 
ſaid to be deſcended from the earls of Paſſy, in Normandy. Sir William 
Howard, from whom they are lineally derived, was lord chief juſtice of the 
court of common pleas in the reign of king Edward the firſt. Sir Robert, 
the fifth in deſcent from fir William Howard, married Margaret, eldeſt 
daughter of Thomas and couſin and co- heir to John Mowbray dukes of 
Norfolk, and the ſurviving repreſentative of Thomas of Brotherton earl of 
Norfolk, ſecond ſon of king Edward the firſt. Sir John Howard, the iſſue 
of this marriage, ſerved in his youth at the battle of Chatillon 20 July 1453. 
where John, firſt earl of Shrewſbury, was ſlain. In the year 1462 he was 
Joint commander of a fleet that captured the town of Conquet in Britany, 
and made themſelves maſters of the iſle of Rhee. By king Edward the 
fourth he was created lord Howard, and conſtituted captain general of the 
fleet fitted out to oppoſe the invaſion of Nevile carl of Warwick. By king 
Richard the third he was appointed carl marſhal of England, and advanced 
to the dignity of duke of Norfolk. He was conſtituted lord high admiral 
of England, Ireland and Aquitaine for life 25 July 1483. He was lain in 
the ſervice of this prince at the battle of Boſworth, and attainted in the 
firſt parliament of king Henry the ſeventh. 


Thomas, ſecond duke of Norfolk, his fon, was created earl of Surrey by 
king Richard the third, and was attainted with his father. He was after- 
' wards reſtored in blood, and appointed lord high treaſurer of England by 
patent 25 June 1501. His patent was renewed by king Henry the eighth, 
and the office of earl marſhal conferred upon him. This nobleman com- 
manded at the celebrated battle of Flodden Field 9 September 1513; and 
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in the following year was advanced to the dignity of duke of Norfolk, and 
died 21 May 1524. He was grandfather of Catherine, fifth conſort to king 
Henry the eighth; and of Anne Boleyn, ſecond conſort of that prince, and 
mother of Queen Elizabeth. From him were alſo deſcended the extinct 
earls of Nottingham and the preſent earl of Effingham. Edward, his 
ſecond ſon, was a diſtinguiſhed naval commander, and was appointed 
19 March 1513 lord high admiral of England, Ireland and Aquitaine. 
After having performed ſeveral gallant exploits, he was induced 25 April 
1514 in a deſperate manner to board the galley of Prejeant the French com- 


mander, and, the grapplings being looſed,. he was left almoſt alone on 
board the enemy's veſſel, and thruſt into the ſea. - 


Thomas, third duke of Norfolk, his fon, was created earl of Surrey and 
conſtituted lord admiral of England 1513. He was appointed lord lieutenant 
of Ireland 1520, where he acquired great reputation, and, upon the reſig- 
nation of his father 4 December 1 522, lord high treaſurer of England. This 
nobleman was the ſworn enemy of cardinal Wolſey, and, à few years after 
the diſgrace of that miniſter, was appointed to the office of earl marſhal. 
He poſſeſſed a conſiderable command in Henry's expedition againſt France; 
but, becoming ſuſpected to that prince, he was attainted, together with his 
eldeſt ſon, and his life was only ſaved by the critical deceaſe of Henry. 
He remained in priſon till the acceſſion of queen Mary, when he was 

reſtored in blood, and ſent to quell the inſurrection of fir Thomas 
| Wyat. He died 25 Auguſt 1554. His ſecond fon Thomas was created 
by queen Elizabeth 13 January 1559 viſcount Bindon of Bindon in the 
county of Dorſet, which title became extinct in the year 1619. 5 


Henry, earl of Surrey, his ſon, who had been attainted together with his 
father, and was beheaded 19 January 1547, was one of the moſt accom- 
pliſhed ſcholars of his time. His ſonnets in praiſe of the fair Geraldine, 
the firſt object of his attachment, exhibit an elegance of compoſition till 

| that 
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that time unknown in Engliſh poetry, While on his travels at Florence, 
he publiſhed a general challenge in honour of her beauty, and came off 
victorious: His ſecond ſon Henry was by king James the firſt 1 3 March 
1603 created baron Howard of Marnhill in the county of Dorſet and 
earl of Northampton. He was farther conſtituted 29 April 1608. lord 


| keeper of the privy ſeal, and upon his death 1 5 June 1614 his titles became 
extinct. 


His eldeſt ſon Thomas, fourth duke of Norfolk, was in conſiderable favour 
with queen Elizabeth. Entering however into the cabals of Mary queen of 
Scots, and betrayed by the perſons in whom he confided, he was attainted 
in parliament, and at length beheaded 2 June 1572. His younger ſons 
were Thomas, created earl of Suffolk, and anceſtor to the extin& barons 
Howard of Eſcricke, and in the female line to the preſent lord Howard of 
Walden ; and William, anceſtor to the preſent earl of Carliſle. 


Y Philip, earl of Arundel, his ſon, was reſtored in blood ſome years after, 
but was at length impriſoned in the Tower, and impeached and found guilty 
of high treaſon. He died in confinement 19 November 1595. 


Thomas, his ſon, next earl of Arundel, was in confiderable favour with 
king James the firſt and king Charles the firſt. By the former he was raiſed 
to the office of earl marſhal for life. By the latter he was ſent to the Tower 
1626, on account of the marriage of his eldeſt ſon without the knowledge 
of the. king; but; being reſtored to favour, he was declared ambaſſador 
extraordinary to the emperor of Germany 1636 to negociate the affairs of 
the elector Palatine, and appointed 1638 to command againſt the Scots. He 
was conſtituted 1640 lord ſteward of the houſhold, and preſided as lord 
high ſteward of England at the trial of the earl of Strafford. In conſequence 


of 
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of his faithful ſervices he was created earl of Norfolk; but, having reſigned 
his office of lord ſteward 1644, and taking no part in the ſubſequent cala- 
mities, he paſſed over to Italy, and died at his favourite reſidence at Padua 

4 October 1646. He was father of William viſcount Stafford, Who was 
beheaded for high treaſon in the eightieth year of his age, in conſequence of 
the infamous perjuries of Titus Oates. Henry, ſecond viſcount Stafford, 
was created by king James the ſecond 5 October 1688 earl of Stafford, which 
title became extin&t 2 April 1762, It is to this Thomas, earl of Arundel, 
that the learned world is indebted for the celebrated Marmora Arundeliana. 


Henry Frederic, earl of Arundel, his eldeſt ſon, was father of Thomas, 
fifth duke of Norfolk, who was raiſed to that dignity by king Charles the 
ſecond ; of Henry, fixth duke of Norfolk, to whom the office of earl mar- 


ſhal was firſt made hereditary in his family ; of Philip. cardinal Howard ; of 
Charles, anceſtor of the preſent duke of Norfolk ; and of Bernard. 


Henry, ſeventh duke of Norfolk, ſon of Henry, was a zealous ſupporter of 


the cauſe of the revolution, and raiſed a regiment for the ſervice of king 
William. He died 2 April 1701. 


Thomas, the eighth, and Edward, the ninth dukes of Norfolk, were ſons 
of Thomas, brother to this Henry; and upon the deceaſe of the latter, the 
honours and eſtate devolved upon Charles, tenth duke of Norfolk, and 
grandſon to Charles, ſon of Henry Frederic earl of Arundel in the reign of 
king Charles the firſt.

EDWARD SEYMOUR, duke of Somerſet, baron Seymour and a 
baronet ; one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, 


This nobleman was born 2 January 171 8. He ode d to the title on f 
the death of his father 12 December 1757. 5 £ 


The family of Seymour is in the liſt of thoſe perſons who came over to 
England with William the conqueror. Their name was originally written 
Saint Maur. Sir John Seymour knight, in the reigns of king Henry the 
ſeventh and king Henry the eighth, had iſſue Jane, third conſort to king 
Henry the eighth, and mother to king Edward the ſixth, to whoſe elevation 
the family is indebted for its preſent dignity, He had ſeveral other chil- 

..dren ; particularly, fir Thomas Seymour, created 16 February 1547 baron 
Seymour of Sudley, and the next day conſtituted lord high admiral of 


England. This nobleman, being of an aſpiring diſpoſition, made his 
| addreſſes ta the princeſs Elizabeth, and finally married Catherine Parr, 
: ſurviving conſort of king Henry the eighth. Entering into a variety of 
intrigues for the deſtruction of his brother and the ſubverſion of the exiſt- 


ing government, he was attainted in parliament, and beheaded 20 March 
1549. 
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Sir Edward Seymour knight, eldeſt ſon of fir John Seymour, was created 
5 June 1536 viſcount Beauchamp, and 18 October 1537 earl of Hertford, 


He was one of the executors of king Henry the eighth, and, three days 
after the death of that Prince, was elected protector of the realm, and 
governor 
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governor of the perſon of the young king, till he ſhould complete the; 
eighteenth year of his age. He was afterwards, 10 February 1547, con- 
ſtituted lord high treaſurer of England, and in the courſe of a few days 
created baron Seymour and duke of Somerſet. The lord protector diſtin- 
guiſhed himſelf on various occaſions in the field, and gave a memorable 
defeat to the Scots at the battle of Pinkey 10 September 1547. He had 
an ambitious and intrepid rival in John Dudley, afterwards duke of Nor- 
thumberland ; by whoſe intrigues he was deprived of all his offices, and 
committed to the Tower 14 October 1549. He was afterwards liberated ; 
but, being charged with an attempt to aſſaſſinate the duke of Northum- 
berland, he was brought to his trial 1551, and beheaded. He was twice 
married: by his firſt marriage he had iſſue fir Edward Seymour baronet, 
from whom the preſent duke of Somerſet and the preſent earl of Hertford 
are deſcended : and by the ſecond Anne, married to the carl of Warwick, 
eldeſt ſon of the duke of Northumberland; and Edward, his ſucceſſor in 
his honours, but who was deprived of that ſucceſſion by the attainder of his 
father, and reſtored, in the firſt year of the reign of queen Elizabeth, to 
the titles of viſcount Beauchamp and earl of Hertford. 'This nobleman 
incurred the diſpleaſure of the court by his marriage to the lady Catherine 
Grey, grand-daughter of Mary, daughter to king Henry the ſeventh. 


William, the grandſon of this marriage, was created marquis of Hert- 
ford 3 June 1640, conſtituted governor of the prince of Wales, and ſoon 
after elected chancellor of the univerſity of Oxford. He attached himſelf 
to the royal party, and, upon the reſtoration of king Charles the ſecond, 
was reſtored by act of parliament to the title of duke of Somerſet. Francis, 
the brother of this nobleman, was 19 February 1641 advanced to the dig- 
nity of a baron, by the title of lord Seymour of Trowbridge. Upon the 
failure of iſſue in the line of William, ſecond duke of Somerſet, the title 
D deſcended 
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deſcended to Francis, fifth duke of Somerſet, and third lord Seymour of 
Trowbridge. | | 


| Charles, fixth duke of Somerſet, joined the party of king William in 
1688, and was lord preſident of council in the laſt year of the reign of that 
monarch. Upon the acceſſion of queen Anne he was conſtituted her 
majeſty's maſter of the horſe, and retained that appointment till the year 
1715. He was ſucceeded in his titles by Algernon, his ſon, ſeventh duke 
of Somerſet, who, at the death of his mother Elizabeth, only child of Joſ- 
celine Percy earl of Northumberland, ſucceeded to the baronies of Percy, 
Lucy, Poynings, Fitzpayne, Bryan and Latimer. This duke was 2 October 
1749 created baron Warkworth of Warkworth caſtle in the county of Nor- 
thumberland, and earl of Northumberland, with remainder to ſir Hugh 
Smythſon baronet, and Elizabeth his wife, only daughter of the duke of 
Somerſet. He was alſo created on the day following baron of Cockermouth 
in the county of Cumberland, and earl of Egremont, with remainder to 
the male iſſue of fir William Wyndham baronet, and Catherine his wife, 
daughter of Charles, fixth duke of Somerſet. Upon the death of this duke 
7 February 1750, the baronies of Percy, Lucy, Poynings, Fitzpayne, Bryan 
and Latimer deſcended to Elizabeth, wife of fir Hugh Smythſon baronet ; 


and the titles of earl of Hertford, viſcount Beauchamp of Hache, and baron 
Seymour of Trowbridge became extinct, 


The titles of duke of Somerſet and baron Seymour devolved on fir 
Edward Seymour baronet, lineally - deſcended, by the firſt venter, from 
Edward firſt duke of Somerſet, lord protector of England. Sir Edward 
Seymour, grandfather to Edward, eighth duke of Somerſet, was choſen 
ſpeaker of the houſe of commons 1 5 February 1673, and was a principal 
leader in all the tory meaſures of thoſe times. Sir Edward Seymour baronet, 
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his ſon, had iſſue, beſide Edward eighth duke of Somerſet, Francis, the 
father of Henry, firſt married 24 July 1753 to Caroline, only daughter of 
William ſecond earl Cowper ; by which lady, who died 2 June 1773, he has 
iſſue Georgiana, born 31 January 1755, and married to William Danby of 
Swinton in the county of York eſquire; and Caroline, born 31 December 
1756. He married, ſecondly, 5 October 1775 madame Louiſe de Panthou, 
by whom he has a ſon, Henry, born 10 November 1776. 


Edward, eighth duke of Somerſet, married' Mary, daughter and heireſs 
of Daniel Webb of Monckton Farley in the county of Wilts eſquire; by 
which lady, who died 2 3 February 1768, he had iſſue, 1. Edward, ninth 
duke of Somerſet. 2. Webb of Monckton Farley in the county of Wilts, 
who married 11 December 1779 Anna Maria, daughter of John Bonnel 
of Stanton Harcourt in the county of Oxford eſquire; by which lady 
he has iſſue Edward Adolphus, born 7 February 1775 ; and Webb John, 
born 7 February 1777.

CHARLES LENOX, duke of Richmond, earl of March, and baron 
Settrington in England ; duke of Lenox, earl 'of Darnley, and baron 
Methuen of Torbolton in Scotland ; and duke of Aubigne in France ; 


knight of the garter, one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, 
maſter general of his majeſty's office of ordnance, having the rank of general 
of his majeſty's forces, lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county 
of Suſſex, colonel of the Suſſex militia, high ſteward of Chicheſter, a vice- 
preſident of the ſociety for the encouragement of arts, manufactures and.

This nobleman was born 22 February 1735. He ſucceeded to the title 


on the death of his father 8 Auguſt 1750. Having paſſed through- 


ſeveral inferior ſtations in the army, he was 9 May 1758 appointed 
colonel of the ſeventy- ſecond regiment of foot, and in that capacity received 


the thanks of prince Ferdinand of Brunſwic for his conduct in the battle 


of Minden. He was conſtituted 9 March 1761 a major-general of his 


majeſty's forces; and 2 F of the ſame month was appointed one of the 


lords of his majeſty's bedchamber, which office he ſhortly after reſigned. 


He was promoted 18 October 1763 to be lord lieutenant and cuſtos 
rotulorum of the county of Suſſex. His grace was appointed 1765 to be 


his majeſty's ambaſſador extraordinary and miniſter plenipotentiary to the 


court of Verſailles, and ſworn of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy 


council. He was conſtituted one of the principal ſecretaries of ſtate 23 May 


1766, and reſigned the appointment 2 Auguſt in the ſame year. He was.

The family of Somerſet is deſcended from John of Gaunt, duke of Lan- 
caſter and ſon to king Edward the third, by Catherine Swynford, who was 
firſt his miſtreſs, but whom he afterwards married. The progeny of this 
connection aſſumed the name of Beaufort, and bore the ſtyle of earl of 
Somerſet, marquis of Dorſet and duke of Somerſet. They were legitimated 
by act of parliament during the life of their founder, but finally periſhed 
amidſt the deſtructive and inhuman cruelties of the wars of Vork and Lan- 
caſter. Charles, the natural ſon of Henry Beaufort third duke of Somerſet 
in this line, aſſumed the name of Somerſet, and ſingly remained at the 
acceſſion of king Henry the ſeventh to repreſent his illuſtrious anceſtors. 


By king Henry, who affected to derive his claim to the crown from the 
houſe of Lancaſter, this Cluiles Somerſet was particularly cheriſhed and 
diſtinguiſhed. In right of his wife, only child of William Herbert earl of 
Huntingdon, he bore the titles of baron Herbert, lord Herbert of Ragland, 
Chepſtow and Gower. He was inveſted 1495 with the office of lord cham- 
berlain of the houſhold for life, and afterwards advanced to the dignity of 
carl of Worceſter. He died 15 April 1526. 8 


Edward, fourth earl of Worceſter, was, appointed 21 April 1601 maſter 
of the horſe to queen Elizabeth, and, reſigning that office 1 January 1616, 
was conſtituted by king James the firſt lord keeper of the privy ſeal. 
He died 3 March 1628. | 


Henry, 
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Henry, fifth earl of Worceſter, his ſon, was early proſelyted to the Roman 
Catholic religion. He is ſuppoſed to have been the richeſt Engliſh noble- 
man of his time; and it was in a conſiderable degree owing to him that 
king Charles the firſt was enabled to make ſo reſpectable a figure at 

the breaking out of the civil war. Soon after the commencement of the 
war he was created marquis of Worceſter. He maintained at his perſonal 
expence a fiege in his caſtle of Ragland in the county of Monmouth, from 
that time 1642 to 19 Auguſt 1646. The articles of capitulation upon 


which he ſurrendered were violated by the parliamentary forces, and he 


died in confinement December in the ſame year, and the eighty-fourth 
year of his age. This revolution proved the occaſion of annihilating and 
diſperſing his patrimonial fortune, and was a blow from which his family 
never perfectly recovered. 


Edward, ſecond marquis of Worceſter, his ſon, was a character that 
attracted much attention during the life of his father, under the ſtyle of the 
earl of Glamorgan. His negociations with the Iriſh papiſts are to be 
regarded as now fully cleared up, to the diſadvantage of the king his maſter. 
Though that monarch pretended to be ignorant of his meaſures, and to diſ- 
avow his proceedings, it appears that he did nothing without the fulleſt 
authority. A commiſſion, granted to him by the king, and dated 1 April 
1644, contains powers of the moſt unlimited nature. Blank patents are there 


mentioned to have been intruſted to him for titles of honour from a marquis 


to a baronet; the title of duke of Somerſet is promiſed to him and his 


heirs for ever ; the princeſs Elizabeth, with a portion of three hundred 
thouſand pounds, is promiſed to his eldeſt fon in marriage ; and it is added, 


that whatever he contracts or engages for from the date of this commiſſion 
the king will make good the fame. His lordſhip died 3 April 1667. 
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Henry, third marquis * Worceſter, his ſon, was towards the cloſe of 
the reign of king Charles the ſecond advanced to the title of duke of Beau- 
fort. He exerted himſelf in oppoſition to the invaſion of the duke of 
Monmouth in 1685, and in 1688 endeavoured to ſecure Briſtol againſt 
the adherents of the prince of Orange, upon whoſe elevation to the throne 
his grace refuſed to take the oaths. He died 21 January 1699.

HARRY POWLET, duke of Bolton, marquis of Wincheſter, earl of 
Wiltſhire, baron Saint John of Baſing in the county of Wilts, premier 
marquis of England, one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, 
lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Southampton, governor 


of the Iſle of Wight, vice admiral of the counties of Southampton and 
Dorſet, and an admiral of the white ſquadron of his majeſty's fleet. 


This nobleman was born 6 November 1720. He was elected 1754 to 
repreſent the borough of Lymington in the county of Southampton, and 
1760 to repreſent the city of Wincheſter. Having paſſed through ſeveral 
inferior ſtations in the navy, he was 9 December 1760 appointed a vice 
admiral of the white ſquadron, and 5 July 1765 ſucceeded to the title upon 


the death of his brother. He was appointed 1766 governor of the Iſle of 


Wight, and, having reſigned that office 1770, was reinſtated upon the 
change of miniſtry in 1782, and 6 April in the ſame year was promoted to 
be lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Southampton. 


The duke of Bolton married firſt 1 3 May 1752 Henrietta, daughter of 
Nunn of Eltham in the county of Kent eſquire; by which lady, who died 
31 May 1764, he had iſſue Mary, born October 17 53, and married 
to John viſcount Hinchinbroke eldeſt ſon of the earl of Sandwich : ſhe died 
31 March 1779. He married ſecondly 8 April 1765, Catherine, daughter 
of Robert Lowther of Lowther Hall in the county of Weſtmoreland eſquire, 
and ſiſter to the earl of Lonſdale ; by which lady he has iſſue, 1.

The name of this family has been variouſly written, Paulet, Pawlet, 
Poulet and Powlet. Hercules, lord of Tournon in Picardy, came inte 
England with Geoffrey Plantagenet earl of Anjou, third ſon of king Henry 
the ſecond, and having, among other eſtates, the lordſhip of Paulet in 
Somerſetſhire, aſſumed his ſurname from that place. From fir John Paulet 
in the reign of king Richard the ſecond, 'by the eldeſt ſon the preſent 
earl Powlet is deſcended. 


Sir William Paulet, the deſcendant of William, ſecond ſon of fir John 
Paulet, was by king Henry the eighth advanced to the dignity of a baron by 
the title of lord Saint John of Baſing, and appointed lord great maſter of 
the houſhold and lord preſident of the council. Upon the acceſſion of 
king Edward the ſixth, being one of the executors of the will of his father, 
he was farther appointed lord keeper of the great ſeal. He was three 
years after created earl of Wiltſhire, and 1551, having refigned his other 
miniſterial appointments, was promoted to be lord high treaſurer of England 
and farther created marquis of Wincheſter. It was in a great meaſure by 
his counſels, that the duke of Northumberland's deſign of ſetting lady Jane 
Grey upon the throne was prevented. He poſſeſſed the high office laſt 
mentioned near twenty years, and died 10 March 1572 in the ninety | 
ſeventh year of his age ; being ſucceeded as lord high treaſurer by William 
lord Burleigh. 


| John, fifth marquis of Wincheſter, was one of thoſe noblemen who 1 

adhered to king Charles the firſt, and, having made a garriſon of his ſeat 

at Baſing, endured a ſiege from Auguſt 1643 to 16 October 1645. By 
the 
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the deſtruction of this ſeat he ſuffered an immenſe loſs, but he had the 


ſatisfaction of living to ſee the reſtoration of the royal family, and died 
5 March 1674. 


Charles, his ſon, was inſtrumental in fetting the crown of theſe realms 
on the prince and princeſs of Orange, and was by them raiſed to the title 
of duke of Bolton, : 


Charles, ſecond duke of Bolton, his ſon, was by king George the firſt 
promoted to be lord chamberlain of the houſhold, which office he retained 
a Very ſhort time, and was twice appointed 16 April 1717 and 31 May 1719 
lord lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland. He had three ſons, Charles and 
Harry, ceſſively dukes of Bolton, and Naſſau, whoſe daughter Iſabella 


married John James, earl of Egmont in the kingdom of Ireland and lord 
Lovel and Holland in Great Britain. 


Charles, third duke of Bolton, was ſucceſſively governor of the Iſle of 
Wight, captain of the band of gentlemen penſioners, and conſtable of the 


Tower of London. In November 1745 he raiſed a regiment of foot to 
ſerve againſt the rebels, and died 26 Auguſt 1754. 


Harry, fourth duke of Bolton, was one of the lords commiſſioners of 
the admiralty, and conſtable of the Tower of London, He died 19 October 
1759. b |

THOMAS OSBORNE, duke of Leeds, marquis of Carmarthen, earl 


of Danby, viſcount Latimer and Dumblaine, baron Oſborne of Kiveton 
and a baronet ; knight of the garter, one of his majeſty's moſt honourable 
privy council, doctor of laws, and fellow of the royal ſociety, 
| ; — 
This nobleman was born 6 November 1713. He ſucceeded to the title 
on the death of his father 9 May 1731. He was 12 November 1748 
conſtituted chief juſtice in eyre of his majeſty's foreſts ſouth of Trent, and 
the ſame year appointed one of the lords of the bed chamber. He was 
elected 22 June 1749 knight companion of the moſt noble order of the 
garter. Reſigning the office of chief juſtice in eyre, he was conſtituted

The duke of Leeds married 26 June 1740 Mary, youngeſt daughter of 
Francis earl Godolphin ; by which lady, who died 3 Auguſt 1764, he 
has iflue, Francis Godolphin, marquis of Carmarthen, and in his | own 
right baron Oſborne of Kiveton in the county of Vork. 


The firſt perſon of the family of Oſborne that roſe to diſtinction was 
fir Edward Oſborne knight, created a baronet by king James the firſt, 
and father to Thomas, firſt duke of Leeds, He was patroniſed by the 
celebrated earl of Strafford, and, when that nobleman was conſtituted lord 
preſident of the North, was appointed vice preſident, 


Thomas 
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Thomas Oſborne, firſt duke of Leeds, his ſon, adhered to the royal 
intereſt during the civil wars, and, upon the reſtoration of king Charles 
the ſecond, was appointed 1 671 treaſurer of the navy, and conſtituted 
19 June 1673 lord high treaſurer of England. He was in the ſame year 
created baron Kiveton in the county of York and viſcount Latimer, and 
in the year following was raiſed to the dignity of earl of Danby; and created 
viſcount Dumblaine in the kingdom of Scotland. He was impeached of 
high crimes and miſdemeanours by the houſe of commons 1679, and diſ- 
miſſed from his office of lord high treaſurer. Upon the landing of the 
prince of Orange he ſecured in his favour the city of York. He was 
chairman of the committee of the houſe of peers when it was reſolved that 
the throne was vacant, and he warmly recommended for the ſucceſſion the 
prince and princeſs of Orange. He was conſtituted 13 February 1689 lord 
preſident of the council, in the following year was created marquis of 
Carmarthen, and a few years after was advanced to the dignity of duke of 
Leeds. He was impeached by the houſe of commons April 1695 for 
receiving money for obtaining the charters of the Eaſt India company, but 
the proſecution was ſuperſeded, the king a few days after proroguing the 
parliament. He diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the tory party upon the trial of 
doctor Henry Sacheverel in February 1710. He died 26 July 1712. 


Peregrine, ſecond duke of Leeds, his fon, was called up to the houſe 
of peers during the life of his father by the title of baron Olborue of

WILLIAM CAVENDISH, duke of eint marquis of l 


ington, earl of Devonſhire, and baron Cavendiſh of Hardwicke in the 


county of Derby; knight of the. garter, lord high treaſurer of Ireland, 


governor of the county of Cork in that kingdom, and lord lieutenant and 


cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Derby. 


This nobleman was born 14 December 1748. He ſucceeded to the title 


upon the death of his father 2 October 1764. He was conſtituted 


1 March 1766 lord high treaſurer of the kingdom of Ireland, elected 


19 April 1782 knight companion of the moſt noble order of the garter, 


and 18 June in the ſame year appointed lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum 


of the county of Derby. | 


The duke of Devonſhire married 6 June 1774 Georgiana, daughter of 
John firſt earl Spencer; by which lady he has iſſue, 1. Georgiana, born 


13 July 1783. 2. Elizabeth Henrietta, born 29 Auguſt 1785. 


The family of Cavendiſh is- deſcended from Robert de Gernon, who 
came over to England with William the conqueror. Roger de Gernon 
in the reign of king Edward the ſecond had four ſons, all of whom took 
the ſurname of Cavendiſh from the lordſhip of Cavendiſh in the county of 


Suffolk, of which their mother had been heireſs. F rom the ſecond of 


theſe ſons deſcended Thomas» Cavendiſh the celebrated. circumnavigator, 


who, attempting a ſecond voyage to the South Seas, died off the coaſt 


of the Portugueſe ſettlement of Braſil 1591. 
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John, eldeſt ſon of Roger de Gernon, was conſtituted 29 October 1366 
lord chief juſtice of the court of King's Bench, and, being ſent into Suffolk 
to quell the inſurrection which had been excited by Wat Tyler, was 
beheaded by the rebels in the town of Bury St. Edmunds in the year 1381. 


William, fifth in deſcerit from lord chief juſtice Cavendiſh, was gen- | 5 
tleman uſher to cardinal Wolſey in the reign of king Henry the eighth, 
and, after the death of the cardinal, was employed in various ſervices by 
that monarch. He married Elizabeth, daughter of John Hardwicke of 
Hardwicke in the county of Derby eſquire, at whoſe perſuaſion he pur- 
chaſed ſeveral eſtates in that county, and built Chatſworth Houſe, the” 
principal reſidence of the dukes of Devonſhire. After his death his lady 
married George, ſixth earl of Shrewſbury, in whoſe keeping Mary queen 8 0 
of Scots reſided as s priſoner at Chatſworth Houſe for ſeventeen years. 5" <8

Charles, his younger ſon, married S daughter of Cuthbert 
lord Ogle; by which lady he had iſſue William, created 1620 baron Ogle 
and viſcount Mansfield in the county of Nottingham, 1628 baron Balfover 
in the county of Nottingham, and earl of Newcaſtle upon Tyne in the 
county of Northumberland; 1644 baron Bothal and Hepple and marquis of 
Newcaſtle.; and 1665 earl of Ogle and duke of Newcaſtle: He was 
ſingularly active in the cauſe of king Charles the firſt, and ſuffered greatly | 
in conſequence of his loyalty. He married Margaret, fiſter to lord Lucas + 
of Colcheſter in the county of Eſſex; by which lady he had iflue four ſons 
and four daughters, and the inſcription upon their tomb is quoted in the 
Spectator, viz. That all the ſons were valiant, and all the daughters 
« virtuous.” The duke and ducheſs of Newcaſtle were both of them 
authors, the duke writing a folio treatiſe upon Horſemanſhip, and the

William, elder ſon of William and Elizabeth, was by king James the | 
firſt created baron Cavendiſh, and ſome years after earl of Devonſhire. 
He was connected with the earl of Northampton and others i in the ſettle 
ment of a colony at the iſlands of Bermudas. 


William, ſecond earl of Devonſhire, his ſon, is chiefly diſtinguiſhed by 
the circumſtance of having had the celebrated Hobbes for his preceptor, 
who gave a very ſplendid character of his pupil after his death, in the 
dedication prefixed to his tranſlation of Thucydides. 


William, third earl of Devonſhire, his fon, who was alfo educated by 
Mr. Hobbes, early engaged in the party of king Charles the firſt, but upon 
the breaking out of the civil war retired to the continent, and was only 
induced to return by the peremptory order of the parliament. . Charles, 
his brother, was lieutenant general of the horſe under the marquis of 
Newcaſtle, and was killed at Gainſborough. Their mother, daughter of 
Edward lord Bruce of the kingdom of Scotland, was alſo indefatigable in 
the ſervice of the royal party, and correſponded with general Monk at the 
time of the reſtoration. 


William 
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William lord Cavendiſh, his ſon, ſerved when young in the fleet of the 
duke of York. He was the inſeparable friend of William lord Ruſſel, and 

was extremely zealous in promoting the whig meaſures of thoſe times. + 

When lord Ruſſel was under ſentence of death, lord Cavendiſh offered to 
change clothes with him in the priſon, and to remain there while he made 
his eſcape. He exhibited another inſtance of perſonal attachment in his 
conduct towards count Koningſmark, who, being acquitted of the murder of 
Mr. Thomas Thynne, the intimate friend of lord Cavendiſh, was by that 
nobleman challenged to an open combat; but the trial did not take place. 
Having ſucceeded upon the death of his father 1684 to the title of earl of 
Devonſhire, he was conſidered as particularly obnoxious to king James 
the ſecond, and was by the influence of the court fined in a penalty of 
L. zo, ooo for an aſſault upon colonel Culpeper, and committed to the 

King's Bench priſon, from whence he eſcaped. Upon the firſt alarm of | 

the intended invaſion of the prince of Orange, he was ſent for to court, 2 


but refuſed his e. He concerted meaſures with the earl of 

| / Danby, lord Dclayare, fr Scroop Howe and others, for bringiag about

the princeſs Anne put herſelf under his protection. For his great ſervices 
he was 1689 appointed lord ſteward of the houthold, which office 
he retained till his death, and a few years after created marque of Har- 
tington and duke of Devonſhire. He ſtood almoſt fingle among the whigs 
in oppoſition to the attainder of fir John Fenwick. He married 27 October ;

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William, ſecond duke of Devonſhire, his ſon, was upon the death of 
his father declared lord ſteward of the houſhold, which office he reſigned 
upon the change of miniſtry in 1710. Upon the acceſſion of king George 
the firſt he was again conſtituted lord ſteward of the houſhold, and, having 
reſigned that office, was 6 July 1716 appointed lord preſident of the 
council, but retired in April 1717.

8 April 1728, elected 1751 to repreſent the borough of Weymouth, and 
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in every ſubſequent parliament to repreſent the county of Derby. He was 


appointed 5 November 1761 comptroller of his majeſty's houſhold, which 
office he reſigned in November 1762 ; and was conſtituted 17 June 1766 
lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Derby, in which poſt 
he continued till 18 June 1782. 5. Frederic, born 17 Auguſt 1729, 
elected 1755 to repreſent the county of Derby, and in. four ſubſequent 
parliaments to repreſent the borough of that name. Having paſſed through 
ſeveral inferior ſtations in the army, he was November 1760 appointed 
colonel of the thirty-fourth regiment. of foot, and 26 November 1782 pro- 
moted to the rank of general in the army. 6. John, born 22 October 1732. 
He was elected 1754 to repreſent the borough of Weymouth, 1761 to 
_ repreſent the borough of Knareſborough, and 1768, 1774 and 1780 to 
repreſent the city of Vork. He was 27 March 1782 appointed one of the 
lords commiſſioners of the treaſury and chancellor of the exchequer, and, 
having reſigned thoſe offices 5 July in the ſame year, was reappointed 
5 April 1783.

The dukes of Marlborough are deſcended from Robert Deſpencer, ſteward 


to king William the conqueror, and who came over to England with that 
prince. His name in its original etymology ſignifies ſteward, and the office 


above mentioned continued in the family for ſeveral generations. Thurſtan, 


the third in ſucceſſion, had two ſons, Walter, who had ſummons to parlia- 


ment by the title of lord Stanley, and died without iſſue; and Almeric, 
whoſe fon, Thurftan, was among the barons who took up arms againſt king 


John. Hugh, the grandſon of this 'Thurſtan, was one of the moſt diſtin- 
guiſhed nobles in the reign of king Henry the third, and by his weight with 


the barons of the kingdom became 1 260 chief juſticiary of England. He 
diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the battle of Lewes, where the king was: taken 


priſoner. Being diſguſted with the haughty behaviour of Simon de MonkGrt 


earl of Leiceſter, he deſerted the party of the barons, obtained from the 
king a patent of the office of juſticiary 14 December 1264, and received 
ſummons to parliament as baron Le Deſpencer. Soon after he returned to 


his old friends, and died in arms Fog the king at the battle of Eveſham 
5 FI 1265. 


Hugh 1 Deſpencer, his ſon, and Hugh Le Deſpencer, his di 
were the favourites of king Edward the ſecond. Hugh, the elder, had 


ſummons to parliament as baron Le Deſpencer 23 June 1295, and was 


farther promoted to the dignity of earl of Wincheſter in the county of 
Southampton 10 May 1 322. This nobleman's conduct being diſagreeable 


to many of the barons, he was 1320 baniſhed the realm; but he returned 


the next year, and was October 1326 beheaded without a trial. Hugh, the

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younger, — called earl of Glouceſter, was 1320 appointed lord 
chamberlain of the houſhold, but was ſoon after obliged with his father to 
depart the realm, and upon his. return was 28 November 1326 beheaded 
at Hereford. 


Hugh Le Deſpencer, his fon, commonly called lord Glamorgan, was 
afterwards taken into favour by king Edward the third; and in 1398 
Thomas, great grandſon of the earl of Glouceſter, was reſtored to the 
honours of this earldom ; but, being deeply engaged in the cauſe of king 
Richard the ſecond, he was by king Henry the fourth attainted and 
| beheaded i in the year 1400. He married Conſtance, daughter of Edmund 
duke of York, fifth ſon of king Edward the third ; by which lady he had 
one ſon, Richard, upon whoſe death the ſucceſſion failing in the male line, 
the barony deſcended in the female line to the Beauchamps. lords Ber- 
gavenny, the Nevils lords Abergavenny, the Fanes earls of Weſtmorland, 
the Daſhwoods of Welt Wycombe in the county of Buckingham baronets, 


and Jaſtly to fir Thomas Stapleton of Grey's Court in hs county of Oxford 
baronet. 


The dukes of Marlborough are lineally, deſcended from Geoffrey, next 
brother to Hugh Le Deſpencer chief juſticiaby of England; and this younger 
branch alſo diſtinguiſhed themſelves in the wars of the barons. Robert, 
the fourteenth in deſcent from Geoffrey, was by king James the firſt at his 


acceſſion created baron Spencer of Wormleighton in the county of Warwick. 
He diſtinguiſhed himſelf in oppoſition to what were conſidered as the 


incroachments of prerogative, and was reputed to be one of the beſt par- 
liamentary ſpeakers of his time. He died 25 October 1627. 
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Henry, third lord Spencer, his grandſon, was one of thoſs noblemen in 
the time of king Charles the firſt, who were deſirous of moderating the 
differences. between the king and his parliament ; but being unable to 
prevail, he followed the royal army, though, as he obſerves in a letter to 
his lady, if there could be an expedient found to ſolve the punctilio 
« of honour, he would not have continued in it an hour.“ He was 
created, ſoon after the commencement of the civil war, earl of Sunderland. 
He married Dorothy, daughter of Robert Sydney earl of Leiceſter, who 
is celebrated by Waller in his poems under the appellation of Sachariſſa, 
and died 20 September 1643, in the twenty - third year of his age. Robert 


his next brother was 1686 created a peer of Scotland by the title of viſcount 
Teviot, and died without iſſue. 


Robert, ſecond. earl of Sunderland, was in the earlier part of the reign. 
of king Charles the ſecond employed in ſeveral important embaſſies, and, 
being recalled. from the court of France, where he then reſided, was 
9 February 1679, appointed one of his majeſty's principal ſecretaries of 
ſtate, at the ſame time that the earl of Eſſex was. appointed. firſt lord of 
the treaſury, and the earl of Shafteſbury lord preſident. of the council, and n 
that the office af ſecretary of ſtate, in conjunction with lord Sunderland, 
was offered to ſir William Temple. He was April 1680 removed from 
the office of ſecretary of ſtate, in conſequence of his ſupporting the bill for 
excluding the duke of York. from the ſucceſſion to the throne, but was 
reſtored 28 January 1682.. He continued. in this office during the greater 
part of the reign of king James: the ſecond, and 4 December 168 5 obtained. 
the additional appointment. of lord preſident. of the council. Becoming 
ſuſpected to the government, he was 27 October 1688 diſmiſſed from all his. 
employments, and, departing from the kingdom, arrived in Holland about 
the ſame time that the prince of Orange landed at Torbay. A few years 


2 after 
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after che earl of Sunderland acquired a high degree of credit with king 
William, and 19 April 1697 was appointed lord chamberlain of the 
houſhold, which office he refigned 26 December in the ſame year. The 
ſituation, in which this nobleman was placed durin g theſe tranſactions, was 


in many reſpects extremely delicate; and he has been accuſed, both of a 


ſecret correſpondence with king William, at the time that he was prime 
| miniſter to king James the ſecond, and of a ſimilar correſpondence with 
king James during the reign of his ſucceſſor. He died 28 September 1702.

Charles, third earl of Sunderland, married Anne, ſecond daughter of 
John Churchil duke of Marlborough. He was 3 December 1706 
appointed one of the principal ſecretaries of ſtate, which office he held till 
14 June 1710. At the time of his diſmiſſion he refuſed to accept the 
offer of the queen to ſettle. upon him a penſion of /. 3060 per annum. 
Upon the acceſſion of king George the firſt he was 24. September 1714 
appointed lord lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland, and, having reſigned 
that office, was farther promoted 28 Auguſt 1715 to be lord keeper of the 
privy ſeal. Having reſigned this appointment, he was 12 April 1717 
conſtituted one of the principal ſecretaries of ſtate, 16 March 1718 
exchanged that ſituation for the place of lord preſident of the council; and 


in the fallowip g week was promoted to be firſt lord comm iffioner of the

The family of Churchil i is deſcended from Roger de Courcil, grandſon 
of Gitto de Leon progenitor of the noble houſe of Leon in France, who 
came over to England with William the conqueror. Sir Winfton Churchil 
in the reign of king Charles the firft, was a ſtrenuous partizan of the royal 
cauſe, and ſuffered under the ſequeſtrations of the parliamentarians. He 
had iſſue, 1. Arabella, miſtreſs to king James the ſecond, and mother to 
James Fitz James marſhal duke of Berwick. She married colonel Charles 
Godfrey, maſter of the jewel office in the reign of queen Anne. 2. John, 
duke of Marlborough. 2 . George Churchil, who diſtinguiſhed himſelf at 
the battle of La Hogue, and was admiral of * blue. 4. Charles, a 
general i in the army. 


Charles Churchil, firſt duke of Marlborough, was created 21 November 
1682 baron Churchil of the kingdom of Scotland, and upon the acceſſion 
of king james the ſecond a peer of Great Britain, by the title of baron 
Churchil of Sandridge in the county of Herts, He was ſecond in com- 
mand at the defeat of the duke of Monmouth; but, upon the invaſion of 
the prince of Orange, was among the firſt who went over to his party, 
and was by that prince advanced to the rank of carl of Marlborough. He 
ſerved fome campaigns in Irelarfd and the Low Countries, but, falling under 
the diſpleaſure of king William, was ſtripped of all his employments, and 
ſent priſoner to the Tower.

This nobleman was born 4 January 1778.

Sir Robert Manners in the reign of king Edward the fourth, married

the firſt. - George, the eldeſt ſon of this marriage, bore the title of lord 
Roos, baron Roos of Hamlake, Truſbut * Belvoir in right of his mother. 


Thomas, ſecond lord Roos of tlie family of Manners, his ſon, was, in 
conſideration of his deſcent from a ſiſter of king Edward the fourth,

DOUGLAS HAMILTON, duke of Brandon in the county of Suffolk, 
and baron Dutton in the county of Cheſter ; duke of Hamilton, marquis 
of Hamilton, Clydeſdale and Douglas, earl of Angus, Arran and Lanerk, 
baron Macanſhire, Polmont, Abernethy and Aberbrothic in the kingdom 
of Scotland ; and duke of Chattelherault in the kingdom of France ; 
knight of the thiſtle, hereditary keeper of Holyrood Houſe, keeper of the 
palace of Linlithgow and caſtle of Blackneſs, and a captain in the army. 


This nobleman was born 24 July 1756. He ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of his brother 7 July 1769, and was appointed 25 November 
1777 keeper of his majeſty's palace of Linlithgow and caſtle of Blackneſs 
in the kingdom of Scotland. Upon his grace's petition to the houſe of 
peers it was adjudged 6 June 1782, that he had a right to fit in that houſe 
as duke of Brandon notwithſtanding the former determination of the houſe 


to the contrary, and he received ſummons to parliament accordingly. 


The duke of Hamilton married 5 April 1778 Elizabeth, daughter of 
Peter Burrel of Beckenham in the county of Kent eſquire, and ſiſter to fir 
Peter Burrel knight, deputy lord great chamberlain of England. 


The dukes of Brandon are ſaid to be deſcended from Bernard, chief 
counſellor, and ſecond in command to Rollo firſt duke of Normandy. 
Roger de Beaumont, fourth in ' deſcent from Bernard, came over to 
England with William the conqueror, and his poſterity were ſucceſſively 

3 created 
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created earls of Warwick, Leiceſter, Worceſter and Bedford, Robert de 
Beaumont, fourth earl of Leiceſter, was father to William, who took the 
ſurname of Hambleton or Hamilton from a manor of that name in the 
county of Buckingham, and by ſome genealogiſts is ſaid to have died without 
iſſue, but by Douglas in his peerage of Scotland is repreſented as having 
removed into that kingdom in the year 1215, and been the anceſtor of the 
preſent illuſtrious family of Hamilton, as well as of the earls of Haddington, 


and barons Belhaven in the kingdom of Scotland, and the earls of Clanbraflil 
in the kingdom of Ireland. 


Sir James Hamilton, created baron Hamilton by James the firſt king 
of Scots, was father to James, ſecond lord Hamilton, who married in the 
year 1474 Mary, daughter to king James the ſecond. James, third lord 
Hamilton, his ſon, was by king James the fourth created earl of the iſle 
of Arran,

James, ſecond earl of Arran, his fon, was by Henry the ſecond king 
of France created duke of Chattelherault in the county of Poitou, and in 
the year 1543 was declared by the ſtates of the kingdom of Scotland, 
governor to Mary their young queen, and regent of the kingdom during 
her minority, as well as next heir to the crown failing her iſſue. He 
ſuffered both impriſonment and forfeiture for his faithful adherence to 
that princeſs, and died 22 January 1573, He was anceſtor by a younger 
ſon to the earls of Abercorn. 


John, third earl of Arran, his ſon, was by James the fixth, king of 
Scots, created marquis of Hamilton, being the firſt perſon who bore the 
appellation of marquis in that kingdom,

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James, ſecond marquis of Hamilton, his ſon, was by that prince 16 June 
1619 created baron of Ennerſdale in the county of Cumberland, and earl 
of Cambridge. 


James, third marquis of Hamilton, his ſon, was by king Charles the 
firſt created duke of Hamilton, and for his faithful adherence to that 
prince was beheaded ꝙ March 1649. 


William, ſecond duke of Hamilton, his brother, had been created earl 
of Lanerk and baron Macanſhire and Polmont in the kingdom of Scotland. 


He was killed fighting for the cauſe of king Charles the ſecond at the 
battle of Worceſter 3 September 1651. 


Anne, ducheſs of Hamilton, daughter of James firſt duke of Hamilton, 
married William Douglas marquis of Douglas, who by king Charles the 
ſecond was created duke of Hamilton. He had a principal ſhare in the 
revolution in 1688, and was twice lord commiſſioner to repreſent the king 
in the parliament of Scotland, as well as lord preſident of the privy council 
of that kingdom. He had iſſue, 1. James, fourth duke of Hamilton. 
2. Charles, created ear] of Selkirk. 3. John, created earl of Ruglen. 


4. George, created earl of Orkney. 5. Baſil, anceſtor to the preſent carl 
of Selkirk. The duke of Hamilton died 18 April 1694. 


James, fifth duke of Hamilton, bore during the life time of his father 
the appellation of earl of Arran. He attached himſelf to the cauſe of king 
James the ſecond, and, being preſent at a meeting of. the peers of Scotland 
then in London, ſtrenuouſly diſſuaded them from placing the crown upon 
the head of the prince of Orange. He was twice ſent to the Tower upon 
ſuſpicion of holding correſpondence with the court of Saint Germains. He 


was 
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was at the requeſt of his mother 10 Auguſt 1698 created duke of Hamilton, 


with precedency in the fame manner as if he had ſucceeded to the title by 
her death. He ſtrenuouſly oppoſed the project of the union, and was 
1708, upon a rumour of the intended invaſion of the ſon of king James 
the ſecond, arreſted and brought priſoner to London. Three years after 
this, he was created baron of Dutton in the county of Cheſter and duke 
of Brandon in the county of Suffolk ; but his conſequent right to a ſeat 
in the houſe of. peers was not allowed, that aſſembly reſolving that no peer 
of Scotland was capable of being created a peer of Great Britain, His 
grace was 29 Auguſt 1712 conſtituted maſter general of the office of ord- 
nance, and in the following year ambaſſador extraordinary to the court of 
France; but, before he ſet out, he was engaged in a duel with Charles 


lord Mohun 15 November, in which both the parties were killed upon the 


ſpot. General Macartney, lord Mohun's ſecond, abſconded ; but, being 
13 June 1716 tried in the court of King's Bench upon ſuſpicion of the 
murder of the duke of Hamilton, he was acquitted. 


James, ſecond duke of Brandon, his ſon, married, firſt, Anne, daughter 
to John fourth earl of Dundonald in the kingdom of Scotland; by which 


lady, who died 14 Auguſt 1724, he had iflue James, third duke of 


Brandon.

This nobleman was born 1 May 1729, and was elected to ſeveral par- 
liaments to repreſent the county of Lincoln. He ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his nephew 8 July 1779, and was appointed 3 
in the ſame year lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of 
Lincoln. F 


The duke of Ancaſter married, firſt, 6 November 1762 Henrietta, 
daughter and heireſs of George Morton Pitt of Twickenham in the county 
of Middleſex eſquire ; which lady dying 23 April 1763, he married, 
ſecondly, 2 January 1769 Mary Anne, daughter of Peter Layard eſquire, 
by which lady he has iſſue Mary Elizabeth, born 24 July 1771. 


The family of Bertie came into England with Hengiſt and Horſa at 
the time of the firſt Saxon invaſion. Leopald de Bertie in the reign of 


king Ethelred, having applied to the king for the redreſs of ſome injury, 
and receiving no ſatisfaction, went over to the ſtandard of Sweyn king of 


Denmark; and, upon the ſubſequent defeat of the Danes, Burbach his ſon 
took refuge in France, where his poſterity continued till the year 1154, 
when Philip: de Bertie accompanied king Henry the ſecond into England, 


and 
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and by that prince's favour recovered the patrimony of his family at Ber- 
tieſtad or Berſted in the county of Kent. 


Richard Bertie in the reign of king Edward the ſixth married Catherine, 
baroneſs Willoughby de Ereſby and reli& of Charles Brandon duke of 
Suffolk, and together with his lady was reduced 'to great peril by the per- 
ſecution of Stephen Gardiner biſhop of Wincheſter in the reign of queen 
Mary. 


Peregrine, their ſon, was by queen Elizabeth admitted to the dignity 
of lord Willoughby de Ereſby. He ſucceeded Robert earl of Leiceſter in 
the appointment of commander in chief of the Engliſh auxiliaries in the 
United Provinces, and a few years after was ſent with four thouſand 
auxiliaries into France to the aſſiſtance of king Henry the fourth. He 


married Mary, ſiſter and heireſs to Edward Vere earl of Oxford, and 
died in the year 1601, 


Robert, ſecond lord Willoughby de Ereſby of the family of Bertie, his 
ſon, claimed in right of his mother the office of lord great chamberlain of 
England, and in conſideration. of the dignity of that office was created 
earl of Lindſey in the beginning of the reign of king Charles the firſt. 
He was 16 March 1636 conſtituted lord high admiral of England, and at 
the commencement of the civil war June 1642 commander in chief 
of the forces of the king. He was killed at the battle of Edgehil 23 October 


in the ſame year. Two of the ſons of the earl of Lindſey were alſo killed 
in the ſervice of king Charles the firſt. 


Montagu, ſecond earl of Lindſey, his ſon, was near his father in the 
battle of Edgehil, and, ſeeing him wounded and taken priſoner, is faid 
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voluntarily to have ſurrendered himſelf, that he might be near and attend 
upon him. He adhered to the king in all his ſubſequent misfortunes, and 
exerted himſelf, with Stuart duke of Richmond, Seymour marquis of 


Hertford and Wriotheſley earl of Southampton, to prevent his tragical 


cataſtrophe. He lived privately in England during the uſurpation of 
Cromwel, and had the pleaſure of afliſting at the coronation of king 
Charles the ſecond. This nobleman, who died 25 July 1666, had ifſue, 
1. Robert, third earl of Lindſey. 2. Charles, whofe only furviving ſon 


Charles had three ſons, Charles, Peregrine, and Norborne ; Charles Bertie 


of Uffington in the county of Lincoln eſquire, the eldeſt of theſe ſons, is 
the preſumptive heir to the earldom of Lindſey upon the demiſe of Brown- 


low, preſent and fifth duke of Ancaſter, without iſſue. He married Bath- 


ſheba, daughter of the celebrated phyſician doctor Henry Mead; by which 
lady, who died 13 September 1754, he has iſſue Charles, Richard, 
James, Montagu and Vere. Peregrine, the ſecond ſon of Charles fon of 
Montagu earl of Lindſey, is a barriſter of Lincoln's Inn. He married

WILLIAM HENRY CAVENDISH BENTINCK, duke of Port- 
land, marquis of Tichfield, carl of Portland, viſcount Waodſtock and 
baron Cirenceſter ; one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, 
high ſteward of the city of Briſtol, a truſtee of the Britiſh Muſeum, pre- 


ſident of the Britiſh Lying in Hoſpital, doctor of laws and fellow of the 
royal ſociety. 


This nobleman was born 14 April 1738. He was elected 1761 to 
repreſent the borough of Weobly in the county of Hereford, and ſucceeded 
to the title upon the death of his father 1 May 1762: He was 12 July 
1765 appointed to be lord chamberlain of his majeſty's houſhold, which 
office he reſigned in December 1766. He was conſtituted 8 April 1782 
lord lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland, which office he held till 
15 September in the ſame year. He was farther appointed 5 April 1783 
firſt lord commiſſioner of the treaſury, and reſigned 17 December in the 
{lame year. | | 


The duke of Portland married 8 November 1 766 Dorothy, daughter of 
William fourth duke of Devonſhire ; by which lady he has iſſue, 1. Wil- 
liam Henry Cavendiſh marquis of Tichfield, born 24 June 1768. 2. Wil- 
liam Edward Cavendiſh, born 14 September 1774, appointed 25 October 
1783 to be clerk of the pipe office for life. 3. Charlotte, born 3 October

William, firſt earl of Portland, was deſcended from the noble family 
of Bentinck of the province of Overyſſel in the republic of the United 
Provinces, where his family had flouriſhed for many ages. In his youth 
he had been page of honour to William, . prince of Orange, afterwards king 
William the third; from which office he was advanced to that of gentle- 
man of his bedchamber.. He was the confidential ſervant of the prince, 
and was ſent into England in 1677 to ſolicit his marriage with the princeſs 
5 Mary, eldeſt daughter of James duke of Vork, and again in 168 5 to offer to 
James the aſſiſtance of the prince's troops and perſon to repel the invaſion of 
the duke of Monmouth. In the year ſucceeding that of the revolution, in 
the promotion of which meaſure Mr. Bentinck had been extremely active, 
he was appointed 13 February to be groom of the ſtole, and ſoon after 
created. baron Cirenceſter, viſcoggt Woodſtock and earl of Portland. His 
lordſhip ſerved under his royal r both in Ireland and the Netherlands 
with great reputation. He Principally employed in the negociation 
of the treaty of Ryſwic in 16 and was ſoon after appointed ambaſſador 
extraordinary to the court of F bee. In 1695 an enquiry being inſtituted 
into certain tranſactions relative; to the paſſing of an act for incorporatin g 
the Eaſt India company, it was reported to the houſe of commons, that 
ſome members of both houſes had been. bribed ; and it appeared that 
fifty thouſand pounds had been offered to the earl of Portland and refuſed. 
But, notwithſtanding the. integrity of his conduct, | and the great favour 
that he poſſeſſed with king William, he was not always regarded with equal 
pauartiality by the houſe of commons. In 1696 they addreſſed the king 


in oppoſition to an intended grant to the earl of Portland of certain lordſhips 


mn. 
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in the principality of Wales ; ; and in 1701 this nobleman, together wh John 


Somers lord Somers, Edward Ruſſel earl of Orford, and Charles Montagu 
lord Halifax, was impeached for his ſhare in adviſing and negociating the 


_ treaty of partition. The office of groom of the ſtole he had reſigned in the 


year 1699. Upon the ſubſequent death of the king the earl of Portland 
retired from public buſineſs, and died 23 November 1709. He had iflue,

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MONTAGU, DUKE OF MANCHESTER. 


WILLIAM MONTAGU, duke of Mancheſter, earl of Mancheſter, 


viſcount Mandeville and baron Montagu of Kimbolton, collector of the 
cuſtoms outwards in the port of London. 


This nobleman was born 3 March 1768. He ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father 2 September 1788. 


The dukes of Mancheſter are deſcended from Drogo, who came over to 
England with William the conqueror. The name of Montagu is ſaid to 
have been borrowed from the town of that name in the province of Nor- 
mandy, but in old Engliſh is written Montacute, and is thus ſpelled in 
Domeſday book. William de Montacute, great grandſon of Drogo, was 
one of the barons who took arms againſt king John, and his eſtate was 
confiſcated for a ſhort time in conſequence of his rebellion. Simon, his 
grandſon, had ſummons to parliament in the year 1294 by the title of 
lord Montacute of Shipton Montacute in the county of Somerſet, and 
received in marriage from king Edward the firſt Anfricia, daughter and 
heireſs of Fergus king of the Iſle of Man. William, his ſon, was ſteward 
of the houſhold to king Edward the ſecond, and ſenetchal of the duchy of 


Aquitaine. 


William, his ſon, was one of the principal courtiers and favourites of 
king Edward the third. At his inſtigation that monarch authoriſed him 


to ſeize upon the perſons of Iſabella the queen dowager, and Roger de 
Mortimer 
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Mortimer earl of March, with whom ſhe had lived in adultery. He 
accordingly entered the caſtle of Nottingham, where they reſided, by a 
ſubterraneous paſſage, and thus effected his purpoſe. This nobleman was 
farther ſerviceable to the king in his wars againſt the Scots, where he 
aſſiſted in the famous battle of Halidown, and in a ſubſequent ſkirmiſh loſt 
one of his eyes. He was appointed 1336 conſtable of the Tower of London, 
and 16 March in the following year advanced to the dignity of earl of 
Saliſbury in the county of Wilts. He was employed by king Edward the 
third in various negociations relative to his claim upon the crown of France, 
and 20 September 1339 obtained a patent for life of the office of earl 
marſhal of England. In 1341 the earl of Saliſbury was left by king 
Edward the third commander in chief of his forces in Flanders, where he 
was ſurpriſed and carried priſoner to Paris. Upon this occaſion the French 

king commanded him to be put to death, but his life was ſaved by the 
interpoſition of John king of Bohemia. The carl of Saliſbury farther 
aſſiſted at the ſiege of Algeſiras in the ſtraits of Morocco, and died of 
the bruiſes he received in a tournament at Windſor 30 January 1344. 
He married Catherine, daughter of William lord Grandiſon of Radley in 
the county of Glouceſter ; by which lady, from whom it has been reported 
that the circumſtance of the order of the garter took its riſe, he had iſſue 
two ſons, William, and John, w who became in right of his wife lord 
Monthermer of Monthermer i in the county of Eſſex.

William, ſecond earl of Saliſbury, his ſon, aſſiſted at the celebrated 


battle of Creſſy, _ a great ſhare in the ſubſequent victory of Poictiers. 
He was lord ſteward of the houſhold to king'Richard the ſecond, and took 


part with the king's uncles in reſiſting the favourite, Robert de Vere carl 
of Oxford and duke of Ireland. He died 3 June 1397. * 


N 2 John, 
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John, third earl of Saliſbury, ſon of John lord Monthermer, adhered to 
king Richard the ſecond in oppoſition to Henry' duke of Hereford, after- 
wards king Henry the fourth, and was beheaded 5 January 1400. 


Thomas, fourth earl of Saliſbury, his ſon, was one of the moſt di- 
ſtinguiſhed warriors in the conteſt which was carried on under king Henry 
the fifth and king Henty the fixth for the crown of France. By the 
former of theſe princes he was appointed ſeneſchal of Normandy, and 
created earl of Perche in that province. In the reign of the latter he 
took various towns from the French, particularly Avranches, Melun and 
Sens, and was ſecond in command under the regent duke of Bedford at 
the great victory of Verneuil. He conducted the ſiege of Orleans in the 
year 1428, where he was killed by a cannon ball 3 November in that 


From Simon, the younger fon of John lord Monthermer, deſcended fir 
Edward Montagu, who was ſpeaker of the houſe of commons in the reign 
of king Henry the eighth. He was promoted 21 January 1539 to be lord 
chief juſtice of the court of King's Bench, which office he exchanged 
6 November 1545 for that of lord chief juſtice of the court of common 
pleas. He was deprived of this office upon the acceſſion of queen Mary, 
and impriſoned in the Tower for ſome time upon ſuſpicion of having 
favoured the pretenſions of lady Jane Grey. He died 10 February 1557. 


Edward Montagu, his ſon, had iſſue, 1. Edward, lord Montagu, 
' © anceſtor to the extinct dukes of Montagu. 2. Henry. 3. James, 
appointed 17 April 1608 biſhop of Bath and Wells, and 1617 
biſhop of Wincheſter. He was one of the Engliſh divines deputed to the

ſynod of Dort, and tranſlated the works of king James the firſt into Latin. 
He died 20 July 1618. 4. Sidney, anceſtor to the earls of Sandwich. 


Henry, the ſecond ſon, diſtinguiſhed himſelf | among the advocates for 
privilege in the laſt years of queen Elizabeth. He was appointed 18 No- 


vember 1616 lord chief juſtice of the court of King's Bench, and, having 


reſigned that office, was farther promoted 3 December 1620 to be lord 
high treaſurer of England, and at the ſame time was created baron Montagu 
of Kimbolton in the county of Huntingdon, and viſcount Mandeville. 
He did not continue in the office of lord treaſurer for more than a year, 
but upon his quitting it was appointed lord preſident of the council. By 
king Charles the firſt he was created carl of Mancheſter in the county of 
Lancaſter, and, having reſigned the office of lord preſident, was 

1627 promoted to be lord keeper of the privy ſeal. He had iſſue, 
1. Edward. 2. Walter, abbot of Saint Martins near Pontoiſe in the 
dioceſe of Rouen, and lord almoner to Henrietta Maria queen dowager of 
England. 3. George, anceſtor to the extinct earls of Halifax. He died 
7 November 1642. | 


Edward, ſecond earl of Mancheſter, his ſon, received ſummons in the 
beginning of the reign of king Charles the firſt as baron of Kimbolton. 
He was a principal leader of the party. by which the arbitrary meaſures of 
that time were oppoſed, and was ſelected, together. with five members of 
the houſe of commons, to be accuſed by the king of high treaſon 5 January 
1642. Having ſucceeded to the title of earl of Mancheſter, . he. was. 
appointed, together with the earl of Bolingbroke and others, keeper. of the. 
great ſeal in behalf of the parliament. He had the command of a regiment. 
at the battle of Edgehil, and of a conſiderable diviſion of the army at the 

| | deciſive 
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deciſive battle of Marſton Moor. He commanded in chief at the ſecond 
battle of Newberry 27 October 1644, but was ſoon after engaged in a per- 
ſonal altercation with Cromwel, and 2 April 1645 he, with the earl of 
| Effex; and others, threw up their commiſſions on account of the ſelf- denying 
ordinance. During this period he'was ſpeaker of the houſe of peers, but, 
having in vain exerted himſelf to bring about a compromiſe between the 
king and the parliament, he retired from public life, greatly diſapproving 
of the ſubſequent extremities againſt that prince, and having a perſonal 
hatred againſt the protector Cromwel. The earl of Mancheſter was very 
active in procuring the reſtoration of king Charles the ſecond ; and, when 
the parliament met 25 April 1660, he officiated as ſpeaker of the houſe 
of peers. Among the ſubſequent appointments he was declared lord 
chamberlain of the houſhold, and died 5 May 1671. 


Charles, fourth earl of Mancheſter, his grandſon, diſapproving of the 
meaſures of -the reign of king James the ſecond, ſpent the principal part 
of his time in retirement. He appeared with other noble perſons at the 
trial of the ſeven biſhops 29 June 1688, and afterwards waited upon the . 
prince of Orange in Holland, for the purpoſe of concerting with him the 
* meaſures that led to the revolution. He voted for the reſolution for filling 
the throne with the prince and princeſs of Orange, and accompanied king 
William in his expedition to Ireland in 1690. He was promoted 23 March 
1693 to be captain of the yeomen of the guards, and was afterwards ſent 
upon ſeveral foreign embaſſies, particularly May 1699 to the court of Ver- 
failles. The king of France having acknowledged the Pretender as king of 
Great Britain upon the death of his father, his lordſhip immediately left the 
court, and returned to England ; and, having at the ſame time reſigned the 
office of captain of the yeomen of the guards, he was 4 January 1702 

1 conſtituted 
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conſtituted one of the principal ſecretaries of ſtate, which office he 
reſigned upon the acceſſion of queen Anne. Under that princeſs he 
was again commiſſioned to ſeveral foreign courts, and by king George the 
firſt was created duke of Mancheſter. He died 20 January 1722. 


William and Robert, his ſons, were ſucceſſively dukes of Mancheſter. 
William was appointed October 1737 captain of the yeomen of the 
guards, and died 21 October 1739. Robert, his brother, married 3 April 
1735 Harriet, daughter of Edmund Dunch of Little Wittenham in the 
county of Berks eſquire ; by which lady, who died 25 February 17 5 5, he had 
iſſue, 1. Caroline, born 19 February 1736, and married to Charles, grand- 
ſon of Henry ninth earl of Pembroke. 2. George, fourth duke of Man- 
cheſter. 3. Charles Greville, married to Elizabeth, daughter of James 
Bulmer of in the county of Huntingdon eſquire; by which 
lady, who died 29 December 1774, he had iſſue George Charles, and 
ſeveral other children. He died January 1784; and the duke, his 
father, 10 May 1762. 


George, fourth duke of Mancheſter, was conſtituted 20 April 1782 
lord chamberlain of his majeſty's houſhold, and, having reſigned that 
office, was 9 April 1783 declared ambaſſador extraordinary and miniſter 
plenipotentiary to the court of Verſailles, in which ſituation he negociated 
the definitive treaty of peace, He reſigned in December in the ſame 
year. His grace married 23 October 1762 Elizabeth, daughter of fir 
James Daſhwood of Kirtlington in the county of Oxford baronet; by 
which lady he had iſſue, 1. William, preſent and fifth duke of Man- 
cheſter. 2. Carolina Maria, born 10 Auguſt 1770. 3. Frederic, born 
8 November 1774. 4. Anna Maria, born 30 October 1777.

JAMES BRYDGES, duke- of Chandos, marquis and earl of Caer- 
narvon, viſcount Wilton, baron Chandos of Sudley, and a baronet ; one of 
his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, lord ſteward of his majeſty's 
houſhold, ranger of Enfield chace in the county of Middleſex, high 
ſteward of the city of Wincheſter and doctor of laws. 


This nobleman was born 27 December 1731. He was appointed 
1752 ranger of Enfield chace. In the parliaments of 1754 

and 1761 he was elected to repreſent the county of Radnor, and at the 
acceſſion of his preſent majeſty was appointed one of the lords of the bed- 
chamber. He was farther conſtituted 1762 lord lieutenant and cuſtos 
rotulorum of the county of Southampton, and reſigned both theſe offices 
in Auguſt 17643 but was reappointed. to that of lord lieutenant 23 January 
1771. He ſucceeded to the title upon the death of his father 28 November 
in the ſame year, and 12 May 1775 was ſworn one of his majeſty's moſt 
honourable privy council. He refigned the appointment of lord lieutenant 
and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Southampton 1780, and 


was promoted 26 December 178 3 to be lord ſteward of his _— 8 
houſhold. 


The duke of Chandos married, firſt, 22 March 1753 Margaret, daughter 
and heireſs of John Nichol of Southgate in the county of Middleſex 
eſquire; in right of which lady, who died 14 Auguſt 1768, he became 
poſſeſſed of Minchenden houſe in that county. He married, ſecondly, 
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21 June 1777, Anna Elizabeth, daughter of Richard Gamon eſquire, and 


widow of Roger Hope Elletſon eſquire ; by which lady he has iflue a 


* born October 1779. 


An idea has been formed, which ſeems chiefly to have been built upon 
a ſimilarity of names, that the dukes of Chandos are deſcended from Roger 
de Montgomery, who came over to England with William the conqueror, 
and was by him created earl of Arundel, Suſſex, and Shrewſbury. The 
honours became extin& in this family by the attainder of Robert, grandſon 
of Roger, whoſe youngeſt ſon Arnulf took the name of Brugge, from a 
caſtle in the county of Salop ; and his name is variouſly written, Brugge, 
Bruges, Burgh, Brigge, &c. | 


Sir Simon de Brugge lord of Bruge Solers, or Bridge Solers in the 
county of Hereford, adhered to the party of Simon Montfort earl of 
Leiceſter in the reign of king Henry the third. Thomas, fourth in deſcent 


from fir Simon, married Alice, daughter of fir Thomas Berkeley and 


niece of fir John Chandos, lord Chandos, knight of the garter, who 
diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the wars of king Edward the third, and was one 


of the greateſt heroes of his age. 


John Bruges, the fourth in deſcent from Thomas, ſerved in the wars 
of king Henry the eighth, and commanded at Boulogne at the time of 


the unſucceſsful ſiege which was made againſt it by the king of France in 


the year 1549. He aſſiſted queen Mary in ſuppreſſing the uſurpation of 


lady Jane Grey, and was by that princeſs advanced to the dignity of the 


peerage by the title of baron Chandos of Sudley caſtle in the county of 


Glouceſter, and appointed conſtable of the Tower of London. He died 
4 March 1557. 


George, 


George, ſixth lord Chandos, diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the royal party 
during the civil wars of king Charles the firſt, had three horſes killed 
under him at the firſt battle of Newberry, and was offered by the king 
to be created earl of Newberry; which, in conſideration of the troubles 
of the kingdom, he thought proper to refuſe. He died February 
1654. |

James, eighth lord Chandos, was deſcended from Charles, ſecond ſon 
of John firſt lord Chandos, This Charles, who was deputy lieutenant of 


the Tower, is faid to have been inſtrumental in ſaving the life of queen 
Elizabeth, then a priſoner in the Tower, by refuſing to execute a warrant 
for her death. John, the grandſon of Charles, was by king Charles the 
firſt created a baronet; and James eighth lord Chandos, his grandſon, 
reſided ſome years during the reign of king Charles the ſecond as ambaſ- 
ſador extraordinary to the court of Conſtantinople. He had iſſue, 1, James, 
ninth lord Chandos. 2. Henry, archdeacon of Rocheſter, who married 
Annabella, daughter of Henry ſon of lord chief baron Robert Atkins; by 
which lady, who died Auguſt 1763, he had iſſue James, who married 
Jane, daughter of John marquis of Caernarvon his firſt couſin. The arch- 
deacon died 9 May 1728. 


James, ninth lord Chandos, was 1707 appointed paymaſter 
general of the forces abroad, which office he reſigned in the year 1712. 
Upon the acceſſion of king George the firſt he was created viſcount Wilton 
in the county of Hereford, and earl of Caernarvon in North Wales, and 


ſome years after marquis of Caernarvon and duke of Chandos. It is this 


nobleman who is ſuppoſed to have been fatirized by Mr. Pope under the 


appellation of lord Timon; but the application was ſtrenuouſly denied by 
that celebrated author. He had iſſue, 1. John, marquis of Caernarvon, 
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who married Catherine, daughter of Lionel Tollemache firſt earl of Dyfart 


in the kingdom of Scotland ; by which lady he had iflue, Catherine, 
| married, firſt, to THe” Lion of the horſe guards eſquire, and ſecondly, 
to Edwin Francis Stanhope eſquire. The marquis of Caernarvon by a 
ſecond wife had iſſue Jane, married to James Brydges eſquire, her ſecond 
couſin; ſhe died 1 March 1776. 2. Henry, ſecond duke of Chandos. His 
grace died 9 Auguſt 1744. 


Henry, ſecond duke of Chandos, was October 1 735 appointed maſter 
of the horſe to Frederic prince of Wales, and October 1742 groom of 
the ſtole to his royal highneſs. He married Mary, daughter of Charles 
Bruce earl of Ayleſbury ; by which lady, who died 14 Auguſt 1738, he 
had iſſue, 1. Caroline, born 19 March 1730, and married 17 March 1755 


to John Lee of Addleſthorpe in the county of Glouceſter eſquire. 2. James, 
preſent and third duke of Chandos.

SACKVILLE, DUKE OF DORSET. 


JOHN FREDERIC SACKVILLE, duke of Dorſet, earl of Dorſet, 
earl of Middleſex, baron of Buckhurſt, and baron Cranfield of Cranfield ; 


one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, his majeſty's ambaſlador 


extraordinary and miniſter plenipotentiary to the court of Verſailles, lord 
lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Kent and city of Canter- 
bury, vice admiral of the coaſts of the county of Kent, colonel} of the 
Weſt regiment of the Kentiſh militia, and high ſteward of Stratford upon 
Avon in the county of Warwick. 


This nobleman was born 25 March 1745. He was elected 1768 to 


repreſent the county of Kent. He ſucceeded to the title upon the death 
of his uncle 6 January 1769, and was appointed lord lieutenant and cuſtos 


rotulorum of the county of Kent, and vice admiral of the coaſts of the ſaid 


county. He was conſtituted 13 February 1782 captain of. the yeomen of 
the guards, which office he reſigned 12 April 1783. He was farther 
promoted December 1783 to be his majeſty's ambaſſador extraordinary 
and miniſter plenipotentiary to the court of Verſailles. 


The family of Sackville is deſcended from Herbrand de Sachavilla, who 
came over to England with William the conqueror. His deſcendants were 
perſons of conſiderable note in the ſubſequent reigns. Jordan de Sackville, 
in the reign of king John, was one of the perſons elected by the barons, 


to ſee that the articles of Magna Charta were duly performed; and Jordan 
de Sackville, his grandſon, was one of the rebellious barons taken priſoners 
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by prince Edward, ſon of king Henry the third, at the battle of Eveſham. 
The family of Sackville alſo ſerved in the wars of king Edward the third 
and king Henry the fifth for the crown of France. Richard Sackville was 
one of the privy council to king Edward the ſixth and queen Mary, and 
was appointed upon the acceſſion of queen Elizabeth, though he had 
profeſſed the Roman Catholic religion, chancellor and under treaſurer of 
the exchequer. He died 21 April 1566. 


Thomas Sackville, his ſon, was one of the confidential miniſters of 
queen Elizabeth. By that princeſs he was early created lord Buckhurſt of 
Buckhurſt in the county of Suſſex. He was a perſon of great learning 
and genius, particularly celebrated for his compoſition of the tragedy of 


Gorboduc, and was 17 December 1591 elected chancellor of the univerſity 
of Oxford. He was by queen Elizabeth employed in various embaſſies and 


-other expenſive undertakings ; and, in conſideration of the great charges 
he had incurred, was, upon the death of William lord Burleigh, con- 
ſtituted 15 March 1600 lord high treaſurer of England. He kept himſelf 
unconnected with the violent parties that at that time divided the court, 
of Cecil earl of Saliſbury and Howard earl of Nottingham on the one ſide, 
and Devereux earl of Eſſex on the other.; and was appointed to preſide as 

lord high ſteward at the etl of that unfortunate nobleman. From king 
James the firſt he obtained a patent of the office of lord high treaſurer 


for life, and was created by that prince earl of Dorſet. He died 19 April 
1608. 


Edward, fourth earl of Dorſet, his grandſon, was a perſon of great 5 


learning and excellent accompliſhments. The ſtory of his fierce and bloody 
duel with Edward lord Bruce baron of Kinloſs is well known, the letters

in which it is related beirig inſerted by Mr. Addiſon in a paper of the 
Guardian. While a commoner, he was one of the principal commanders 
of the forces ſent to aſſiſt Frederic king of Bohemia, and was at the 


battle of Prague, fought 8 November 1620. He ſpoke with great 
eloquence in defence of lord chancellor Bacon 12 March 1621, and 


was 1642 declared lord chamberlain of the houſhold. He was a 
zealous adherent to king Charles the firſt, and diſtinguiſhed himſelf at the 
battle of Edgehil. He died 17 July 1652. | 


Richard, fifth earl of Dorſet, his ſon, was for ſome time committed 
to the Tower by the parliamentary faction, and was particularly active in 
bringing about the reſtoration of king Charles the ſecond. He married 


Frances, daughter and heireſs of Lionel Cranfield carl of Middleſex, and 
died 27 Auguſt 1677. 


Charles, ſixth earl of Dorſet, the iſſue of this marriage, was one of the 
Moſt popular characters of the court of kin g Charles the ſecond. Though 
he yielded in ſome meaſure to the profligacy of the times, yet his manners 
were ſo engaging, that it was obſerved of him with ſome envy by Wilmot earl 
of Rocheſter, ** That lord Buckhurſt might do what he would, and every 
* body was determined to-ſpeak well of him.” A ſong of this nobleman 


has been particularly admired, as being written on board the fleet of the | 


duke of York, on the night previous to the celebrated battle with admiral 
Opdam 3 June 166 5. He was a great patron of polite literature, and is 
deſcribed by Mr. Pope, with a view to the amiableneſs of his manners and 
the ſeverity of his fatire, as the beſt good man with the worſt natured 


„ muſe.” By king Charles the ſecond he was created baron Cranfield of 
Cranfield and earl of Middleſex. The princeſs Anne, afterwards queen of

Great Britain, put herſelf under the protection of this nobleman in the year 


of the revolution, when ſhe ſecretly withdrew herſelf from the court of her 
father. He voted for filling the throne with the prince and princeſs of 
Orange, and was 13 February 1689 appointed lord chamberlain of the 
houſhold, which office he reſigned 22 April 1697. He died 29 January 
1706. 


Lionel Cranfield, ſeventh earl of Dorſet, his ſon, was by king George 
the firſt created duke of Dorſet. He was appointed 30 May 1725 lord 


ſte ward of the houſhold, and, having reſigned that office, was 19 June 1730 


conſtituted lord lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland. Having reſigned 
that appointment, he was reſtored 31 March 1737 to the office of lord 
ſteward of the houſhold, and 3 January 1744 exchanged that appointment for 
the poſt of lord preſident of the council. He held this office till he was con- 
ſtituted a ſecond time June 1751 lord lieutenant of the kingdom of Ire- 
land.

| EGERTON, DUKE OF BRIDGWATER. 


FRANCIS EGERTON, duke of Bridgwater, marquis of Brackley, 
earl of Bridgwater, viſcount Brackley, and baron Elleſmere. 


This nobleman was born 21 May 1736, and ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of his brother 26 February 1748. 


The family of Egerton derived their preſent ſurname from the manor of 
Egerton in the county of Cheſter, and inherited in the female line the 
lordſhips of Robert Fitzhugh baron of Malpas in the reign of king William 


the conqueror. The earl of Cholmondeley is deſcended in a collateral line 
| from the ſame ſtock, 


— 


Thomas Egerton, in the reign of queen Elizabeth, was 28 June 1581 
conſtituted her majeſty's ſolicitor general, 2 June 1592 raiſed to the office 
of attorney general, and 10 April 1594 promoted to the office of maſter of 
the rolls. He was appointed 6 May 1596 lord keeper of the great ſeal. 
He appears to have acted with conſiderable tenderneſs towards the celebrated 
Robert Devereux earl of Eſſex; and, at the time of that deſperate under- 
taking, by which the earl precipitated his death, he was ſent, together 
with the carl of Worceſter, fir William Knolles lord Eſſex's uncle, and 
lord chief juſtice Popham, to expoſtulate with him. By king James the 
firſt he was created baron Elleſmere, and about the ſame time 24 July 
1603 conſtituted lord high chancellor of England. He preſided at the 
trial of Carr earl of Somerſet, and, having reſigned the great ſeal, was 


farther

farther advanced to the dignity of a viſcount, by the title of viſcount 
Brackley. He died 15 March 1617. 


The king had farther propoſed to confer upon lord chancellor Egerton 
the dignity of an earl; but, his lordſhip dying previouſly to the making 
out of the patent, the title of earl of Bridgwater was conferred upon his 
ſon. This John, firſt earl of Bridgwater, was the patron of the celebrated 
Milton, and the maſque of Comus was originally performed by his 
children. He adhered to the party of king Charles the firſt, and died 


4 December 1649. 


| John, third earl of Bridgwater, his grandſon, voted for conferring the 
crown upon the prince and princeſs of Orange. By king William he was 
appointed 10689 firſt commiſſioner of the board of trade and 
plantations; and, having reſigned that office, was conſtituted 31 May 1699 
firſt commiſſioner for executing the office of lord high admiral of England. 
He had iſſue, 1. Scroop, fourth earl of Bridgwater. 2. Henry, Who 

was appointed 2 February 1724 lord biſhop cf Hereford, and died I April 

1746. The biſhop of Hereford was father of John, who 1736 
was conſecrated lord biſhop of Bangor, 15 October 1 769 tranſlated to 
Litchfield and Coventry, and June 1771 farther tranſlated to the ſee 
of Durham. He married Sophia, daughter of Henry Grey duke of Kent; 
by which lady he had iſſue, John William, a lieutenant colonel in the army, 
and elected in the two laſt and preſent parliaments to repreſent the boroug!

This nobleman was born 14 Auguſt 1742. He was engaged in the late 
war in Germany, and failed to America in 1774 as colonel of the fifth 
regiment of foot, where he gained. conſiderable reputation by his military 
atchievements and by his humane attention to the ſoldiers under his com- 
mand. While a commoner he was. elected to repreſent the city of Weſt- 
minſter in ſeveral parliaments ; and upon the death of his mother 5 Decem- 
ber 1776, he ſucceeded to the baronies of Percy, Lucy, Poynings, 
Fitzpayne, Bryan and Latimer; and to the titles of duke and earl of 


Northumberland, earl Percy and baron Warkworth upon the death of his 
father 6 June 1786. 


The duke of Northumberland married,, firſt, 2 July 1764 Anne, 
daughter of John Stuart earl of Bute in the kingdom of Scotland, from 
whom he was divorced by act of parliament in the year 1779 ; and, 
ſecondly, 25 May in the ſame year Frances Julia, daughter of Peter 
Burrel of Beckenham in the county of Kent eſquire ; by which lady he has 


I iſſue, 
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iſſue, 1. Elizabeth, born 23 December 1781. 2. Julia, born 2 May 
1783. 3 and 4. Hugh and a daughter, born 20 April 1785. 5. A ſon, 
born 24 June 1787. | 


The family of Percy is in the liſt of thoſe perſons who came over te 
England with William the conqueror, and derives its name from a village 
in the province of Normandy. The founder of the family was Mainfred, 
a Daniſh chieftain, who made irruptions into France in the ninth century, 
and whoſe ſon, Geoffrey or Galfred, affiſted Rollo in the conqueſt of 
Normandy, and obtained conſiderable poſſeſſions in the new duchy. Wil- 
liam de Percy, the fixth in deſcent, appears to have lived in perſonal 
intimacy with William the conqueror ; and his brother Serlo, prior of 
Whitby, is recorded to have been the favourite companion of the early 
youth of William Rufus. William de Percy bore the ſtyle of a baron of 
the realm from the period of the conqueſt, was diſtinguiſhed by the ſur- 
name of Alſgernons, or William with the whiſkers, and died in the Holy 
Land in 1096. 


The poſterity of William de Percy in the male line became extinct in 
William, his grandſon ; and the family honours deſcended to Agnes, 
daughter of this William, who married Joſceline de Louvaine, younger ſon 
of Godfrey Barbatus duke of Lorraine, and brother of Alicia conſort to 
king Henry the firſt, This family deſcended in the female line from 
Chatlemagne, emperor of Germany, and Hugh Capet, king of France. 
Upon his marriage Joſceline aſſumed the name of Percy. Richard de 
Percy, the youngeſt ſon of Joſceline, had a conſiderable ſhare in extorting 
Magna Charta from king John ; and Henry de Percy, grandſon of Henry | 
the eldeſt ſon of Joſceling, diſtinguiſhed himſelf on both fides in the wars 
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of the barons againſt king Henry the third. Henry de Percy, his ſon, 
was a leader of the malcontents againſt king Edward the ſecond ; mad, 
together with Valence earl of Pembroke, belieged Piers Gaveſton in Scar- 
borough caſtle, who ſurrendered himſelf to them upon certain conditions. 
Theſe conditions were violated by the other hoſtile barons, who, either 
through imprudence or treachery, were ſuffered to get the priſoner into their 
poſſeſſion, and ſtruck off his head at Warwick caſtle. It was this lord 
Percy who firſt acquired by purchaſe from Anthony Beck biſhop of Dur- 
ham, the barony of Alnwick in the county of Northumberland. He died 
in the year 1315. 


Henry, ſecond lord Percy of Alnwick, his fon, was in the memorable 
battle of Hallidown Hill in the reign of king Edward the third ; and, upon 
the ſurrender of the town of Berwick on the following day, was appointed 
by the king to the office of governor. He was alſo in the great ſea- fight 
off Sluys in the year 1340, and in 1346 commanded in chief at the battle 
of Nevil's Croſs againſt the Scots, in which he gave them a complete 
defeat, and took David their king priſoner. He had iſſue, 1. Henry, his 
heir and ſucceſſor. 2. Richard, lord Semar of Scarborough. 3. Thomas, 
appointed biſhop of Norwich 3 January 1355, who died 8 Auguſt 1369. 
Lord Percy dicd in the year 1352. 


Henry, third lord Percy of Alnwick, was with king Edward the third 
at the famous battle of Creſſy in 1346, and married Mary, daughter to 
Henry Plantagenet earl of Lancaſter, grandſon of king Henry the third ; 
by which lady he had iſſue, 1. Henry, his ſucceſſor, afterwards created 
earl of Northumberland. 2. Thomas, created by king Richard the ſecond 
1397 earl of Worceſter, The title expired with him. 


Henry, 
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Henry, fourth lord Percy of Alnwick, was intimately connected with 
John of Gaunt duke of Lancaſter ; and, together with that prince, coun- 
tenanced and protected doctor John Wickliffe the celebrated reformer. In. 
1377 he was by king Edward the third appointed lord marſhal of England, 


and 16 July in the ſame year by king Richard the ſecond was advanced. 
to the title of earl of Northumberland. In the following year he took the. 


caſtle of Berwick by ſtorm, and was appointed governor of that place, 
which was retaken by the Seots in the year 1384. The earl having in this 
interval quarrelled with the duke of Lancaſter, judgement of. death and loſs 
of eſtate was pronounced againſt him by the duke's inſtigation in parliament, 
for the loſs of this fortreſs, which ſentence was remitted by the king. He 
was appointed 1387 lord admiral of England ; and, being 
ſuſpected of diſaffection, in the year 1399 was by king Richard the ſecond 
proclaimed a traitor, and baniſhed the realm. This treatment induced the 
earl of Northumberland, and Henry ſurnamed Hotſpur, his ſon, to declare 
againſt the prince on the throne ; and they were principally inſtrumental in 
raiſing king Henry the fourth to royal authority. The earl of Northum- 
berland was rewarded for his (ſervices: upon this occaſion with a patent for 
life of the office of conſtable of England. It was in the preceding year 
that Henry Hotſpur fought the celebrated. battle of Otterbourn ; and, 


being taken priſoner by the earl of Douglas, an intimate friendſhip com- 


menced between theſe two noblemen, which terminated only with their 
lives. In 1402 the earl of Northumberland and his fon gained the battle 
of Homeldon againſt the Scots, and king Henry, claiming to have their 
priſoners delivered into his poſſeſſion, gave occaſion to the rebellion of 
theſe noblemen, which was terminated by the battle of Shrewſbury, 
fought 21 July 1403, in which the king was victorious, and Hotſpur was 


killed. Previouſly to this battle a negociation took place, in which king. 


Henry 
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Henry offered an entire oblivion of what was paſt; but this offer was 
| treacherouſly miſrepreſented and ſuppreſſed by Thomas, earl of Worceſter ; 
in conſequence of which the battle was fought, and the earl of Worceſter, 
being taken priſoner, was ſoon after beheaded. The earl of Northum- 
berland was pardoned by the king ; but, being ſoured by the death of his 


gallant ſon, he engaged in ſeveral conſpiracies; and, having retired firſt to 
Scotland, afterwards to Owen Glendour in Wales, and laſtly to Flanders, 


upon his return to England he was hoſtilely aſſailed by the ſheriff of 
Yorkſhire, and killed in the year 1408. The earl of Northumberland 
married to his ſecond wife Maud, fiſter and heireſs to Anthony lord Lucy, 
and widow of Gilbert de Umfraville earl of Angus, from whom the barony 
of Lucy has deſcended to the preſent duke of Northumberland. Henry 
Hotſpur married Elizabeth, daughter of Edmund Mortimer earl of March. 


Henry, ſecond earl of Northumberland, fon of Henry ſurnamed Hotſpur, 
was reſtored in blood by king Henry the fifth, and in the year 1436 
fought the battle of Pepperden near the Cheviot hills againſt the earl of 
Angus, with a ſmall army of about four thouſand men each, in which the 
Scots had the advantage. This battle is thought to have given riſe to the 
celebrated ballad of Chevy Chace. In 1450 the earl of Northumberland 
was appointed to the office of conſtable of England; and, being a ſtrenuous 
aſſertor of the Lancaſtrian intereſt, he was killed in the firſt battle of 
Saint Albans 22 May 1455. He had iſſue, 1. Henry, third earl of Nor- 
thumberland. 2. Thomas, who was created 20 November 1449 baron 
Egremont of Egremont caſtle in the county of Cumberland; and was ſlain 
fighting for the houſe of Lancaſter in the battle of Northampton 19 July 
1460. 3. Ralph, who alſo died in the defence of the ſame cauſe in a 
ſkirmiſh at Hedgley Moor in the county of Northumberland in the year 


1464. 
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1464. 4. Richard, who was killed in the battle of Towton Field 


29 March 1461. 5. William, who was appointed biſhop of Carliſſe 
24 October 1452, and died in the year 1462. | 


Henry, third earl of Northumberland, married Eleanor, daughter and: 
heireſs of Richard, only ſon of Robert lord Poynings, Fitzpayne and 
Bryan, from whom theſe titles deſcended to the family of the duke of 
Northumberland. This earl was killed in the battle of Towton Field; 
and, being attainted in parliament, the earldom of Northumberland was 
conferred upon John Nevile, lord Montagu, brother to Richard Nevile earl 
of Warwick and Saliſbury, ſurnamed the king-maker. 


In the year 1470, lord Montagu: having fallen into diſgrace with king- 
Edward the fourth, the family honours were reſtored to Henry, fourth earl. 


of Northumberland, ſon of Henry, third ear! of Northumberland, at the 


ſame time that the title of marquis was conferred. on his rival. This earl 


accompanied Richard duke of Glouceſter, afterwards king Richard the 
third, in his expedition to Scotland, in which they took Berwick and the 
capital of Edinburgh. By king Richard in the year 1483 he was appointed 


lord high chamberlain of England, and was one of the principal noblemen 


on the royal party in the battle of Boſworth ; but, being ſuppoſed to have 
acted a ſort of neutral part upon that occation, he was. immediately after 
received into favour by king Henry the ſeventh. In his office of lord 
lieutenant of the county of York, he was engaged in the buſinefs of certain 
taxes impoſed by king Henry; and, having urged. them a little too 
peremptorily, he was ſeized and murdered by the populace 18 April 1489. 
Thomas, the great grandſon of this nobleman, is believed to have

been the Percy who was principally concerned in the conſpiracy of gun- 
powder treaſon in the year 1605. | 


Henry Algernon, fifth earl of Northumberland, his ſon, was an eminent 
protector of literature and learned men, and in particular the patron of 
Skelton a contemporary poet. Of this nobleman there was publiſhed in 
the year 1770 a very curious volume, entitled the Regulations and 
Eſtabliſhment of his Houſhold ; from which it appears, that his manner of 

living was extremely magnificent and almoſt regal. He had ifſue, 1. Henry 
Algernon, ſixth earl of Northumberland. 2. Sir Thomas Percy knight, 
who was unfortunately engaged in the rebellion, commonly called the 


Pilgrimage of Grace, and was executed at Tyburn June 1537. The 
carl died 19 May 1527. 


Henry Algernon, fixth earl of Northumberland, made ſome figure in the 
politics of king Henry the eighth. He appears to have been the favoured 
rival of that monarch in the affections of Anne Boleyn, before ſhe aſcended 
the throne of England. In this affair he was counteracted by the intrigues 
of cardinal Wolſey; and, having engaged in the party of his enemies, 


was perſonally commiſſioned to arreſt him at his houſe in the county of 
York. He died 30 June 1 537. | 


% 


By the death of this nobleman without iſſue, and by the attainder of his 
brother ſir Thomas Percy, the title became extinct in this family, and 
was transferred by king Edward the ſixth to John Dudley, earl of War- 

wick. This nobleman being executed for high treaſon, Thomas Percy, 
ſon of ſir Thomas Percy knight, who had been executed at Tyburn, was 


by queen Mary 30 April 1557 advanced to the titles of baron Percy of 


Cockermouth 
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Cockermouth and Petworth, and on the day following to that of earl of 
Northumberland, with remainder to Henry his brother. This promotion 
was conferred upon him as a reward for his ſervices in the recapture of 
Scarborough caſtle, which had been ſeized upon by Thomas, ſecond ſon 
of lord Stafford. Being a Roman Catholic, he engaged with many other 
noblemen in the party againſt fir William Cecil lord Burleigh, ſecretaryx 
of ſtate, and was in the ſecret of many of the tranſactions of Mary queen 
of Scots during her impriſonment in England; At length being driven 
into rebellion, and having fled to Scotland, he was betrayed in an infamous 


manner by Hector Graham of Harlaw, attainted of high treaſon, and 
beheaded 22 Auguſt 1572. 


Henry Percy, eighth earl of Northumberland, his brother, having 
embraced the Proteſtant religion, continued loyal to queen Elizabeth, and 
marched againſt a part of the inſurgents in his brother's rebellion, who 
were commanded by Nevile earl of Weſtmoreland. He was afterwards 
ſuſpected of conſpiring for the delivery of Mary queen of Scots; and, 
being committed to the Tower, put an end to his life 21 June 1585. His 
ſons, Charles and Joſceline, were concerned in the inſurrection of Robert 


Devereux earl of Eſſex, but obtained their pardon from queen Elizabeth. 


Henry, ninth earl of Northumberland, his ſon, was one of the noble 
volunteers againſt the Spaniſh armada in 1 588, and warmly attached him- 
ſelf to the party of king James towards the cloſe of the reign of queen 
Elizabeth. In his intercourſe with that prince previoutly to his acceſſion 
to the Engliſh throne, he employed Thomas Percy, his. kinſman, and was 
ruined. by the part taken by that gentleman in the gunpowder plot of 
i605. He was convicted of ſeveral imputed offences in the court of Star- 


1 chamber 
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chatnber in the following year, and adjudged to pay a fine of C. 30,000, 
and to be impriſoned. for life in the Tower of London, where he was 
confined fifteen. years, a great part of which he ſpent in the company of 
fir Walter Raleigh his fellow priſoner, and other learned men. He was 
at length ſet at liberty upon condition of paying a fine of { - 20,000, and 
died 5 November 1632. He had iſſue, 1. Algernon, tenth earl of Nor- 
thumberland. 2. Henry, created 28 June 1643 baron Percy of Alnwick. 
In the civil. war he took. part with king Charles the firſt, and was much 
diſtinguiſhed by that prince ; and. ſoon after his death was appointed to the 
nominal office of lord chamberlain of the houſhold to king Charles the 
ſecond. Lord Percy died without iſſue April 1659. 


Algernon, tenth earl of Northumberland, was appointed 30 March 
1637 lord high admiral of England, and about that period had a conſi- 
derable ſhare in the political deliberations of king Charles the firſt. He 
was commander in chief of the army appointed to march againſt the Scots 
in the year 1639, but ſoon after had a miſunderſtanding with the king, 
reſpecting the appointment of Rich earl of Warwick to the command 
of the fleet, who was nominated for that purpoſe by the parliament in the 
year 1642. In conſequence of this tranſaction he was removed from the 
poſt of lord high admiral by the king ; and, refuſing to continue in the 
office at the requeſt of the parliament, the earl of Warwick was by that 
aſſembly appointed to ſucceed him. The earl of Northumberland was 
ſeveral times ſelected, as a man of moderate principles, to negociate 
between the king and the parliament, and was charged in 1643 by Edmund 
Waller the celebrated poet, with being concerned in a plot formed at that 
time for delivering the city of London to the king. This imputation was 
neglected by the parliament, though an ineffectual attempt was made to 

2 find 
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find an inditment of high treaſon at Saliſbury againſt him, together with 
the earls of Pembroke and Saliſbury. This nobleman was appointed to 
the care of the duke of York and the other children of the king in the 
year 1645, and in the year 1648 the duke of York eſcaped out of his 
hands, and repaired to the continent. After the death of the king the 
earl of Northumberland lived chiefly in retirement, till the reſtoration, 
when he concerted with general Monk and others the proper meaſures to 
be adopted upon that occafion. He died 13 October 1668, 


Joſceline, eleventh earl of Northumberland, his ſon, died 21 May 1670, 
in the twenty-ſixth year of his age; and by his deceaſe the title of earl of 
Northumberland became extin&, which was ſoon after conferred by king 
Charles the ſecond upon George Fitzroy, his third ſon by Barbara ducheſs 
of Cleveland. The baronies of Percy, Lucy, Poynings, Fitzpayne, Bryan 
and Latimer deſcended to Elizabeth, only child of Joſceline, who married, 
firſt, Henry earl of Ogle, ſon of Henry ſecond duke of Newcaſtle; 
ſecondly, Thomas Thynne of Longleat in the county of Wilts eſquire, who 
was aſſaſſinated; and thirdly, Charles, ſixth duke of Somerſet, by whom 
ſhe had iſſue Algernon, ſeventh duke of Somerſet, who was by king 
George the ſecond created baron Warkworth of Warkworth caſtle and earl 
of Northumberland, with remainder to fir Hugh Smythſon of Stanwick 


in the county of York baronet, and Elizabeth his wife, daughter and 
heireſs of the duke of Somerſet. 


Sir Hugh Smythſon, who now took upon himſelf the name of Percy, 
was deſcended from a family, whoſe anceſtry has been traced to the time 
of William the conqueror, and which had formed intermarriages with 


ſome of the nobleſt families in the kingdom. He ſucceeded to the titles of 
Q 2 baron 
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baron Warkworth and earl of Northumberland upon the death of his 
father in law 7. February 1750, and was appointed 20 April 1763 lord 
Heutenant of the kingdom of Ireland, which office he reſigned in the fol- 
Jowing year. He was alſo by his preſent majeſty raiſed to the dignity of 
earl Percy and duke of Northumberland, and was conſtituted 24 December 
1778 maſter of the horſe to the king, which office he reſigned in December 
1780. He was farther created 28 January 1784 lord Lovaine of Alnwick, 
with remainder to Algernon, his ſecond ſon. By his duchefs he had iſſuc, 
1. Hugh, preſent and ſecond. duke of Northumberland. 2. Algernon, 
bord Lovaine.. |

BRUDENEL MONTAGU, DUKE OF MONTAGU. 


GEORGE BRUDENEL MONTAGU, duke of Montagu; marquis 
of Monthermer, earl of Cardigan, baron Brudenel of Stanton Wyvil, baron 
Montagu of Boughton and a baronet; knight of the garter, one of his 
majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, maſter of the horſe to the king, 
governor and captain of Windſor caſtle, preſident of Saint Luke's Hoſpital 
Old Street Road, and fellow of the royal ſociety. 


This nobleman: was born 26 July 1712. He ſucceeded to the titles of 
baron Brudenel of Stanton Wyvil and earl of Cardigan upon the death of 
his father 5 July 1732. He was appointed 14 February 1742 chief juſtice 
in eyre of his majeſty's foreſts north of Trent; and; having reſigned that 
office, was 22 February 1752 appointed governor and captain of Windſor 


caſtle. He was elected 13 March in the fame year knight companion of the 


moſt noble order of the garter ;- and; having in right of his wife aſſumed the 
name and arms of Montagu, was by his: preſent majeſty advanced to the dig- 
nities of marquis of Monthermer and duke of Montagu. He was appointed 
5 June 1776 one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council; and three 
days after conſtituted governor to the prince of Wales and prince Frederic 
biſhop of Oſnabruc, which office he reſigned 20 December 1780, and in 
the ſame year was appointed maſter of the horſe to the king. He was alſo 


created baron Montagu of Boughton, with remainder: to his grandſon; 
Henry James, ſecond ſon of Henry duke of Buecleugh of the kingdom of. 
Scotland. | 


The 
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The duke of Montagu married 7 July 1730 Mary, daughter of John 
Montagu duke of Montagu ; by which lady, who died 1 May 1775, he 
had iſſue, 1. John, created 4 May 1762 lord Montagu of Boughton, who 
died without iſſue 11 April 1770. 2. Elizabeth, born 29 May 1743, 
and married to Henry duke of Buccleugh of the kingdom of Scotland. 


The family of Brudenel has been traced back to the reigns of king 
Henry the third and king Edward the firſt. Edmund Brudenel, one of the 
anceſtors of the preſent duke of Montagu, was in the year 14386 appointed 
attorney general to king Richard the ſecond, which office he held during 
the reign of that monarch. Robert, the fourth in deſcent from Edmund 
Brudenel, was by king Henry the eighth 13 April 1520 appointed lord 
chief juſtice of the court of common pleas, and died 30 January 1531. 
Thomas, his grandſon, was by king James the firſt advanced to the degree 
of a baronet, and by king Charles the firſt was created baron Brudenel of 
Stanton Wyvil, He adhered to that prince in the civil wars, and for 
his exertions in that cauſe ſuffered a tedious impriſonment in the Tower 
of London, By king Charles the ſecond he was created earl of Cardigan, ; 
and died 16 December 1663. Francis, lord Brudenel, ſon of Robert, 
ſecond earl of Cardigan, and grandſon of earl Thomas, had iſſue, 1. George, 
third earl of Cardigan. 2. James, who married Suſan, daughter of Bar- 
tholomew Burton of North Luffenham in the county of Rutland eſquire; 
by which lady he had iſſue George Bridges, member in the preſent and 
five preceding parliaments for the county of Rutland, and late one of the 
clerks of the board of green cloth; and Caroline, married to fir Samuel 
Fludyer of Leigh in the county of Kent baronet.

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George, third earl of Cardigan, married Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas 
Bruce earl of Ayleſbury ; by which lady, who died December 1745, 
he had iſſue, 1. George, preſent and fourth earl of Cardigan, and duke 
of Montagu. 2. James, created by his preſent majeſty baron Brudenel. 
3- Robert, who married Anne, daughter of fir Cecil Biſhop of Parham 
in the county of Suflex baronet ; by which lady he had iſſue, Auguſta, 
born 8 July 1760; Charlotte, born.

This lady was born 1722. She ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of her grandfather, Henry, duke of Kent, 5 June 1740. 


Marchioneſs Grey married 22 May 1740 Philip, earl of Hardwick ; 
by whom ſhe has iſſue, 1. Amabel, born 22 January 1751, and married 
16 July 1772 to Alexander lord Polwarth, fon of Hugh Hume Campbel 
earl of Marchmont of the kingdom of Scotland. Lord Polwarth died 


March 1781. 2. Mary Jemima, born 9 February 1756, and married 
17 Auguſt 1780 to Thomas ſecond lord Grantham. 


The family of Grey was originally of Normandy, and was anceſtor to 


Arlotta, mother of king William the conqueror. John de Grey, the 
ſeventh in deſcent from Rollo otherwiſe called Fulbert the father of 
Arlotta, was appointed biſhop of Norwich 4 September 1200. In the 
year 1206 he was choſen archbiſhop of Canterbury upon the recommen- 


dation of king John; but the pope, incenſed at this interference, prevailed

to have Stephen Langton choſen to the archiepiſcopal ſee; and this was 


the origin of the great conteſt between king John and pope Innocent 


the third, in which the pope was finally victorious. John de Grey was 


alſo appointed in the year 1200 chief juſticiary of England; and, having 


reſigned that office, was conſtituted 13 Auguſt 1210 lord deputy of 


Ireland, where he governed with ſingular wiſdom: and ſucceſs. He died 
18 October 1214. 


Sir John de Grey, elder brother to the biſhop of Norwich, had iſſue, 
. Robert, whoſe grandſon John was created by king Edward the firſt 
I _ baron Grey of Rotherfield in the county of Oxford. John, ſecond 
lord Grey of Rotherfield, his ſon, was ſteward of the houſhold to king 


Edward the third, and the title became extin& in the year 1409. 


2. Walter, who was appointed by king. John in the year 1205 to the office 
of lord high chancellor, which office he reſigned in the year 1209. He 


was elected in the following year biſhop of Litchfield, 121 3 tranſlated to 
the ſee of Worceſter, and 1 217 farther tranſlated to the archiepiſcopal 
ſee of York. He had a conſiderable ſhare in the political — of king 
Henry the third, and died 1 May 1255. 3. Henry. 


Henry, youngeſt ſon of fir John de Grey, had iſſue, 1. Richard, whoſe 
deſcendant, Henry, was created by king Edward the firſt 1294 baron Grey 
of Codnovre. One of his deſcendants was lord chamberlain of the houſhold 

to king Henry the fourth, and the title became extin& in the year 1496. 
| 2. John, who, in the barons' wars againſt king Henry the third, conſtantly 
adhered to the party of the ſovereign, and was by king Edward the firſt 
created baron Grey de Wilton 1295. William, lord Grey de Wilton, his 
deſcendant, was a perſon of great military reputation : he was appointed 
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governor of Boulogne upon the capture of that place by king Henry the 


eighth, and was general of the horſe at the battle of Pinkey 1547. He 
adhered firſt to the party of the duke of Somerſet lord protector, for which 


he was ſent to the Tower ; and then to the party of lady Jane Grey, for 
which he was attainted by queen Mary, but reſtored in blood by queen 


Flizabeth. Arthur, his ſon, was lord deputy of Ireland 1580, and had a 
principal concern in the public tranſactions of that reign. Thomas, his 
ſon, was attainted for conſpiracy with lord Cobham and fir Walter 


Raleigh 1604, and died in the Tower 1614; and with him the title 
expired. 


John, third lord Grey de Wilton, grandſon of John, firſt lord Grey de 
Wilton, had ifſue two ſons, Henry who ſucceeded him, and Roger, who by 


king Edward the third was created baron Grey of Ruthen, and from 
whom the preſent marchioneſs Grey is deſcended. He married Elizabeth, 


daughter of John lord Haſtings, Bergavenny and Weisford, through whom 
the titles of that nobleman deſcended to Re ginald, her grandſon, third lord 
Grey of Ruthen. This Reginald was lord admiral of England in the 
reign of king Henry the fifth, and had iſſue, 1. John. 2. Edward, 


anceſtor to the marquiſes of Dorſet, the dukes of Ro ug lady Jane Di 
and the preſent earl of Stamford. 


John, the eldeſt ſon, diſtinguiſhed himſelf, together with his father, 
in the battles of Agincourt and Verneuil, and was conſtituted 1427 lord 
lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland. He had ifſue, 1. Edmund. 


2. Thomas, created 1449 lord Grey of Rugemont in the county of Bed- 
ford, which title became extinct in the year 1461,

Edmund, fourth lord Grey of Ruthen, was appointed by king Edward 


che fourth 1464 lord high treaſurer of England; and, having reſigned that 


office, was 3 May 1465 created earl of Kent. Upon the death of Richard, 
third earl of Kent, his grandſon, by whom the family eſtate had been 
almoſt wholly diſſipated, the title was ſuffered to remain dormant, till in 
the year 1571 it was reaſſumed by Reginald, ſixth earl of Kent, whoſe ſon 
Henry, ſeventh earl of Kent, ſuperintended the execution of Mary queen 
of Scots, and treated that princeſs with conſiderable harſhneſs. 


Anthony, twelfth earl of Kent, married Mary, only child of John lord 
Lucas, baron of Shenfield in the county of Eſſex, who by king Charles 
the ſecond was created baroneſs Lucas of Crudwel in the county of Wilts, 
with remainder to her heirs male and female by the earl of Kent. 


Henry, thirteenth earl of Kent, his ſon, was 23 April 1704 conſtituted 
lord chamberlain of the houſhold to queen Anne, and 14 April 1706 created 
viſcount Goodrich of Goodrich caſtle in the county of Hereford, earl of 
Harold in the county of Bedford, and marquis of Kent. He was farther 
advanced 28 April 1710 to the title of duke of Kent. He reſigned the 
office of lord chamberlain of the houſhold in the year 1714, and was 


appointed 6 July 1716 lord ſteward of the houſhold to king George the 


firſt, which office he exchanged 6 February 1719 for that of lord keeper 
of the privy ſeal. This appointment he reſigned in June 1720. He was 

created by king George the ſecond marquis Grey, with remainder to 
| Jemima Campbel, his grand-daughter. He had iſſue, 1. Anthony, earl of 
Harold, who died 21 July 1723. 2. Amabel, married to John Campbel, 
third earl of Breadalbane of the kingdom of Scotland, by whom ſhe had 
iſſue Jemima, preſent marchioneſs Grey, The counteſs of Breadalbane 
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died 2 March 1727. 3. Anne Sophia, born 17 January 1730, and 
married to John, late biſhop of Bangor, grandſon to John third carl 'of 
Bridgwater. The duke of Kent died 5 June 1740.

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GRENVILLE TEMPLE, MARQUIS OF BUCKINGHAM. 


GEORGE NUGENT GRENVILLE TEMPLE, marquis of Buck- 
ingham, earl Temple, viſcount and baron Cobham ; knight of the garter, 
one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, lord lieutenant general 
and general governor of the kingdom of Ireland, lord lientenant and cuſtos 
rotulorum of the county of Buckingham, colonel of the militia of the 


county of Buckingham, and a teller of the receipt of his majeſty's 
exchequer. 


This nobleman was born 17 April 1753, and ſucceeded to the place 
of one of the tellers of his majeſty's exchequer, of which he had previouſly 
obtained the reverſion, 8 April 1763. He was choſen at the general election 
1774 to repreſent the county of Buckingham, and ſucceeded to the titles 
of earl Temple and viſcount and baron Cobham upon the death of his 
uncle 8 September 1779. He was farther appointed 27 March 1782 lord 
lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Buckingham ; and 31 July 
1782 one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council and lord lieutenant 
of the kingdom of Ireland. This office he reſigned 4 June 1783, and 
was conſtituted 19 December in the ſame year one of his majeſty's principal 
ſecretaries of ſtate, which office he reſigned three days after his appoint- 
ment. In the following year he was created marquis of Buckingham, and 


3 November 1787 was reappointed to the office of lord lieutenant of the 
kingdom of Ireland.

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The marquis of Buckingham married 12 April 1775 Mary, daughter 


of Robert Craggs Nugent, earl Nugent of the kingdom of Ireland; by 


which lady he has iſſue, 1. Richard, earl Temple, born 21 March 1776, 
2. A daughter, born 7 July 1787. 


"The family of Grenville is ſuppoſed to be a collateral branch of the | 
family of the Granvilles earls of Bath and barons Granville of Potheridge, 
barons Granville of Kilkhampton and barons Lanſdowne, and to be 
deſcended from Rollo, firſt duke of Normandy. Richard de Granville, 


who came over with William the conqueror, married a daughter of Walter 
Giffard, firſt earl of Buckingham and Longueville. His grandſon, fir 
Euſtace de Grenville, was a perſon of ſome note in the reigns of king 
John and king Henry the third, and was conſtable of the Tower of London 
in the year 1214. Richard Grenville in the year 1710 married Heſter, 
daughter of fir Richard Temple of Stowe in the county of Buckingham 


baronet; from which illuſtrious family his poſterity have inherited their 
dignities and eſtates. 


The family of Temple is ſaid to be deſcended from Leofric, earl of 
Mercia, whoſe wife, the celebrated lady Godiva, is reported to have rode 


naked through the town of Coventry in the reign of king Edward the 
confeſſor, to obtain from her huſband ſome immunities for the inha- 
bitants. 


Sir William Temple in the reign off queen Elizabeth was patroniſed by fir 
Philip Sidney, whom he accompanied as his ſecretary in his expedition into 
Flanders, and who expired in his arms in the year 1586. He afterwards 
became ſecretary to Robert Devereux earl of Eſſex; and, being perſecuted 


2 by 
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by the party who occaſioned the fall of that nobleman, he retired into 
Ireland, and accepted the provoſtſhip of Trinity college Dublin. His works 
were publiſhed in Latin in the year 1581, and he died in the year 1626. 


Sir John Temple, his ſon, was maſter of the rolls in the kingdom of 
Ireland in the reigns of king Charles the firſt and king Charles the ſecond, 
and expoſed himſelf to the ill-will of both parties in the civil war by his 
attachment to moderate meaſures. He publiſhed a hiſtory of the rebellion 
in Ireland, and died in the year 1677. He had iſſue, 1. Sir William 
Temple baronet, a perſon of the moſt diſtinguiſhed political and literary 
reputation. He was the friend of John de Witte grand penſionary of 
Holland, and was the moſt upright and reſpectable of the counſellors of 
king Charles the ſecond, He died January 1698. 2. Sir John 
Temple, attorney general for the kingdom of Ireland, who died 10 March 
1704, and whoſe ſon, Henry, was created 12 March 1722 viſcount 
Palmerſton of the kingdom of Ireland. 


Thomas Temple, firſt couſin to fir William Temple the friend of fir 
Philip Sidney, by an elder brother, was created a baronet by 1 James 
the firſt 22 May 1611. Sir Richard Temple, his grandſon, made ſome 
figure in the reign of king Charles the ſecond, and adhered to the party 
who proſecuted the Popiſh plot and promoted the bill of excluſion. He 
had iſſue, 1. Richard. 2, Heſter, married to Richard Grenville of 
Wotton in the county. of Buckingham eſquire. 3. Chriſtian, married to 
ſir Thomas Lyttelton of Hagley in. the county of Leiceſter baronet, by 
whom the had iſſue George lord Lyttelton, author of the Hiſtory of King 
Henry the Second. The family became extinct in Thomas, ſecond lord

Sir Richard Temple, ſon of ſir Richard, ſerved under the duke of Marl- 
borough in the wars of queen Anne, and was created by king George the 
firſt 19 October 1714 baron Cobham of Cobham in the county of Kent, 
and five days after conſtituted envoy extraordinary and plenipotentiary 
to the court of the emperor Charles the ſixth. He was farther created 
in the year 1718 viſcount and baron Cobham with remainder to his two 
ſiſters. This nobleman is celebrated in a very high ſtrain of panegyric 
by Mr. Pope in his Moral Epiſtles, and died 13 September 1749. 


Upon his deceaſe, Heſter, the relict of Richard Grenville eſquire, ſac- 
ceded to his titles, and in the ſame year was raiſed to the dignity of counteſs 
Temple. She had iſſue, by Richard Grenville eſquire, 1. Richard, firſt earl 
Temple. 2. George, who was appointed treaſurer of the navy 6 April 17 54. 
He reſigned that office in November 1755, was reſtored to it November 
1756; and, having reſigned it a ſecond time 6 April 1757, was again rein- 
ſtated 27 June in the fame year. He exchanged that appointment 28 May 
1762 for the oflice of one of his majeſty's principal ſecretaries of ſtate and, 
having reſigned the place of ſecretary of ſtate, he was 6 October in the 
ſame year inveſted with that of firſt lord commiſſioner of the admiralty. 
Laſtly, he quitted his ſcat at the board of admiralty 16 April 1763 for the 
appointments of firſt lord commiſſioner of the treaſury and chancellor and 
under treaſurer of the exchequer, which he reſigned 10 July 1765. He 
married Elizabeth, daughter of fir William Wyndham of Orchard Wynd- 
ham in the county of Somerſet baronet; by which lady, who died 
5 December 1769, he had iſſue, George Nugent, preſent and firſt marquis 
of Buckingham; Thomas, born 31 December 1755, and elected in the 
year 1779 and 1780 to repreſent the county of Buckingham ; Elizabeth, 

born 24 October 1759, and married to Charles, carl Stanhope ; William 
pf Wyndham,

Wyndham, born 25 October 17 59, elected in the year 1782 to repreſent 


the town of Buckingham, and Auguſt in the ſame year conſtituted chief 
ſecretary to his elder brother in the office of lord lieutenant of the kingdom 
of Ireland. He was farther appointed 30 December 1783 joint paymaſter 
general of the forces, elected in the following year to repreſent the county 
of Buckingham, and ſucceſſively conſtituted one of his majeſty's moſt 
honourable privy council, one of the lords commiſſioners for the manage- 
ment of the affairs of the Eaſt Indies, and one of the lords of the com- 
mittee of council for the conſideration of all matters of trade and plantations z 
Heſter, born 2 3 November 1760, and married to Matthew lord Forteſcue ; 
and Catherine, born 1761, and married 5 June 1780 to 
Richard Aldworth Nevile of Billingbeare in the county of Berks eſquire. 
3- James, who married Mary, daughter of James Smith of Harding in 
the county of Hertford eſquire; by which lady, who died 15 December 
1757, he had iflue James, elected in four parliaments to repreſent the 
town of Buckingham. He was appointed 30 March 1782 one of the 
lords commiſſioners of the treaſury, which office he refigned in March 
1783, He was farther appointed to be one of his majeſty's moſt 


honourable privy council, and one of the lords of che committee of council 
for the conſideration of all matters of trade and plantations, and Sep- 
tember 1787 was commiſſioned to negociate with the prince of Orange, 
and the duke of Brunſwic commander in chief of the forces of the king 
of Pruſſia, reſpecting the diſſenſions of the republic of the United Proinces. 
James Grenville the father died 14 September 1783. 4. Henry, who mar- 
ried Margaret, daughter of Joſeph Banks of Reveſby Abbey in the county 
of Lincoln eſquire; by which lady he had iſſue Louiſa, born 10 Auguſt 
i758. He died 22 April 1784. 5. Heſter, who by his preſent majeſty 
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was created baroneſs Chatham of Chatham in the county of Kent. Heſter, 
counteſs Temple, died 6 October 1752. 


Richard, firſt ear! Temple, is beſt known as the intimate friend and 
political colleague of William firſt earl of Chatham, He was 20 November 
1756 appointed firſt lord commiſſioner of the admiralty, which office he 
reſigned in April 1757. He was farther conſtituted 30 June in the ſame 


year lord keeper of the privy feal, and reſigned 9 October 1761.

PETTY, 
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PETTY, MARQUIS OF LANS DOWN. 


WILLIAM PETTY, marquis of Lanſdown, earl Wycombe of Chip- 


ping Wycombe, Viſcount Calne and Canſtone and baron Wycombe in the 
kingdom of Great Britain; earl of Shelburne in the county of Wexford, 
viſcount Fitzmaurice and baron of Dunkerron in the county of Waterford 
in the kingdom of Ireland ; knight of the garter, one of his majeſty's moſt 


honourable privy council, a general of his majeſty's forces, and doctor of 
laws. 


This nobleman was baptized 13 May 1737, was elected to repreſent the 
borough of Chipping Wycombe in the county of Buckingham 1760, 
and ſucceeded to the title of lord Wycombe, together with the Iriſh 
honours, upon the death of his father 14 May 1761. He was conſtituted 
20 April 1763, under the adminiſtration of Mr. George Grenville, 
one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, and firſt lord com- 
miſſioner of the board of trade and plantations, which office he reſigned 
in September in the fame year. Having in the interval connected 
himſelf with Mr. Pitt, afterwards earl of Chatham, he was appointed 
30 July 1766 one of his majeſty's principal ſecretaries of ſtate, which 
office he reſigned 21 October 1768. He was again promoted to the 
appointment of ſecretary of ſtate 27 March 1782, and was elected 
19 April in the fame year knight companion of the moſt noble order of the 
garter, He exchanged 10 July following the office of ſecretary of ſtate for 
that of firſt lord commiſſioner of the treaſury, which he alſo reſigned in 
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March 1783. He was principally inſtrumental in negociating the peace 
of Paris concluded 20 January in that year. In the following year he 
was created marquis of Lanſdown, earl of Wycombe and viſcount Calne 
and Canſtone. 


The marquis of Lanſdown married, firſt, 3 February 1765 Sophia, 
daughter to John Carteret earl Granville; by which lady, who died 
5 January 1771, he had iſſue John Henry, earl of Wycombe, born 
6 December 1765, and elected in the year 1786 to repreſent the borough of 
Chipping Wycombe in the county of Buckingham. He married, ſecondly, 
19 July 1779 Louiſa, daughter of John Fitzpatrick firſt earl of Upper 
Oſſory in the kingdom of Ireland; by which lady he has iſſue, a ſon, 
born 2 July 1780; and a daughter, born 8 December 1781. 


The family of Petty derives its origin from ſir William Petty knight, 
ſon of Anthony Petty of Rumſey in the county of Southampton clothier. 
He diſcovered an early attachment to literature, and, during the purſuit 
of his ſtudies upon the continent, contracted a friendſhip with the cele- 
brated Mr. Thomas. Hobbes of Malmeſbury. He was clerk of the council 
in the kingdom of Ireland, and ſecretary to Oliver Cromwel in the office 
of lord lieutenant ; and was engaged in a ſurvey of that kingdom, drawn 
with great accuracy, and which occaſioned. a conſiderable revolution in its 
political aftairs. He was alſo one of the firſt members of the royal ſociety, 
and publiſhed a book of conſiderable reputation, intitled Political Arithmetic. 
Having accumulated a conſiderable fortune by his induſtry and exertions, 
he died 16 December 1687, and his widow Elizabeth, daughter of fir 
Hardreſs Waller of Caſtletown in the county of Limeric knight, was 
created 6 December 1688 baroneſs of Shelburne in the county of Wex- 
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ford for life. By this lady, who died February 1708, ſir William 
Petty had iſſue, 1. Charles, created baron of Shelburne. 2. Henry, 
created after the death of his brother 16 June 1699 baron of Shelburne, 
and 29 April 1719 viſcount Dunkerron in the county of Kerry, and earl of 


Shelburne. He died 17 April 1751. 3. Anne, married to Thomas Fitz- 
maurice, firſt earl of Kerry of the kingdom of Ireland. John, the youngeſt 
ſon of this marriage, inherited the opulent fortune of fir William Petty; and, 


having exchanged the family name of Fitzmaurice for that of Petty, was . 


raiſed by king George the ſecond, 7 October 1751 and 26 June 1753, to 
the ſame titles which. had been: enjoyed by his maternal uncle. 


The family of Fitzmaurice is by ſome pedigrees derived from the ancient 
dukes of Tuſcany, but with more probability from Other, a rich and 
powerful lord in the reign of king Alfred the Great, who deſcended from 
anceſtors in the kingdom of Norway. Walter. Fitz-Other, in the reign 
of king William the conqueror, had iſſue, 1. William, ſurnamed Windſor, 
anceſtor to the preſent earl of Plymouth. 2. Gerald, who commanded 


with ſucceſs. againſt the Welch in the reign of king Henry the ſecond, 
and who married Neſta, ſiſter to Griffith prince of. South Wales, and. 
concubine to king Henry the firſt ; by which lady he had iſſue three ſons, 
William, Maurice, and David, who was: appointed. — of Saint David's 


in the year 1147, and died about the year 1176. 


William and Maurice were among the principal perſons who went out 


in the expedition of Richard, ſurnamed Strongbow, earl of Pembroke, in 


the reign of king Henry the ſecond, for the conqueſt of Ireland. Maurice, 
who aſſumed the name of Fitzgerald, was anceſtor to the preſent duke of 


Leinſter and to the extinct family of the Fitzgeralds, earls of Deſmond. 
William, 
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William, his elder brother, had iſſue, 1. Raymond. 2. William, 
anceſtor to the Gerards, barons Gerard of Brandon and earls of Maccles- 
field, and the Gerards, barons Gerard of Bromley. 


Raymond appeared with great advantage among the perſons who effected 
the conqueſt of Ireland. He was deputed by his fellow adventurers to 
juſtify their conduct to king Henry the ſecond ; he relieved Strongbow 
earl of Pembroke, who was cooped up in Waterford by the inhabitants 
who entertained the intention of putting him to death; and he was clected 
upon the deceaſe of that nobleman chief governor of Ireland till the arrival 
of a ſucceſſor. Maurice, his ſon, fixed his reſidence in a part of the 
county of Kerry, denominated from him Clanmaurice, and at the fame 
time his poſterity aſſumed the name of Fitzmaurice. He had iſſue Tho- 
mas, who firſt bore the ſtile of lord Kerry, baron of Lixnaw in the 
county of Kerry. 


Maurice, fourth lord Kerry, his great grandſon, having a diſpute with 
Dermot Macarthy commonly called prince of Deſmond, killed him upon the 
bench before the judge of aſſize at Trallee in the year 1325. For this action 
he was tried and attainted by the parliament of Ireland, but nat put to death ; 
and the family honours were reſtored to his ſon. Edmund, eleventh lord 
Kerry, his deſcendant, was by king Henry the eighth in the year 1537 
created baron Odorney and viſcount Kilmaule ; but he died without iſſue, 
and theſe titles expired with him. 


Thomas, ſixteenth lord Kerry, his brother, appears to have been in 
ſome degree ſuſpected by the Engliſh government, as Patrick, his fon, 
aſterwards ſeventeenth lord Kerry, was ſent as an hoſtage, while very 


young, 
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young, in the reign of queen Mary, into England. He had an employment 
in the court of queen Elizabeth, with whom he was in great favour, and 
obtained her leave to return to his native country, but upon his arrival 


was induced, together with his father, to take up arms againſt the 
Engliſh. 
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Thomas, eighteenth lord Kerry, his ſon, endeavoured to make his 
peace with queen Elizabeth ; but, being offered terms which he conceived 
to be injurious to his honour, he joined in the rebellion of O- Neil earl of 
Tyrone. He was admitted to make his ſubmiſſion in the beginning of 
the reign of king James the - firſt. Two of his ſons, Robert and Richard, 


ſerved under king Charles the firſt in the civil war, and the latter of them 
loſt his life in the battle of "Newberry. 
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Thomas, twenty-firſt lord Kerry, was by king George the firſt 17 January 
1723 created viſcount Clanmaurice in the county of Kerry and earl of 


Kerry; and had iſſue by Anne, daughter of fir William Petty knight, Wil- 
lam, ſecond earl of Kerry; Thomas; and John, firſt earl of Shelburne. 
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William, ſecond earl of Kerry, married Gertrude, daughter of Richard 
Lambart, fourth earl of Cavan in the kingdom of Ireland ; by which lady, 


, who died 1775, he had ifſue, 1. Francis Thomas, preſent | 
and third earl of Kerry, born 15 June 1740, who married March | a

GRANVILLE LEVESON GOWER, marquis of Stafford, earl 
Gower, viſcount Trentham, lord Gower, baron of Stittenham in the 
county of York, and a baronet ; knight of the garter, one of his majeſty's 
moſt honourable privy council, lord keeper of the privy ſeal, lord lieu- 
tenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Stafford, recorder of the 


borough of Stafford, a governor of the charter houſe, and a vice preſident 
of the Middleſex hoſpital. 


This nobleman was born a 1717, He was elected in the 
year 1744 to repreſent the borough of Biſhops Caſtle in the county of 
Salop, and in the year 1747 to repreſent the city of Weſtminſter, He 
was appointed 18 November 1749 one of the lords commiſſioners of the 
admiralty ; upon which occafion, having vacated his ſeat in parliament, he 
was oppoſed in his re- election by fir George Vandeput baronet, and, after an 
obſtinate and memorable conteſt, was returned by a majority of upwards of 
one hundred and fifty votes. He reſigned his ſeat at the board of admiralty 
in June 1751, and was choſen at the general election in 1754 to repreſent 
the city of Litchfield in the county of Stafford. He ſucceeded to the 
titles of earl Gower, viſcount Trentham, and lord Gower baron of Stit- 
tenham upon the death of his father 25 December in the ſame year; upon 
which occaſion he obtained the appointment of lord lieutenant and cuſtos 
rotulorum of the county of Stafford. Having engaged in the political con- 
nection of John fourth duke of Bedford, he was appointed 19 December 


| 1756 
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1756 lord keeper of the privy ſeal; and, having reſigned that office, he 
was 2 July 1757 conſtituted maſter of the horſe to the king, which office 
he held till the death of king George the ſecond. He was farther 
nominated 25 November 1760 keeper of the great wardrobe, and 23 April 
1763 exchanged that appointment for the poſt of lord chamberlain of his 
majeſty's houſhold, which office he reſigned 10 July 1765. He was again 
appointed 23 December 1767 lord preſident of the council, and elected 
11 February 1771 knight companion of the moſt noble order of the garter. 
His lordſhip reſigned the office of lord preſident of the council in Novem- 
ber 1779, and was reſtored to the ſame appointment 19 December 1783, 


which he exchanged 24 November 1784 for that of lord keeper of the 
privy ſeal. | 


The marquis of Stafford married, firſt, 1744 Elizabeth, 
daughter of Nicholas Fazakerley of Preſcot in the county of Lancaſter 
eſquire, who died 19 May 1745; and, ſecondly, 28 March 1748 Louiſa, 
daughter of Scroop firſt duke of Bridgwater ; by which lady, who died 
14 March 1761, he had iflue, 1. Louiſa, born 22 October 1749, and 
married 25 December 1777 to fir Archibald Macdonald knight, his 
majeſty's attorney general for the kingdom of Great Britain, and brother 
to Alexander lord Macdonald of the kingdom of Ireland. 2. Carolina, 
born 2 November 1753, and married to Frederic, earl of Carliſle. 
3. George Granville, earl Gower, born 9 February 1758, and elected in 
the years 1778 and 1780 to repreſent the borough of Newcaſtle under 
Line in the county of Stafford. He married 4 September 1785 Elizabeth 
Sutherland, counteſs of Sutherland of the kingdom of Scotland ; by which 
lady he has iſſue a ſon, born 5 Auguſt 1786. 4. Anne, born 22 February 
1761, and married to Edward, fon of George Venables firſt lord Vernon. 
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The marquis of Stafford married, thirdly, 25 May 1768 Suſannah, 
daughter of Alexander ſeventh earl of Galloway of the kingdom of Scotland ; 

Char- 
lotte, born 11 January 1771. 3. Suſannah, born 1772.

The family of Gower has by ſome antiquaries been ſuppoſed to have 
deſcended from ſir Alan Gower, lord of Stittenham in the county of Vork, 
and ſheriff of that county at the time of the Norman conqueſt. But the 
firſt perſon, unqueſtionably of this family, who diſtinguiſhed himſelf, 
was Lawrence Gower of the county of Vork, who in the reign of king 
Edward the ſecond, together with Thomas Plantagenet earl of Lancaſter 
and others, obtained the king's pardon for being concerned in the murder 
of Piers Gaveſton. Thomas Gower, his great grandſon, ſignaliſed himſelf 
in the wars of king Henry the fifth and king Henry the ſixth, and was 
governor of the caſtle of Mans. Sir John Gower, brother and heir to this 
Thomas, engaged in the party of the houſe of Lancaſter in the civil wars ; 
and, being taken priſoner at the battle of Tewkeſbury 4 May 1471, was 
 treacherouſly beheaded by king Edward the fourth. Thomas, his grandſon, 
ſerved under the duke of Somerſet lord protector at the battle of Pinkey ; 


and, from the eagerneſs of his conduct, expofed himſelf to the being taken 
priſoner by the Scots. 


Thomas, his grandſon, was created a baronet by king James the firſt 
2 June 1620, and his family adhered to the party of king Charles the firſt 


in the enſuing civil wars. 


Sir John Leveſon Gower, fifth baronet, was by queen Anne created 


baron Gower of Stittenham, and conſtituted chancellor of the duchy of

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Lancaſter, which office he held from the year 1702 to the year 1706. 
He died 10 September 1709. 7 | 


John, ſecond lord Gower, his ſon, was 13 July 1742 appointed lord 
keeper of the privy ſeal, which office he reſigned 10 December in the fol- 
lowing year. He was again appointed lord keeper of the privy ſeal 
26 December 1744. He married firſt Evelyn, daughter of Evelyn Pier- 
pont duke of Kingſton ; by which lady, who died 27 June 1727, he had 
iflue, 1. Granville Leveſon, marquis of Stafford. 2. Gertrude, married to 
John, fourth duke of Bedford. 3. Mary, married to fir Richard Wrot- 
tefley of Wrotteſley in the county of Stafford baronet ; ſhe died 30 April 
1778. 4. Frances, married to John Philip, ſon of Lionel firſt duke of 
Dorſet; ſhe died 3 December 1765.

GEORGE TOWNSHEND, marquis Townſhend of Rainham in the 
county of Norfolk, viſcount Townſhend of Rainham, baron Townſhend of 
Lynn Regis in the county of Norfolk, baron of Lynn, and a baronet ; one 
of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, having the rank of general 
in the army, and colonel of the ſecond regiment of dragoon guards. 


This nobleman was born 28 February 1724, and appointed 
colonel of a company in the foot guards, and aide de camp to William duke 
of Cumberland, both which he reſigned in the year 1750. He was elected 
to repreſent the county of Norfolk at the general elections of 1747, 1754 


and 1761. In the war of 1756 he ſerved under general Wolfe at the fiege 


of Quebec; and, by the death of that gallant officer and the indiſpoſition 
of general Monckton, ſucceeded to the principal command, in which he 


behaved with great bravery and merit. He was promoted 14 May 1763 
to be lieutenant general of the office of ordnance, and ſucceeded to the 
titles of viſcount and baron Townſhend upon the death of his father 
12 March 1764. Having reſigned his ſeat at the board of ordnance, he 
was appointed 12 Auguſt 1767 to the office of lord lieutenant of the king- 
dom of Ireland; and his adminiſtration of that country, which was 
extremely popular, was diſtinguiſhed by an act for rendering their parlia- 
ments octennial, which had before been unlimited in their duration. Upon 
his return from his government, he was conſtituted 17 October 1772 


. maſter general of the office of ordnance, which appointment he reſigned 


30 March 
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30 March 1782, but was reinſtated 12 April in the following year, and 


reſigned in December in that year. He was promoted to the dignity of 
a marquis in the year 1787. 


Marquis Townſhend married, firſt, December 1751 Charlotte, 
baroneſs de Ferrars of Chartley, Bourchier, Lovaine, Baſſet and Compton; 
by which lady, who died 14 September 1770, he had iſſue, 1. George, 
earl of Leiceſter. 2. John, born 19 January 1757, and elected in the 
year 1780 to repreſent the univerſity of Cambridge. Upon a vacancy for 
the city of Weſtminſter, occaſioned by the appointment of Samuel Hood 
lord Hood of the kingdom of Ireland to a ſeat at the board of admiralty, 
he ſtood a conteſt with that nobleman, and was declared duly elected 
4 Auguſt 1788. He married 10 April 1737 Georgiana Anne, daughter 
of William Poyntz of Midgham in the county of Berks eſquire, and 
the divorced wife of William Fawkener eſquire. 3. Elizabeth, born 

Auguſt 1766. 4. Charles Patrick Thomas, born 6 January 1768. 
The marquis married, ſecondly, 19 May 1773 Anne, daughter of ſir Wil- 
liam Montgomery of the kingdom of Ireland baronet ; by which lady he 


has iſſue, 1. Anne, born 1 February 1775. 2. Charlotte, born 19 March 


1776. 3. Honora Maria, born 6 July 1777. 4. William, born 13 Sep- 
tember 1778. 5. A ſon, born 13 September 1785. 


The family of Townſhend is deſcended from Lodovic, a noble Norman, 


who came into England in the reign of king Henry the firſt, aſſumed the 
ſurname of Townſhend, and married Elizabeth, daughter and heireſs of 


fir Thomas de Havile or Hauteville of Rainham in the county of Norfolk. 
Roger, the fifth in deſcent from Lodovic, was appointed by king Richard 
the third in the year 1485 one of the juſtices of the court of common 


pleas, 
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pleas, and died in the year 1493- Roger, the third in deſcent from judge 


Townſhend, ſignaliſed himſelf in the defeat of the Spaniſh armada in the 
year 1588; and John, his ſon, accompanied the earl of Eſſex in the expe- 
dition againſt Cadiz 1596, and was a leading member in the parliamentary 
oppoſition to king James the firſt. Being engaged in a duel with fir 
Matthew Brown, which was fought on horſeback upon Hounſlow Heath 

July 1603, they were both of them mortally wounded. Roger, his 
ſon, was created a baronet by king James the firſt 16 April 1617. 


Sir Horatio, his ſon, was extremely active in procuring the reſtoration 
of king Charles the ſecond, and was by that monarch created, firſt, baron 


Townſhend of Lynn Regis, and afterwards viſcount Townſhend of Rain- 
ham in the county of Norfolk. He died December 1687. 


Charles, ſecond lord viſcount Townſhend, his ſon, was one of the 
commiſſioners for treating of an union between the kingdoms of England 


and Scotland, and 16 November 1707 was appointed captain of the yeomen 
of her majeſty's guard. Two years afterwards he was conſtituted, together 


with the duke of Marlborough, joint plenipotentiary to treat of a peace 
with the king of France; in which fituation he was concerned in the 
preliminaries of Gertruydenberg, and in the concluſion of the celebrated 
barrier treaty. He reſigned the appointment, which had been beſtowed 
upon him at the fame time, of ambaſſador extraordinary to the republic of 
the United Provinces 7 March 1710, and the office of captain of the 
yeomen of the guard 13 June in the ſame year. By king George the firſt 
he was conſtituted 17 September 1714 one of his majeſty's principal 
ſecretaries of ſtate ; and, having reiigned that office, was declared 23 Ja- 
nuary 1717 lord lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland. This office was 


held 
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held by him only three months; and he was appointed 11 June 1720 
lord preſident of the council, which poſt he exchanged 10 February 
1721 for that of one of the principal ſecretaries of ſtate, and he continued 
in that ſituation till 15 May 1730. He died June 1738. 


This nobleman had iſſue, 1. Charles, third viſcount Townſhend. 
2. Thomas, who married Albinia, daughter of colonel John Selwyn of 
Matſon in the county of Glouceſter ; by which lady, who died in the year 
1739, he had iſſue Thomas, now lord Sydney of Chiſſelhurſt; Mary; and 
Henry, who was killed in Germany 24 June 1762. Thomas, their 
father, died 21 May 1780. 3. William, who married Henrietta, grand 
daughter of Charles firſt duke of Bolton; by which lady, who died 
January 1755, he had iſſue, Charles, who is one of his majeſty's moſt 
honourable privy council and a doctor of laws, was elected in fix par- 
laments to repreſent the borough of Great Yarmouth in the county of 
Norfolk, appointed 17 September 1751 ſecretary to his majeſty's embaſly 
in Spain, and October 1777 one of the joint vice treaſurers of the 
kingdom of Ireland, which office he reſigned in March 1782. He was 
farther appointed 5 April 1783 to the office of treaſurer of the navy, which 
office he reſigned in December in the fame year. He married 20 Auguſt 
1777 Annabella Powlet, daughter of the reverend Mr. Smyth ; by which 
lady he has iſſue, a ſon, born 26 September 1783, and another ſon, born 
25 February 1786. William Townſhend had alſo by the ſame lady two 
daughters ; Caroline, married to Frederic, lord archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury and ſon of Charles fourth lord Cornwallis ; and Dorothy, married 
to Burton Allen eſquire. He died 29 January 1738. 4. George, who 
embraced the maritime profeflion, and in the year 1747 captured a large 


fleet of French merchant ſhips, He was afterwards appointed rear admiral 
of

of the white ſquadron, and died 9 Auguſt 1762. 5. Edward, prebend 
of Weſtminſter and dean of Norwich, who married Mary, daughter of 
brigadier general Price; by which lady he had iſſue, Mary, Elizabeth, 
Henrietta, Lucy and Charlotte, married, firſt, 12 May 1773 to John 
Norris of Whitten in the county of Norfolk eſquire ; and, ſecondly, to 
William Fauquier eſquire. He died 27 January 1765. 


Charles, third lord viſcount Townſhend, married Audrey, daughter 
and heireſs of Edward Harriſon of Balls in the county of Hertford eſquire, 
governor of Fort Saint George in the Eaſt Indies; by which lady, who 
died 5 March 1788, he had iſſue, 1. George, now marquis Townſhend. 
2. Charles, of Adderbury in the county of Oxford, who was appointed 
24 March 1761 to the office of ſecretary at war, which appointment he 
exchanged 1 March 1763 for that of firſt lord commiſſioner of trade and 
plantations, and reſigned in the following month. He was conſtituted 
8 June 1765 paymaſter general of his majeſty's forces, and was farther 
promoted 2 Auguſt 1766 to be one of the lords commiſſioners of the 
board of treaſury, and chancellor and under treaſurer of his majeſty's 
exchequer. He was poſſeſſed of extraordinary abilities and admirable elo- 
quence, and was confidered as one of the firſt political characters of his time. 


He married Caroline, daughter of John duke of Argyle and Greenwich, 
and widow of Francis earl of Dalkeith, fon of Francis ſecond duke of 


Buccleugh in the kingdom of Scotland; which lady has been fince created 
baroneſs of Greenwich, with remainder to her male iſſue by Mr. Charles 
Townſhend. He died 4 September 1767. 3. Roger, a lieutenant colonel 


in the army, who was killed at the ſiege of Ticonderoga in North America 


25 July 1759.

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TALBOT, EARL OF SHREWSBURY. 


CHARLES TALBOT, earl of Shrewſbury, baron Talbot, Strange 
of Blackmere, Furnival, Vernon, Lovetot, Giffard of Brimsfield, Comyn 


of Badenagh or Badenoc, Valence and Montchenſy in the kingdom of 


Great Britain ; earl of Wexford and Waterford, and baron Talbot in the 
kingdom of Ireland. 


This nobleman was born 8 March 1754, and ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of his uncle 22 July 1787. He profeſſes the Roman Catholic 


reli gion. 


The family of Talbot is ſaid to have reſided in England prior to the 


Norman conqueſt. Richard Talbot was elected biſhop of London in the 


year 1262, but died before conſecration. Gilbert, his great nephew, was 
one of the rebellious barons in the reign of king Edward the ſecond, and 
was appointed lord chamberlain of the houſhold in the beginning of the 
reign of king Edward the third. Richard, his brother, became in right 
of his wife baron of Riccard's caſtle in the county of Hereford, which 
title was extinct in the year 1379. Richard, the ſon of Gilbert, was one 
of the principal perſons that aſſiſted in placing Edward Baliol upon the 


U 2 throne 
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throne of Scotland in the year 1332, but was afterwards taken priſoner by 
the party of Bruce. He was lord ſteward of the houſhold to king Edward 
the third, and ſerved in the wars of that monarch in the kingdom of 
France. He was alſo raiſed to the dignity of lord Talbot, baron Talbot 
of Goodrich caſtle in the county of Hereford, and died 23 October 1356. 
Richard, his grandſon, had iſſue, 1. Gilbert, who married Joan, daughter 
of Thomas of Woodſtock duke of Glouceſter youngeſt ſon of king Edward 
the third, and was by king Henry the fifth appointed governor of the city 
of Caen, and guardian and captain general of the marches of Normandy, 
He died 19 October 1419. 2. John. 3. Richard, appointed archbiſhop 


of Dublin in the year 1417, and 13 July 1423 lord chancellor of the king- 
dom of Ireland. This office he reſigned in April 1426, and was reap- 


pointed 12 January 1427. He was alſo elected archbiſhop of Armagh, but 
refuſed that appointment, and died 15 Auguſt 1449. 


John, the ſecond ſon of Richard, married Maud, daughter of Thomas 
Nevil lord Furnival, in whoſe right he inherited the barony of Furnival. 
He was committed priſoner to the Tower of London 16 November 1413, 
but the reaſon of his confinement is unknown. In the following year he 
was reſtored to favour, and appointed lord lieutenant of the kingdom of 
Ireland, in which office he continued for ſeven years, and performed many 
conſiderable ſervices. But the chief ſcene of his glory is to be found in the 
wars of king Henry the fifth and king Henry the ſixth in the kingdom of 
France. In the year 1428 he was appointed general of the Engliſh army 
in that country, and was defeated and taken priſoner by Joan of Arc, com- 
monly called the Maid of Orleans, at the hgttle of Patay April 1429. 
A few years after this event he was created earl of Shrewſbury, and in the 
year 1446 was reappointed lord lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland, in 


2 which 
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which office he continued for three years. About the ſame time he was created 
carl of Wexford and Waterford in that kingdom, with the additional office 
of lord high ſteward of that realm. The Engliſh power being greatly 
reduced in the kingdom of France, this nobleman was once more invited, 
in the eightieth year of his age, to take upon him the command in that 
country, and was conſtituted his majeſty's lieutenant for the duchy of 
Aquitaine. His firſt exploit in this new office was the capture of Bour- 
deaux ; but, immediately after, advancing to the relief of Chiatillon, he 
was defeated and killed before that town 20 July 1453. The great earl of 
Shrewſbury had iſſue, 1. John, ſecond earl of Shrewſbury. 2. John, 
who was created by king Henry the ſixth 26 July 1444 lord Liſle of 
Kingſton Liſle in the county of Berks, and 30 October 1451 viſcount Liſle. 
He was killed with his father at the battle of Chatillon, chooſing rather 
to become the victim of filial piety, than to fave his life by deſerting a 


wounded parent, though earneſtly urged by his father to reſerve himſelf for 
better times. His titles became extinct in the year 1469. 


John, ſecond carl of Shrewſbury, was raiſed by his father 1446 to the 
office of lord high treaſurer of the kingdom of Ireland, and in the year 
1456 was appointed lord high treaſurer of the kingdom of England. He 
was killed, together with Chriſtopher his brother, fighting for the houſe of 
Lancaſter, at the battle of Northampton 10 July 1460. 


George, fourth earl of Shrewſbury, his grandſon, was at the acceſſion 
of king Henry the eighth appointed lord ſteward of the houſhold, and 
commanded the van of the army of that monarch at the ſiege of Terouenne 
in the year 1513. He was one of the lords who ſubſcribed the articles 
againſt cardinal Wolſey in 1529, and the declaration of the following year 


for 
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for ratifying the divorce of king Henry the eighth and queen Catherine. 


He was extremely active in oppoſing the rebellion of 1536, commonly 
called the Pilgrimage of Grace, and died 26 July 1541. 


Francis, fifth earl of Shrewſbury, his ſon, commanded an army which 


marched againſt the Scots in the years 1544 and 1549. He died 21 Sep- 
tember 1 560. 


George, ſixth earl of Shrewſbury, his ſon, had the cuſtody of Mary 
queen of Scots committed to his charge in the year 1568, and was con- 
tinued in that employment, which he diſcharged with great honour and 
humanity, till the year 1584. He was appointed lord high ſteward for the 
trial of Thomas duke of Norfolk 16 January 1572, and after the execution 


of that nobleman was conſtituted earl marſhal of England. He died 
13 November 1 590. 


Gilbert, ſeventh earl of Shrewſbury, his ſon, was in the year 1598 
appointed by queen Elizabeth her ambaſſador to the court of France, and 
died 8 May 1616. He was ſucceeded by his brother Edward, eighth earl 
of Shrewſbury, upon whoſe death 8 February 1618 the title reverted to 
the iſſue of fir Gilbert Talbot of Grafton in the county of Worceſter 
knight, younger ſon of. John ſecond earl of Shrewſbury ; which fir Gilbert 
had been among thoſe who actively contributed to the placing the crown 
upon the head of king Henry the ſeventh. Sir John Talbot, his ſon, 


had iſſue, 1. John, father of George ninth earl of Shrewſbury ; and of 


John, father of John tenth carl of Shrewſbury. 2. Sherington, anceſtor to 
the preſent earl Talbot,

4. Bruno, appointed chancellor of exchequer in the kingdom of Ireland. 


Charles, twelfth earl and afterwards duke of Shrewſbury, was converted 
from the Roman Catholic faith, in which he had been educated, by the 
celebrated Tillotſon, afterwards archbiſhop of Canterbury ; and engaged 
ſo ſtrongly in the oppoſition to king James the ſecond, that he went over to 
Holland to the prince of Orange, and made him an offer of his purſe and his 
ſword. He was appointed, the day after that in which William and Mary 
were declared king and queen of England, one of the principal ſecretaries 
of ſtate; and, having reſigned that office 1690, was reſtored 
4 March 1694, and the ſame year advanced to the dignities of marquis of 
Alton and duke of Shrewſbury. He again reſigned the office of ſecretary 
of ſtate May 1699, and was conſtituted lord chamberlain of the 
houſhold 25 October in the ſame year, which office he reſigned 
1700. By queen Anne he was alſo conſtituted 15 April 1710 lord cham- 
berlain of the houſhold, and at the cloſe of the year 1712 her majeſty's 
ambaſſador extraordinary and plenipotentiary for concluding a peace with 


Louis the fourteenth. Returning from the court of France, he was 
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nominated 1713 lord lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland, 
and, upon the diſſolution of the tory adminiſtration of queen Anne, 
received from that princeſs 24 July 1714 the ſtaff of lord high treaſurer 
ef England, thus uniting in his own perſon the appointments of lord 
high treaſurer of England, lord lieutenant of Ireland and lord cham- 
berlain of the houſhold, three offices of truſt which had never before 
been placed in the hands of one perſon. The appointment of lord cham- 
berlain was continued to him by king George the firſt, but he reſigned 
in the year 1715, and died 1 February 1718. 


Upon his deceaſe the titles of duke of Shrewſbury and marquis of Alton 
became extinct; but the earldom deſcended, firſt, to Gilbert, thirteenth 
earl of Shrewſbury, a clergyman of the church of Rome, and then to 
George, fourteenth earl of Shrewſbury, the ſons of Gilbert ſon of John 
tenth earl of Shrewſbury. 


George, fourteenth earl of Shrewſbury, had iſſue, 1. George, fifteenth 
earl of Shrewſbury, who married Elizabeth, daughter of John ſeventh 
lord Dormer. 2. Charles, who married Mary, daughter of fir George 
Moſtyn of Talacre in the county of Flint baronet ; by which lady he had 
iſſue, Charles, preſent and ſixteenth earl of Shrewſbury ; Frances; Barbara, 
married 9 April 1780 to Francis Forteſcue Turville of Boſworth in the 
county of Leiceſter eſquire; Catherine Mary; Juliana; Elizabeth; The- 
reſa; George; Joſeph; John Joſeph; and Charlotte Mary. Charles, the 
father, died 11 April 1766. 3. James. 4. Thomas. 5. Francis, who 
married, firſt, 20 April 1761 Anne, daughter of Thomas firſt earl Fau- 
conberg, who died 13 September 1768 ; and, ſecondly, 8 May 1772 
Margaret Frances, daughter and heireſs of William Skelton of Weſton in

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the county of eſquire; by which lady he has iſſue Elizabeth

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STANLEY, EARL OP DERBY. 


EDWARD SMITH STANLEY, earl of Derby, baron Stanley of 
Latham, and a baronet ; one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, 
lord lieutenant andcuſtos rotulorum of the county of Lancaſter, and colonel 
of the militia of that county. 


This nobleman was born September 1752. He was elected in the 
year 1774 to repreſent the county of Lancaſter, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his grandfather 23 February 1776. He was appointed 
15 March in the ſame year lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the 
county of Lancaſter, and conſtituted 29 Auguſt 1783 chancellor of the 
duchy and county palatine of Lancaſter, which office he refigned in Decem- 
ber in the ſame year. . 


The earl of Derby married 12 July 1774 Elizabeth, daughter of James 
feventh duke of Hamilton; by which lady he has iſſue, 1. Edward, lord 
Stanley, born 21 April 1775. 2. Charlotte, born 17 October 1776. 


The family of Stanley is deſcended from that of Audley, of whom 
Nicholas de Audley was created a baron by king Edward the firſt 26 Ja- 
nuary 1296 by the title of lord Audley of Heleigh in the county of Stafford. 
The title became extinct 25 July 1391. William de Audley, the deſcen- 
dant of a younger branch, aſſumed the name of Stanley in the reign of king 
John, from a manor of that name in the county of Derby. John, ſeventh 
in deſcent from William, was much enriched by his marriage with Iſabel, 

: "oi daughter 
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daughter and heireſs of fir Thomas Latham of Latham and Knowelley in 
the county of Lancaſter. He was ſeveral times lord deputy and lord 
lieutenant of Ireland in the reign of king Richard the ſecond, and was 
reappointed to the latter of theſe offices for three years upon the acceſſion 
of king Henry the fourth. He was alſo ſteward of the houſhold to that 
monarch, and was conſtituted by king Henry the fifth in the year 1413 
lord lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland for the term of fix years, but 
died 6 January in the following year. John, his ſon, was alſo ſteward of 
the houſhold to king Henry the fourth ; and Thomas, his ſon, was con- 
ſtituted, as his grandfather had been, in the year 1432 lord lieutenant of 
the kingdom of Ireland for the term of fix years. He was created by king 
Henry the fixth baron Stanley of Latham in the county of Lancaſter, and 
died in the year 1459. He had iſſue, 1. Thomas, ſecond lord Stanley. 
2. William, who was principally inſtrumental in obtaining the crown of 
England for king Henry the ſeventh, and was ſoon after conſtituted chan- 
cellor and under treaſurer of the exchequer. In the ſequel however his 
wealth became an object of jealouſy to the prince upon the throne, and 


he was beheaded for a pretended conſpiracy in favour of Perkin Warbeck 
16 February 1495. 


Thomas, ſecond lord Stanley, was ſteward of the houſhold to kin g 
Edward the fourth, and had a principal command in the army of Richard 
duke of Glouceſter, afterwards king Richard the third, in his expedition 
againſt the Scots. He openly eſpouſed the cauſe of the young king 
Edward the fifth; and 13 June 1483, when lord Haſtings was arreſted 
at the council board and beheaded, one of the attendants, as if by accident, 
ſtruck at him with a halbert, ſo as to have killed him, if he had not 
ſtooped ſuddenly, and avoided the blow. 


He was afterwards appointed

lord ſteward of the houſhold to kin g Richard the third, and obtained 
16 December. in that year a patent conſtituting him lord high conſtable 
of England for life. He married, firſt, Eleanor, daughter of Richard Nevile 
earl of Saliſbury ; by which lady he had iflue, 1. George, who married 
Jane, daughter and heireſs to John le Strange, lord Strange of Knockyn in 
the county of Salop, in whoſe right he had ſummons to parliament 1482 
by the title of lord Stran ge of Knockyn. 2. Edward, who had a com- 


mand, and was principally inſtrumental in gaining the victory for the 


Engliſh -at the battle of Flodden Field 7 September 1513; and, as a 


Teward for his ſervices upon that occaſion, was by king Henry the eighth 


created a baron by the title of lord Monteagle. William, the fourth in 
deſcent from Edward, was the lord Monteagle to whom the letter was 
addreſſed in 1603, in conſequence of which the conſpiracy of gunpowder 
treaſon was diſcovered. The title became extinct in the year 1696. Lord 
Stanley married, ſecondly, Margaret, daughter and heireſs of John Beaufort 
duke of Somerſet, and relict of Edmund Tudor earl of Richmond, mother 
to king Henry the ſeventh, and foundreſs of Chriſt's College and Saint 
John's College in the univerſity of Cambridge. Lord Stanley was induced, 
both by his principles, and by the connection which he had thus formed, 
to favour the pretenſions of king Henry the ſeventh ; and, being ſuſpected 
by king Richard, he was obliged to deliver into his cuſtody George lord 
Strange, his ſon, as a hoſtage for his fidelity. Richard had given orders 
that lord Strange ſhould be beheaded previouſly to the battle of Boſworth, 
but was induced by ſome of his counſellors to defer the execution till the 


event of the engagement ſhould be known. It was lord Stanley who 
placed the crown on the head of Henry after the battle, and he was in the 
ſame year raiſed to the dignity of an earl by the title of earl of Derby. He 
died in the year 1504. 

Edward, 
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Edward, third earl of Derby, his great grandſon, was ſucceſſively in 
favour with king Henry the eighth, king Edward the ſixth, queen Mary 
and queen Elizabeth, and is highly celebrated by the old hiſtorians for his 
extenſive beneficence and hoſpitality. 


James, ſeventh earl of Derby, his great grandſon, diſtinguiſhed himſelf 
by his loyalty and attachment to king Charles the firſt and king Charles 
the ſecond, and in the year 1649 rejected with indignation the overtures of 
Oliver Cromwel, offering him his own terms, if he would deliver up the 
iſle of Man, of which he was lord. In an encounter near Wigan in the 
county of Lancaſter 26 Auguſt 1651, where with fix hundred horſe he 
maintained a fight of two hours againſt three thouſand horſe and foot of the 
enemy, he received ſeven muſquet-ſhot on his breaſt- plate, thirteen blows 
of a ſword upon his helmet, and five or ſix wounds, and had two horſes 
killed under him. He was taken priſoner at the battle of Worceſter 
3 September 1651; and, being condemned by a council of war, was 
beheaded at Bolton in the county of Lancaſter 15 October in the ſame year. 
He married Charlotte, daughter to Claude de la Tremouille duke of 'Thouars 
and a peer of France ; which lady diſtinguiſhed herſelf by her defence of 
Latham Houſe in 1644, and of the iſle of Man, which was the laſt place 
that ſurrendered itſelf to Oliver Cromwel, in 1651. From that tune ſhe 


was detained in priſon with her young children in extreme indigence till the 
reſtoration. She died 21 March 1663. 


Charles, eighth earl of Derby, the iſſue of this marriage, enliſted ſome 
forces for king Charles the ſecond at the time of the riſing of fir George 


Booth in Cheſhire Auguſt 1 6 59, and was taken priſoner before the end of 
the month. He died 21 December 1672. | 


James, 
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James, tenth earl of Derby, his ſon, ſerved ſeveral campaigns in Flanders 
under king William the third, and was conſtituted by queen Anne 10 June 
1706 chancellor of the duchy of Lancaſter, which office he refigned upon 
the change of miniſtry in 1710. He was farther appointed by king George 
the firſt 23 September 1715 captain of the yeomen of the guards, which 
office he reſigned 1723, and died 1 February 1736. 


| Upon his deceaſe the title deſcended to fir Edward Stanley baronet, 
the fourth in deſcent from Edward Stanley of Bickerſtaff in the county 
of Lancaſter eſquire, who was great grandſon of George lord Strange 
in the reign of king Richard the third, and was created a baronet by 
king Charles the firſt 26 June 1627. At the ſame time the barony of 
Strange and the lordſhip of the iſle of Man devolved upon James, ſecond 
duke of Athol of the kingdom of Scotland, great grandſon in the female 
line of James, ſeventh earl of Derby, who had been beheaded by Oliver 


Cromwell. 


Edward, eleventh earl of Derby, married Elizabeth, daughter and 
heireſs of Robert Heſketh of Rufford in the county of Lancaſter eſquire ; 
by which lady, who died 22 February 1776, he had iflue, 1. James, lord 
Stanley, commonly called lord Strange, owing to the circumſtance of that 
barony's. having been for ſome time in diſpute between the duke of Athol 
and the earl of Derby. He was an able ſpeaker, and an active member of 
parliament, and 16 December 1762 was conſtituted chancellor of the duchy 
and county palatine of Lancaſter. He married Lucy, daughter of Hugh 
Smith of Weald Hall in the county of Effex eſquire, in conſequence of 
which marriage he added to his own the ſurname of Smith. By this lady, 
who died 5 February 1759, he had iflue, Elizabeth, born 1748, and 

| | married 
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married 28 July 1773 to Thomas Horton eſquire; Lucy, born 1750, and 
married 25 April 1772 to Jeffery Hornby of Preſton in the county of 
Lancaſter eſquire; Edward Smith, preſent and twelfth earl of Derby; and 
Harrighagþorn 1756, and married 3 June 1778 to fir Watts Horton of 
Chaderton in the county of Leiceſter baronet. Lord Strange died 1 June 
1771. 2. Elizabeth, married to fir Peter Warburton of Arley in the 
county of Cheſter baronet. She died 2 September 1780. 3. Mary, born 

January 1717. 4. Jane, born April 1726. 5. Charlotte, mar- 
ried to the right honourable John Burgoyne, a lieutenant general of his 
majeſty's forces, and colonel of the fourth regument of foot.

HASTINGS, EARL OF HUNTINGDON. 


FRANCIS Haſtings, earl of Huntingdon, baron Haſtings of Aſhby de 
la Zouch, baron Hungerford of Heyteſbury, Newmarch, Botreaux, Molins, 
and Moels ; one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, and a 
fellow of the royal ſociety. 


This nobleman was born 13 March 1720, and ſucceeded to theutitle 
upon the death of his father 13 October 1746. He was appointed 
November 1756 maſter of the horſe to the prince of Wales, now king 
George the third, in which office he was continued after his majeſty's 
acceſſion, but exchanged it 25 March 1761 for that of groom of the ſtole. 
He was conſtituted 29 December 1762 lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum 
of the Weſt Riding of the county of York, which office he reſigned in 
Auguſt 1765, and in January 1970 he alſo reſigned his appointment as 
groom of the ſtole to the king. 


The family of Haſtings is ſaid to derive its ſurname from the port of 
Haſtings in the county of Suſſex. The firſt perſon mentioned in the 
pedigree is Robert de Haſtings, portgreve of Haſtings, and diſpenſator or 
ſteward to king William the conqueror. This laſt employment was here- 
ditary in his family down to the reign of king Henry the fecond. Henry, 
fifth in deſcent from Robert, had ſummons to parliament in the reign of 
king Henry the third by tle title of lord Haſtings of Aſhley in the county 
of Norfolk. Henry, ſecond lord Haſtings, his ſon, married Joan, daughter 
of William de Cantalupe baron of Bergavenny, by which marriage the 

| titles 
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titles of Bergavenny and Weisford were brought into the family of Haſtings. 
He engaged in the party of Simon Montfort earl of Leiceſter, and ſupported 
a memorable ſiege in Kenelworth Caſtle againſt king Henry the third 1264. 
John, lord Haſtings Bergavenny and Weisford, his ſon, was conſtituted by 
king Edward the firſt ſeneſchal of Aquitaine, and in right of his grandmother 
Ada, daughter of David earl of Huntingdon brother of Malcolm the 
fourth king of Scotland, was one of the competitors for the Scottiſh throne 
in the year 1290. He married Iſabel, daughter of William de Valence 
earl of Pembroke; and his grandſon, Laurence, was by king Edward the 
third 13 October 1339 created earl of Pembroke. John, ſecond earl of 
Pembroke, his ſon, exerciſed the office of ſeneſchal of Aquitaine, and 
married, firſt, Margaret, daughter of king Edward the third, and, ſecondly, 
Anne, daughter and heireſs of the renowned ſir Walter Manny knight of 
the garter. He was the firſt Engliſh ſubject who imitated king Edward 
the third in quartering arms. John, third earl of Pembroke, his ſon, was 
killed in a tournament in the year 1389, and by his death the earldom 
became extinct ; but the titles of Haſtings, Bergavenny and Weisford 
deſcended to Reginald, lord Grey of Ruthen, grandſon of Elizabeth, 


daughter of John lord Haſtings, who had been competitor for the crown of 
Scotland. 


Sir Ralph de Haſtings, fixth in defcent from Thomas, younger ſon of 
William, great grandſon of Robert ſteward to William the conqueror, was 
killed at the battle of Nevile's Croſs 17 October 1346, in which David 
Bruce king of Scotland was defeated and taken priſoner by Philippa, conſort 
to king Edward the third. Sir Ralph, his grandſon, engaged in the con- 


ſpiracy againſt king Henry the fourth, in favour of Edmund Mortimer earl 
3 of 
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of March, the true heir to the crown, and was attainted and beheaded i in 
the 881 I 49 5. ö 


Sir William de Haſtings, his nephew, alſo entered into the oppoſition 
to the houſe of Lancaſter, and was by king Edward the fourth conſtituted 
lord chamberlain of his houſhold, and created baron Haſtings of Aſhby 
de la Zouch in the county of Leiceſter. In the year 1462 he was appointed 
ambaſſador to the court of France ; and when, by the rebellion of Richard 
earl of Warwick, commonly called the king-maker, Edward the fourth was 
obliged to fly to the continent, lord Haſtings, though he had married the 
ſiſter of Warwick, accompanied him in his flight, and aſſiſted with a con- 
ſiderable body of followers at the deciſive battles of Barnet and Tewkeſbury. 
Upon the death of Edward the fourth, Jane Shore, who had been miſtreſs 
to that monarch, became the miſtreſs of lord Haſtings ; and this nobleman, 
appearing to be inſurmountably attached to Edward the fifth, the ſon of 
his late maſter, was arreſted by order of Richard duke of WOT; and 
beheaded without form of trial 13 June 1483. 


Edward, ſecond lord Haſtings, his ſon, married Mary, daughter and 
heireſs of Thomas baron Hungerford, Botreaux, Molins and Moels, in 
whoſe right thoſe titles deſcended to the family of Haſtings. 


George, third lord Haſtings, his ſon, was by king Henry the eighth 
created earl of Huntingdon. He had iflue, 1. Francis, ſecond earl of 
Huntingdon, who ſucceſsfully exerted himſelf in ſuppreſſing the inſur- 
rection of Henry Grey duke of Suffolk in the reign of queen Mary. 
2. Edward, who was by queen Mary at her acceſſion 1 553 appointed 
maſter 
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maſter of the horſe, and 1556 exchanged that office for the place of lord 
chamberlain of the houſhold. Upon his reſignation of the appointment of 
lord chamberlain, he was created 19 January 1558 baron Haſtings of 


Loughborough in the county of Leiceſter, which title ſoon after became 
extin& by his death. 


Henry, fifth earl of Huntingdon, great grandſon of Francis, had iſſue, 
1. Ferdinando, fixth earl of Huntingdon. 2. Henry, who, together with 


the marquis of Hertford, the earl of Northampton, fir William Halford 


and others, was impeached of high treaſon at the bar of the houſe of lords, 


for his exertions in the royal cauſe, 12 Auguſt 1642. He was ſoon after 
conſtituted general of the king's forces in the counties of Leiceſter, Derby, 
Nottingham, Lincoln, Rutland and Stafford, and created 23 October 1643 


baron Haſtings of Loughborough in the county of Leiceſter, which titles 
expired with him January 1668. 


Theophilus, ſeventh earl of Huntingdon, ſon of Ferdinando, was 
originally among the advocates for the bill of excluſion in the reign of king 
Charles the ſecond; but, ſoon after changing his party, he became a 
faithful adherent of the duke of Vork, afterwards king James the ſecond, 
and was by that monarch upon his acceſſion appointed captain of the band 
of gentlemen penſioners. After the revolution he was excluded from the 
benefit of the act of indemnity ; and, upon advice of an intended deſcent 


from La Hogue in favour of king James, committed to the Tower. He 
died 30 May 1701. 


Theophilus, ninth earl of Huntingdon, his ſon, married 3 June 1728 
Sclina, daughter of Waſhington ſecond earl Ferrers ; which lady has greatly 


Y 2 diſtinguiſhed 
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diſtinguiſhed herſelf by her patronage of the religious ſe& founded by the 
reverend George Whitfield in 1727, and commonly called Methodiſts. By 
this lady he had iſſue, 1. Francis, preſent and tenth earl of Huntingdon. 
2. Elizabeth, born 23 March 1731, and married to John Rawdon earl of 
Moira in the kingdom of Ireland, and mother to Francis lord Rawdon of 
the kingdom of Great Britain.

HENRY HERBERT, earl of Pembroke and Montgomery, baron 
Herbert of Cardiff, baron Herbert of Shurland, baron Roſs of Kendal, 
Parr, Fitzhugh, Marmion and Saint Quintin ; lord lieutenant and cuſtos 
rotulorum of the county of Wilts, governor of Portſmouth, high ſteward 


of Saliſbury, colonel of the firſt regiment of dragoons, and a general of his 
majeſty's forces. n 


This nobleman was born 3 July 1734, and ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of his father 9 January 1751. He was conſtituted lord lieu- 
tenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Wilts 6 April 1756, and 

November in the ſame year one of the lords of the bedchamber to the 
prince of Wales, now king George the third, After his majeſty's acceſſion 
he was reappointed to the fame office 25 March 1761, and reſigned in 
February 1763. He was again conſtituted one of the lords of the bed- 
chamber 1770, and reſigned that office, together with his poſt 
as lord lieutenant of the county of Wilts, 1780. He was con- 
ſtituted 10 March 1761 a major general of his majeſty's forces, 9 May 
1764 colonel of the firſt regiment of dragoons, 3o April 1770 lieutenant 
general, and 26 April 1782 was raiſed to the rank of general. He was 
reappointed 27 March 1782 lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the 


county of Wilts, and 29 May in the fame year was made governor of 


Portſmouth. . 


The 
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The earl of Pembroke married 13 March 1756 Elizabeth, daughter of 
Charles ſecond duke of Marlborough; by which lady, who was appointed 
14 January 1783 one of the ladies of her majeſty's bedchamber, he has iſſue, 
George, lord Herbert, born 10 September 1759, who was chofen at the 
general elections of 1780 and 1784 to repreſent the borough of Wilton 
in the county of Wilts, and vacated his ſeat in . January 1785. He is 
lieutenant colonel of the ſecond regiment of dragoon guards, and married 


8 April 1787 » daughter of Topham, grandſon of Charles 
firſt duke of Saint Albans. 


Different genealogies have derived the family of Pembroke from Her- 
bert, natural ſon to king Henry the firſt, and from Henry Fitzherbert, 
lord chamberlain of the houſhold to that monarch. William Herbert ap 
Thomas ap Gwillem ap Jenkin was knighted by king Henry the fifth for 
his valour in the wars of France, and married Gladys, daughter of fir 
David Gam ; by which lady he had iſſue, 1. William. 2. Sir Richard Her- 
bert of Colebrook knight, anceſtor to the lords Herbert of Cherbury, and 
to the preſent earl Powis. William, the elder ſon, was a firm adherent to 
the houſe of York, and 4 November 1461 was by king Edward the fourth 
raiſed to the dignity of a baron, by the title of lord Herbert of Chepſtow, 
Ragland and Gower in the principality of Wales. He was farther advanced 
27 May 1468 to the dignity of earl of Pembroke; but, being ſent with 
Humphrey earl of Devonſhire, fon of Humphrey Stafford duke of Buck- 
ingham, to repel the inſurrection of the Lancaſtrian party in the North, 
excited by fir John Coniers and others, and being deſerted by the earl of 
Devonſhire in conſequence of ſome miſunderſtanding between them, he 
was defeated at the battle of Banbury 26 July 1469 ; and, being taken 
priſoner, together with fir Richard his brother, was beheaded by o 


rder of 


Nevile 
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Nevile earl of Warwick, and of George duke of Clarence, brother to king 
Edward the fourth. William, ſecond earl of Pembroke, his ſon, exchanged 
the title of Pembroke for that of Huntingdon 4 July 1479, king Edward 
the fourth being deſirous to confer the former title upon his ſon, Edward, 
prince of Wales, afterwards king Edward the fifth. The title of earl of 
Huntingdon became extin& at his death, and that of baron Herbert of 


Ragland, Chepſtow and Gower, was carried into the family of Somerſet 
duke of Beaufort. 


William, firſt carl of Pembroke, had alſo a natural ſon, Richard, whoſe 
ſon William married Anne, daughter of Thomas lord Roſs of Kendal, Parr, 
Fitzhugh, Marmion and Saint Quintin, and fiſter to Catherine fixth con- 
ſort to king Henry the eighth. By this marriage the titles of the father 
deſcended to the family of Herbert, and the family itſelf became an object 
of the protection and ſupport of king Henry. During the reign of king 
Edward the ſixth, this William was ſucceſsfully employed in the ſuppreſſion 
of two rebellions, and was twice commander in chief of the forces which 
were ſent into Picardy in France. In conſideration of theſe ſervices he was 
appointed maſter of the horſe to the king, and created, firſt, a baron by 
the title of lord Herbert of Cardiff, and the next day earl of Pembroke. 
Upon the death of king Edward he declared in favour of lady Jane Grey; 
but immediately after, altering his opinion, he was among the firſt that 
formed a party for proclaiming queen Mary, and was employed with 
ſucceſs in ſuppreſſing the rebellion of ſir Thomas Wyat 1554. At the 
battle of Saint Quintin 10 Auguſt 1557 he was commander in chief of the 
Engliſh forces. He was appointed in the year 1568 lord ſteward of the 
houſhold to queen Elizabeth, but incurred ſome degree of diſpleaſure 
from that princeſs by the zeal with which he promoted the intended 
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marriage of Thomas duke of Norfolk and Mary queen of Scots. He died 
16 March 1570. hs 


This accompliſhed courtier is ſuppoſed to have been governed by motives 
of policy in the three marriages of his ſon, Henry, afterwards ſecond earl 
of Pembroke; firſt, with Catherine, daughter of Henry Grey duke of 
Suffolk, and fiſter to lady Jane Grey ; ſecondly, he having been divorced 
from his firſt conſort, with Anne, daughter of George fourth earl of 
Shrewſbury, and ſiſter to Francis fifth earl of Shrewſbury, a favourite 
counſellor of queen Mary ; and laſtly, with Mary, daughter of fir Henry 
Sidney knight of the garter, ſiſter to fir Philip Sidney, and niece to Robert 
Dudley earl of Leiceſter. The epitaph of the third conſort of Henry, 
ſecond earl of Pembroke, has been much admired. 


Underneath this marble hearſe 

Lies the ſubject of all verſe ; 
Sidney's fiſter, Pembroke's mother : 
Death! ere thou haſt ſlain another, 
Fair, and learn'd, and good as ſhe, 
Time ſhall throw a dart at thee. 


William, firſt earl of Pembroke, had another fon, Edward, anceſtor to the 
late marquis of Powis. 


William, third earl of Pembroke, ſon of Henry and Mary, was appointed 
in the year 1615 lord chamberlain of the houſhold to king James the firſt, 
and three years after elected chancellor of the univerſity of Oxford, and 
died 10 April 1630. Philip, his brother, was by king James the firſt 
created baron Herbert of Shurland and earl of Montgomery. He was 


appointed

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appointed lord chamberlain of the houſhold upon the acceſſion of king 
Charles the firſt, and ſucceeded his brother in the title of earl of Pembroke, 
and the office of chancellor of the univerſity of Oxford. | 


Thomas, eighth earl of Pembroke, his great grandſon, was in the year 
1689 appointed ambaſlador extraordinary to the United Provinces, 20 Ja- 
nuary 1690 firſt lord commiſſioner of the admiralty, and 11 March 1691 
lord keeper of the privy ſeal. He reſigned the poſt of firſt lord of the 
admiralty in March 1692, and the office of lord keeper of the privy ſeal in 
April 1697. At this time he was firſt plenipotentiary from the court of 
Great Britain for negociating the peace of Ryſwic ; and in the year 1699 
was conſtituted lord preſident of the council. Having reſigned that 
employment, he was 4 April 1701 again nominated firſt lord commiſſioner 
of the admiralty, and 26 January in the following year declared lord high 
admiral of England, which office he reſigned in favour of prince George of 
Denmark in May 1702. In the year 1707 he was appointed lord lieutenant 
of the kingdom of Ireland ; and, upon his return from that country; Was 
again conſtituted 25 November 1708 lord high admiral of Great Britain, 
which office he reſigned in November 1709. This nobleman has been 
celebrated for his knowledge in the ſcience of antiquities, and for the 
admirable collection of them made by him at his ſeat at Wilton. He had 
iſſue, 1. Henry, ninth earl of Pembroke. 2. William, a major general 
in the army, who married Catherine Elizabeth, daughter of 
Tewes of Aix la Chapelle eſquire; by which lady he had iſſue, Henry, 
lord Porcheſter; Charles, born 1743, who married 17 July 1775 Caroline, 
daughter of Robert third duke of Mancheſter; Georgiana, born 17473 


and Caroline, born 1751. William, the father, died 3 March 17 57, and 
earl Thomas 22 January 1733. 


2 Henry, 
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Henry, ninth earl of Pembroke, was appointed in the year 1735 groom 
of the ſtole to king George the ſecond, and married Mary, daughter of 
Richard Fitzwilliam, fifth lord viſcount Fitzwilliam of the kingdom of 


Ireland; by which lady, who died 13 February 1769, he had iſſue, Henry, 
preſent and tenth earl of Pembroke.

John Howard, earl of Suffolk and Berkſhire, viſcount Andover of 
Andover, and baron Howard of Charlton; a major general in the army, 
and colonel of the ſeventieth regiment of foot. 


This nobleman was born 7 March 1739. He ſucceeded to the title 


upon the death of — 23 February 1783, and was appointed 
16 Auguſt in that year colonel of the ſeventieth regiment of foot. He 
was promoted 28 September 1787 to the rank of a major general in the 
army. 


The earl of Suffolk married 2 July 1774 Julia, daughter of John Gaſ- 
karth of Penrith in the county of Cumberland eſquire; by which lady 
he has iſſue, 1. Charles Nevinſon, viſcount Andover, born 13 May 1775. 
2. Thomas, born 18 Auguſt 1776. z. Catherine, born 27 November 
1779. 


Thomas, firſt earl of Suffolk, was the eldeſt ſon of Thomas fourth duke 
of Norfolk, by his ſecond wife, Margaret, daughter and heireſs of Thomas, 


lord Audley of Walden in the county of Eſſex, and lord high chancellor 
of England. Having entered into the ſea ſervice, he diſtinguiſhed himſelf 
in the memorable engagement of the Spaniſh armada 1588, commanded 
a ſquadron of ſhips which was deſtined to attack the Spaniſh Plate fleet 
1595, and was admiral of the third ſquadron of the fleet which failed 


2 2 againſt 
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againſt Cadiz 1597, in which year he was created a baron by the title of 
lord Howard of Walden. Soon after the acceſſion of king James the firſt 
he was created earl of Suffolk, and appointed lord chamberlain of the 
houſhold ; and, having reſigned that office, he was 11 July 1613 con- 
ſtituted lord high treaſurer of England, in which employment he continued 
till 19 June 1618. He had iſſue, 1. Theophilus, ſecond earl of Suffolk, 
' whoſe ſon, James, third earl of Suffolk, dying without iſſue male, the title 
of lord Howard of Walden, which was a barony in fee, deſcended to the 
poſterity of Eſſex, his daughter, who married Edward Griffin, lord Griffin 
of Braybrook in the county of Northampton. 2. Thomas. 3. Edward, 
created in the year 1628 lord Howard of Eſcricke in the county of York, and 
whoſe grandſon, Charles, third lord Howard of Eſcricke, rendered himſelf 
infamous by becoming evidence for the crown in the trials of William lord 
Ruſſel and Algernon Sidney: by his death in 1694 the title became extin&. 
4. Frances, married, firſt, to Robert Devereux earl of Eſſex; and, having 
obtained a divorce, to Robert Carr earl of Somerſet : ſhe was the principal 
agent in the poiſoning of fir Thomas Overbury. 


Henry, ſixth earl of Suffolk, grandſon of Theophilus, was by queen 
Anne created, during the life time of his father Henry fifth earl of Suffolk, 
20 December 1706 baron of Cheſterford in the county of Eſſex, and earl 
of Bindon in the county of ' Dorſet. He was appointed 14 July 1717 firſt 
lord commiſſioner of trade and plantations, and died 12 September 1718. 
Upon the death of his ſon Charles William, ſeventh earl of Suffolk, without 
iflue, the titles of earl of Bindon and baron of Cheſterford became extinct. 


Thomas, ſecond ſon of Thomas firſt earl of Suffolk, was by king James 
the firſt created baron Howard of Charlton and viſcount Andover, and by 
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king Charles the firſt advanced to the dignity of earl of Berkſhire. Soon 
after the commencement of the civil war he was taken priſoner by the par- 
liamentary forces, and committed to the Tower, Upon his releaſe from 
confinement in 1643 he was appointed governor of Charles prince of Wales, 
afterwards king Charles the ſecond ; and, when the prince was perſuaded to | 
go into France, the earl of Berkſhire retired to his eſtate, and died 16 July 
1669. He had iſſue, 1. Charles, ſecond earl of Berkſhire, 2. Thomas, 
third earl of Berkſhire. 3. William, whoſe grandſon, Henry Bowes, 
became fourth earl of Berkſhire, and eleventh earl of Suffolk. 4. Philip. 
5. Elizabeth, married to the celebrated John Dryden. 


Henry Bowes, eleventh earl of Suffolk, had iſſue, 1. William, lord 
viſcount Andover, who married Mary, daughter of Heneage, ſecond earl of 
Aylesford ; by which lady, who died 28 May 1777, he had iſſue Henry, 
twelfth earl of Suffolk ; Catherine, born 6 July 1741; and Frances, born 


27 February 1747, and married 20 March 1783 to Richard, ſon of fir 
Walter Wagſtaffe Bagot of Blithfield in the county of Stafford baronet, 
and brother to William lord Bagot. He died 19 July 1756. 2. Thomas, 
fourteenth earl of Suffolk, who married Elizabeth, daughter of William 
Kingſcote of Kingſcote in the county of Glouceſter eſquire ; by which 
lady, who died 23 June 1769, he had iſſue Diana, born 23 July 1748, 
and married 23 November 1782 to fir Michael le Fleming of Rydal in the 

county of Weſtmorland baronet. | 


Henry, twelfth earl of Suffolk, was 12 January 1771 appointed lord 
keeper of the privy ſeal; and, having reſigned that office, was 12 June 
in the ſame year conſtituted one of his majeſty's principal ſecretaries of ſtate. 
He married 14 Auguſt 1777 Charlotte, daughter of Heneage, third earl of 

Aylesford; 
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Aylesford ; by which lady he had iſſue a poſthumous ſon, Henry, thir- 
teenth earl of Suffolk, who died two days after he was born, Henry, 


twelfth carl, died 6 March 1779. 


Philip, youngeſt ſon of Thomas firſt earl of Berkſhire, had iſſue, 
1. James, whoſe daughter Martha Maria married Charles, ſon of John firſt 
earl of Briſtol. 2. Charles, who had iſſue Philip, who married Margaret, 
daughter and heireſs of Francis Screen of Edinburgh gentleman ; by which 
lady, who died 5 April 1787, he had iſſue John, preſent and fifteenth earl 
of Suffolk ; Philip, born 17 May 1741, a lieutenant in the royal navy ; and 
Mary, late bedchamber woman to the princeſs Amelia, daughter of king 
George the ſecond.

JAMES CECIL, earl of Saliſbury, viſcount Cranbourn of Cranbourn, 
and baron Cecil of Eſſingdon; one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy 
council, lord chamberlain of his majeſty's houſhold, lord lieutenant and 
cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Hertford, colonel of the militia of that 
county, and high ſteward of the borough of Hertford. 


This nobleman was born 1 September 1748. He was appointed 

1 March 1771 lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Hert- 

ford, elected 1774 to repreſent the borough of Great Bedwin in the county 

of Wilts, and 1780 to repreſent the borough of Plympton in the county of 

Devon, and of Launceſton in the county of Cornwal. He was appointed 

September 1780 treaſurer of his majeſty's houſhold, and ſucceeded to 

the title upon the death of his father of the ſame month. He reſi gned - 

the office of treaſurer upon the change of miniſtry in March 1782, and 

was farther promoted 26 December 1783 to be lord chamberlain of his 
majeſty's houſhold. | | 


The earl of Saliſbury married 2 December 1773 Mary Amelia, daughter 
of Wills earl of Hilſborough; by which lady he has iſſue, Georgiana 
Charlotta Auguſta, born 20 March 1786. 


Robert, firſt earl of Saliſbury, was the younger ſon of William lord 
Burleigh, ſecretary of ſtate and lord high treaſurer of England in the reign 
of queen Elizabeth. This Robert was in great favour with that princeſs, 
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and was appointed in the year 1 596 one of the principal ſecretaries of ſtate. 
In the cloſe of her reign he went over to France, in order to negociate a 
peace between the courts of France and Spain ; and for ſome years main- 
tained a ſecret correſpondence with king James the fixth of Scotland ; by 
whom, after his acceſſion to the Engliſh crown, he was ſucceſſively 
created baron Cecil, viſcount Cranbourn and earl of Saliſbury. From the 
death of queen Elizabeth he was ſole ſecretary of ſtate, in the year 1608 
was raiſed to the dignity of lord high treaſurer of England, and died 
24 May 1612. He has been conſidered as a ſtateſman of conſummate 
ability, and was the laſt ſurvivor of the great miniſters of queen Elizabeth. 


James, third earl of Saliſbury, his great grandſon, was one of the ſtre- 
nuous ſupporters of the bill for excluding the duke of York from ſucceeding 
to the throne of Great Britain. He had iflue, 1. James, fourth earl of 


Saliſbury. 2. Charles, elected biſhop of Briſtol in the year 1732, and 
tranſlated to the ſee of Bangor in 1734. He died 29 May 1737. 


James, fourth earl of Saliſhury, became a convert to the Roman 
Catholic religion, and was in the year 1688 preſented as a popiſh recuſant 
by the grand jury of the county of Middleſex. In the following year it 
was reſolved by the houſe of commons, that the earl of Saliſbury, and 
Henry ſecond carl of Peterborough, ſhould be impeached of high treaſon 
for departing from their allegiance and being reconciled to the church of 


Rome; but the proſecution was waved. He was afterwards ſuſpected of 


engaging in a project for the reſtoration of king James the ſecond, and died 
December 1 694. 
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James, ſixth earl of Saliſbury, his grandſon, married Elizabeth, daughter 
of Edward Keet of the city of Canterbury eſquire; by which lady, who 


died 
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died 3 February 1776, he had iſſue James, preſent and ſeventh earl of 
Saliſbury. 
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Baron Cecil of Eſſingdon in the county of Rutland 13 May 1603. Viſ- 
count Cranbourn in the county of Dorſet 20 Auguſt 1604. Earl of 
Saliſbury in the county of Wilts 4 May 1605. 
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Hatfield and Quickſwood in the county of Hertford ; and Cranbourn

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CECIL, EARL OF EXETER. 


BROWNLOW CECIL, earl of Exeter and baron of Burleigh ; doctor 
of laws, and a fellow of the royal ſociety. 


This nobleman was born 21 September 1725. He was choſen 1747 to 
repreſent the county of Rutland, and the borough of Stamford in the county 
of Lincoln, and made his election for the former, for which he was again 
returned to parliament at the general election 1754. He was conſtituted 
22 June 1752 lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Rut- 
land, and ſucceeded to the title upon the death of his father 3 November 
1754. He reſigned the office of lord lieutenant of the county of Rutland 
in March 1779. 


The earl of Exeter married 24 June 1749 Letitia, daughter and heireſs 
of Horatio, ſon of Horatio firſt lord viſcount Townſhend ; which lady died 


17 April 1756. 


The name of Cecil has been variouſly written, Sitfilt, Sicelt, Cyſſel, and 
Cecyl. The antiquarians profeſs to trace the genealogy of the family as 
high as the reign of king William the ſecond ; but no perſon made any 
conſiderable figure among them, till the celebrated Cecil lord Burleigh in 
the reign of queen Elizabeth. Sir John Sitfilt in the year 14333 maintained 
a controverſy with fir William Faknaham concerning a banner at arms, 
which was decided in. his favour by king Edward the third. David, 
the grandfather of lord Burleigh, was an alderman of the borough of 


Stamford 
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Stamford in the county of Lincoln ; and Richard, his father, was a page 
of the crown, and groom of the wardrobe to king Henry the eighth. 
William, his ſon, was early admitted into the family of the duke of 
Somerſet, lord protector in the reign of king Edward the fixth, and was 
appointed ſecretary of ſtate to that prince in the year 1552. In the ſub- 
ſequent reign he was in favour with queen Mary, and enjoyed a perfect 
intimacy with cardinal Pole, biſhop Tonſtal and her other miniſters. But 
his predilection was for the proteſtant religion; and accordingly, having 
made his court to the princeſs Elizabeth, he was immediately upon her 
acceſſion reſtored to the office of ſecretary of ſtate. By that queen he was 
at length raiſed to the dignity of baron Burleigh ; and, having reſigned the 
office of ſecretary of ſtate, was in the year 1572 conſtituted lord high trea- 
ſurer of England, which office he retained, with great reputation for pro- 
bity, ſagacity, and juſtice, to the period of his death 8 Auguſt 1598. 
Lord Burleigh was twice married. By his firſt marriage he had iſſue 
Thomas, afterwards earl of Exeter ; and by his ſecond marriage Robert, 
afterwards earl of Saliſbury. 


Thomas, ſecond lord Burleigh, was created earl of Exeter on the fame 
day that his brother, Robert Cecil, ſecretary of ſtate, and afterwards lord 
high treaſurer of England, was created earl of Saliſbury, He had iſſue, 
I. William, ſecond earl of Exeter. 2. Richard, father of David third 
earl of Exeter. 3. Edward, who diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the military 
profeſſion, having made thirty-five campaigns in the Netherlands, ſeveral 
of them with the rank of commander in chief of the Engliſh forces : he was 
created 9g November 1625 baron Cecil of Putney in the county of Surrey, 
and 25 July in the following year viſcount Wimbleton. Upon his death 
16 November 1638 his titles became extinct. 
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William, ſecond earl of Exeter, had iſſue William, who in right of his 
mother Elizabeth, daughter and heireſs of Edward third earl of Rutland, 
bore the titles of lord Roos of Hamlake, Truſbut, and Belvoir, and was 
| ambaſſador to the emperor of Germany in the year 1616. Upon his death 
theſe titles reverted to the earls of Rutland. 


John, fifth earl of Exeter, grandſon of David third earl of Exeter, diſ- 
tinguiſhed himſelf by his patronage of Matthew Prior. He refuſed to take 
the oaths at the revolution in 1688, and died 29 Auguſt 1700. 


Brownlow, eighth earl of Exeter, his grandſon, married Hannah Sophia, 
daughter and heireſs of Thomas Chambers of the borough of Derby eſquire ; 
by which lady, who died 30 April 176 5, he had iſſue, 1. Brownlow, 
preſent and ninth earl of Exeter. 2. Thomas Chambers, who married 
Charlotte, daughter of GSGornier; by which lady he had iſſue 
Henry, born 14 March 1754, and elected to the two laſt and preſent par- 
liaments for the borough of Stamford in the county of Lincoln. He mar- 
ried 23 May 1776 „daughter and heireſs of Thomas Vernon 
of Hanbury in the county of Worceſter eſquire. Thomas, his father, died 

Auguſt 1778. 3. Elizabeth, born 22 July 1729, and married 19 May 
1757 to John Chaplyn of Blankney in the county of Lincoln eſquire.

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COMPTON, EARL OF NORTHAMPTON, 


SPENCER COMPTON, earl of Northampton and baron Compton of 
Compton, lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Nor- 
thampton, recorder of the town of Northampton, and perpetual preſident 
of the Northamptonſhire Infirmary. 

This nobleman was born 1730. He was appointed 
25 November 1760 one of the grooms of his majeſty's bedchamber, which 
office he reſigned in April 1763. He ſucceeded to the title upon the death 
of his brother 18 October in the ſame year, and 19 July 1771 was 


conſtituted lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Nor- 


thampton. 


The earl of Northampton married, firſt, Jane, daughter of Henry 
Lawton of N in the county of Northampton eſquire; by which 
lady, who died 26 November 1767, he has iſſue, 1. Frances, born 
10 September 1758. 2. Charles, lord Compton, born 21 March 1766, 
- who is colonel of the militia of the county of Northampton, and was choſen 
1784 to repreſent the town of Northampton. He married 18 Auguſt 
1787 „ daughter of Joſhua Smith of Earl Stoke in the county 
of Wilts eſquire ; by which lady he has iſſue a ſon, born 8 June 1788. 
The earl of Northampton married, ſecondly, 16 May 1769 1 
daughter of Hougham eſquire. 
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The family of Compton is deſcended from Turchil, a perſon of con- 
ſiderable conſequence in the reigns of king Edward the confeſſor and king 
William the conqueror, and reputed earl of the county of Warwick, being, 
as it has been aſſerted, the fifth in deſcent from the celebrated Guy earl 
of Warwick, who flouriſhed in the cloſe of the ninth century. Oſbert, the 
ſon of Turchil, aſſumed the ſurname of Compton. William, his deſcen- 
dant, was a great favourite with king Henry the eighth, being the com- 
panion of that monarch in all his tournaments and feats of chivalry. In 
the year 1510 he was appointed chief gentleman of the bedchamber, the 
office which now bears the appellation of groom of the ſtole, to that 
monarch ; and 6 November 1513 was conſtituted lord high chancellor of 
Ireland for life. He died 30 June 1528. Henry, his grandſon, was by 
queen Elizabeth created baron Compton of Compton in the county of War- 
wick. William ſecond lord Compton, his ſon, was by king James the 
firſt created earl of Northampton, and died 24 June 1630. 


Spencer, ſecond carl of Northampton, his ſon, diſtinguiſhed himſelf by 
many brilliant actions in the ſervice of king Charles the firſt. Being ſent 
to the relief of the town of Stafford, and having accompliſhed that object, 
he with a thouſand men engaged more than two thouſand of the enemy in 
the battle of Hopton Heath 19 March 1643. In this engagement the 
enemy was totally defeated ; but, the royaliſts being too eager in the 
purſuit, the earl of Northampton was ſurrounded. He refuſed the quarter 
which was offered him, having always given it as his opinion, 7 that, 
jf he outlived theſe wars, he was certain never to have ſo noble a death.” 
The five elder ſons of the earl of Northampton alſo diſtinguiſhed themſelves 
in the ſervice of king Charles the firſt, particularly fir Charles, his ſecond 
ſon, by the action of ſurpriſing Beeſton Caſtle in the county of Cheſter 


with 
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with the aſſiſtance of only ſix men; and ſir William, his third ſon, by the 
obſtinate ſiege he endured in the town of Banbury, and by the aſſiſtance he 
afforded to the royaliſts at the ſiege of Colcheſter. He was indefatigable 
in his endeavours to effect the reſtoration of the royal family, and was 
appointed immediately after that event maſter general of the office of ord- 
nance for life. He died 18 October 1663. Henry, the youngeſt ſon, 
embraced the clerical profeſſion, was elected 10 November 1674 lord 
biſhop of Oxford, and December in the following year tranſlated to the 
ſee of London. He greatly diſtinguiſhed himſelf by the noble ſtand he 
made in favour of the proteſtant religion, in oppoſition to the proceedings 
of king James the ſecond. Having refuſed to cenſure, at the king's com- 
mand, doctor John Sharp, afterwards archbiſhop of York, for preaching 
againſt the diſpenſing power, he was 16 September 1686 ſuſpended from 
his epiſcopal office, and again reſtored 23 September 1688. He was one 
of the two biſhops that voted in the houſe of peers for the vacancy of the 


throne, and for ſupplying it with the prince and princeſs of Orange ; and 
died 7 July 1713. 


James, third earl of Northampton, the eldeſt fon, was not leſs con- 
ſpicuous on the royal ſide during the civil war than his brothers had been. 


He was wounded in the battle in which his father was killed, and 12 April 


in the ſame year gave a ſignal defeat to a party of the parliamentarians at 
Middleton Cheney in the county of Northampton. He commanded the 
horſe at the firſt battle of Newberry 20 September in the ſame year, and 
30 June in the following year greatly contributed to the royal ſucceſs 
at Cropredy Bridge. He raiſed the ſiege of Banbury 15 October 1744, 
and 25 June 1675 was conſtituted conſtable of the Tower of London. 
He died 15 December 1681, leaving iſſue, 1. George, fourth earl of 


Northampton, 
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Northampton. 2. Spencer, elected 1714 ſpeaker of the houſe of com- 
mons. He was appointed in the year 1722 paymaſter general of his 
majeſty's forces; and, having reſigned the office of ſpeaker of the houſe of 
commons, was created 1727 baron Wilmington of Wilmington in the 
county of Suſſex, and 1730 viſcount Pevenſey and earl of Wilmington. 
He was conſtituted 8 May in that year lord keeper of the privy ſeal, and 
31 December exchanged that office for that of lord preſident of the 
council. Finally, he was conſtituted, upon the reſignation of fir Robert 
Walpole, February 1742, firſt lord commiſſioner of the treaſury ; 
and, dying 1743, his titles became extinct. 


George, fourth earl of Northampton, refuſing to enter into the meaſures 
of king James the ſecond, was deprived of the office of lord lieutenant and 
cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Warwick in December 1687. He was 
conſtituted in the year 1712 conſtable of the Tower of London, which office 
he reſigned in 1717, and died 15 April 1727. He had iſſue, 1. James, 
fifth earl of Northampton, who married Elizabeth, grand daughter of Robert 
firſt earl Ferrers, and in her own right baroneſs de Ferrars of Chartley, 
Bourchier, Lovaine, and Baſfet of Drayton ; by which lady, who died 
13 March 1741, he had iſſue, 1. Charlotte, conſort of George viſcount 
Townſhend, now marquis Townſhend of Rainham, who died 3 September 
1770. 2. George, ſixth earl of Northampton, who died 6 December 
1758, having married Frances, daughter of the reverend Payne ; 
which lady ſurviving him, was married, ſecondly, December 1761 to 
Claudius Amyand eſquire. 3. Charles, who was conſtituted 16 January 
1741 his majeſty's envoy extraordinary to the court of Portugal, and mar- 
ried Mary, daughter and heireſs of fir Berkeley Lucy of Broxburn in the 
county of Hertford baronet ; by which lady he had iſſue Charles, ſeventh 
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earl of Northampton, who was appointed 1761 his majeſty's ambaſſador 
extraordinary to the republic of Venice, and married Anne, daughter of 
Charles Noel, fourth duke of Beaufort ; by which lady, who died May 
1763, he had iſſue Elizabeth, born 25 June 1760, and married to George 
Auguſtus Henry, ſon of William fourth duke of Devonſhire. The other 


children of Mr. Charles Compton were, Spencer, preſent and eighth earl of 
Northampton ; and Elizabeth, married 21 March 1761 to Henry, ſon of 
William Drummond fourth lord viſcount Strathallan of the kingdom of 
Scotland. Charles, the father, died 20 November 1755.

BASIL FIELDING, earl of Denbigh, viſcount Fielding, baron 
Fielding of Newnham Paddox, and baron Saint Liz; earl of the county 
of Deſmond, viſcount Callan and baron Fielding of Lecaghe in the kingdom 
of Ireland; count of the Holy Roman Empire; one of his majeſty's moſt 


honourable privy council, and one of the lords of his majeſty's bed- 
chamber. | 


This nobleman was born 3 January 1719. He ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father 2 Auguſt 1755, and was appointed in the 


year 1761 maſter of the harriers and fox hounds to the king, and 22 April 


1763 one of the lords of the bedchamber. The office of maſter of the 
harriers was ſuppreſſed by a& of parliament in the year 1782. 


The earl of Denbigh married, firſt, 12 April 1757 Mary, daughter of 
fir John Bruce Cotton of Connington in the county of Huntingdon baronet ; 
by which lady, who died 14 October 1782, he has iſſue, 1. William 
Robert lord viſcount Fielding, born 15 June 1760, promoted 31 December 
1782 to be a lieutenant colonel in the army, and elected 1780 and 1784 
to repreſent the borough of Beeralſton in the county of Devon. 2. Charles, 
born 20 December 1761. The earl of Denbigh married, ſecondly, 21 July 


1783 , reli&t of fir Charles Halford of Wiſtow in the county of 
Leiceſter baronet. 


The 
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The family of Fielding claims to be deſcended from the counts of Hapſ- 
burg in Germany, being the ſame origin as that of the illuſtrious houſe of 
Auſtria, which formerly occupied the ſovereignties of Spain and the empire, 
and was conceived to threaten the liberties of Europe. Rodolph, count 
of Hapſburg, was elected emperor of Germany in the year 1273; and 
Geoffrey, alſo claiming the titles of count of Hapſburg, Lauffenberg and 
Rhinfelden, being oppreſſed by the great power of Rodolph, fled into 
England a ſhort time previous to that event, in the reign of king Henry 
the third. William, the fourth in deſcent from Geoffrey, attached himſelf 
to the cauſe of the houſe of Lancaſter, and was killed in the battle of 
Tewkeſbury 4 May 1471. He married Agnes, daughter and heireſs of 
John Saint Liz, a branch of the noble family of Saint Liz, earls of Nor- 
thampton and Huntingdon. William, the fixth in deſcent from this 
marriage, wedded Suſan, ſiſter to George Villiers, firſt duke of Bucking- 
ham, and to this circumſtance the family owes its preſent diſtinction. By 
king James the firſt he was firſt raiſed to the dignity of a baron and 
a viſcount, and two years after was created earl of Denbigh. He com- 
manded in ſeveral naval expeditions, and, upon the breaking out of the 
civil war, engaged in the party of king Charles the firſt. He was mor- 
tally wounded in a ſkirmiſh between the royaliſts and parliamentarians 
near Birmingham, and died 8 April 1643. By his counteſs he had ifſue, 
1. Baſil, ſecond earl of Denbigh. 2. George. 3. Elizabeth, married 
to Lewis Boyle, viſcount Boyle of Kinalmeaky in the kingdom of Ireland, 


and created in the year 1660 counteſs of Guildford in the county of Surrey 
for life. 


Baſil, ſecond earl of Denbigh, was with his uncle the duke of Buck- 


ingham at the time of his aſſaſſination; and, the duke having received 
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notice of a deſign upon his life, this nobleman, then vifcount Fielding, 
requeſted permiſſion to diſguiſe himſelf in ſuch a manner as that he 
might be miſtaken for his uncle. Upon the commencement of the 
civil war he engaged on the fide of the parliament, and he and his father 
fought in the two oppoſite armies at the battle of - Edgehil 23 October 
1742. Having concurred in the reſtoration, he was by king Charles the 
ſecond created baron Saint Liz, and died 28 November 1675. 


George, ſecond ſon of William firſt earl of Denbigh, was by king 
James the firſt 22 November 1622 created baron Fielding of Lecaghe, 


viſcount Callan and earl of Deſmond in the kingdom of Ireland; and had 


Hue, 1. William, ſecond earl of Deſmond, and third earl of Denbigh. 
2. John, who had iſſue Edmund, a lieutenant general in the army, and 
father of Henry, the celebrated author of Tom Jones. 


Baſil, fourth earl of Denbigh, ſon of William third earl of Denbigh, 
had iſſue, 1. William, fifth earl of Denbigh, who married Iſabella, 
daughter of Peter de Jonghe of the province of Utrecht in the republic of 
the United Provinces ; by which lady, who died 16 May 1769, he had 
iſſue Baſil, preſent and fixth earl of Denbigh. 2. Charles, who married 
Mary, daughter of fir Thomas Palmer of Wingham in the county of 
Kent baronet ; by which lady, who died 16 February 1743, he had iſſue 
Charles, a commodore in the navy, who married 29 F ebruary 1772 
Sophia, grand daughter of Daniel fixth earl of Winchelſea, and died 
11 January 1783; and Ifabella, Charles, their father, died 6 February 
1746. |

JOHN FANE, earl of Weſtmorland-and baron Burgherſh ; lieutenant 
colonel of the militia of the county of Northampton. 


This nobleman was born 1 January 1759. He ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father 26 April 1774. 


The earl of Weſtmorland-married 20 May 1782 „daughter and 
heireſs of Robert Child of Ofterley Park of the county of Midleſex eſquire; 
by which lady he has iſſue, 1. A ſon, born 2 February 1784. 2. A 
daughter, born 12 March 1785. 3. A daughter, born 17 March 1786. 


The family of Fane, originally written Vane, has been traced by the 
antiquarians beyond the time of William the conqueror. Henry Vane in 
the time of king Edward the third was knighted for his valiant behaviour 
at the battle of Poitiers 19 September 1356. John, his great grandſon, 
had iſſue Richard, anceſtor to the earls of Weſtmorland ; and John, 
anceſtor to the earls of Darlington. Thomas, grandſon of Richard, was 
engaged in the rebellion of fir Thomas Wyat 1554, and committed pri- 
ſoner to the Tower, but was pardoned by queen Mary. He married 
Mary, daughter and heireſs of Henry lord Abergavenny, who upon the 
death of her father inherited the barony of Le Deſpencer. Francis, the 
eldeſt ſon of this marriage, was by king James the firſt created baron Burg- 
herſh and earl of Weſtmorland, and had iſſue, 1. Mildmay, ſecond earl 
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of Weſtmorland, who, upon the breaking out of the civil war, took part 
with king Charles the firſt, but in 1643 ſubmitted to the parliamentary 
leaders. 2. Francis. 


Vere, fourth earl of Weſtmorland, grandſon of Mildmay ſecond earl of 
Weſtmorland, had iſſue, 1. Vere, fifth carl of Weſtmorland. 2. Thomas, 
ſixth earl of Weſtmorland, who was conſtituted 19 May 2719 firſt lord 
commiſſioner of trade and plantations, which office he refigned in May 
1735, and died 4 June 1736. 3. John, ſeventh earl of Weſtmorland, 
who ſerved in the wars of John duke of Marlborough, and was created 
4 October 1733 lord Catherlough of Catherlough in the kingdom of Ire- 
land. He was elected chancellor of the univerſity of Oxford 3 July 1759, 
and died 26 Auguſt 1762. Upon his death the Iriſh peerage became 
extinct ; the barony of Le Deſpencer deſcended to fir Francis Daſhwood of 
Weſt Wycombe in the county of Buckingham baronet, only ſon of Rachel 
his ſiſter, and the titles of baron Burgherſh and earl of Weſtmorland 


devolved upon Thomas, great grandſon of Francis, younger ſon of Francis. 
firſt earl of Weſtmorland. 


Francis, his great grandfather, had iflue, 1. Francis, father of Henry, 
whoſe ſon, Thomas, became eighth earl of Weſtmorland.. 2. Henry, father 
of Charles, created 19 October 1714 baron of Loughaire and viſcount Fane 
of the kingdom of Ireland ; which titles are extinct. 


Thomas, eighth earl of Weſtmorland, married Elizabeth, daughter of 
William Swymmer of the city of Briſtol merchant ; by which lady, who 
died 12 November 1782, he had iſſue, 1.

Mary, married to 
Charles Blair eſquire. The earl of Weſtmorland died 12 November 1771. 


John, ninth earl of Weſtmorland, married, firſt, Auguſta, grand daughter 
of Robert firſt duke of Ancaſter ; by which lady he had iſſue, 1. John, 
preſent and tenth earl of Weſtmorland. 2. Thomas, born 6 July 1760, 
appointed 15 May 1783 captain and lieutenant colonel in the Coldſtream 
regiment of foot guards, and elected in 1784 to repreſent the borough of

1761, and married 12 July 1781 to William, ſon of the reverend fir Wil-

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MORDAUNT, EARL OF PETERBOROUGH. 


CHARLES H E N RY, earl of Peterborough and Monmouth, 


viſcount Mordaunt of Avalon, baron Mordaunt of Turvey, and baron 
Mordaunt of Ryegate. | 


This nobleman was born 11 May 1758. He ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of his father 1 Auguſt 1779. 


The family of Mordaunt is in the liſt of thoſe perſons who came over to 
England with William the conqueror. Sir John Mordaunt in the reign of 
king Henry the ſeventh embraced the profeſſion of the law, and was chan-- 
cellor of the duchy and county palatine of Lancaſter ; and John, his ſon, 
had ſummons to parliament in the reign of king Henry the eighth by the 
title of baron Mordaunt of Turvey in the county of Bedford. John, ſecond 
lord Mordaunt, his ſon, was one of the firſt of thoſe who oppoſed them- 
ſelves to the pretenſions of lady Jane Grey ; and Henry, fourth lord Mor- 
daunt, grandſon of John ſecond lord Mordaunt, was imprifoned in the 


Tower, and fined in the court of Star-chamber, upon ſuſpicion of bcing 


privy to the gunpowder plot. 


John, fifth lord Mordaunt, his ſon, was by king Charles the firſt 
created earl of Peterborough, and was converted from the Roman Catholic 
religion, in which he had been educated, by doctor James Uſher, afterwards 
archbiſhop of Armagh. He was appointed general of the ordnance and 


colonel of a regiment of foot in the army raiſed by the parliament againſt 
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king Charles the firſt, and died 18 June 1642, leaving iſſue two ſons, 
Henry and John. 


Henry, ſecond earl of Peterborough, warmly embraced the cauſe of king 
Charles the firſt, was wounded in the battle of Newberry, and was one 
of the leaders in the inſurrection of Rich earl of Holland in 1648, the 
object of which was to reſcue that monarch from impriſonment. Upon 
the acceſſion of king James the ſecond he was appointed his majeſty's 
groom of the ſtole; and, ſoon after the revolution, he, together with 
James fourth earl of Saliſbury, was threatened with an impeachment of 
high treaſon for being reconciled to the church of Rome. 


John, younger ſon of John firſt earl of Peterborough, was the moſt 
active of all the partizans of king Charles the ſecond during the uſurpation 
of Oliver Cromwel. He was brought to his trial before a high court of 
Juſtice erected for that purpoſe in the year 1658, and narrowly eſcaped with 
his life. But, undiſmayed by this danger, he immediately renewed his 
intrigues in favour of the royal family ; and, as a reward for his ſervices, was 
created in the following year baron Mordaunt of Ryegate and viſcount Mor- 
daunt of Avalon. He died 5 June 1675, leaving iſſue, 1. Charles, ſecond 
viſcount Mordaunt of Avalon. 2. Harry, father of the late fir John Mor- 
daunt, knight of the bath, who commanded the land forces deſigned for the 
reduction of Rochefort in France in September 1757. Harry, his father, 


died 4 January 1720. 3. Oſmond, killed at the battle of the Boyne 
1 July 1690. 


Charles, ſecond viſcount Mordaunt of Avalon, entered into the ſea 
ſervice at the age of fifteen, and particularly diſtinguiſhed himſelf at Tan- 


giers, 
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giers, when it was beſieged by the Moors in the year 1684. Diſliking the 
meaſures of king James the ſecond, he went over to Holland, and was among 
thoſe who were principally truſted and conſulted by the prince of Orange, 
afterwards king William the third, He larided at Torbay with that prince 
at the period of the revolution, was conſtituted 8 April 1689 firſt lord 
commiſſioner of the treaſury, and the following day created earl of the 
county of Monmouth, He reſigned the office of firſt lord of the treaſury 
in March 1690, and ſucceeded to the family honours as third earl of 
Peterborough 19 June 1697. In the reign of queen Anne he was declared 

March 1705 commander in chief of her majeſty's forces in the king- 
dom of Spain, and joint admiral of the fleet deſtined for that country. 
He undertook this expedition principally at his own expence ; and, though 
mean and deformed in his perſon, was endowed with a diſpoſition the moſt 
ardent, intrepid and generous. Immediately upon his arrival in Spain 
he commenced with ſucceſs the fiege of Barcelona, and the governor 
propoſed to ſurrender. During the negociation, his German allies forced 
the gates on one fide of the, town, and began a general pillage. Lord Peter- 
borough, informed of this circumſtance, defired to be admitted at the 
oppoſite gate; and, having driven out the Germans, returned to his former 
ſtation, in order to complete the terms of ſurrender, In the following 
year the French, headed by king Philip the fifth in perſon, endeavoured to 
retake Barcelona ; but lord Peterborough obliged them to raiſe the fiege, 
and retreat with ſo much precipitation, as to leave their ammunition , their 
proviſions, and their fick and wounded men behind them, the latter of 
which, from a knowledge of his character, were recommended by marechal 
de Teſſe, the French general, to the earl of Peterborough's clemency. 
Finally, he overran Catalonia, Valencia and Arragon, with part of Murcia 
and Caſtile ; crowned king Charles the third in his metropolis ; and, with

an army of ten thouſand men, drove out king Philip the fifth, and a 
French army amounting to twenty - ive thouſand. He was however 

recalled in the midſt of his victories, and in the year 1710 his conduct was 
made a ſubject of parliamentary animadverſion, the reſult of which was a 
vote of thanks for his many great and eminent ſervices. The compliment 


beſtowed upon him by Mr. Pope, with whom he cultivated an intimate 
friendſhip, is. eminently beautiful. | >;

GEORGE HARRY GREY, earl of Stamford, baron Grey of Groby, 
baron Bonville and baron Harrington ; lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum 
of the county of Cheſter, and preſident of the humane ſociety. 


This nobleman was born 1 October 1737, and choſen 1761 to repreſent 
the county of Stafford. He ſucceeded to the title upon the death of his 


father 24 June 1768, and was appointed 14 May 1783 lord lieutenant and 
cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Cheſter, 


The earl of Stamford married 20 May 1763 Henrietta Cavendiſh, 
daughter of William, ſecond duke of Portland ; by which lady he has 
iſſue, 1. Henrietta, born 19 April 1764, and married 28 October 1785 
to fir John Chetwode of Muckleſton in the county of Stafford baronet. 
2. George Harry, lord Grey, born 31 October 1765. 3. Louiſa, born 
8 May 1771. 4. William Booth, born 10 September 1773. 5. Anchitel, 
born 16 December 1774. 6. Henry, born 23 Auguſt 1776. 7. Sophia, 
born 7 October 1777. 8. Amelia, born 1778. 


Edward, the younger ſon of Reginald, third lord Grey of Ruthen, 
whoſe pedigree has already been given in the article of marchioneſs Grey, 
married Elizabeth, grand daughter and heireſs of William Ferrars lord 
Ferrars of Groby, and had ſummons to parliament by the title of lord 
Ferrars of Groby 14 December 1446. The iſſue of this marriage were,

This nobleman was born 1 October 1737, and choſen 1761 to repreſent 
the county of Stafford. He ſucceeded to the title upon the death of his 


father 24 June 1768, and was appointed 14 May 1783 lord lieutenant and 
cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Cheſter, 


The earl of Stamford married 20 May 1763 Henrietta Cavendiſh, 
daughter of William, ſecond duke of Portland ; by which lady he has 
iſſue, 1. Henrietta, born 19 April 1764, and married 28 October 1755 
to ſir John Chetwode of Muckleſton in the county of Stafford baronet.

Edward, the younger ſon of Reginald, third lord Grey of Ruthen,

Henry, third marquis of Dorſet, married Frances, daughter of Charles 
Brandon, duke of Suffolk, by Mary, daughter of king Henry the ſeventh, 
and relict of Louis the twelfth king of France ; and was created 11 October 
1551 duke of Suffolk. The iſſue of this marriage was, 1. Jane, who 
married Guildford, younger fon of John Dudley duke of Northumberland, 
and was nominated by the laſt will of king Edward the ſixth heireſs of the 
crown of England. She was accordingly proclaimed queen much againſt her 
' own inclination 10 July 1553; and, finding the tide of popular oppoſition 
irreſiſtible, reſigned her pretenſions 20 of the fame month. She was tried, 
together with her huſband, and convicted of high treaſon 3 November fol- 
lowing.

Lady Jane Grey was a perſon of the 
moſt amiable and virtuous diſpoſition ; and, though ſhe ſuffered at ſeventeen 
years of age, was poſſeſſed of almoſt every accompliſhment, being miſtreſs of 
ſeveral languages, and particularly attached to the peruſal of Plato. 2. Ca- 
therine, married, firſt, to Henry, ſon of William firſt earl of Pembroke, 
and afterwards to Edward earl of Hertford, ſon of Edward duke of 
Somerſet lord protector of England. This marriage having taken place 
without the conſent of queen Elizabeth, they were both df them committed

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to the Tower, where the counteſs died, after nine years confinement, 


26 January 1567. By the tragical events we have related, the titles of the 
family became extinct.

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FINCH, EARL OF WINCHELSEA. 


GEORGE FINCH, earl of Winchelſea, earl of Nottingham, viſcount 
Maidſtone, baron Fitzherbert of Eaſtwel, baron Finch of Daventry, and a 
baronet ; one of the lords of his majeſty's bedchamber, and lord lieutenant 
and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Rutland. 


This nobleman was born 4 November 1752, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his uncle 2 Auguſt 1769. He was appointed 
December 1777 one of the lords of his majeſty's bedchamber, and 
19 March 1779 lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotuloram of the county of 
Rutland. 


The family of Finch is ſaid to be deſcended from Henry Fitzherbert, 
lord chamberlain of the houſhold to king Henry the firſt, and the reputed 


anceſtor of the earl of Pembroke. Herbert, his ſon, had iſſue Peter, 
progenitor of the earls of Pembroke; and Matthew, a conſiderable baron in 
the party of king John and king Henry the third, whoſe grandſon, Herbert, 
took the name of Finch in the reign of king Edward the firſt. Sir Thomas 
Finch in the reign of queen Elizabeth was 1564 ſent to the relief of New- 
| haven, then beſieged by the French, where he was ſhipwrecked, and 
periſhed with all his retinue. He married Catherine, eldeſt daughter of fir 
Thomas Moyle of Eaſtwel in the county of Kent ; by which lady he had 
iſſue, 1. Moyle. 2. Henry, whoſe ſon John was elected ſpeaker of the 


honourable houſe of commons in the year 1628, and conſtituted lord chief 
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juſtice of court of common pleas 21 January 1635. Having reſigned this 
office, he was 23 January 1639. appointed. lord keeper of the great ſeal, 
which employment he held for one year, and was then created baron Finch 
of Fordwich in the county of Kent. Upon his death in 1660 the title 


became extinct. 


Moyle, eldeſt fon of fir Thomas Finch, married Elizabeth, daughter 
and heireſs of fir Thomas Heneage of Copt Hall in the county of Eſſex, 
treaſurer of the chamber to queen Elizabeth; by which lady, who was 
created by king James the firſt viſcounteſs Maidſtone, and by king Charles 
the firſt counteſs of Winchelſea, he had iſſue, 1. Thomas, who ſucceeded 


to the titles of his mother. 2. Heneage, elected ſpeaker of the honourable 
houſe of commons in the year 1626, which office he reſigned in the year 


1628. Moyle, the father, was created a baronet by king James the firſt 
29 June 1611. 


Heneage, ſecond earl of Winchelſea, ſon of Thomas firſt earl of Win- 
chelſea, was one of the perſons principally truſted by general Monk in his 
project for the reſtoration of king Charles the ſecond. By that monarch 
he was created lord Fitzherbert of Eaſtwel, and appointed ambaſſador 
extraordinary to the court of Conſtantinople. He was ſent for by king 
James the ſecond, at the time when that monarch was interrupted at 
F everſham in his deſign of leaving the kingdom, and prevailed upon the 
king to return to London. Soon after he voted for ſupplying the vacancy 
of the throne with the prince and princeſs of Orange, and died 1689, 
having had iſſue, 1. William, lord viſcount Maidſtone, who was killed 
in the great ſea fight againſt the Dutch 28 May 1672. 2. Heneage, 
fourth earl of Winchelſea. 3. John, fifth earl of Winchelſea. 


Charles, 
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Charles, third earl of Winchelſea, ſon of William lord viſcount Maid- 


ſtone, was 14 June 1711 appointed firſt lord commiſſioner of trade and 
plantations, and died 14 Auguſt 1712. 


Heneage, ſon of Heneage younger ſon of ſir Moyle Finch baronet, was 
6 June 1660 conſtituted his majeſty's ſolicitor general, and the day fol- 
lowing raiſed to the dignity of a baronet. He was farther promoted 


10 May 1670 to the office of attorney general, and 9 November 1673. 


declared lord keeper of the great ſeal. In the following year he was created 
baron Finch of Daventry, and 19 December. 1675 conſtituted lord high 
chancellor of England.. In the midſt of the fickleneſs and profligacy of the 
court of king Charles the ſecond; he preſerved that even tenour and dig- 


nified moderation, which prevented him, though. a tory, from becoming, 


as the king's other miniſters were, an object of the clamour and perſecution 
of the whigs. The laſt honour conferred upon him was that of being 
created earl of Nottingham, and he died 18 December 1682, leaving 


iſſue, 1. Daniel, ſecond earl of Nottingham, 2. Heneage, created earl. 


of Aylesford. 


Daniel, ſecond earl of Nottingham, was conſtituted 19 February 1689 
firft lord commiſſioner of the admiralty, and reſigned 22 May 1684. In 
the reign of king James the ſecond he was one of the moſt conſiderable 
leaders of the high church party; and, though his abilities were not of the 
firſt order, yet the rectitude of his diſpoſition and the integrity of his conduct 
gained him a great reputation. He was in the counſels of thoſe who invited 
over the prince of Orange ; and, though, he could not join. with them in 
that meaſure, he was however faithful to their ſecret. He was ſent by 
king James, together with the 88 of Halifax and lord Godolphin, 


to

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to treat with the prince upon his landing ; but upon his return to London 
he found that the king had abruptly withdrawn himſelf. He was the 
principal manager of the debates in the convention parliament on the fide 
of thoſe who voted for a regency ; and the language he held upon this 
occaſion to his perſonal friends, was, * That, though he could not argue 
or vote but according to the ſcheme and principles he had concerning our 
las and conſtitution, yet he ſhould not be ſorry to ſee himſelf outvoted ; 
* and that, though he could not agree to the making a king as things 
** ſtood, yet, if he found one made, he would be more faithful to him, 
* than thoſe that made him could be according to their own principles.” 
He was appointed 13 February 1689 one of his majeſty's principal ſecre- 
taries of ſtate, and reſigned in March 1694. His conduct was ſuch, that 
king James thought proper to except him out of his intended general 
pardon; and he was proved to have refuſed a conſiderable bribe in the 
corrupt tranſaction reſpecting the charter of the Eaſt India company. Upon 
the acceſſion of queen Anne he was again conftituted one of the principal 
ſecretaries of ſtate, and reſigned 17 April 1704. Though he had always 
been regarded as a leader in the high church party, he went over to the 


whigs at the time that the duke of Marlborough and-the earl of Godolphin 


were diſmiſſed from their employments; and, upon the acceſſion of king 
George the firſt, he was appointed lord preſident of the council, but 
refigned 29 February 1716, in conſequence of the umbrage he gave by his 
interference in favour of the lords who were concerned in the rebellion. He 
received 1721 the unanimous thanks of the univerſity of Oxford and of the 
clergy of the dioceſs of London, for his Anſwer to Mr. Whiſton concerning 
the Eternity of the Son and the Holy Ghoſt. Upon the failure of the 


elder branch of the family 9g September 1729, he became ſixth earl of Win- 
chelſea, and died 1 January 17 30.

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He had inne, 1. Daniel, ſeventh earl of Winchelſea. 2. William, who 
was employed as his majeſty's envoy extraordinary, firſt, to the court of 
Sweden, and afterwards to the republic of the United Provinces.

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STANHOPE, EARL OF CHESTERFIELD. 


PHILIP STANHOPE, earl of Cheſterfield and baron Stanhope of 


Shelford ; one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, and a fellow 
of the royal ſociety. 


This nobleman was born 10 November 1755, and ſucceeded to the title 


24 March 1773- He was appointed 2 January 1784 his majeſty's ambaſ- 
ſador extraordinary and miniſter plenipotentiary to the court of Madrid, but 
never reached that country, and received letters of recal | 1785. 


The earl of Cheſterfield married 20 Auguſt 1777 Anne, daughter of 


Alexander Thiſtlethwaite of Titherley in the county of Southampton 
eſquire. | 


The pedigree of the family of Stanhope has been traced back to the reign 
of king Henry the third, and they were elected to parliament for the 
borough of Newcaſtle upon Tyne and the county of Nottingham from the 
acceſſion of king Richard the ſecond. Sir Edward Stanhope, in the reign 
of king Henry the ſeventh, was one of the commanders for that monarch at 
the battle of Stoke 6 June 1487, and at the battle of Blackheath 22 June 
1497. He had iſſue Anne, married to Edward, firſt duke of Somerſet, 
lord protector of England; and fir Michael, who on account of this affinity 
was twice committed priſoner to the Tower, and, being tried for con- 
ſpiring the death of the duke of Northumberland lord protector, was 
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beheaded 26 February 1552. He had ifſue, 1. Thomas, father of John, who 
had iſſue Philip; and John, anceſtor to the earl of Harrington. 2. John, 
created 4 May 1605 baron Stanhope of Harrington, which title became 
extinct upon the death of his ſon 1676. | 


Philip, grandſon of Thomas, fon of fir Michael Stanhope,. was by king 
James the firſt raiſed to the dignity of a baron by the title of lord Stanhope 
of Shelford, and by king Charles the firſt created earl of Cheſterfield. He 
lived in retirement till the commencement of the civil war; and then, 
engaging in the royal party, he made his houſe at Shelford a garriſon for 
the king, and ſeized in perſon, with three hundred followers „upon the city 
of Litchfield. He was there reduced to ſurrender by the parliamentary 
forces 1643, and died in confinement 12 September 1656. He had iſſue, 
1. Henry, lord Stanhope, who married Catherine, eldeſt daughter of 
Thomas Wotton lord Wotton ; by which lady, who was created 29 May 
1660 counteſs of Cheſterfield for life, he had iſſue Philip, ſecond earl of 
Cheſterfield. 2. Ferdinando, who was killed in the civil wars 1643. 
3- Philip, who by his father was appointed commander of the garriſon of 


Shelford, and loſt his life in its defence 27 October 1645. 4. Arthur. 
5. Alexander, whole ſon James was created earl Stanhope. 


Philip Dormer, fourth earl of Cheſterfield, grandſon of Philip ſecond 
earl of Cheſterfield, was 26 February 1728 appointed his majeſty's 
ambaſſador extraordinary and miniſter plenipotentiary to the republic of the 


United Provinces, and 19 April 1730 lord ſteward of the houſhold, which 


office he reſigned in April 1733. From that period he became one of the 


principal leaders of the parliamentary oppoſition to fir Robert Walpole ; 
and, together with John lord Carteret, - afterwards earl Granville, was 


regarded

regarded as the ornament of the houſe of lords for ſplendour of abilities and 


brilliancy of eloquence. He was conſtituted 3 January 1745 lord lieu 


tenant of the kingdom of Ireland; but, his abilities being deemed indiſ- 
penſably neceſſary at that critical period, he was 18 May in the ſame year 
commiſſioned to go as ambaſſador extraordinary and miniſter plenipotentiary 


to the republic of the United Provinces, and did not arrive at Dublin till 


31 Auguſt following. During his reſidence there he was completely 


ſucceſsful in preſerving the peace of the country during the rebellion in 
England; and, having reſigned in April 1746, was 4 November in the 


ſame year conſtituted one of his majeſty's principal ſecretaries of ſtate, 
which office he reſigned 6 February 1748. He married Meleſina, the 


natural daughter of king George the firſt by Meleſina de Schulenberg 
ducheſs of Kendal ; which lady was created in her own right 1722 baroneſs 


of Aldborough in the county of Suffolk, and counteſs of Walſingham in 


the county of Norfolk for life, and died 16 September 1776. Since the 
death of the earl of Cheſterfield there have been publiſhed his Letters to 


his natural ſon, Philip Stanhope, late envoy extraordinary to the court of 
Drefden ; which, though written with conſiderable elegance of ſtyle, and 
in a very affectionate manner, are deſerving of cenſure for the coldneſs 


and inſenſibility to virtue and moral excellence with which they are per- 
vaded. 


Arthur, one of the younger fons of Philip firſt earl of Cheſterfield, had 
iſſue Michael, who embraced the profeſſion of the church, was canon of 


Windſor, and doctor in divinity. He had iſſue, 1. Arthur Charles, who 
married Margaret, daughter of Charles Hedlam of Kerby in the county of 


York eſquire; by which lady, who died 1763, he had iſſue 
Margaret, born 10 June 1754, and married 26 December 1776 to Wil-

SACKVILLE TUF TON, earl of the ifle of Thanet, baron Tufton of 


Tufton, and a baronet; hereditary ſheriff of the counties of Weſtmorland 


and Cumberland. 


This nobleman was born 3o June 1769. He ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of his father 10 April 1786. 


The family of Tufton, anciently written Toketon, has been traced back 
to the reign of king Henry the third. Sir Lewis Toketon, alias Tufton, 
had a command under king Edward the third at the battle of Creſſy 
26 Auguſt 1346. John Tufton, in the reign of queen Elizabeth, married 
Mary, daughter of fir John Baker, chancellor and under treaſurer of the 
exchequer ; by which lady he had iſſue John, who was created a baronet 
by king James the firſt 19 June 1611. Nicholas, his ſon, was by king 
Charles the firſt created lord Tufton of Tufton, and afterwards earl of 
Thanet. 


John, ſecond earl of Thanet, his ſon, married Margaret, eldeſt 
daughter of Richard, third earl of Dorſet, by Anne daughter and heireſs of 
George Clifford earl of Cumberland; by which lady he had iſſue, 1. Nicho- 
las, third earl of Thanet, who was twice impriſoned by Oliver Cromwel 
upon ſuſpicion of his being engaged in a deſign for reſtoring the royal 
family. 2. John, fourth earl of Thanet. 3. Richard, fifth earl of Thanet. 


4. Thomas, 
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4. Thomas, ſixth earl of Thanet, who was admitted in 1691 in right of 
his grandmother to the titles of baron Clifford of Appleby, baron of Weſt- 
morland and baron Veſey. He had iſſue Catherine, married to Edward 
viſcount Sondes, ſon of Lewis Watſon earl of Rockingham; by whom ſhe 
had iſſue Catherine, married to Edward Southwel of Kings Weſton in the 
county of Glouceſter eſquire; by which marriage the baronies of Clifford, 
Weſtmorland and Veſey, were carried into the family of Southwel, where 
they now exiſt; and Margaret, married to Thomas Coke earl of Leiceſter, 


who was admitted 13 Auguſt 1734 to the titles of baroneſs Clifford, 


Weſtmorland and Veſey, and died 28 February 1775. 5. Sackville, father 
of Sackville ſeventh earl of Thanet. 


Sackville, ſeventh earl of Thanet, married Mary, daughter of William 
Savile marquis of Halifax ; by which lady, who died 3o July 1750, he 
had iſſue, 1. Sackville, eighth earl of Thaner. 2. Charlotte, born 
September 1728. 


Sackville, eighth earl of Thanet, married Mary, daughter of John 
Philip, fon of Lionel Cranfield firſt duke of Dorſet ; by which lady, who 
died September 1778, he had iſſue, 1. Elizabeth, born 2 May 1768. 
2. Sackville, preſent and ninth earl of Thanet. 3. Charles, born 10 Sep- 
tember 1770.

MONTAGU, EARL OF SANDWICH. 


JOHN MONTAGU, earl of Sandwich, viſcount Hinchingbroke and 
baron Montagu of Saint Neots ; one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy 
council, having the rank of general of his majeſty's forces, one of the 
elder brethren of the Trinity Houſe, one of the governors of the Charter 
Houſe, recorder of Huntingdon and Godmancheſter, and doctor of laws. 


This nobleman was born 3 November 1718, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his grandfather 20 October 1729. In political life he 
intimately connected himſelf with John, fourth duke -of Bedford ; and, 


when that nobleman was appointed 27 December 41744 firſt lord com- 
miſſioner of the admiralty, was nominated ſecond in the commiſſion. He 


was conſtituted 18 November 1746 miniſter plenipotentiary to the republic 


of the United Provinces, and afterwards to the congreſs of Aix la Chapelle, 
in which the peace of 1748 was concluded. He was farther appointed 
20 February in that year firſt lord commiſſioner of the admiralty, and 
reſigned in June 1751. His lordihip was declared December 1755 


one of the vice treaſurers of the kingdom of Ireland; and, having reſigned 


that office, was 19 February 1763 nominated his majeſty's ambaſſador 
extraordinary and plenipotentiary to the court of Spain, which nomination 
was ſuperſeded 23 April in that year, in conſequence of his being appointed 


firſt lord commiſſioner of the admiralty. This office he exchanged 
9 Auguſt 1763 for that of one of his majeity's principal ſecretaries of 
ſtate, and reſigned in July 1765. He was reappointed to the office of 

I ſecretary 
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ſecretary of ſtate 19 December 1770, and exchanged that office 12 January 
1771 for the appointment of firſt lord commiſſioner of the admiralty, in 
which poſt he continued till the entire change of miniſtry in March 1782. 
He was alſo appointed May 1783 ranger of Saint James's Park and 
Hyde Park, and reſigned that office December in the ſame year. 


The earl of Sandwich married 7 March 1741 Judith, daughter of Charles 
Fane lord viſcount Fane of the kingdom of Ireland; by which lady he 
has iſſue John, lord viſcount Hinchingbroke, born 26 January 1744, and 
elected 1765 to repreſent the borough of Brackley in the county of Nor- 
thampton, and 1768 to repreſent the county of Huntingdon, for which 
place he has fat in parliament ever ſince. He was appointed 6 February 


1771 vice chamberlain of his majeſty's houſhold, which office he reſigned 
in March 1782, and was farther conſtituted May 1783 maſter of his 


majeſty's buck-hounds. He is alſo one of his majeſty's moſt honourable 


privy council. He married, firſt, 1 March 1756 Elizabeth, daughter and 
heireſs of George Montagu earl of Halifax ; by which lady, who died 4 
7 July 1768, he has iſſue John George, born 3 April 1767: and, ſecondly, A 


24 April 1772 Mary, daughter of Harry duke of Bolton; by which lady, 


who died 30 March 1779, he has iſſue George John, born 5 March 1773; 
and Mary, born 1 January 1774. 


Sir Sidney Montagu, younger brother of Edward, lord Montagu of 
Boughton, anceſtor of the late dukes of Montagu ; of Henry, firſt earl of 
Mancheſter ; and of James, lord biſhop of Wincheſter ; was maſter of 
requeſts to king Charles the firſt; and, being a member of the long par- 

liament in 1640, early engaged in oppoſition to the earl of Strafford and 
the court ; but, being thought afterwards to manifeſt ſome coldneſs, was 


F £ expelled 
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expelled the houſe of commons 3 December 1642, and committed for a 
ſhort time to the Tower. He died 25 September 1644. 


Edward, his ſon, raiſed a regiment for the ſervice of the parliament, 
and ſignaliſed himſelf at the battle of Marſton Moor 2 July 1744. and upon 
ſome other occaſions in that campaign, being then in the nineteenth year 
of his age. In the following year he was at the head of his regiment at the 
battle of Naſeby 14 June, and had a conſiderable command at the ſtorming 
of Briſtol 10 September. When the army undertook to dictate to the 
parliament in the year 1647, he withdrew - himſelf from the houſe of 
commons, and did not reſume his ſeat till 1660. He was however joined 
with Deſborough in a commiſſion for executing the office of 
lord high admiral, and with admiral Blake in the command at ſea till the 
death of that officer, when the whole command was veſted in admiral 
Montagu. Upon the reſtoration of the parliament in 1660 general Monk 
was named with him as honorary joint admiral of the fleet. But admiral 
Montagu, having previouſly opened a private communication with king 
Charles the ſecond, went over with the fleet to conduct that prince from 
Breda, without waiting for the orders of the parliament. Upon the 
reſtoration he was immediately created baron Montagu of Saint Neots, 
viſcount Hinchingbroke and earl of Sandwich ; and,. the duke of York 
being declared lord high admiral, was conſtituted vice admiral of England. 
As a cabinet miniſter he i&ed with great integrity, having oppoſed the 
fale of Dunkirk, and ſtrongly recommended meaſures for preventing the 
growth of the power of France and cultivating the alliance of Spain. 
He had a principal concern in the ſucceſſes of the naval campaign of 1665, 
particularly in the battle of 3 June, after which the ſole command of the 
fleet was left in his hands, and he took a great number of Dutch men of 
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war and merchantmen. In the following year he was ſent into Spain, in 
order to mediate a peace between the courts of Madrid and Liſbon, which 
commiſſion he diſcharged with ſucceſs. He was alſo conſtituted 3 Auguſt 
1670 firſt lord commiſſioner of trade and plantations. He was again 


ſecond in command in the war of 1672 ; and, having recommended in a 


particular ſituation that the fleet ſhould ſtand out to ſea for fear of being 
ſurpriſed, he received an anſwer from the duke of York, commander in 
chief, which appeared to reflect upon his reputation and courage. This 
ill-timed ſpeech excited the earl of Sandwich to a generous and indignant 


reſolution of vindicating his character; and, the enemy having come upon 
them in the manner in which he had foreſeen, he interpoſed his ſhip 


between the Engliſh and the Dutch fleets, and was attacked by a whole 
diviſion of the latter. His ſhip was at length ſet on fire; and, the 
majority of the crew having been killed, the officers and ſome of the men 
got into the long boat; but the earl of Sandwich refuſed to quit his veſſel, 
and was at length blown up 28 May.

The earl of Sandwich had iſſue, 1. Edward, ſecond earl of Sandwich. 


2. Sidney, who married Anne, daughter and heireſs of fir Francis Wortley 


of Wortley in the county of York baronet, in conſequence of which marriage 


he added to his own the name of Wortley. He was one of the ſupporters of 


the bill of excluſion, and raiſed a body of horſe in the reign of king James 
the ſecond to aſſiſt the prince of Orange. He had iſſue Edward (Wortley 
Montagu), ambaſſador extraordinary to the Grand Signior, who married 
Mary, daughter of Evelyn Pierrepoint duke of Kingſton ; by which lady, 
who was the author of a celebrated collection of Letters upon the Turkiſh 
Nation, and died 21 Auguſt 1762, he had iſſue Edward, author of a 


treatiſe upon Ancient Republics, who ſpent the latter years of his life at 


Ff 2 | Venice, 
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Venice, living in the Turkiſh manner, and died 1776. 
Mary, ſiſter of the laſt mentioned Edward, married John Stuart, earl of 
Bute in the kingdom of Scotland, and is in her own right baroneſs 


Mountſtuart of Wortley in the county of York. The honourable Sidney 
Wortley Montagu died 11 November 1727. 


Edward, third earl of Sandwich, ſon of Edward ſecond earl of Sand- 
wich, had iſſue Edward Richard, lord viſcount Hinchingbroke, who 
married Elizabeth, daughter and heireſs of Alexander Popham of Little- 
cote in the county of Wilts eſquire ; by which lady, who died 20 March 


1761, he had iſſue John, preſent and fourth carl of Sandwich. Lord 
Hinchingbroke died 3 October 1722.

WILLIAM ANNE HOLLES CAPEL, earl of Eſſex, viſcount 
Malden and baron Capel of Hadham ; one of the lords of his majeſty's 
bedchamber. 


This ndbleman was born 7 October 1732, and ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of his father 8 January 1743. He was appointed one 
of the lords of the bedchamber to king George the ſecond, which office he 


reſigned 1761. He was farther conſtituted 19 October 1764 lord lieu- 
tenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Hertford, which office he 


reſigned in February 1771, and was again appointed one of the lords of 
his majeſty's bedchamber 1782. 


The ear! of Eſſex married, firſt, 1 Auguſt 1754 Frances, daughter of 
ſir Charles Hanbury Williams knight of the bath; by which lady, who died 
19 July 1759, he has iſſue, 1. Elizabeth, born 10 Auguſt 1755, and mar- 
ried to John lord Monſon. 2. George, lord viſcount Malden, born 
3 November 1758, and elected 20 April 1779 to repreſent the city of 
Weſtminſter, 1780 to repreſent the borough of Leſtwithiel in the county 
of Cornwal, and 1784 to repreſent the borough of Oakhampton in the 


county of Devon. He married 6 June 1786 » daughter 
of Stephenſon eſquire. The earl of Eſſex married, ſecondly, 


3 March 1767 Harriet, daughter of Thomas Bladon eſquire; by which 
lady 
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lady he has iſſue, * John Thomas, born 14 March 1769. 2. Thomas 
Edward, born 24 March 1770. 3. William Robert, born 28 April 
1775. 4. Bladon Thomas, born 25 Auguſt 1776. 


The family of Capel is deſcended from fir Richard de Capel, lord juſtice 
of Ireland in the reign of king Henry the third. Sir William Capel was 
lord mayor of London in the year 1503, and on account of his wealth 
became an object of extortion to Empſon and Dudley, the confidential 
miniſters of king Henry the ſeventh. Refuſing to pay a ſecond fine which 


they impoſed upon him, he was committed to the Tower, and regained his 


liberty upon the death of that monarch. His poſterity married into ſeveral 
of the moſt conſiderable families of the kingdom; and Arthur, the ſixth in 
deſcent from fir William, was by king Charles the firſt created baron Capel 
of Hadham. He exerted himſelf in favour of that monarch during the 
civil war; and, not diſcouraged by its ill ſucceſs, threw himſelf into the 


town of Colcheſter, where, with the earl of Norwich and the laſt remains 


of the royal party, he endured the greateſt hardſhips, and ſurrendered after 
a ſiege of ten weeks 28 Auguſt 1648. He eſcaped from confinement in 
the Tower of London ; but, being retaken, and brought before the high | 
court of juſtice, was beheaded 9 March 1649. He had iſſue, 1. Arthur, 

ſecond lord Capel. 2. Henry, who was appointed 25 April 1679 firſt 
lord commiſſioner of the admiralty, which office he reſigned towards the 
cloſe of that year. After the revolution he was created 11 April 1692 
baron Capel of Tewkeſbury in the county of Glouceſter, and 27 May 
1769 was conſtituted lord deputy of the kingdom of Ireland. Upon his 
death 30 May 1696 the title became extinct. 


Arthur, 
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Arthur, ſecond lord Capel of Hadham, was ſoon after the reſtoration 
created viſcount Malden and earl of Eſſex, and was conſtituted 5 Auguſt 
1672 lord lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland, which office he reſigned 
in the year 1677. He was a perſon of conſiderable weight with the ſup- 
porters of the bill of excluſion; and, when king Charles the ſecond was 
deſirous to nominate an adminiſtration which ſhould partly conſiſt of the 
members of oppoſition, he was 26 March 1679 conſtituted firſt lord 
commiſſioner of the treaſury, which office he reſigned 19 November in 
the ſame year. He was afterwards apprehended upon ſuſpicion of being 


concerned in the Rye-Houſe plot, and committed to the Tower, where he 
put an end to his exiſtence 13 July 1683. 


William, third earl of Eſſex, his grandſon, was appointed in the year 
1731 his majeſty's ambaſſador extraordinary and miniſter plenipotentiary 
to the court of Turin, in which employment he continued till 1736, and 
was farther conſtituted 4 December 1739 captain of the yeomen of the 
guard. He married, firſt, Jane, daughter of Henry Hyde, earl of 
Clarendon and Rocheſter 3 by which lady he had iſſue, 1. Charlotte, 
born 2 October 1721, and married to Thomas firſt earl of Clarendon. 
2. Mary, born 13 October 1722, and married 26 Auguſt 17 58 to John, 
ſon of George third earl of Granard in the kingdom of Ireland. The earl 
of Eſſex married, ſecondly, Elizabeth, daughter of Wriotheſley ſecond 
duke of Bedford; by which lady, who died 8 June 1784, he had iſſue, 


1. Diana, born 22 February 1728. 2. Anne, born 13 May 1730, 
3. William Anne Holles, preſent and fourth earl of Eſſex.

FREDERIC HOWARD, earl of Carliſle, viſcount Howard of Morpeth 
and baron Dacre of Gilleſland ; knight of the thiſtle, and one of his 
majeſty's moſt honourable privy council. 


This nobleman was born 28 May 1748, and ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of his father 4 September 1758. He was appointed 13 June 
1777 treaſurer of his majeſty's houſhold, and conſtituted April 1778 
one of the commiſſioners to freat, conſult and agree upon the means 
of quieting the diſorders ſubſiſting in certain of his majeſty's colonies in 
North America. Upon his return from that country, having reſigned the 
office of treaſurer of the houſhold, he was appointed 6 November 1779 firſt 
lord commiſſioner of trade and plantations, and 13 October 1780 exchanged 
that appointment for the office of lord lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland, 


which he reſigned in April 1782. He was-farther conſtituted 11 May in 
the ſame year lord ſteward of his majeſty's houſhold, in which office he 


continued till 14 February 1783. He was declared 2 April in that year 
lord keeper of the privy ſeal, and reſigned in December tollowing. 


The earl of Carliſle married 22 March 1770 Carolina, daughter of 
Granville Leveſon marquis of Stafford; by which lady he has iflue, 
1. Carolina, born 3 September 1771. 2. George, lord viſcount Morpeth, 
born 17 September 1773. 3. Charlotte, born 15 November 1774. 
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4. A daughter, born 13 November 1780. 5. William, born 2 5 December 
1781. 6. Gertrude, born 30 January 1783. 


William, ſon by the ſecond venter of Thomas fourth duke of Norfolk, 
and younger brother of Thomas firſt earl of Suffolk, married Elizabeth, 


daughter of Thomas Dacre lord Dacre of Gilleſland. Philip, the iſſue of 


this marriage, was father of William ; and Philip, who, as well as another 


of the grandſons of lord William Howard, was killed in the civil war 


in the ſervice of king Charles the firſt. Charles, ſon of William, having 
been inſtrumental to the reſtoration of king Charles the ſecond, was ſoon 


after that event created baron Dacre of Gilleſland, viſcount Howard of 


Morpeth and earl of Carliſle. He was ambaſſador from that monarch to 


the czar of Muſcovy, and the kings of Denmark and Sweden in the year 


1663 and 1664, and was governor for ſome years of the iſland of Jamaica. 
He died 24 February 1684, leaving iſſue, 1. Edward, ſecond earl of 


Carliſle. 2. Frederic Chriſtian, who was killed at the ſiege of Luxem- 


bourg in the year 1684 and the twentieth year of his age. 


Charles, third earl of Carliſle, fon of Edward ſecond earl of Carliſle, 
was 19 June 1701 appointed firſt lord commiſſioner of the treaſury, which 
office he reſigned upon the death of king William the third. He was 
again conſtituted firſt lord commiſſioner of the treaſury 23 May 1715, 
which office he reſigned in October following, and died 1 May 1738. 


Henry, fourth earl of Carliſle, his ſon, married 8 June 1743 Iſabella, 


daughter of William, fourth lord Byron ; by which lady, who married, 


ſecondly, 11 December 1759 fir Richard Muſgrave of Hayton Caſtle in 
the county of Cumberland baronet of Nova Scotia, he had iſſue, 1. Anne, 
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born 1744, and late one of the ladies of the bedchamber to her royal 
highneſs princeſs Amelia, daughter of king George the ſecond. 2. Eli- 
zabeth, born 1746, and married 16 February 1769 to Peter Delme of 
Earl Stoke in the county of Wilts eſquire.

Scotland ; earl of Doncaſter and baron Scot of Tinedale in the kingdom of 
Great Britain; knight of the thiſtle, governor of the royal bank of the 
kingdom of Scotland, and honorary fellow of the royal college of phyſicians 
in the city of Edinburgh. W - | 


This nobleman was born 13 September 1746, and ſucceeded to the title 


upon the death of his father 22 April 1751. He was elected knight of the 
moſt ancient order of the thiſtle 23 December 1767. 


The duke of Buccleugh married 20 March 1767 Elizabeth, daughter of 
George duke of Montagu; by which lady he has iſſue, 1. Elizabeth, 
born 10 October 1770. 2, Charles William Henry, earl of Dalkeith, 
born 24 May 1772, 3. Caroline, born 10 July 1774. 4. Henry James 
Montagu, born 16 December 1776, and heir apparent to the barony of 


Montagu of Boughton upon the death of the duke of Montagu, his grand- 
father. 5. Harriet, born 1 December 1780. | 


The family of Scot is deſcended from Charles the ſecond, king of 
England, by Lucy, daughter of Richard Walters of Haverferdweſt in the 
county of Pembroke eſquire. The only iſſue of this connection was James, 
| who bore the ſurname of Crofts, was born 9 April 1649, and brought over 


to 
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to England July 1662. In the following year he was created baron 


Tinedale, earl of Doncaſter and duke of Monmouth, and married Anne 
Scot, counteſs of Buccleugh of the kingdom of Scotland; in conſequence 
of which marriage he aſſumed the ſurname of Scot. The duke and ducheſs 
were alſo created 20 April 1663 baron and baroneſs of Whitcheſter and 
Aſhdale, earl and counteſs of Dalkeith, and duke and ducheſs of Buccleugh 
in the kingdom of Scotland. In the year 1665 he was appointed maſter 
of the horſe to the king, and 4 January 1670 commander in chief of his 
majeſty's forces. He was at the head of the Engliſh troops that aſſiſted 
Louis the fourteenth in his conqueſt of Holland in 1672, was appointed 

December in that year lord great chamberlain of the kingdom of 
Scotland, and 15 July 1674 elected chancellor of the univerſity of Cam- 
bridge. In the year 1679 he was commander in chief of the forces which 
were ſent to ſubdue the Scottiſh rebellion, and ſucceſsfully completed the 


object of his expedition. In the beginning of that year the duke of Mon- 


mouth was inſpired by Anthony, firſt earl of Shafteſbury, with the project 
of founding a claim to the crown upon the known bigotry to the Roman 
Catholic religion of the duke of York, afterwards kin g James the ſecond ; 
and for this purpoſe a report was induſtriouſly propagated, that the king 
had been lawfully married to the duke of Monmouth's mother. The king 
being dangerouſly ill in the month of Auguſt, the adminiſtration, appre- 
henſive of the complete ſucceſs of the duke of Monmouth, and the violent 
temper of the earl of Shafteſbury, adviſed his majeſty to ſend over for the 
duke of York, who was then in Holland, and who ſo ſucceſsfully improved 
his interview with the king, as to induce him, to publiſh an authentic 
declaration that he had never been married to Mrs. Lucy Walters, - to 
deprive the duke of Monmouth of all his promotions, and to command 
him to retire to the continent, The duke of York alſo retired ; but, 


returning 
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returning almoſt immediately, the duke of Monmouth thought proper to 
follow his example ; and, together with the earl of Shafteſbury, made a 
public progreſs through the kingdom, which was attended. with great 
acclamations and popularity. In the ſubſequent buſineſs of the Rye-Houſe 
plot, which coſt this country the lives of Algernon Sydney and William 
lord Ruſſel, the duke of Monmouth, being taken into cuſtody, made his 
ſubmiſſions to the king, and an intimation was publiſhed in the Gazette, 
„ That he had made a full declaration of his crime in the late conſpiracy.” 
In the beginning of the year 1685 the duke, who was then in Holland, 
entertained the fulleſt expectations that the duke of York would be diſ- 
miſſed, and that he ſhould be reſtored to favour, but was diſappointed by 
the ſudden death of king Charles the ſecond 6 February in that year. 
Defeated in the hopes he had ſo long indulged, he was induced to embark 
with a ſmall force for the invaſion of England ; and, having landed in the 
Weſt, aſſumed the title of king 20 June. He was defeated at the battle of 
Sedgemoor 6 July ; and, being foon after taken priſoner, was conducted to 
London; and, the moſt abject ſubmiſſions not ſufficing to obtain his 


pardon from king James the ſecond, was beheaded 15 of that month upon 
a bill of attainder which had received the royal aſſent 16 June. 


By- his ducheſs, Anne, who married, ſecondly, Charles third lord Corn- 
wallis, and died 6 February 1732, he had ifſue, 1. Charles, father of 
Francis, ſecond duke of Buccleugh and earl of Doncaſter. 2. Henry, 
created 29 March 1706 baron Scot of Goldylinds, viſcount Hermitage 
and earl of Deloraine in the kingdom of Scotland. Henry, third earl of 
Deloraine, his ſon, married Elizabeth, daughter of John Fenwick eſquire; 
by which lady he had iſſue Henry, preſent and fourth earl of Deloraine,

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born 8 February 1737; and John, born 3 October 1738, who married 
Iſabella, daughter of Vounge eſquire. 


Francis, grandſon of James duke of Monmouth, ſucceeded to the title 
of duke of Buccleugh, together with the other Scottiſh honours, which 
were not affected by the attainder of 1685, upon the death of his grand- 
mother; and was reſtored by act of parliament 23 March 1743 to the titles 
of baron Scot of Tinedale and earl of Doncaſter. He had iſſue Francis, 
earl of Dalkeith, who married 2 October 1742 Caroline, daughter of John 
duke of Argyle and Greenwich ; by which lady, who married, ſecondly, 
Charles ſon of Charles third lord viſcount Townſhend, and was created 


baroneſs of Greenwich, he had iſſue, 1. Henry, preſent and third duke 


of Buccleugh. 2. Frances, born 6 Auguſt 1750, and married 24 April 


1783 to Archibald Douglas of Douglas Caſtle in the kingdom of Scotland 
eſquire. The earl of Dalkeith died 1 April 1750.

ANTHONY ASHLEY COOPER, earl of Shafteſbury, baron Aſhley 
of Winborne Saint Giles, baron Cooper of Pawlet, and a baronet. 


This nobleman was born 17 September 1761, and ſucceeded to the title 


upon the death of his father 27 May 1771. 


The earl of Shafteſbury married 17 July 1786 Barbara, daughter of Sir 
John Webb of Riſely in the county of Bedford baronet. 


The family of Cooper has been traced back to the reign of king Henry 


the ſeventh, John Cooper, in the reign of queen Elizabeth, married 


Anne, daughter and heireſs of fir Anthony Aſhley of Winborne Saint 


Giles in the county of Dorſet knight, ſecretary at war ; and was created a 
baronet by king James the firſt 4 July 1622. He died 23 March 1631. 


Sir Anthony Aſhley Cooper, ſecond baronet, his ſon, offered his 
fervices to king Charles the firſt ſoon after the commencement of the civil 
war, he being then juſt of age; and induced the garriſon of Weymouth 
in the county of Dorſet to open their gates to him : but he was diſguſted 
by the treatment he received; the king having firſt made a difficulty of 
beſtowing on him the government of Weymouth, and ſoon after taking it 
out of his hands. He afterwards formed the party called the clubmen, 
whoſe object it was to force both ſides to lay down their arms, and call a 


free 
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free parliament for ſettling the nation. Sir Anthony was one of the moſt 
conſiderable perſons among thoſe who were excluded from the houſe of 
commons, when Cromwel undertook to purge it of ſuch members as were 
diſagreeable to him. He was extremely active in the internal conduct of 
affairs previouſly neceflary to the reſtoration of king Charles the ſecond, 
and ſoon after that event was created baron Aſhley of Winborne Saint 
Giles. He was alſo appointed chancellor and under treaſurer 
of the exchequer. In the year 1670 he was conſidered as one of the 
perſons principally truſted by the ſovereign, being a member of the cele-. 
brated cabal; and having reſigned the office of chancellor of exchequer, he 
was created lord Cooper of Pawlet and earl of Shafteſbury, and 17 April 
1672 declared lord high chancellor of England. 'The character of the earl of 
Shafteſbury is one of the moſt ambiguous that is to be found in the annals 
of hiſtory. His abilities were of the firſt order ; he diſcharged the duties 
of his office in a manner the moſt upright and admirable ; he acted in 
various inſtanees with great ſpirit, candour and generoſity : but he was 
probably miſled by the inceſſant reſtleſſneſs and activity of his nature. 
His advocites have not been able to vindicate him from the charge of 
adviſing and countenancing the worſt meaſures of king Charles the ſecond ; 
he was too violent and precipitate in the proceedings of his ſubſequent 
oppoſition ; and his retreat from England, previouſly to the tragical cataſ- 
trophe of Algernon Sidney and lord Ruſſel, leaves no favourable impreſſion 
upon the mind. Being diſguſted with the proceedings of lord Clifford 
lord high treaſurer, and the duke of York, he connected himſelf with the 
duke of Monmouth, and inſpired him with the deſign of aſpiring to the 
crown, in conſequence of which intrigue he was diſmiſſed from the office 


of lord chancellor 9 November 1673. He was committed to the Tower, 
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together with the duke of Buckingham and others, for queſtioning the 
legality of the parliament 15 February 1677, and did not obtain his liberty 
till 24 February in the following year. When king Charles the ſecond 
was defirous of forming a popular adminiſtration, lord Shafteſbury was 
nominated 20 April 1679 lord preſident of the council, and was diſmiſſed 
from that office 15 October following. He ſtrongly inforced the pro- 
ſecution of the Popiſh plot, and was committed to the Tower 2 July 1681 
upon a charge of ſubornation, but was delivered by a grand jury who were 
in the intereſt of the whig party. That party was defeated in the city 
elections of the following year; and lord Shafteſbury embarking for Amſter- 


dam, died in that city 22 January 1683, He was the principal patron of 
the celebrated John Locke, 


Anthony Aſhley, third earl of Shafteſbury, his grandſon, is faid to 
have owed ſome part of his education to the care of Mr, Locke, He 


Was a nobleman of unblemiſhed reputation, and by his great work, 


intitled ** Characteriſtics of Men, Manners, Opinions and Times,” 


claims a rank in the firft order of Britiſh claſſics. He died 1 5 February 
1713. 


Anthony, fourth earl of Shafteſbury, his ſon, married 16 April 17 59 
Mary, daughter of Jacob, firſt lord viſcount Folkeſtone ; by which lady he 
had iſſue, 1. Anthony Aſhley, preſent and fifth earl of Shafteſbury.

FREDERIC AUGUSTUS BERKELEY, earl of Berkeley, viſcount 
Durſley, baron Berkeley of Berkeley caſtle, Mowbray, Segrave, and Breaus 
of Gower ; lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorura of the county of Glou- 


ceſter and of the cities of Briſtol and Glouceſter, conſtable of the caſtle 
of Saint Briavel, and warden of the foreſt of Dean, colonel of the militia 
of the county of Glouceſter, and high ſteward of the city of Glouceſter. 


This nobleman was born 24 May 1745, and ſucceeded to the title upon 


the death of his father 9 January 1755. He was appointed 2 July 1766 
lord heutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Glouceſter and warden 
of the foreſt of Dean. | 


The family of Berkeley is deſcended from Harding, who derives his 
pedigree from the royal family of Denmark, and is in the liſt of thoſe 
perſons who came over to England with William the conqueror. Robert 
Fitzharding, his ſon, adhered to the empreſs Matilda and her ſon Henry, 
afterwards king Henry the ſecond, in their conteſt with king Stephen ; 
and obtained a grant of the caſtle of Berkeley in the county of Glouceſter, 
together with the barony, from whence his poſterity have derived the ſur- 
name of Berkeley. Robert, his fon, and Maurice, nephew of Robert, 


took part with the rebellious barons in the reigns of king John and king 


Henry the third. Thomas, ſon of Maurice, was appointed 1296 lord high 
conſtable of England, and at the battle of Bannockburn 24 June 1313 


Was 
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was taken priſoner by the victorious Scots. This nobleman engaged 
in the oppoſition to the two Spencers, favourites of king Edward the 
ſecond; as did Maurice, his ſon, who received ſummons to parliament in 
the preceding reign by the title of lord Berkeley of Berkeley caſtle; being, 
according to the family account, the ſeventh poſſeſſor of the barony. He 
was appointed 1319 ſteward of the duchy of Aquitaine, and died in con- 
finement as a rebel 31 May 1326. James, his brother, was elected biſhop 
of Exeter 15 March 1326, and died 24 June in the following year. 


Thomas, ſecond lord Berkeley, reckoning from the ſummons of king 
Edward the firſt, his ſon, had king Edward the ſecond committed to his 
cuſtody, when made a priſoner by his rebellious barons ; but, being thought 
to treat him with too much indulgence, he was taken out of his hands. 
This nobleman was a conſiderable warrior, and diſtinguiſhed himſelf againſt 
the Scots. He was alſo at the battle of Creſſy 16 Auguſt 1346, and con- 
ſiderably improved his fortune by the ranſom of the priſoners he took at 
the battle of Poitiers 19 September 1356, where he was one of the prin- 
cipal commanders. He died 27 October 1361. Maurice, his brother, 
was anceſtor to the late lord Bottetourt and the late lord Bekeley of 
Stratton. Maurice, third lord Berkeley, fon of Thomas, received ſeveral 


wounds in the battle of Poitiers. 


Thomas, fourth lord Berkeley, his fon, was admiral of the fleet in the 


reign of king Henry the fourth, and gained a conſiderable victory over the 
French at Milfordhaven, where he took fourteen of their ſhips, and 
deſtroyed fifteen 1405. He died 13 July 1416. 


James, fifth lord Berkeley, his nephew, married Ifabel, daughter of 


Thomas and couſin and coheir to John Mowbray dukes of Norfolk. 


1 William, 
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William, ſixth lord Berkeley, the iſſue of this marriage, was by king 
Edward the fourth 21 April 148 1 advanced to the dignity of viſcount Ber- 
keley, and by king Richard the third 28 June 1483 created earl of Not- 
tingham, a dignity which had formerly belonged to the family of Mowbray 
dukes of Norfolk. He afterwards went over to France to king Henry the 
ſeventh, and upon his acceſſion to the crown was conſtituted hereditary 
earl marſhal of England. He was farther created 28 January 1490 marquis 


of Berkeley ; but, upon his death 14 February 1492, all the honours 
which had been beſtowed upon him became extint, 


William, marquis of Berkeley, being diſpleaſed with the conduct of 
Maurice, his brother and natural heir, bequeathed: the caſtle of Berkeley, 
together with the lands and lordſhips of the ancient barony, to king Henry 
the ſeventh and his male iſſue, in failure of which they were to revert to 
his right heirs ; and in conſequence of this conveyance the family ſuffered 
a temporary eclipſe. Maurice, ſon of Maurice, was ſummoned to par- 
liament by the title of lord Berkeley, but without the precedence due to 
the ancient honours of his family. Upon the death however of king 
Edward the fixth the caſtle of Berkeley and its dependent lordſhips 
reverted, according to the will of William marquis of Berkeley, to Henry 


eleventh lord Berkeley, and fourth in deſcent from Maurice the marquis's 
brother. 


George, thirteenth lord Berkeley, great grandſon of Henry, diſplayed 
conſiderable zeal in the buſineſs of the reſtoration of king Charles the 
ſecond, and was by that monarch created viſcount Durſley and earl of 
Berkeley. He concurred in the revolution of 1688, and died 14 October 
1698. | 

Charles, 
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Charles, ſecond earl of Berkeley, was ſent by king William the third, 
in the year of his acceſſion, envoy extraordinary and miniſter plenipotentiary 
to the republic of the United Provinces, where he remained till 1695. He 
had iſſue, 1. James, third earl of Berkeley. 2. Henry, whoſe ſon Henry 
was killed in the battle of Fontenoy 11 May 1745. Henry, the father, 


died May 1736. 3. Elizabeth, conſort, - and at length heireſs to fir 
John Germaine of Drayton in the county of Northampton baronet. She 


was much celebrated for her wit and patronage of literature, and at her 
death 16 December 1669 bequeathed her property to George, ſon of Lionel 
firſt duke of Dorſet, afterwards created lord viſcount Sackville. 


James, third earl of Berkeley, entered into the ſea ſervice, and diſtin- 
guiſhed himſelf in the reign of queen Anne in the fleets of fir George Rooke 
and fir Cloudeſley Shovel. He was conſtituted 18 March 1718 firſt lord 
commiſſioner of the admiralty, in which office he continued till the death 
of king George the firſt 11 June 1727. He died Auguſt 1736. 


Auguſtus, fourth earl of Berkeley, his ſon, was colonel of one of the 
regiments raiſed in 1745 to march againſt the rebels. He married 7 June 
1744 Elizabeth, daughter of Henry Drax of Charborough in the county of 
Dorſet eſquire; by which lady, who married, ſecondly, Robert Craggs 
Nugent, firſt earl Nugent of the kingdom of Ireland, he had iſſue, 1. Fre- 
derick Auguſtus, preſent and fifth earl of Berkeley. 2. Louiſa, born 


28 July 1748, and married to George lord Hervey, ſon of Frederic earl of 
Briſtol. 3. Elizabeth, born December 1750, and married to William 


lord Craven. 4. George Cranfield, born 10 Auguſt 1753, conſtituted 
15 September 1780 a captain in the royal navy, and elected in the years 
1783 and 1784 to repreſent the county of Glouceſter. He married

Andrew N oel, in the reign of king Henry the eighth, was 
father of Andrew, anceſtor to the earls of Gainſborough, and of John, 
anceſtor to the preſent viſcount Wentworth. Edward, the ſon of Andrew, 
was by king James the firſt created a baronet, and afterwards raiſed to the 
dignity of a baron by the title of lord Noel of Ridlington in the county 
of Rutland, He married Juliana, daughter of fir Baptiſt Hicks of Ilming- 


ton in the county of Warwick baronet ; which fir Baptiſt was by king | 


Charles the firſt created baron Hicks of Ilmington in the county of War- 
wick, and viſcount Campden of Campden in the county of Glouceſter, 
with remainder to Edward lord Noel, his ſon in law, and died 18 October 
1729.

This nobleman was born 30 May 1751, and ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of his father 20 April 1771. 


The earl of Plymouth married 20 May 1788 „daughter of 
Thomas Archer lord Archer. 


The family of Windſor, from whom the earls of Plymouth in the female 
line are deſcended, derives its origin from Other, a rich and powerful lord 
in the reign of king Alfred the great. Walter Fitz Other in the reign of 
king William the conqueror, was father of William, who took the fur- 
name of Windſor from the caſtle of Windſor committed to his cuſtody ; | 
and of Gerald, who was anceſtor to the earls of Deſmond, the preſent duke 
of Leinſter, and the preſent earl of Kerry of the kingdom of Ireland, 


and to the lords Gerard of Bromley, the Gerards earls of Macclesfield, 
and the preſent marquis of Lanſdown. 


Sir William de Windſor, in the reign of king Edward the third, was 
twice lord lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland, where he performed 
conſiderable ſervices. He married Alice Pierce, concubine to that monarch.

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Sir Andrews Windſor, in the reign of king Henry the eighth, was a prin- 


cipal commander in the army ſent under Charles Brandon duke of Suffolk 
to invade the kingdom of France in the year 1523; and had ſummons to 
parliament by the title of lord Windſor of Bradenham. William, ſecond 
lord Windſor, his ſon, was one of the partizans and counſellors of queen 
Mary: and Edward, third lord Windſor, his ſon, diſplayed conſiderable 
valour at the ſiege of Saint Quintin 7 July 1557. He was father of Fre- 
deric, fourth lord Windſor, and of Henry fifth lord Windſor, both of them 
diſtinguiſhed by their feats of chivalry in the court of queen Elizabeth. 
Henry, fifth lord Windſor, had iſſue, 1. Thomas, fixth lord Windſor. 
2. Elizabeth, married to Dixie Hickman of Bloxham in the county of 
Oxford eſquire, and mother of Thomas Windfor Hickman, ſeventh lord 
Windſor. 


Thomas Windſor, firſt lord Windſor of the family of Hickman, diſ- 
played in early youth a great zeal and attachment for king Charles the firſt, 
and in the fatal battle of Naſeby 14 June 1645 ſeveral times broke into 
the line of the parliament's army. In conſideration of his ſervices and 
ſufferings in the royal cauſe, he was 12 June 1660 declared and confirmed 
by patent ſeventh lord Windſor of Bradenham. He was alſo appointed 
1662 governor of the iſland of Jamaica, where he took from the Spaniards 
the town of Saint Jago, and was afterwards created carl of Plymouth. He 
died 3 November 1687, having iſſue, 1. Other, father of Other, ſecond 
earl of Plymouth. 2. Thomas, created 19 June 1699 lord viſcount Wind- 
for of the kingdom of Ireland, and 31 December 1711 baron Montjoy of 
the iſle of Wight.

LUMLEY SANDERSON, EARL OF SCARBOROUGH. 


GEORGE AUGUSTUS LUMLEY SANDERSON, earl of Scar- 


borough, viſcount and baron Lumley of Lumley caſtle ; viſcount Lumley 
of Waterford in the kingdom of Ireland. 


This nobleman was born 22 September 1753. He was choſen at the 
general election 1774 to repreſent the city of Lincoln, and ſucceeded to the 


title upon the death of his father 11 May 1782. - 


The family of Lumley is deſcended from Liulph, a nobleman of great 
figure in the time of king Edward the confeflor, but who was ſtripped of 
his poſſeſſions by king William the conqueror, and afterwards murdered. 
The name of Lumley was aſſumed by William his grandſon. Ralph de 
Lumley had ſummons to parliament 1385 by the title of Baron Lumley of 
Kylton Caſtle in the county of Vork; and, having entered into a confe- 
deracy in favour of king Richard the ſecond, was killed at Cirenceſter in 
the year 1400. Marmaduke, his younger ſon, was 15 April 1430 elected 
biſhop of Carliſle, and 18 December 1446 conſtituted lord high chancellor 
of England. He was tranſlated 8 February 1451 to the ſee of Lincoln, 
and died in the following year. Sir John Lumley, in the reign of king 
Henry the fourth, was reſtored to the honours of baron Lumley ; and, 
having diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the wars of France, was killed, together 
with the duke of Clarence, brother to king Henry the fifth, at the battle of 
Beauge, 13 April 1421. Thomas, third lord Lumley, his fon, embraced

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the party of the houſe of York ; and George, fourth lord Lumley, ſon of 
Thomas, was one of the -commanders in the expedition of Richard duke of 
Glouceſter, afterward king Richard the third, againſt the Scots, and in ſome 
military expeditions under king Henry the ſeventh. John, ſeventh lord 
Lumley, his great grandſon, was one of. the principal commanders at the 
battle of Flodden Field 9 September 1513; but George, his only ſon, 
being concerned in an inſurrection againſt king Henry the eighth, was 
committed to the Tower ; and, being found guilty of high treaſon, ſuffered 
death 1537. John, eighth lord Lumley, his ſon, was reſtored in blood by 
king Edward the fixth ; but, dying without iſſue 11 April 1609, and the 
attainders of his family not being completely reverſed, the title became 
extinct. It was claimed by the reverend doctor Robert Lumley Lloyd, his 
ſuppoſed heir in the female line, in the year 1623; but the claim was 
rejected. | | 


Richard, grandſon of Anthony, younger ſon of Richard ſixth lord Lum- 
ley, was by king Charles the firſt 12 July 1628 created viſcount Lumley 
of Waterford in the kingdom of Ireland. He was a principal commander 
in the royal party in the enſuing civil war. John, his ſon, had iſſue, 
1. Richard, ſecond lord viſcount Lumley. 2. Henry, who ſerved with 
great reputation in the wars of king William the third and the duke of 


Marlborough, and was at length raiſed to the appointment of general of the 
horſe : he died 18 October 1722. 


Richard, ſecond lord viſcount Lumley, was by king Charles the ſecond 
created baron Lumley of Lumley caſtle in the county palatine of Durham. 
He had a principal ſhare in gaining the victory of Sedgemoor, in which 
the duke of Monmouth was defeated, 6 July 1685; and was afterwards 

2 very 
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very active in promoting the buſineſs of the revolution. By king William 
he was advanced to the dignity of viſcount Lumley of Lumley caſtle, and 
ſoon after to that of earl of Scarborough. He died 17 December 1721, 
having iſſue, 1. Richard, ſecond earl of Scarborough. 2. William, who 
entered into the naval profeſſion, and was killed in an engagement at ſea 
9 April 1709. 3. Thomas, third earl of Scarborough. 
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Richard, ſecond earl of Scarborough, upon the acceſſion of king George 
the ſecond as appointed. to the office of maſter of the horſe, which office 
he reſigned May 1734, and put an end to his exiſtence 4 February 
1740. He was the intimate friend of Philip Dormer, fourth earl of 
Cheſterfield, who wrote a very elaborate panegyric of his character. 


Thomas, third earl of Scarborough, took the name of Saunderſon in 
purſuance of the will of James Saunderſon earl of Caſtletown in the king- 
dom of Ireland. He married Frances, daughter of George Hamilton earl 
of Orkney in the kingdom of Scotland; by which lady, who died 31 De- 
cember 1772, he had iſſue, 1. Richard, fourth earl of Scarborough. 


2. Anne. 3. Frances, married June 1753 to Peter Ludlow earl of 
Ludlow in the kingdom of Ireland. He died 15 March 1752. 


Richard, fourth earl of Scarborough, married 12 December 1752 Bars 
bara, ſiſter to fir George Savile of Rufford in the county of Nottingham 
baronet; by which lady, who died January 1773, he had iſſue, 
1. George Auguſtus, preſent and fifth earl of Scarborough. 2. Richard, 
born 3 April 1757, who aſſumed the name of Savile, and was choſen at 
the general election 1784. to repreſent the city of Lincoln. He married 
25 May 1787 Henrietta, grand-daughter of Thomas firſt lord Middleton.

WILLIAM HENRY ZULEISTEIN DE NASSAU, earl of Roch- 
ford, viſcount Tunbridge and baron of Enfield. 


This nobleman was born 28 June 1754, and ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of his uncle 30 September 1781. 


The family of Zuleiſtein is deſcended from Frederic, natural ſon of 
Henry Frederic prince of Orange, ſtadtholder of the republic of the United 
Provinces. He took the ſurname of Zuleiſtein from a lordſhip of that 
name in the province of Holland, and was killed in the defence of His 
country againſt. the invaſion of Louis the fourteenth 12 October 1672. 


William Henry, his ſon, was a principal confident of William prince 
of Orange, afterwards king William the third; and was ſent over to the 

court of London under pretence of congratulating king - James the ſecond 
upon the birth of a prince of Wales, but in reality to inquire into the ſtate 
of. affairs in England, previouſly to the intended expedition of the prince 
of Orange. He was taken priſoner at the battle of Landen 29 July 1693, 
and two years after was created* baron of Enfield, viſcount Tunbridge and 
carl of Rochford, He died in the year 1708, leaving iſſue, 1. William 

Henry, ſecond earl of Rochford, who ſerved as a volunteer in the expe- 
dition againſt Cadiz 1703, diſtinguiſhed himſelf at the battle of Blenheim 
2 Auguſt 1704, and was killed at the battle of Almanara 27 July 1710.

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2. Frederic, third earl of Rochford, who had iſſue William Henry, fourth 
earl of Rochford ; and Richard Savage, who married Elizabeth, daughter

WILLIAM CHARLES KEPPEL, earl of Albemarle, viſcount Bury 
and baron Aſhford of Aſhford, 


This nobleman was born 14 May 1 772, and ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of his father 13 October in the ſame year. 


The family of Keppel is one of the moſt ancient in the liſt of the nobility 
of the province of Guelderland in the republic of the United Provinces, 
Arnold Jooſt van Keppel, lord of Voorſt, came over to England with 
king William the third, and was by that monarch created baron Aſhford 
of Aſhford, viſcount Bury and earl of Albemarle. Upon the death of king 
William' he returned to his native country, and was one of the commanders 


of the Dutch forces appointed to ſerve under John duke of Marlborough. 
He was taken priſoner at the battle of Denain 24 July 1712, and died 
30 May 1718. 


William Anne, ſecond earl of Albemarle, his ſon, alſo embraced the 
military profeſſion, and ſerved at the battle of Dettingen 27 June 1743, 
and in the different battles of William duke of Cumberland. Upon the 
concluſion of the peace of Aix la Chapelle 1748, he was appointed 
ambaſſador extraordinary and miniſter plenipotentiary to the moſt Chriſtian 
king, and in the year 1750 added to that office the appointment of groom 
of the ſtole to king George the ſecond. He had iſſue, 1. George, third

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earl of Albemarle. 2. Auguftus. 3. William, who embraced the military 


profeſſion, and ſerved in the expedition againſt the town of the Havannah 


1762. He died 1 March 1782. 4. Frederic, who was elected

Laura, natural daughter of fir Edward Walpole knight of the bath, ſon 
of Robert firſt earl of Orford ; by which lady he had iſſue Anna Maria, 
born 17 June 1759; Frederic, born 14 November 1762, and appointed

The earl of Albemarle died 22 December 1754. 


George, third carl of Albemarle, ſerved under William duke of Cum- 
berland, and was commander in chief of the land forces that reduced the 


town of the Havannah 13 Auguſt 1762. He married 20 April 1770 


Anne, daughter of fir John Miller, of Chicheſter in the county of Suſſex 
baronet ; by which lady he had iflue William Charles, - preſent and fourth 


«carl of Albemarle. 


Auguſtus, ſecond fon of William Anne ſecond earl of Albemarle, 
was an officer of conſiderable diſtinction in the royal navy. He commanded 
at the capture of the iſland of Goree 29 December 1758, and at that of the 
iſland of Belleiſle 7 June 1761. He alſo ſerved under admiral Hawke in 
the ſea fight 20 November 1759, and under admiral Pococke at the 
capture of the Hayannah. Upon the commencement of the war between 
Great Britain and France in the year 1778, he was appointed with con- 
fiderable applauſe to the command of the fleet cruiſing in the Engliſh 
channel, and an engagement enſued with the fleet of France 27 July in the 


fame 
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fame year. Sir Hugh Palliſer, the ſecond in command in that action, 
thought proper 9 December following, to exhibit a charge of miſconduct 
and negle& of duty againſt his principal; and, a court martial being 
appointed to try the charge, they fat from 7 January 1779 to 11 February 
following, when they came to a deciſion, that . the charge was malicious 
« and ill founded, and that admiral Keppel had behaved as became a 
« judicious, brave and experienced officer.” Previouſly to the trial a 
repreſentation to the king had been ſigned by lord Hawke, admiral of the 
fleet of England, and twelve other admirals, ſtating the impropriety of 
directing a court martial to be aſſembled upon a charge of the nature of 
that exhibited by fir Hugh Palliſer ; and the acquittal of admiral Keppel 
was followed by the thanks of both houſes of parliament, and by great 
demonſtrations of joy in London and many parts of the kingdom. Upon 
the change of miniſtry in the beginning of the year 1782, admiral Keppel 
was conſtituted 30 March firſt lord commiſſioner of the admiralty, and 
24 April following was created viſcount Keppel of Elvedon in the county 
of Suffolk. He reſigned the office of firſt lord of the admiralty 24 January 
1783, but was reinſtated 8 April in the fame year, and reſigned a ſecond 
time in December following. Upon his death 3 October 1786 the title of 


viſcount Keppel became extinct.

This nobleman was born 26 April 1722, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father 18 March 1751. He was conſtituted 17 June 
in the ſame year lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of 
Worceſter, and one of the lords of the bedchamber to king 
George the ſecond. He was continued in this office by his preſent majeſty, 
and reſigned in January 1770. | 


The earl of Coventry married, firſt, 5 March 1752 Maria, daughter of 
John Gunning eſquire, and ſiſter to baroneſs Hamilton; by which lady, 
who died 1 October 1760, he had iſſue, 1. Mary Alicia, born 9 Decem- 
ber 1754, and married 25 June 1777 to Andrew, ſon of fir Edward 
Bayntun of Spye Park in the county of Wilts baronet, from whom ſhe was 
divorced in the year 1783. 2. Anne Margaret, born 18 March 1757, 
and married to Edward ſon of Thomas firſt lord Foley. 3. George Wil- 
liam, lord viſcount Deerhurſt. The earl of Coventry married, ſecondly, 
27 September 1764, Barbara, daughter of John tenth lord Saint John of 
Bletſhoe ; by which lady ht has iſſue, 1.

Thomas, the eldeſt ſon, was appointed 14 March 1616 to the office of 
ſolicitor general, and 11 January 1620 was raiſed to the degree of attorney 
general. He was conſtituted 1 November 162 5 lord keeper of the great 
ſeal, and ſoon after raiſed to the dignity of a baron by the title of lord 
Coventry of Ayleſborough in the county of Worceſter. He died 14 January 
1640, having iſſue, 1. Thomas, ſecond lord Coventry. 2. John, father 
of ſir John Coventry of Pitminſter in the county of Somerſet knight of the 
bath, famous for giving occaſion, by an attack made upon his perſon, to 
the act of parliament for preventing malicious maiming and wounding, 
commonly called the Coventry act.

Coventry, his fon, 27 October 1719, the barony became extinct, and the

GEORGE BUSSY VILLIERS, earl of Jerſey, viſcount Villiers of 
Partford and baron of Hoo ; viſcount Grandiſon of Limeric in the kingdom 
of Ireland; one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council. 


This nobleman was born 9 June 1735, and elected in the years 1756 
and 1761 to repreſent the borough of Tamworth in the county of Stafford. 
He was conſtituted 21 March 1761 one of the lords. commiſſioners of the 
admiralty, and was choſen in the ſame year to repreſent the borough of 
Aldborough in the county of York, and at the general election in 1768 to 
E the port of Dover in the county of Kent. He reſigned his 
ſeat at the board of admiralty in April 1763, and was farther appointed 
6 July 1765 vice chamberlain of his majeſty's houſhold, which office 
he exchanged 9 September 1769 for that of one of the lords of his 
majeſty's bedchamber. He ſucceeded to the title upon the death of his 
father 28 Auguſt 1769, and reſigned the appointment of one of the lords 
of the bedchamber in December 1777. He was farther conſtituted 
39 March 1782 maſter of his. majeſty's buck-hounds, which office he 
exchanged 20 May 1783 for that of captain of the band of gentlemen 
penſioners, and reſigned in December in the fame year. 


The earl of Jerſey married Frances, daughter and heireſs of doctor Philip 
Twiſden, lord biſhop of Raphoe in the kingdom of Ireland ; by which 
lady he has iflue, 1. Charlotte, born 2 May 1771. 2. Anne Barbara 

3 755 Frances, 
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Frances, born 22 March 1772. 3. George, lord viſcount Villiers, born 
19 Auguſt 1773. 4. Caroline Elizabeth, born 16 December 1774.

The family of Villiers is deſcended from the lords of Liſle Adam in 
the duchy of Normandy, who came over to England with William the 
conqueror. Sir Nicholas de Villers, in the reign of king Edward the firſt, 
* diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the wars of the Holy Land, and aſſumed the arms 
which are now borne by the earl of Jerſey. George Villiers, in the reign 
of queen Elizabeth, had iſſue, 1. William, created a baronet by king 
James the firſt 19 July 1619, which honour became extin& 27 F ebruary 
1711. 2. Edward. By a ſecond marriage with Mary, daughter of 
Anthony Beaumont of Glenfield in the county of Leiceſter eſquire, which 
lady was created 1608 counteſs of Buckingham for life, he alſo had iſſue, 
x John, created 1609 baron Villiers of Stoke in the county of Buckingham 
and viſcount Purbec in the county of Dorſet, which titles became extinct 
18 February 1657. 2. George. 3. Chriſtopher, created 24 September 
1623 baron of Daventry in the county of Northampton and earl of Angle- 
ſea, which titles became extinct in the year 1659. 


George, ſecond fon of George Villiers by Mary his ſecond wife, was 
the founder of the fortune and honours of his family. He was introduced 
in the year 1613 to king James the firſt, who was ſtruck with the beauty 
of his perſon and the gracefulneſs of his deportment, and from that time 
made him his principal favourite. He was ſucceſſively created, 27 Auguit . 
1616, baron of Whaddon in the county of Buckingham and viſcount 
Villiers; 5 January 1617 earl, and 1 January 1618 marquis of Buck- 
ingham ;- and finally, 18 May 1623 carl of Coventry in the county of 
Warwick 


\ 
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Warwick and duke of Buckingham. He was conſtituted in the year 16 RF” -. 
maſter of the horſe to the king, and 30 January 1618 lord high admiral 
of England. This nobleman was of a capricious and arbitrary diſpoſition, 
and conducted the greateſt public affairs in ſuch a manner as to gratify his 
perſonal reſentments. He broke off the match of the prince of Wales; 
afterwards king Charles the firſt, with the infanta of Spain, and ruined the 
intereſts at court of Cranfield carl of Middleſex lord high treaſurer, and of 
Digby earl of Briſtol ambaſſador to the court of Madrid, who as well as him- 
ſelf had originally promoted the match. Being equally a favourite with king 
Charles the firſt as he had been with his father, he involved the nation in 
a war, becauſe the queen of France did not think fit to indulge the gallantry 
of his diſpoſition. He was impeached of high crimes and miſdemeanours 
by the firſt parliament of king Charles the firſt ; and, defirous to recover 
the popular favour, undertook an expedition, as admiral of the fleet and 
commander in chicf of the land forces, againſt the iſland of Rhee 1627, in 
which he miſcarried. He was aſſaſſinated by John Felton, a lieutenant in 
the army, in the thirty-fixth year of his age 23 Auguſt 1628. 


George, ſecond duke of Buckingham, his ſon, was ſent upon his travels 
during the period of the civil war, and returning to England while the king 
was in confinement, himſelf and Francis, his brother, thought themſelves 
obliged to venture their lives and fortunes for his deliverance, and accord-- 
ingly engaged 1648 in the project of the earl of Holland, In this under- 
taking lord Francis Villiers was killed. The duke of Buckingham attended 
king Charles the ſecond in his expedition into Scotland ; and, by the 
pliability of his manners, fo effectually recommended himſelf to the high 
preſbyterians, that he was the only one of the king's Engliſh ſervants who 


was 
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was not removed from his perſon. He diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the battle 
of Worceſter 3 September 1661, and after the defeat eſcaped in ſafety to the 
continent. Coming over to England in the year 1658, he was committed 
to the Tower 24 Auguſt, but reconciled himſelf to the predominant faction, 
and was diſcharged 29 July in the following year. He was appointed 
1672 maſter of the horſe to king Charles the ſecond, and had a conſiderable 
influence in the councils of that monarch, being one of the members 
of the celebrated cabal. Declining, however, in credit with the king, he 
joined lord Shafteſbury and the leaders in oppoſition, and was committed to 
the Tower in February 1677 for queſtioning the legality of the parliament, 
but was diſcharged upon his ſubmiſſion. By the unſteadineſs of his temper 
and the fickleneſs of his friendſhips he greatly ſunk in the general opinion ; 
and, having waſted his eſtate by every kind of prodigality, died in a poor 
| cottage in Yorkſhire 16 April 1687. This nobleman was the author of 
the celebrated comedy of the Rehearſal, the object of which is to parody the 
tragedies of Dryden. From the ſingularity of his diſpoſition and fortune, 
he. became a topic of cenſure to ſome of our moſt celebrated poets. Pope 
has commemorated his miſerable end ; and Dryden has deſcribed his cha- 
racter, as 


A man ſo various, that he ſeem'd to be 
Not one, but all mankind's epitome : 
Stiff in opinions, always in the wrong ; 

Was every thing by ſtarts, and nothing long; 

But, in the courſe of one revolving moon, 

Was chemiſt, fidler, ſtateſman, and buffoon. 

Bleſt madman, who could every hour employ, 

With ſomething new, to wiſh, or to enjoy ! | 
Edward, 


Edward, ſecond ſon of George Villiers by his firſt marriage, was, by the 
intereſt of his brother, the duke of Buckingham, appointed 10 March 
1622 preſident of the province of Munſter in Ireland, where he conducted 
himſelf with conſiderable reputation, and died 7 September 1626. He 
married Barbara, daughter of ſir John Saint John of Lidiard Tregoſe in 
the county of Wilts, and niece to ſir Oliver St. John, created 3 January 
1620 viſcount Grandiſon of Limeric in the kingdom of Ireland, with 
remainder to the male iſſue of fir Edward Villiers and Barbara his wife. 
Their iſſue were, 1. William, ſecond lord viſcount Grandiſon. 2. John, 
third lord viſcount Grandiſon. 3. George, fourth lord viſcount Gran- 
diſon. 4. Edward. Oliver, firſt lord viſcount Grandiſon, died 1630. 


William, ſecond lord viſcount Grandiſon, diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the 
party of king Charles the firſt, and was killed at the fiege of Briſtol 26 July 
1643. He was father of Barbara, created by king Charles the ſecond 
3 Auguſt 1670 baroneſs of Nonſuch in the county of Surrey, counteſs of 
Southampton and ducheſs of Cleveland, with remainder to her eldeſt ſon. 
She bore to that monarch, 1. Charles, duke of Cleveland and South- 
ampton, which titles became extin& 1773. 2. Henry, duke of Grafton. 
3- George, duke of Northumberland, which title became extin& 1726. 
4. Anne, married to Thomas Lennard, lord Dacre, created earl of Suſſex. 
5. Charlotte, married to fir Edward Henry Lee of Ditchley in the county 
of Oxford baronet, created earl of Litchfield. Roger Palmer, the huſband 
of the ducheſs of Cleveland was created 1661 earl of Caſtlemain in 'the 
kingdom of Ireland. Her grace dicd in the year 1709. 


George, fourth lord viſcount Grandiſon, was grandfather of John fifth 
lord viſcount Grandiſon, who. was created 11 September 1721 earl Gran- 


M m | diſon 
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diſon of Limeric in the kingdom of Ireland, and had iſſue Elizabeth, 
created 10 April 1746 viſcounteſs Grandiſon of Dromana in the kingdom 
of Ireland, and 20 December 1766 counteſs of Grandiſon. Upon her death 
June 1782, ſhe was ſucceeded in her titles by George, preſent earl of 

Grandiſon, her ſon; and upon the death of John, firſt earl Grandiſon, 
her father, 1766 the title of earl Grandiſon of Limeric became extinct, 


and that of viſcount Grandiſon deſcended to William, third earl of 
Jerſey. | 


Edward, fourth ſon of Edward preſident of Munſter, adhered to the 


royal party in the civil war, and was wounded in the battle of Newberry 
20 September 1643. 


Edward, his ſon, accompanied the prince of Orange, afterwards king 
William the third, in the expedition of 1688, and was by that monarch 
created baron Villiers of Hoo and viſcount Villiers of Dartford, and ſoon 
after earl of Jerſey. He was one of the plenipotentiaries for concluding 
the treaty of Ryſwic 1697, after which he was appointed ambaſſador 
extraordinary and miniſter plenipotentiary to the republic of the United 
Provinces, and in the following year exchanged that employment for the 
office of ambaſlador extraordinary to the moſt Chriſtian king, Upon his 
return from the court of France, he was conſtituted 14 May 1699 one of 
his -majeſty's principal ſecretaries of ſtate ; and in that capacity concluded 
the ſecond treaty of partition. Having reſigned the office of ſecretary of 


ſtate, he was appointed 24. June 1700 lord chamberlain of the houſhold, 
in which office he continued till April 1704, He was intended to have 


been nominated one of the plenipotentiaries for concluding the treaty of 
Utrecht; but that deſign was ſuperſeded by his death 26 Auguſt 1711.

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William, ſecond earl of Jerſey, his ſon, had iſſue, 1. William, third earl of 
Jerſey.

JOHN POULET, earl Poulet, viſcount Poulet of Hinton Saint 
George, and baron Poulet of Hinton Saint George, recorder of the borough 
of Bridgwater. 


This nobleman was born 7 April 1756, and ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of his father 14 April 1788. 


Earl Poulet married 11 June 1782 | , daughter and heireſs 
of ſir George Pocock knight of the bath; by which lady he has iſſue, 
1. » lord viſcount Hinton, born 6 July 1 3. 2. A ſon, 


born 14 May 1786. 


Sir John Poulet, in the reign of king Richard the ſecond, was father 
of Thomas, anceſtor to earl Poulet, and of William, anceſtor to the preſent 
duke of Bolton. Sir Amias Poulet, in the reign of king Henry the eighth, 
is memorable for having inflicted upon cardinal Wolſey, when only a ſchool- 
maſter at Lymington in the county of Somerſet, the puniſhment of the 
ſtocks : which indignity he was afterwards obliged to expiate by rebuilding 
the middle gate of the Temple, and decorating it with the cardinal's arms, 
badges and devices. Sir Amias, his grandſon, was in the year 1 576 
appointed ambaſſador from queen Elizabeth to the moſt Chriſtian king, 
and had the cuſtody of Mary queen of Scots committed to his charge 
1584.

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John Poulet, his grandſon, was by king Charles the firſt created baron 


Poulet of Hinton Saint George ; and, together with John, ſecond lord 


Poulet, his ſon, adhered to the party of that monarch in the enſuing civil 
war. | 


John, fourth lord Poulet, grandſon of John ſecond lord Poulet, was 
by queen Anne created viſcount of Hinton Saint George and earl Poulet. 
Upon the change of miniſtry in 1710, he was conſtituted 8 Auguſt firſt 
lord commiſſioner of the treaſury ; and, when the ſtaff of lord high treaſurer 
was conferred on the earl of Oxford, earl Poulet was declared 13 June 
1711 lord ſteward of her majeſty's houſhold, in which office he continued 
till the death of that princeſs.

GEORGE JAMES CHOLMONDELEY, earl of Cholmondeley, 
viſcount Malpas, baron Cholmondeley of Wich Malbank and baron of 
Newburgh in the kingdom of Great Britain ; viſcount Cholmondeley of 
Kellis and baron of Newborough in the kingdom of Ireland ; one of his 


majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, and colonel of the militia of the 
county of Cheſter. 


, 


This nobleman was born 30 April 1749, and ſucceeded to the title upon 


the death of his grandfather 10 June 1770. He was conſtituted 1771 lord 
lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Cheſter; and, having 


reſigned that office, was declared 14 June 1782 envoy extraordinary to the 
court of Berlin, which office he reſigned in September in the ſame year. 


He was farther appointed 12 April 1783 captain of the yeomen of the 
guard, which office he reſigned in December following. 


The family of Cholmondeley is deſcended "4g the female line from 
Robert Fitzhugh, baron of Malpas in the reign of king William the con-- 
queror. William de Belward, heir of this barony in the reign of king 
Henry the ſecond, had iflue, 1. David, father of Philip, who aflumed the 
ſurname of Egerton, and is anceſtor to the duke of Bridgwater. 2. Robert, 
who aſſumed the ſurname of Cholmondeley. Hugh Cholmondeley, in the 


reign of queen Elizabeth, was knighted in the memorable year of the 
Spaniſh invaſion, and had ifſue two ſons, Robert and Hugh. 


3 Robert, 
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Robert, the eldeſt ſon, was created a baronet by king James the firſt 
29 June 1611, and by king Charles the firſt '1628 was promoted to the 
dignity of viſcount Cholmondeley of Kellis in the kingdom of Ireland. 
He exerted himſelf in behalf of the royal party in the civil war, and was 
farther promoted 1 September 1645 to the degree of an Engliſh baron by 
the title of lord Cholmondeley, and 5 March in the following year to the 
title of earl of Leinſter in the kingdom of Ireland. Theſe titles became 
extinct upon his death 2 October 1659, but that of viſcount Cholmondeley 
of Kellis in the kingdom of Ireland was immediately after the reſtoration 


29 March 1661 revived in favour of Robert, fon of Hugh his younger 
brother. 


Hugh, ſecond lord viſcount Cholmondeley, exerted himſelf in favour 
of the prince of Orange, afterwards king William the third ; and was by 
that monarch created baron Cholmondeley of the kingdom of Great Britain; 
and by his fucceſſor, queen Anne, viſcount Malpas and earl of Chol- 
mondeley. Theſe titles were, in each inſtance, conferred with remainder 


to his younger brother, George, ſecond earl of Cholmondeley : and earl 
Hugh died 18 January 1725. 


George, ſecond earl of Cholmondeley, ſerved in the wars of king Wil- 
liam, and was wounded at the battle of Steinkirk 1692. By king George 
the firſt 16 March 1715 he was created baron of Newborough in the king- 
dom of Ircland, and ſoon after baron of Newburgh in the kingdom of Great 
Britain. He had inue, 1. George, third earl of Cholmondeley. 2. James, 
who embraced the military profeſſion, and ſerved in Flanders in the war 
of 1741, and in Great Britain during the rebellion of 1745. He died 


13 October 1775 ; and the earl of Cholmondeley, his father, 7 May 1733.

George, third earl of Cholmondeley, was appointed 10 December 1743

EDWARD HARLEY, earl of Oxford and earl Mortimer, and baron 
Harley of Wigmore ; one of the lords of his majeſty's bedchamber, lord 
lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Radnor, one of the 
truſtees of the Britiſh Muſeum, doctor of laws and fellow of the royal 
ſociety. | 


This nobleman was born 2 September 1726, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father 11 April 1755. He was conſtituted 1761 one 
of the lords of his majeſty's bedchamber, and farther appointed lord 
lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Radnor 1766. 


The earl of Oxford married 11 July 1751 Suſannah, daughter of 
William Archer of Welford in the county of Berks eſquire. 


The family of Harley is more ancient chan the Norman conqueſt and 
it appears that an officer of that name commanded an army in the reign of 
king Ethelred, and defeated Sweyn king of Denmark in the year 1013. 
Richard de Harley, in the reign of king Henry the third, aſſiſted Roger 
Mortimer, lord of Wigmore, in his project for liberating prince Edward, 
afterwards king Edward the firſt, after the battle of Lewes. The family 
was particularly patroniſed by that monarch, and attained in his reign to 
ſome degree of opulence. Thomas Harley, in the reign of king James 
the firſt, obtained a grant of the honour and caſtle of Wigmore, in 
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conſideration of a remote deſcent from the family of Mortimer, lords of 
Wigmore. 


Sir Robert Harley, knight of the bath, his ſon, was a conſiderable 
leader in the oppoſition to king Charles the firſt, and an encourager of the 


principles of the Preſbyterians. His caſtle of Brampton ſtood a conſiderable 


fiege in the civil war, but was at length taken and burnt 1643. Sir 


| Robert, as well as his ſon fir Edward, alſo a knight of the bath, was 


among the members of the houſe of commons who voted 6 December 
1648, that the king's anſwer was a ground for peace, and who were 
afterwards excluded by Oliver Cromwel. He died 6 November 16 56. 


Sir Edward Harley appears to have been a man of great honour and 
integrity. He aſſiſted in the reſtoration of king Charles the ſecond, and 
was ſelected by general Monk as a proper perſon to be named governor of 
Dunkirk. He proved ſtrenuous in his oppoſition to the ſubſequent ſale 
of that fortreſs, and was ſuperſeded in his government previous to its 
ſurrender. He is faid to have refuſed the offer of being created a viſcount 
immediately after the reſtoration, aſſigning as his reaſon, „ leſt his zeal 
« and his ſervices ſhould' be reproached as proceeding from ambition, and 
«© not from conſcience.” He raiſed a troop of horſe for the ſervice of the 
prince of Orange, afterwards king William the third, and died 8 December 
1700, leaving iſſue two ſons, Robert and Edward. x 


Robert Harley was an active member of the houſe of commons during 
the reign of king William, and author of ſeveral important acts of par- 
lament. He was choſen 11 February 1701 to the office of ſpeaker, 


in which fituation he continued till 1705. He was farther conſtituted 


3 18 May 
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18 May 1704 one of the principal ſecretaries of ſtate, and was diſmiſſed in 
February 1708. He was the moſt conſiderable agent in thoſe meaſures 
which led to the diſimiſſion of queen Anne's whig miniſters, the depriving 
of his appointments John duke of Marlborough, and the concluſion of the 
peace of Utrecht. Accordingly he was declared 10 Auguſt 1710 one of 
the lords commiſſioners of the treaſury, and chancellor and under treaſurer 


of the exchequer. An attempt was made to aſſaſſinate him at the council 
table by the marquis de Guiſcard, a French ſpy, 8 March in the following 


year ; and this incident tended greatly to the increaſe of his popularity. He 
was immediately after created baron Harley of Wigmore, earl of Oxford 
and earl Mortimer, with remainder to the male iſſue of fir Robert Harley, 
his grandfather ; and 29 May was farther conſtituted lord high treaſurer of 
England. In conſequence of the miſunderſtandings between him and his 
illuſtrious colleague, Henry lord viſcount Bolingbroke, he reſigned the 
ſtaff of lord high treaſurer 27 July 1714, five days before the death of queen 
Anne. Upon the acceſſion of king George the firſt he was impeached of 
high treaſon 10 June 1715, committed to the Tower 16 July in the ſame 
year, and acquitted by the houſe of lords 1 July 1717. The earl of Oxford 
was a patron of literature and learned men, and particularly cultivated the 
moſt entire friendſhip with the celebrated doctor Jonathan Swift. He died 
21 May 1724. | 


Edward, ſecond earl of Oxford, his ſon, was chiefly diſtinguiſhed by the 
additions he made to the collection, begun by his father, of curious books, 
both printed and manuſcript, particularly relating to the hiſtory and anti- 


quities of England, which is now depoſited in the Britiſh Muſeum. He 
died 16 June 1741.

This nobleman was born 27 September 1756, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father 18 April 1787. 


Earl Ferrers married 13 March 1778 Elizabeth, daughter of John 
Prentice of the county of Eſſex eſquire ; by which lady he has iſſue Robert 
Sewallis, lord viſcount Tamworth, born 9 November 1778. 


The family of Shirley is deſcended from Saſuallo or Sewallus, lord of 
Etingdon in the county of Warwick in the reign of king Edward the con- 
feſſor. Upon the acceſſion of king William the conqueror the lordſhip 
of Etingdon was given to Henry earl of Ferrers in the duchy of Normandy, 
and was held under him and his family by Sewallus and his poſterity. 
James, his deſcendant, in the reign of king Henry the third, aſſumed the 
ſurname of Shirley, George, the "deſcendant of James, was created a 
baronet by king James the firſt 22 May 161 1. Sir Henry, ſecond baronet, 

his ſon, married Dorothy, daughter of Robert Devereux earl of Eſſex, 
favourite of queen Elizabeth, fifth in deſcent from fir Walter Devereux 
and Anne his wife, baroneſs de Ferrars of Chartley, Bourchier and Lovaine. 
Sir Robert, fourth baronet, his ſon, died in confinement in the Tower 
on account of his loyalty to king Charles the firſt,

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Sir Robert, ſixth baronet, his ſon, had the titles of baron de Ferrars of

WILLIAM WENTWORTH, earl of Strafford, viſcount Wentworth 
of Wentworth Woodhouſe, viſcount of 8 tainborough, baron of Raby, 
 Newmarch and Overſley, and a baronet ; fellow of the royal ſociety. 


This nobleman was born 1712, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father November 1739. 


| The earl of, Strafford married 28 April 1741 Anne, daughter of John 
Campbel duke of Argyle and Greenwich, who died 5 February 1786. 


The family of Wentworth is of Saxon original, and derives its name 
from the lordſhip of Wentworth in the wapentake of Strafford in the county 
of York. William Wentworth, or Wyntword, in the reign of king Henry 
the third,. married Emma, daughter and heireſs of William Woodhouſe of 
| Woodhouſe, from whom the family have derived the appellation of Went- 
worth of Wentworth Woodhouſe. Richard, his grandſon, was conſtituted 
in the year 1338 lord biſhop of London, and 6 July in the following year 
lord high chancellor of England, and died in the year 1340. William, his 


nephew, had two ſons ; William, anceſtor to the earl of Strafford ; and 
John, anceſtor to lord viſcount Wentworth, 


Thomas, fourth in deſcent from William, diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the 
party of king Henry the fixth in the civil wars, and was taken priſoner at 
| | the 
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the battle of Hexham 3 April 1463. Thomas, fourth in deſcent from 
Thomas, married Margaret, daughter and heireſs of fir William Gaſcoigne 
of Gawthorpe in the county of knight; by which lady the 
baronies of Newmarch and Overſley deſcended to the family of Wentworth. 
William, the iſſue of this marriage, was by king James the firſt 29 June 
1611 advanced to the dignity of a baronet. He had iſſue, 1. Thomas, his 


ſucceſſor. 2. William. 3. George, who was appointed by king Charles 
the firſt, commander in chief of the forces in Ireland. 


Sir Thomas Wentworth, ſecond baronet, diſtinguiſhed himſelf, in the 


latter part of the reign of king James the firſt and the beginning of the 


ſubſequent reign, in the Puritan party, and zealouſly oppoſed the deſpotic 
meaſures of thoſe princes. He was afterwards reconciled, to king Charles 
the firſt, and created 22 July 1628 baron, and o December in the ſame 
year viſcount Wentworth. In the year 1629 he was declared preſident of 
the North, and February 1633 lord deputy of the kingdom of Ireland. 
In theſe offices his conduct was occaſionally imperious and haughty, and he 
entered into the ſervice of the prince with ſincerity and zeal. He was 
lieutenant general of the army appointed to march againſt the Scots, and 
in the year 1640 was created baron Raby and earl of Strafford, and 
appointed lord lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland. Upon the meeting 
of the long parliament in the cloſe of that year, he was impeached of high | 
treaſon. He was proceeded againſt by bill of attainder ; and, his conviction 
being attended with exceptionable circumitances, it was declared that it 
ſhould not ſerve as a precedent for future occaſions. 'The king exerted 
himſelf to defeat the bill; but, being preſſed by the emergency of his 
ſituation, and by a letter from lord Strafford, in which he intreated him 
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not to perſiſt in his oppoſition, he at length gave to it the royal aſſent 


by commiſſion. Lord Strafford was executed 12 May 1641. 


William, his ſon, was reſtored to his father's honours by patent 1 De- 


cember in the ſame year, and by act of parliament ſoon after the reſtoration. 


Dying without ifſue in the year 1695, he bequeathed his eſtate to Thomas 
Watſon, ſon of Edward lord Rockingham and Anne daughter to earl 


Thomas, and anceſtor to the late marquis of Rockingham. With him 
the title of earl of Strafford became extinct. 


William, younger brother of Thomas firſt earl of Strafford, took arms 


in favour of king Charles the firſt, and was killed at the battle of Marſton 


Moor 3 July 1644.

Thomas, third lord Raby, ſucceeded to the barony upon the death of 
William ſecond earl of Strafford. He diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the wars 
of 
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king William the third, and acquired great military reputation. He was 
conſtituted by queen Anne, in the year 1703, envoy er traordinary to Frederic 
firſt king of Pruſſia, and ſucceeded lord viſcount Townſhend as ambaſſador 
extraordinary to the republic of the United Provinces March 1711. 
In the fame year he was created earl of Strafford, and conſtituted one of her 
majeſty's plenipotentiaries for concluding the peace of Utrecht. He was 
declared 29 Auguſt 1712 firſt lord commiſſioner of the admiralty ; which 
office he reſigned 11 October 1714, as alſo the appointment of ambaſſador 
to the United Provinces 20 December in the ſame year. He married 
Anne, daughter and heireſs of fir Henry Johnſon of Bradenham in the 
county of Buckingham knight; by which lady, who died 19 September 
1754, he had iſſue, 1. William, preſent and ſecond earl of Strafford.

WILLIAM LEGGE, earl of Dartmouth, viſcount Lewiſham and 
baron of Dartmouth ; high ſteward of the univerſity of Oxford, recorder 
of the city of Litchfield, preſident of the London diſpenſary, a vice pre- 
fident of the Foundling Hoſpital and the Lock Hoſpital, a governor of the 


Charter Houſe, doctor of laws and fellow of the royal ſociety. 


This nobleman was born 1725, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his grandfather 15 December 1750. He was conſtituted 


20 July 1765 firſt lord commiſſioner of the board of trade and plantations, 


which office he reſigned in Auguſt 1766. He was farther appointed 
14 Auguſt 1772 his majeſty's principal ſecretary of ſtate for the American 
department, and exchanged that office 10 November 1775 for the place 
of lord keeper of the privy ſeal. He reſigned this appointment in March 
1782, and was conſtituted 12 April 1783 lord ſteward of his majeſty's 
houſhold, which office he held till the month of December following. 
He was elected high ſteward of the univerſity of Oxford 1786. 


The earl of Dartmouth married 11 January 1755 Frances Catherine, 
daughter and heireſs of fir Charles Gunter Nichol knight of the bath ; by 
which lady he has iſſue, 1.

The family of Legge is ſaid to be deſcended from a patrician family of 
the city of Ravenna in Italy, and came over to England about the time 
of king Henry the ſecond. Thomas Legge, in the reign of king Edward 
the third, was twice lord mayor of London, married Elizabeth, daughter 
of Thomas Beauchamp earl of Warwick, and was beheaded, together with 
Simon Sudbury, archbiſhop of Canterbury, by the partiſans of Wat Tyler 
in the year 1381. Thomas, his grandſon, ſerved with great gallantry in 
the French wars of king Henry the fixth. The family of Legge alſo 
diſtinguiſhed themſelves on the part of king Charles the firſt in the civil 
wars. William, the eldeſt of four brothers who ſerved in the army of that 
monarch, was ſeveral times made priſoner by the republican party. Being 
charged with high treaſon by order of the parliament in the year 1649, he 
was ſaved by the interpoſition of William Lenthal the ſpeaker, whoſe 
pardon he was inſtrumental in procuring at the period of the reſtoration. 
He was wounded and taken priſoner at the battle of Worceſter 3 Sep- 
tember 1651, and died 13 October 1672. 


George, his ſon, was conſtituted maſter general of the office of ordnance 
28 January 1681, and in the following year was advanced to the dignity of 
baron of Dartmouth. Upon the acceſſion of king James the ſecond he 
was conſtituted, in addition to his former office, maſter of the horſe to the 


king and conſtable of the Tower of London. He reſigned the poſt of maſter 


of 
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of the horſe 16 December 1687, and in the following year was appointed 
admiral of the fleet deſtined to intercept the prince of Orange. He had 


a ſtrong perſonal attachment to king James the ſecond, and at the period 
of the revolution was deprived of all his employments. He was committed 


priſoner to the Tower of London July 1691, and died in confinement 
25 October in that year. 


William, ſecond lord Dartmouth, his fon, was conſtituted in the year 
1710 one of the principal ſecretaries of ſtate. In the following year he 
was created viſcount Lewiſham and earl of Dartmouth ; and, having 
reſigned the office of ſecretary of ſtate, was declared in the year 1713 lord

This nobleman was born Auguſt 1730; and, having embraced the 
clerical profeſſion, was appointed one of his majeſty's chaplains in ordinary, 
which office he exchanged February 1767 for that of lord biſhop of 
Cloyne in the kingdom of Ireland. From this ſee he was tranſlated to that 
of Derry 30 January 1768. He ſucceeded to the title upon the Aedth of 
his brother 23 December 1779. The earl of Briſtol was extremely active 
in the tranſactions of the volunteers of the kingdom of Ireland 1784. 


The earl of Briſtol married Elizabeth, daughter of fir Jermyn Davers of 
Ruſhbrook in the county of Suffolk baronet ; by which lady he has iſſue,

by which lady, who died 11 January 1777, he had iſſue Barbara, married 
to Edward Thoroton Gould of Woodham Mansfield in the county of Not- 
tingham eſquire.

1778. 3. Henry, born September 1780. The earl of Suſſex married, 


ſecondly, 29 January 1778 Mary, daughter of John Vaughan of the city of 
Briſtol eſquire. 


The family of Yelverton is deſcended from fir William Yelverton in the 
reign of king Henry the ſixth, who was conſtituted 6 February 1444 one 
of the judges of the court of King's Bench, and 9 October 1470 exchanged 
this office for that of one of the judges of the court of Common Pleas. 
William, fourth in deſcent from fir William, had iſſue, 1. Henry, whoſe

This nobleman was born 26 Auguſt 1738, and elected 7 December 
1759 to repreſent the borough of Hertford, He ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father 18 September 1764, and was created 


31 January 1778 a count of the Holy Roman empire. His principal 
reſidence for ſeveral years has been at Florence in Italy.

The family of Fermor has been traced- back to the reign of king Richard 
the third. Richard Fermor, in the reign of king Henry the eighth, ſuf- 
fered the penalties of a premunire, for conveying relief to one Nicholas 
Thayne, formerly his confeſſor, but at that time impriſoned for denying 
the king's ſupremacy, His whole eſtate real and perſonal was confiſcated, 
but afterwards reſtored with great dilapidations by king Edward the fixth. 
George, his grandſon, ſpent his youth in the wars of the Netherlands under 
William the firſt prince of Orange, and was the friend of fir Philip Sidney. 
William, his grandſon, was created a baronet, and fuffered conſiderable 
loſſes for his loyalty to king Charles the firſt; and Hatton, his brother, 
was killed in the civil wars 11 January 1645. Sir William, ſecond baronet, 
his ſon, was created by king William the third baron Lempſter. 


Thomas, ſecond lord Lempſter, was created by king George the firſt 
earl of Pomfret, and married Henrietta Louiſa, daughter of John Jeffries 
lord Jeffries; by which lady, who died 17 December 1761, he had iſſue,

WILLIAM GRAHAM, duke of Montroſe, marquis of Montroſe and 
Graham, earl of Montroſe, baron of Graham, Dundaff, Kincairn, Mindoc, 
and Kinaber in the kingdom of Scotland ; earl Graham and baron Graham 
of Belford in the kingdom of Great Britain, 


This nobleman ſucceeded to the title upon the death of his brother 
2 October 1731, and to the Scottiſh honours upon the death of his father 


7 January 1742. 


The duke of Montroſe married October 1742 Lucy, danghter of 
John ſecond duke of Rutland ; by which lady, who died 18 June 1788, 
he has iſſue, 1. Lucy, born July 1751, and married 13 June 1771 to 
Archibald, nephew and heir to Archibald Douglas duke of Douglas: ſhe 
died 10 February 1780. 2. James, marquis of Graham, born 8 February 
1755, and elected 1780 to repreſent the borough of Richmond in the 
county of York, and 1784 to repreſent the borough of Great Bedwin in 
the county of Wilts. He was appointed 27 December 1783 one of the 
lords commiſſioners of the treaſury, and is chancellor of the univerſity of 
"Glaſgow. He married 5 June 1785 Jemima Elizabeth, daughter of John

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. the ſecond, whoſe acceſſion to the crown is dated in the year 419. He had 


many engagements with the Britons ; and, by forcing the rampart they 
had erected between the firths of Forth and Clyde, gained fo much 


reputation, that from him that trench has received the name of Graham's 
dyke. 


Sir David Graham, in the reign of king Alexander the third, had 
poſſeſſion of the barony of Kincardin or Kincairn, and was father of fir 
Patrick, who was killed at the battle of Dunbar fighting againſt the 
Engliſh 1297 ; and fir John, who was the friend of the celebrated fir 
William Wallace, and was killed at the battle of Falkirk 22 July 1299. 
Sir David, the grandſon of fir Patrick, was a ſtrenuous adherent to the 
family of Bruce, and was taken priſoner, together with king David, at the 
battle of Durham 17 October 1346. Patrick, his ſon, bore the ſtyle of 


lord of Graham, Dundaff and Kincardin, and by a younger ſon was anceſtor 
of the extinct earls of Menteith, : 


William, lord Graham, deſcended from the elder branch, diſtinguiſhed 
himſelf by his loyalty to king James the third, and was by king James 
the fourth 3 March 1 504 advanced to the dignity of earl of Montroſe in 
the county of Forfar. He had iſſue, 1. William, ſecond earl of Montroſe. 
2. Andrew, who was elected firſt proteſtant biſhop of ins 1575, 
and died 1606. Earl William the father was killed, together with king 
James the fourth, in the battle of Flodden Field 7 September 1513. 

William, ſecond earl of Montroſe, had iflue Robert, commonly called 
Maſter of Montroſe, who was killed at the battle of Pinkey 10 September 


1547. 


John, 
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John, third earl of Montroſe, ſon of Robert, was appointed by king 
James the ſixth 1 May 1582 lord high treaſurer of Scotland, which office 
he reſigned in the year 158 5, and was farther conſtituted January 1598 
lord high chancellor of the kingdom of Scotland, in which office he 
continued till the year 1604. At the ſame time he was appointed regent of 
the kingdom of Scotland for life, and died 9 November 1608. 


John, fourth earl of Montroſe, his ſon, was in the year 1625 declared 


lord preſident of the privy council of the kingdom of Scotland, and died 
24 November in the following year. 


James, fifth earl of Montroſe, his ſon, was the moſt adventurous and 
intrepid character of the age in which he lived. In early youth he engaged 
in the party of the Scottiſh covenanters ; but, being deputed to negociate 
with king Charles the firſt at Berwick in the year 1639, he became 
reconciled to his ſovereign, and ever after devoted himſelf to his 
ſervice. In the year 1644 he was created marquis of Montroſe, and 
received a commiſſion from the king conſtituting him captain general and 
commander in chief of the forces in Scotland. Upon this occafion, by the 
moſt incredible efforts he raiſed a ſmall army, and pained fix victories in 
one year againſt a great inequality of numbers. He then marched to 
Edinburgh, and put himſelf in poſſeſſion of the metropolis, but was at 
length defeated 13 September 1745 by a detachment from England at 
Philiphaugh. In the following year, when king Charles ſurrendered 
himſelf to the Scottiſh army at Newark, he received orders from the 
ſovereign to retire. from the kingdom, which he obeyed. H aving reſided 
for ſome time at Paris, he contracted an acquaintance with cardinal de 


Retz, by whom his genius and courage are highly celebrated. In the year 
| 8 8 1050 
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16 50 his commiſſion of captain general was renewed by king Charles the 
ſecond ; and, having collected a ſmall force of about five hundred men, 
he failed for Scotland. Here he was defeated and taken priſoner, and was 
treated by the adherents of the covenant, who were then negociating with 
the king, with every ſpecies of indignity. By the magiſtrates of Edinburgh 
he was put into a cart, in which there was a high chair or bench upon 
which he was placed, and was bound with a cord drawn over his breaſt 
and ſhoulders, and faſtened through holes made in the cart. The hangman 
then took off the hat of the priſoner, -and rode himſelf before the cart in 
his livery and with his bonnet on. -Being brought before the parliament, 
the- marquis diſplayed the utmoſt firmneſs and dignity, and was ſentenced 
to be hanged upon a gibbet thirty feet high, and then to have his head 
ſtuck up at Edinburgh, and his legs and arms at four principal towns of 
the kingdom. When this judgement was pronounced, he replied, © that 
« he was prouder to have his head ſet upon the gate of the priſon, than 
<< to have his picture hanged in the king's bedchamber ;” adding, that 
«© he wiſhed that he had limbs enough to be diſperſed into all the cities of 


«© Chriſtendom, there to remain as teſtimonies of the cauſe for which he

JOHN KER, duke of Roxburgh, marquis of Beaumont and Cesford, 
earl of Roxburgh and Kelſo, viſcount Broxmouth, baron Ker of Roxburgh, 
Cesford and Caverton in the kingdom of Scotland; earl Ker and baron Ker 
of Wakefield in the kingdom of Great Britain; knight of the moſt ancient 
order of the thiſtle, and one of the lords of his majeſty's bedchamber. 


This nobleman was born April 1740. He ſucceeded to the title 


upon the death of his father 20 July 1755, and was appointed 1767 
one of the lords of his majeſty's bedchamber. 


The family of Ker is deſcended from Malcolm Beg Drymen in the 
reign of king Alexander the ſecond, who married Ada, daughter of 


Maldwin earl of Lenox, and whoſe grandſon John aſſumed the name of 


Drummond. His poſterity diſtinguiſhed themſelves by their loyalty to the 
houſe of Bruce; and fir John Drummond, his great grandſon, had iſſue, 
1. Sir Malcolm, who married Iſabel Douglas counteſs of Mar, in whoſe 
right he bore the title of earl of Mar, but died without iflue. 2. Sir John, 
who was appointed juſticiary of Scotland. 3. Dougal, appointed biſhop 
of Dumblaine. 4. Annabella, who married Robert the third, king of 


Scotland, and from whom the preſent royal family of Great Britain is

deſcended. 


John, great grandſon of Malcolm, was by king James the third 
14 January 1487 created lord Drummond, and by king James the fourth

William, 
maſter of Drummond, who being involved in a variance with the family 
of Murray, and having committed ſome hoſtilities, was tried and executed 
in the year 1511.

David, ſecond lord Drummond, grandſon of William, had iſſue,

mond, who was created by king James the firſt 4 March 1605 earl of 


Perth. 2. James lord Maderty, anceſtor to James lord viſcount Strathallan, 
who was attainted in the year 1746. 


John, ſecond earl of Perth, brother of earl James, married Jane, 
daughter of Robert Ker, who was created 1602 baron Ker of Roxburgh, 
and 19 September 1616 baron Ker of Cesford and Caverton and earl of 
Roxburgh. Earl Robert was appointed in the year 1637 lord keeper of the 
privy ſeal of the kingdom of Scotland, and diſtinguiſhed himſelf by his 
loyalty to king Charles the firſt. The ifſue of this marriage was, 1. James, 
third earl of Perth, whoſe ſon James, fourth earl of Perth, was conſtituted 
1682 lord juſtice general, and 1684 lord high chancellor of the kingdom 
of Scotland.

He married Eſſex, daughter of fir Roger Moſtyn of Moſtyn in the 
county of Flint baronet ; by which lady, who died 1 December 1764, he 
had iſſue, 1. John, preſent and third duke of Roxburgh. 2. Eſſex, born

GEORGE WALDGRAVE, earl Waldgrave, viſcount Chewton, 
baron Waldgrave of Chewton and. a baronet ; one of his majeſty's moſt 
honourable privy council, aide de camp to his majeſty, maſter of the horſe 
to the queen, and a colonel in the army. 


This nobleman was born 2 November 1 751, and elected 1774 to 
repreſent the borough of Newcaſtle under Line in the county of Stafford, 


He was appointed 4 May 1782 vice chamberlain of his majeſty's houſhold, 
and 20 November in the ſame year promoted to the rank of a colonel of his 


majeſty's forces. He ſucceeded to the title upon the death of his father 


22 October 1784; and, having reſigned the office of vice chamberlain of 
the houſhold, was conſtituted November in the ſame year maſter of the 
horſe to the queen. 


Earl Waldgrave married 5 May 1782 Elizabeth Laura, daughter of 
James ſecond earl Waldgrave ; by which lady he has iſſue, 1. A 
daughter, born 14 July 1783. 2. „lord viſcount Chewton, born

The family of Waldgrave has been traced back to the reign of king John ;

This nobleman was born 30 October 1724, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father 10 March 1737. He was appointed 

one of the lords of the bedehamber to king George the ſecond, and : 
14 July 1753 ranger and keeper of Saint James's Park and Hyde Park. 
He reſigned both theſe employments in the year 1762, and was promoted 


10 November 1775 to be groom of the ſtole to his majeſty, which office he 
reſigned in March 1782. 


The earl of Aſhburnham married 28 June 1756 Elizabeth, daughter of 
Ambroſe Crawley of Crawley in the county of Suffolk ; by which lady, | 
who died 3 January 1781, he had iſſue, 1.

lieutenant colonel of his majeſty's forces. 


This nobleman was born 13 January 1746, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father 19 November 1763. He embraced the pro- 


feſſion of the army, but in the year 1774 reſigned his military preferments 
in conſequence of his difapprobation of the principles of the American war. 
He was conſtituted in the year 1777 deputy earl marſhal of England; and, 
having reſigned that office, was appointed 3o March 1782 treaſurer of his 
majeſty's houſhold, which office he reſigned in April 1783. He was 
promoted 27 April 1782 to the rank of lieutenant colonel in the army, 


and 10 February 1784 appointed maſter and worker of his majeſty's mint. 


The earl of Effingham married October 1765 Catherine, daughter of 
Metcalfe Proctor of Thorpe in the county of York eſquire. 


William, fon of Thomas ſecond duke of Norfolk, was convicted, during 
the arbitrary reign of king Henry the eighth, of miſpriſion of treaſon in 
concealing the adulteries of queen Catherine Howard, and condemned to 


perpetual impriſonment, but was ſoon after pardoned. By queen Mary

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he was created baron Howard of Effingham, and 20 March 1554 con- 
ſtituted lord high admiral of England, Ireland and Aquitaine. He was 


farther conſtituted in the year 1557 lord chamberlain of the houſhold, 


which office he exchanged 13 July 1572 for that of lord keeper of the privy 
ſeal, and died 21 January 1573, having iſſue, 1. Charles, ſecond lord 
Howard of Effingham. 2. William, 


Charles, ſecond lord Howard of Effingham, was conſtituted by queen 
Elizabeth 24 April 1574 lord chamberlain of her majeſty's houſhold, and 
| 158 5 lord high admiral of England, Ireland and Aquitaine. 
He was commander in chief of the fleet by which the Spaniſh armada was 


defeated in the year 1588, and of another ſquadron which failed againſt 


Cadiz in the year 1596, having on board a number of land forces under the 
command of Robert Devereux earl of Efſex. He was created 22 October 
in that year earl of the county of Nottingham, and was a principal leader 


of the party that effected the ruin of the gallant earl of Eſſex. It was his

This ring 
was intended by the earl, then under ſentence of death, to be carried to the 


queen, accompanied by a requeſt of her majeſty's pardon, but was concealed 


from political motives by the counteſs of Nottingham at the inſtigation of 
her huſband. She is faid to have confeſſed the ſuppreſſion with great 
penitence upon her death-bed to queen Elizabeth, who furiouſly ſhook the 
dying counteſs, exclaiming, God may forgive you, but I never can !” 
and who from that time was ſeized with a melancholy and deſpair, that 
put an end to her life. Lord Nottingham's iflue by this marriage was

GEORGE WALPOLE, earl of Orford, viſcount Walpole, baron 
of Walpole, baron of Houghton and baron Clinton and Say ; ranger and 
keeper of Saint James's and Hyde Park, lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum 
of the county of Norfolk and city of Norwich, colonel of the Weſt regiment 
of the militia of the county of Norfolk, and high ſteward of the borough 
of Great Yarmouth. 55 

This nobleman was born 1 April 1730, and ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of his father 1 April 17 '3 was one of the lords of the 
bedchamber to king George the ſecond, and was appointed a 
lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Norfolk and city of 
Norwich. He was farther promoted 1 February 1763 to be ranger and 
keeper of Saint James's and Hyde Park, and ſucceeded to the title of baron 
Clinton and Say upon the death of his mother 1 3 January 1781. Bo 


The family of Walpole poſſeſſed lands in the town of Walpole in the 
county of Norfolk in the time of king Edward the confeſſor. Henry de 
Walpole was one of the malcontent barons in the reign of king Joan, and 
was taken priſoner, but ſoon after releaſed by that monarch, and reſtored 
to his lands by king Henry the third. Ralph, his grandſon, was elected 
11 November 1238 lod biſhop of N 2rwich, and tranſlated by the -pope 
to the ſee of Ely 15 July 1299. He died 20 March 1302. Edward 
Walpole in the reign of king Charles the ſecond was the zealous aſſiſtant 
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of ſir Horatio Townſhend, afterwards lord viſcount Townſhend, in the 
meaſures in which he engaged for pfomoting the reſtoration. Robert, his 
ſon, had iſſue, 1. Robert. 2. Horatio, created baron Walpole of Wool- 
terton. 3. Galfred, who embraced the maritime profeſſion, and loſt his 


arm in the wars of queen Anne. 4. Dorothy, married to Charles ſecond 
lord viſcount Townſhend. 


Robert, the eldeſt ſon, early engaged in the meaſures of the whig party 
in the reign of queen Anne, and was conſtituted in the year 1707 ſecretary 
at war, and January 1710 exchanged that office for the appointment 
of treaſurer of the navy. He reſigned upon the change of miniſtry in 
Auguſt 1710, and was expelled the houſe of commons and ſent to the 
Tower upon a charge of corrupt practices 4 January 1712. During his 
confinement he was re-elected by his conſtituents for the borough of Lynn 
Regis in the county of Norfolk, but was a ſecond time expelled. Upon 
the acceſſion of king George the firſt he was appointed 23 September 1714 
paymaſter general of his majeſty's forces, and 10 October in the following 
year exchanged that appointment for the offices of firſt lord commiſſioner of 
the treaſury and chancellor of the exchequer, both of which he reſigned 
10 April 1717. He was reappointed 4 June 1720 paymaſter general of his 
majeſty's forces, and 4 April 1721 exchanged that appointment for the 
offices of firſt lord commiſſioner of the treaſury and chancellor of the 
exchequer. Twelve months prior to the death of king George the firſt, 
he was elected knight companion of the moſt noble order of the garter, and 


reſigned all his employments in February 1742, upon which occaſion he 
was created baron of Houghton, viſcount Walpole and earl of Orford.

Frederic lord biſhop of Exeter, ſon of William Anne ſecond earl of 
Albemarle ; Maria, married, firſt, to James ſecond earl Waldgrave, and 


ſecondly to William Henry duke of Glouceſter ; and Charlotte, married 
2 October 1760 to Lionel Tollemache third earl of Dyſart of the kingdom 
of Scotland. He died January 1784. 3. Horatio, who was elected 1741 
and . repreſent the borough of Callington in the county of Cornwal, 
17 54 to repreſent the borough of Caſtle Riſing in the county of Norfolk, 
and 1761 to repreſent the borough of Lyun Regis in that county. He was 


appointed in the year 1760 uſher of his majeſty's exchequer, comptroller of 
the- pipe-office and clerk of the eſtreats in his majeſty's exchequer for life.

He ſucceeded to the title upon the death of 
his father 1 April 1779. He was 20 November 1782 raiſed to the rank 


of colonel in the army, and 28 January 1788 conſtituted colonel of the 
twenty-ninth regiment of foot.

William, third in deſcent from John, brother of Philip firſt earl of 
Cheſterfield, was employed in various foreign negociations and embaſſies 
during the reign of king George the firſt and in the beginning of the reign 
of king George the ſecond.

rington, and conſtituted 13 June 1730 one of his majeſty*s_ principal 


ſecretaries of ſtate, which office he exchanged at the cloſe of the adminiſ-

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tration of fir Robert Walpole 12 February 1742 for the appointment of 


lord preſident of the council, at which time he was created viſcount 
Peterſham and earl of Harrington. Having reſigned this office, he was 
again appointed 18 October 1744 one of the principal ſecretaries of ſtate, - 
which office ſuffered a temporary ſuſpenſion during the adminiſtration of 
Mr. Pelham, from the tenth to the fourteenth day of February 1746.

The earl of Portſmouth married 27 Auguſt 1763 Urania, daughter of 
Coulſon Fellowes of Hampſtead in the county of Middleſex eſquire; by 
which lady he has iflue, 1.

December 1767. 2. Urania Amelia, born 2 June 1769. 3. Newton,

The family of Wallop exiſted in England prior to the Norman conqueſt. 


Sir John Wallop, knight of the garter in the reign of king Henry the 


eighth, performed many conſiderable ſervices both by ſea and land, and was 
employed in ſeveral important embaſſies. He accompanied fir Edward 
Howard lord high admiral of England in his engagement with Prejeant 
25 April 1514, in which that gallant commander loſt his life, and in 1 516 
was commander in chief of a ſquadron that made a ſucceſsful deſcent upon 
the coaſt of Normandy. He died in the year 1552. Sir Oliver, his 
brother, diſtinguiſhed himſelf at the battle of Pinkey 10 September 1 547. 
Sir Henry, ſon of fir Oliver, was conſiderably employed in the tranſactions 
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of the kingdom of Ireland during the reign of queen Elizabeth, and loſt 
his ſons, Oliver and William, the firſt in the military ſervice of his country 


in Ireland, and the ſecond in the province of Bretagne in the kingdom of 
France.

GEORGE GREVILE, earl Brooke, earl of Warwick, and baron 
Brooke of Beauchamp Court, recorder of the borough of Warwick. 


This nobleman was born 16 September 1746, and elected 1768 to 
repreſent the county of Warwick. He was conſtituted 12 April 1770 one 
of the lords commiſſioners of trade and plantations, and ſucceeded to the 


title upon the death of his father 6 July 1773. He reſigned his ſeat at 
the board of trade in January 1774. 


The earl of Warwick married, firſt, 1 April 1771 Georgiana, daughter 
of ſir James Peachy of Weſtdean in the county of Suſſex baronet ; by which 
lady, who died 3 April 1772, he had iſſue George, lord Brooke, born 
25 March 1772. The earl of Warwick married, ſecondly, 9g July 1776, 
Henrietta, daughter of Richard Vernon of Hilton in the county of 
Stafford eſquire ; by which lady he has iſſue, 1. A ſon, born 4 April 
1779. 2. A ſon, born April 1780. 3. A daughter, born 3 October 
1787. 


The family of Grevile is ſuppoſed to be of Norman extraction, and has 
been traced back to the. reign of king Edward the firſt. William Grevile 
in the reign of king Henry the eighth was conſtituted 21 May 1510 one 
of the juſtices of the court of common pleas. But the foundation of the 
greatneſs of this family was laid in the marriage of Fulke Grevile in the 
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ſame reign to Elizabeth, grand- daughter and heireſs of Robert Willoughby 
ſecond lord Willoughby de Brooke and of Elizabeth the eldeſt ſurviving 
repreſentative of the family of Beauchamp earls of Warwick. The iſſue of 
this marriage was, 1. Fulke, who had iſſue fir Fulke Grevile knight of the 
bath; and Margaret, by whom the title of baron Willoughby de Brooke 
was carried into the family of Verney, where it till exiſts. 2. Robert, 
grandfather of Robert, ſecond lord Brooke of the family of Grevile. 


Sir Fulke Grevile, knight of the bath, was the moſt intimate friend of 
the celebrated fir Philip Sidney, with whom and fir Francis Drake he 
formed a project for invading the Spaniſh dominions in South America. 
He wrote a life of his heroic friend, and together with him cultivated the 
arts of eloquence and poetry, being the particular patron of Camden the 
antiquary, and of Speed the author of the Chronicle. He was treaſurer of 
the navy to queen Elizabeth, which office he exchanged ſoon after the 
acceſſion of king James the firſt for thoſe of chancellor and under treaſurer 


of the exchequer. The title of baron Willoughby de Brooke being ſuffered 


to remain dormant, fir Fulke Grevile was created by king James the firſt 
baron Brooke of Beauchamp's Court, with remainder to Robert, his great 
nephew. About the ſame time in January 1621 he reſigned the office of 


chancellor of the exchequer, and was murdered by one of his own ſervants, 


to whom he had refuſed to bequeath a legacy, 30 September 1628. 


Robert, ſecond lord Brooke, early diſtinguiſhed himſelf amon g the 
oppoſers of king Charles the firſt, and formed a project, together with lord 
viſcount Say and Sele, for tranſporting himſelf to America, in which he was 
diſappointed. He was of great ſervice to the parliamentary party upon the 
breaking out of the civil war, and was killed at the ſiege of Litchfield 


1 March 
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1 March 1643, in which ſiege he commanded in chief, and the town 
ſurrendered immediately after his death. His character is highly applauded 
by Milton in his Plea for the Liberty of Unlicenſed Printing. He had 
iſſue, 1.

JOHN HOBART, earl of Buckinghamſhire, baron Hobart of Blickling 
and a baronet ; one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council. 


This nobleman was born 1722. He was elected in 1747 
to repreſent the city of Norwich, and in 1754 to repreſent the county of 
Norfolk. He was appointed 1755 comptroller of the 
houſhold to king George the ſecond, which office he reſigned in the fol- 
lowing year. He ſucceeded to the title upon the death of his father 
22 September 1756, and in the ſame year was appointed one of the lords 
of his majeſty's bedchamber, which office he reſigned 6 November 1767. 
He was farther declared 17 July 1762 ambaſſador extraordinary and miniſter 
plenipotentiary to the court of Peterſburgh, in which office he continued 
till 1 January 1765. He was conſtituted _ 1776 lord lieu- 
tenant of the kingdom of Ireland, which office he refigned in October 
1780, 


The earl of Buckinghamſhire married, firſt, 14 July 1761 Mary Anne, 
daughter of fir Thomas Drury of Overſtone in the county of Northampton 
baronet ; by which lady, who died 30 December 1769 he has iſſue, 
1. Henrietta, born 7 April 1762, and married 25 March 1780 to Almar 
Lowry Corry lord Belmore of the kingdom of Ireland. 2. Caroline Hans, 
born 24 February 1767. 3. Sophia, born 5 April 1768. He married, 
ſecondly, 24 September 1770 Caroline, daughter of William Conolly of 
Stratton 
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Stratton Hall in the county of Stafford eſquire ; by which lady he has iflue,

The family of Hobart has been traced back to the reign of king Richard 
the ſecond. James Hobart, in the reign of King Henry the ſeventh, was 
conſtituted 8 July 1486 his majeſty's attorney general, and died in the 
year 1507. Henry, his great grandſon, was alſo appointed 4 July 1606 
attorney- general to king James the firſt. He was advanced 22 May 1611 
to the degree of a baronet, and farther promoted 26 November 161 3 to 
the office of lord chief juſtice. of the court of common pleas. He died 
26 December 1625, leaving iſſue, 1. Sir John, ſecond baronet. 2. Sir 
Miles Hobart knight, who diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the oppoſition to king 
Charles the firſt, and was impriſoned in the year 1629 for detaining the 
ſpeaker in the chair of the houſe of commons after the king had commanded 
his preſence in the houſe of lords. He was liberated from confinement in 
the year 1631, and died in 1639. The parliament retained ſo high a ſenſe 
of his ſervices, that in the year 1646 they voted the ſum of five thouſand 
pounds to be given to his family, as the reward of his merits. Sir Henry, 
fourth baronet, grandſon of ſir Miles, was a zealous advocate for the 
meaſure of the revolution, and was killed in a duel by Oliver Le Neve 
eſquire in the year 1699. 


Sir John, fifth baronet, his ſon, was by king George the ſecond created 
baron Hobart of Blickling, and appointed 24 December 1744 captain of 
the band of gentlemen penſioners. He was two years after created earl of 
Buckinghamſhire. He married, firſt, Judith, daughter of Robert Britiffe 
of Baconſthorpe in the county of Norfolk eſquire ; by which lady he had 
iſſue, 1, John, preſent and ſecond earl of Buckinghamſhire, 2. Dorothy,

WILLIAM FITZWILLIAM, earl Fitzwilliam, viſcount Milton and 
baron Fitzwilliam of Milton in the kingdom of Great Britain ; earl Fitz- 
william, viſcount Miltown and baron Fitzwilliam of Liffer in the kingdom 
of Ireland, 


This nobleman was born 30 May 1748, and ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of his father 10 Auguſt 1756. Upon the death of Charles 
Watſon Wentworth marquis of Rockingham, his maternal uncle, 1 July 
1782, he inherited the principal part of the eſtate of that noble family. 
He was nominated in the bill of Mr. Fox of the year 1783 firſt lord 
commiſſioner or director of the intended board for managing the concerns 
of the Eaſt Indies. The appointment was ſuperſeded by the rejection of 
the bill in the houſe of lords. 


Earl Fitzwilliam married 11 July 1770 Charlotte, daughter of William 
earl of Beſborough in the kingdom of Ireland ; by which lady he has iſſue, 


. » viſcount Milton, born 4 May 1786. 2. A daughter, 
born 6 June 1787. | 


The family of Fitzwilliam is deſcended from fir William Fitzgodric, 
couſin to king Edward the confeſſor. Sir William Fitzwilliam, his ſon, 


was appointed by that monarch ambaſſador to the court of William duke 
of Normandy, afterwards king William the conqueror ; and attending that 


monarch 
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monarch in his expedition into England in the quality of marſhal of his 
army, he ſignalized his valour at the battle of Haſtings 14 October 1066. 
Sir William, third in deſcent from fir William, married Ela, daughter of 
William de Warrenne earl of Surrey, great grandſon of William the con- 
queror. Sir William, his grandſon, married Ela, daughter of Hameline 
Plantagenet earl of Surrey, natural brother to king Henry the ſecond. Sir 
John, fifth in deſcent from fir William, had iſſue, 1. William. 2. Ed- 
mund, whoſe great grandſon, fir Thomas, had iſſue three ſons ; Thomas 
and John, killed at the battle of Flodden Field ; and William, who was 
appointed by king Henry the eighth in the year 1533 lord keeper of the 
privy ſeal, and exchanged that office 16 Auguſt 1536 for the appointment 
of lord high admiral of England and Ireland. He was created 18 October 
1537 earl of Southampton, which title became extin& by his death in the 
year 1543. 


Sir William Fitzwilliam, great grandſon of William brother of Edmund, 
honourably diſtinguiſhed himſelf by his fidelity to Cardinal Wolſey in the 
period of his diſgrace. Sir William, his grandſon, was patroniſed by John 
firſt earl of Bedſord, lord high admiral of England. He was appointed. by 
queen Elizabeth 18 January 1560 lord deputy of the kingdom of Ireland; 
which office he reſigned 25 June in the following year. He was again 
raiſed .to the ſame office 20 February 1588, in which he continued till 
11 Auguſt 1594. He was alfo ſeveral times one of the lords juſtices for 
that kingdom, and was near thirty years commander in chief of the army 
there, where he performed conſiderable ſervices againſt the rebellious 
natives.

He 
married Anne, daughter of Thomas Watſon Wentworth marquis of Rock- 
ingham ; by which lady, who died 4 May 1759, he had ifſue, 1. Anne, 
born 24 March 1745. 2: Charlotte, born 14 July 1746, and married 
24 May 1764 to fir Thomas Dundas of Aſhe in the county of York 
baronet. 3. William, ſecond and preſent earl Fitzwilliam. 4. Frances, 
born 22 October 1750.

GEORGE EDWARD HENRY ARTHUR HERBERT, earl of 
Powis, viſcount Ludlow, baron Herbert of Cherbury, baron Herbert of 
 Cherbury and Ludlow, and baron Powis of Powis Caſtle ; lord lieutenant 
and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Montgomery, colonel of the militia 

of that county, recorder of Ludlow, and a vice preſident of the Welch 

Charity in Gray's Inn Lane. | 


This nobleman was born 7 July 1755, and ſucceeded to the title upon 
the death of his father 11 September 1772. He was conſtituted 8 No- 
vember 1776 lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Mont- 


gomery. 


The earl of Powis is deſcended from Richard, brother of William Her- 
bert earl of Pembroke, from whom, by an illegitimate derivation, the 
preſent earl of Pembroke is deſcended. This Richard was preſent at the 
battle of Banbury 26 Auguſt 1469, and was beheaded, together with his 
brother the earl of Pembroke, by order of the Lancaſtrians. He had iſſue, 
1. Sir William, whoſe poſterity enjoyed the title of baronet. 2. Richard, 
whoſe grandſon Edward had iſſue three ſons, Richard; Matthew; and 
Charles. 


Richard had iſſue, 1. Edward. 2. George, author of the Temple, or 
Sacred Poems, who died in the year 1635. 3. Henry. 


Edward, 
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Edward, the eldeſt ſon of Richard, was appointed by king James the 
firſt in the year 1619 ambaſſador extraordinary and miniſter plenipoten- 
tiary to the court of Verſailles, in which ſituation he continued till the 
year 1627. In conſideration of the ſpirit and prudence with which he 
diſcharged his truſt, he was by king James the firſt created 31 December 
1624 baron Herbert of Caſtle Iſland in the kingdom of Ireland, and by 
king Charles the firſt 7 May 1629 baron Herbert of Cherbury in the county 
of Salop. Lord Herbert was a nobleman of great penetration and philo- 
ſophical knowledge, and was author of a treatiſe De Veritate ; De Caufis 
Erroram; De Religione Gentilium ; De ' Expeditione in Ream Inſulam; a 
Hiſtory of the Life and Reign of King Henry the Eighth ; and a manu- 
ſcript Account of his own Life. He died 20 Auguſt 1648. Richard, 
ſecond lord Herbert, his ſon, diſtinguiſhed himſelf by his loyalty to king 
Charles the firſt, and died 13 May 1655, having iſſue, 1. Edward, third 
lord Herbert, who was impriſoned for his concern in the inſurrection of fir 
George Booth in the year 1659, and died 9 December 1678. 2. Henry, 
fourth lord Herbert, who was one of the partiſans of the bill of excluſion, 
and voted to ſupply the vacancy of the throne with the prince and princeſs 
of Orange. By his death 21 April 1691 the title became extinct. 


Henry, brother of Edward firſt lord Herbert, diſtinguiſhed himſelf by his 
loyalty to king Charles the firſt, and had iſſue Henry, who went over to 
Holland in 1688 to offer his aſſiſtance to the prince of Orange, afterwards 
king William the third ; and by that monarch was created 28 April 1694. 
baron Herbert of Cherbury in the county of Salop. He died 22 January 
1709, and upon the death of his ſon April 1728 the title became extinct. 


Charles, younger ſon of Edward, third in deſcent from fir Richard 
Herbert, who was beheaded at Banbury, had iſſue Edward, who was

Charles, who was taken priſoner fighting on the party of 


king William at the battle of Aghrim 13 July 1691, and barbarouſly 


murdered. 


Arthur, eldeſt ſon of Edward Herbert lord keeper, embraced the 


maritime profeſſion, and raiſed the fiege of Tangier March 1680. By 
king James the ſecond he was deprived of all his employments, upon which 
occaſion he went over to Holland to the prince of Orange, afterwards king 
William the third. He was appointed by that monarch 8 March 1689 
firſt lord commiſhoner of the admiralty, which office he reſigned in January 
1690, He fought the battle of Bantry Bay 1 May 1689, and 29 of 
that month was created baron of Torbay in the county of Devon and earl 
of Torrington. He alſo commanded in chief at the defeat off Beachy 
Head 30 June 1690, in conſequence of which defeat he was tried by a court 
martial, by whom he was acquitted, but was deprived of his commiſſion 


by king William. He ſtrenuouſly oppoſed the tory adminiſtration of queen 


An and upon his death 14 April 1716 his titles became extinct.

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: Matthew, ſecond ſon of Edward third in deſcent from fir Richard 
Herbert, who was beheaded at Banbury „had ifſue Francis, whoſe 
eſtate was ſequeſtered for his loyalty to king Charles the firſt.

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WYNDHAM, EARL OF EGREMONT. 


GEORGE WYNDHAM, earl of Egremont, baron of Cockermouth, 


and a baronet. 


This nobleman was born 7 December 1751, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father 21 Auguſt 1763. 


The family of Wyndham is deſcended from Ailwardus an eminent Saxon, 
who ſoon after the Norman conqueſt aſſumed the ſurname of Wyndham or 
Wymondham, from the town of Wymondham in the county of Norfolk. 
Thomas de Wymondham in the reign of king Henry the third was chanter 
of the cathedral of Litchfield and one of the barons of the exchequer, and 
was conſtituted 4 April 1266 lord high treaſurer of England, in which 
office he continued till the year 1269. John Wyndham, in the reign of 
king Henry the ſixth, diſtinguiſhed himſelf among the partiſans of the 
houſe of Lancaſter ; and fir John Wyndham, his ſon, fought with reputation 
at the battle of Stoke 6 June 1487, but was afterwards arraigned and 
found guilty of high treaſon, and beheaded upon Tower Hill 6 May 1 501. 
Sir Thomas, his ſon, embraced the maritime profeſſion, and ſerved with 
reputation under fir Edward Howard lord high admiral of England. Sir 
John, his ſon, had ifſue, 1. John. 2. Edmund, father of Hugh, who 
was created a baronet 4 Augult 1641; and of Thomas, whoſe ſon Francis 

engaged in the ſervice of king Charles the firſt, and conducted king Charles 
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the ſecond to his ſeat at Trent in the county of , after his 


defeat at the battle of Worceſter. By that monarch he was created a 
baronet, which title became extinct April 1719. 


John Wyndham in the reign of king James the firſt, fon of fir John, 
had ifſue, 1. John, father of William, who was created a baronet 
3 December 1661. 2. Thomas of Felbrigge in the county of Norfolk, 
whoſe grandſon Aſhe repreſented the county of Norfolk in the reign of 
queen Anne, and died 5 April 1749. William, his ſon, was conſtituted 
3 June 1783 a privy counſellor of the kingdom of Ireland, and ſecretary to 
Robert Henley earl of Northington in the office of lord lieutenant of that 
kingdom, which office he refigned in Auguſt in the fame year. He was 
elected 1784 to repreſent the city of Norwich. 3- Wadham, father of 
Thomas, who was appointed 1722 lord chief juſtice of the court of common 
pleas in the kingdom of Ireland, which office he exchanged 21 December 
1727 for that of lord high chancellor of that kingdom. He was created 
in the year 1731 baron Wyndham of Finglas of that kingdom. He 
held the office of chancellor twelve years, and his title became extin& in 
the year 1745. 


Sir William Wyndham, third baronet, grandſon of fir William firſt 
baronet, was conſtituted by queen Anne 18 June 1711 ſecretary at war, 
which office he exchanged 17 Auguſt 1713 for thoſe of chancellor and under 
treaſurer of the exchequer, and continued in theſe employments till the 
death of that princeſs. He was one of the great leaders of the country 
party in oppoſition to the adminiſtration of fir Robert Walpole, and was 
highly diſtinguiſhed by his integrity, firmneſs and eloquence. He married 


Catherine, 
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Catherine, daughter of Charles ſixth duke of Somerſet; by which lady, 
who died April 1713, he had iſſue, 1. Charles, fourth baronet. 
2. Percy, who took the name of O. Brien in compliance with the will of 
Henry O*Brien earl of Thomond of the kingdom of Ireland, and was created 
in the year 1756 baron Ibrickan and earl of Thomond of that kingdom. 


Upon his death 21 July 1774 theſe titles became extinct. Sir William 
Wyndham died 17 June 1740. 

Sir Charles, fourth baronet, ſucceeded upon the death of his uncle 
Algernon ſeventh duke of Somerſet 7 February 1750 to the titles of earl of 
Egremont and baron of Cockermouth. He was conſtituted 9 October 
1761 one of his majeſty's principal ſecretaries of ſtate. The earl of 
Egremont married 12 March 1751 Alicia Maria, daughter of George Car- 
penter, baron Carpenter of the kingdom of Ireland ; by which lady, who 
was appointed September 1761 one of the ladies of the bedchamber to 
the queen, and married ſecondly 6 July 1767 count Bruhl, envoy extra- 
ordinary from the elector of Saxony to the court of Great Britain, he had 
iſſue, 1. George, preſent and third earl of Egremont. 2. Elizabeth Alicia 
Maria, born 29 November 1752, and married 15 July 1771 to Henry 
Herbert of High Clere in the county of Southampton eſquire. 3. Frances, 
born 10 July 1755, and married to Charles ſon of Robert lord Romney. 
4. Percy Charles, born 3 September 1757, and elected 1782 to repreſent 
the city of Chicheſter in the county of Suſſex. 5. Charles William, born 
8 October 1759. 6. William Frederic, born 7 April 1763, and married 
21 July 1784 to Harford, natural daughter of Charles Calvert 


baron Baltimore of the kingdom of Ireland; by which lady he has iſſue a 
ſon, born 30 Auguſt 1785.

GEORGE SIMON HARCOURT, earl Harcourt, viſcount Harcourt 
of Stanton Harcourt, viſcount of Nuneham Courtney, and baron Harcourt 
of Stanton Harcourt ; doctor of laws. 


This nobleman was born 1 Auguſt 1736, and elected 1761 to repre- 
ſent the borough of Saint Albans in the county of Hertford. He ſucceeded 
to the title upon the death of his father 16 September 1777.

Earl Harcourt married 26 September 1765 Elizabeth, daughter of 
George Venables firſt lord Vernon. 


The family of Harcourt is deſcended from Bernard, chief counſellor and 


ſecond in command to Rollo firſt duke of Normandy. Torf, his ſon, 
had iſſue, 1 . Touronne, anceſtor to the Newburghs earls of Warwick, 


to the Beaumonts or Bellomonts earls of Leiceſter, Worceſter and Bedford, 
all which titles are extinct; to the preſent duke of Hamilton and Brandon, 
the preſent earl of Selkirk and Ruglen of the kingdom of Scotland, and the 
preſent counteſs of Orkney of that kingdom. 2. Turchetil. 


Anchetil, fon of Turchetil, was the firſt who took the ſurname of 
Harcourt ; and his ſons Errand, Robert and Arnold, came over to England 
with William the conqueror. Robert had iſſue, 1. William, whoſe two 
ſons Robert and Ivo were anceſtors, the former of ſeveral noble families 


in 
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1. France, and particularly of the preſent duke of Harcourt, which 


title was firſt beſtowed upon Henry de Harcourt marſhal of France and 


ambaſſador to the court of Spain at the time that that kingdom was 
transferred to the family of Bourbon; and the latter, of the preſent earl 
Harcourt. 


William and Oliver, the ſons of Robert ſon of Ivo, took part, the 
former with king John, and the latter with Louis dauphin of France, in 
the war of 1216. Two years after, William de Harcourt alſo diſtinguiſhed 


himſelf at the ſiege of Damietta in Paleſtine; and Richard, his fon, and 


William his grandſon, took part with the rebellious barons in their wars 
againſt king Henry the third. Thomas, fixth in deſcent from this 
William, had iflue, 1. Robert, who adhered to the party of the houſe of 
York, and was killed in the wars of king Edward the fourth 14 November 
1470. 2. Richard. Robert, fixth in deſcent from Richard, was the 
moſt conſiderable adyenturer with fir Walter Raleigh in his expedition to 
Guiana in 1609, and afterwards publiſhed a deſcription of that voyage : he 
was accompanied in the expedition by his brother Michael. Simon, ſon 
of Robert, ſerved againſt the Spaniards in the Low Countries; and being 
ſent to quell the Iriſh rebellion in 1641, was killed in the attack of the 
Caſtle of Carricmain, which immediately after ſurrendered 26 March 1643. 


Simon, his grandſon, was conſtituted ſolicitor general to queen Anne 
2 June 1702; which office he exchanged 23 April 1707 for the appoint- 
ment of attorney general, and reſigned 12 February 1708. On the change 
of miniſtry in 1710 he was reſtored 18 September to the office of attorney 
general, and 18 October following exchanged that employment for the 
office of lord keeper of the great ſeal. He was ſoon after created baron 
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Harcourt of Stanton Harcourt, and 7 April 1712 was declared lord high 
chancellor of Great Britain, in which office he continued till the acceſſion 
of king George the firſt. By that prince he was advanced to the dignity . 
of viſcount Harcourt of Stanton Harcourt, and died 29 July 1727. He 
was the friend of doctor Swift, Mr. Pope, and the great wits of that period; 
and Simon, his ſon, is celebrated by Pope in a very affectionate epitaph. 


Simon, ſecond lord viſcount Harcourt, ſon of the laſt mentioned Simon, 
attended king George the ſecond at the battle of Dettingen 27 June 1743, 
and was by that monarch created viſcount Harcourt of Nuneham Courtney 
and earl Harcourt. He was appointed April 1751 governor to the 
prince of Wales, now king George the third; which office he reſigned in 
the following year. He was appointed 1761 to bring over her preſent 
majeſty from Germany, and was ſucceſſively maſter of the horſe to that 
princeſs and lord chamberlain of her houſhold. He was conſtituted 
4 November 1768 ambaſſador extraordinary and miniſter plenipotentiary to 
the court of Verſailles, which office he exchanged 9 November 1772 for 
that of lord lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland; in which office he:con- 
tinued till December 1776. He married Rebecca, daughter and * heireſs 
of Charles le Bas of Pipwell Abbey in the county of Northampton eſquire; 
by which lady, who died 16 January 1765, he had iſſue, 1. George Simon, 
preſent and ſecond earl Harcourt. 2. Elizabeth, born 18 January 1739, 
and married 20 June 1763 to fir William Lee of Hartwel in the county of 
Buckingham baronet. 3. William, born 20 March 1743, conſtituted 1766 
one of the grooms of his majeſty's bedchamber, appointed 20 October 
1779 colonel of the ſixteenth regiment of dragoons, and promoted 20 No- 
vember 1782 to the rank of major general in the army. He ſerved ſeveral 
campaigns in the American war, and ſurpriſed and took priſoner in his 


camp 
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camp major general Charles Lee. He married 3 September 1778 Mary, 


daughter of the reverend William Danby doctor in divinity.

SEYMOUR CONWAY, EARL OF HERTFORD. 


FRANCIS SEYMOUR CONWAY, earl of Hertford, viſcount Beau- 
champ, and baron Conway of Ragley in the kingdom of Great Britain ; 
baron Conway of Killultagh in the kingdom of Ireland ; knight of the 
garter, one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, lord lieutenant 
and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Warwick and of the city of Coventry, 
preſident of the Magdalen Hoſpital in Saint George's Fields, and a vice 
preſident of Saint George's Hoſpital Hyde Park Corner. 


This nobleman was born 1719, and ſucceeded upon the 
death of his father 3 February 1732 to the title of baron Conway. By king 
George the ſecond he was created viſcount Beaucham p and earl of Hertford. 
He was appointed May I 7 51 one of the lords of the bedchamber, and 
30 June 1757 lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of War- 
wick and city of Coventry. Having reſigned his place as lord of the bed- 


chamber, he was conſtituted 1 June 1763 ambaſlador extraordinary and 


miniſter plenipotentiary to the court of Verſailles, in which office he was x 
accompanied, in the quality of ſecretary, by David Hume the great Engliſh 
_hiſtorian. He exchanged this office 1 Auguſt 1765 for the office of lord 


lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland; and, having reſigned that appoint- 
ment, was declared Auguſt 1766 maſter of the horſe to the king. He 
exchanged the appointment of maſter of the horſe 4 December in the ſame 
year for that of lord chamberlain of the houſhold. This poſt he reſigned 
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in March 1782, and was reappointed 12 April 1783, continuing in this 
ſituation till the month of December following. 


The earl of Hertford married 29 May 1741 Iſabella, daughter of Charles 
ſecond duke of Grafton; by which lady, who died 10 November 1782, 
he Had iſſue, 1. Francis lord viſcount Beauchamp, born 12 February 
1743, appointed 18 October 1765 ſecretary to his father in the quality 
of lord lieutenant of the kingdom of Ireland, and ſworn of his majeſty's 
moſt honourable privy council in that kingdom, and reſigned the office 
of ſecretary in Auguſt 1766. He was elected 1774, 1780 and 1784 to 
repreſent the borough of Orford in the county of Suffolk, and appointed 
12 March 1774 one of the lords commiſſioners of the treaſury; which office 
he reſigned in September 1780. He is alſo colonel of the militia of the 
county of Warwick. Lord Beauchamp is the author of an act of parliament 
for limiting the amount of debts that ſhould render the debtor liable to the 
penalty of impriſonment. He married, firſt, 1 February 1768 Alicia, daugh- 
ter of Windſor lord viſcount Windſor of the kingdom of Ireland; 
which lady dying 11 February 1772, he married, ſecondly, 19 May 1776 
Iſabella Anne, daughter of Charles Ingram Shepheard, lord viſcount 
Irwin of the kingdom of Scotland; by which lady he has iſſue a ſon, 
born 5 November 1755, and Francis Charles, born 11 March 1777. 
2. Anne, born 1 Auguſt 1744, and married 13 February 1766 to Charles 
Moor earl of Drogheda of the kingdom of Ireland. 3. Henry, born 
15 December 1746, and appointed 1766 conſtable of the caſtle of Dublin 
for life, and 1768 clerk of the hanaper in the court of chancery in the 
kingdom of Ireland for life. He was elected 1774 to repreſent the borough 
of Midhurſt in the county of Suſſex, and 1780 to repreſent the borough of 
Downton in the county of Wilts, and appointed 8 February 1779 to be a 
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captain in his majeſty's navy. He married 2 April 1786 Charlotte Maria, 
daughter of James ſecond earl Waldgrave. 4. Sarah Frances, married 

to Robert Stuart of the kingdom of Ireland eſquire. She died 18 July 
1770. $5. Robert, born 20 December 1748, late a captain in the firſt 
regiment of foot guards, and having the rank of lieutenant colonel in the 
army. He was elected 1774 and 1780 to repreſent the borough of Orford 
in the county of Suffolk, and 1784 to repreſent the borough of Wotton 
Baſſet in the county of Wilts. He married 15 June 1773 Elizabeth, 
daughter of Peter Delme of Earl Stoke in the county of Wilts eſquire 
by which lady he has ifſue Elizabeth, Henry, and Frances. 6. Gertrude, 
married 10 February 1772 to George Villiers earl of Grandiſon of the 
kingdom of Ireland. She-died 29 May 1782. 7. Frances, born 4 De-

He was alſo elected 
in 1741 to repreſent the borough of Higham Ferrars in the county of Nor- 
thampton, 1747 to repreſent the borough of Penrhyn in the county of 
Cornwal, 1754 to repreſent the borough of Saint Mawr in that county, 
1761 to repreſent the borough of Thetford in the county of Norfolk, and 
1774 and 1780 to repreſent the borough of Bury Saint Edmunds in the 
county of Suffolk. He was appointed one of the grooms of 
the bedchamber to king George the ſecond, which office he reſigned in 
April 1764. He embraced the military profeſſion, and ſerved with repu- 
tation under William late duke of Cumberland and prince Ferdinand of 
Brunſwic in the war of 1756. He was conſtituted 10 July 1765 one of his 
majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, and one of the principal ſecretaries 
of ſtate, which office he reſigned in January 1768. He was promoted 
24 October 1767 to be lieutenant general of the office of ordnance, and 
raiſed 25 May 1772 to The rank of general in the army. He exchanged 
22 October in that year the office of lieutenant general of the ordnance for 
that of governor of the iſland of Jerſey, and was appointed 24 October 1774. 
colonel of the royal regiment of horſe guards. He was declared 30 March 
1782 commander in chief of his majeſty's forces, which office he reſigned 
in December 1783. A legacy of five thouſand pounds was bequeathed him 
in the year 1764 by William fourth duke of Devonſhire, in teſtimony of 
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his approbation of his parliamentary conduct, and general Conway had the 
honour of ſucceſsfully moving in the houſe of commons the repeal of the 
American ſtamp act in 1765, and the reſolution for putting an end to 
offenſive war in America in 1782.

This nobleman was «born 13 April 1704, and elected 1727 to repreſent 
the borough of Banbury in the county of Oxford. He ſucceeded to the 
title of baron Guildford upon the death of his father 17 October 1729, and 
was appointed October 1730 one of the gentlemen of the bedchamber 
to Frederic prince of Wales, He ſucceeded to the title of baron North 
upon the death of his firſt couſin 31 October 1734, and was created by 
king George the ſecond earl of Guildford, He was conſtituted 29 Decem- 
ber 1773 treaſurer and receiver general of her majeſty's houſhold. 


The earl of Guildford married, firſt, 16 June 1728 Lucy, daughter of 
George Montagu Dunk earl of Halifax ; by which lady, who died 7 May 
1734, he had iſſue, Frederic lord North. He married, ſecondly, January 
1736 Elizabeth, daughter of fir Arthur Kay of Woodſome in the county of 
York baronet, and relict of George lord viſcount Lewiſham, fon of Wil- 
liam firſt earl of Dartmouth; by which lady, who died 21 April 1745, he 


had iſſue, 1.

Frederic lord North was born 13 April 1732, and choſen in 1754, and at 
every ſubſequent election, to repreſent the borough of Banbury in the 
county of Oxford. He was appointed 2 June 1759 to be one of the lords 
commiſſioners of the treaſury, which office he reſigned in July 1755. He 
was conſtituted Auguſt 1766 joint paymaſter general of his majeſty's 
forces, which office he exchanged 1 December 1767 for thoſe of chancellor 
and under treaſurer of the exchequer, and one of the lords commiſſioners of 
the treaſury. He was farther promoted 28 January 1770 to be firſt lord 
commiſſioner of the treaſury, and elected 18 June 1772 knight companion 
of the moſt noble order of the garter, and 3 October in the ſame year chan- 
cellor of the univerſity of Oxford. He was appointed 15 March 1774 lord 
lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Somerſet, and 1778 lord 
warden and admiral of the Cinque Ports, and conſtable of Dover Caſtle.

| treaſurer of the exchequer in March 1 782. At this time the office of lord 
warden of the Cinque Ports was confirmed to him for life ; and in the fol- 
lowing year he formed a political connexion with Mr. Fox and the duke of 
Portland, who had been among the moſt ſtrenuous adverſaries of his 
adminiſtration. In conſequence of this coalition he was appointed 2 April 
1783 one of the principal ſecretaries of ſtate, which office he reſigned in 
the month of December following. Lord North is alſo one of his majeſty's | 
moſt honourable privy council, recorder of the city of Glouceſter and of 
the borough of Taunton in the county of Somerſet, one of the elder bre-

Lord North married 10 March 1756 Anne, daughter and heireſs of 
George Speke of Dillington in the county of Somerſet eſquire; by which 
lady he has iſſue, 1. George Auguſtus, born 11 September 1757, and 
elected 1778 and 1780 to repreſent the borough of Harwich in the county 
of Eſſex, and 1784 to repreſent the borough of Wotton Baſſet in the county 
of Wilts, He was appointed in the year 1780 ſecretary and comptroller of 
her majeſty's houſhold, which office he reſigned in the year 1784. He 
was nominated by the houſe of commons in December 1783 one of the 
directors under Mr. Fox's bill for conducting the affairs of the Eaſt India 
company, which nomination was ſuperſeded by the rejection of that bill in 
the houſe of lords. He is alſo a colonel of the Cinque Port volunteers,

The family of North has been traced back to the reign of king Edward 
the fourth. Edward North, in the reign of king Henry the eighth, was

government of the kingdom was committed during the minority of king 
Edward the fixth. He declared in favour of the ſucceſſion of lady Jane 
Grey, but ſoon afterwards became reconciled to queen Mary, and was by 
that princeſs created baron North of Kirtling. He died 31 December

Roger, ſecond lord North, his ſon, was the intimate friend of Robert 
Dudley earl of Leiceſter, the favourite of queen Elizabeth, and diſtin- 
guiſhed himſelf under that commander in the wars of the Netherlands. 
He was alſo her majeſty's ambaſſador extraordinary and miniſter plenipo- 
tentiary to Charles the ninth, king of France, and died 4 December 1600. 


Dudley, third lord North, his grandſon; was one of the lords com- 
miſſioners nominated by parliament during the civil war 15 April 1645 to 


manage the affairs of the admiralty. 


Dudley, fourth lord North, his ſon, wrote a Life of Edward firſt Lord 
North, and a ſeries of Eflays upon Religious Subjects. He had iflue,

Having 
reſigned this employment, he was farther conſtituted 23 January 1674 
lord chief juſtice of the court of common pleas, which office he exchanged 
20 December 1682 for that of lord keeper of the great ſeal. In the fol- 
lowing year he was created baron of Guildford, and died 5 September 
1685. 
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Francis, ſecond lord Guildford, his fon, was appointed 15 July 1713 
firſt lord commiſſioner of trade and plantations, which office he reſigned 
upon the death of queen Anne in the following year.

CORNWALLIS, EARL CORNWALLIS. 


CHARLES CORNWALLIS, earl Cornwallis, viſcount Broome of 
Broome, baron Cornwallis of Eye, and a baronet ; knight of the garter, 
one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, governor general of 
Bengal in the Eaſt Indies and commander in chief of the forces in that 
province, conſtable of the Tower of London and lord lieutenant and cuſtos. 
rotulorum of the Tower Hamlets, colonel of the thirty-third regiment of 
foot, and a lieutenant general of his majeſty's forces, 


This nobleman was born 31 December 1738, and elected 1761 to 
repreſent the borough of Eye in the county of Suffolk. He ſucceeded to 


the title upon the death of his father 23 June 1762. He was appointed 


27 November 1766 warden and chief juſtice in Eyre of the foreſts ſouth of 
Trent; and, having reſigned that office in January 1769, was conſtituted | 
8 December 1 770 conſtable of the Tower of London and lord lieutenant 
and cuſtos rotulorum of the Tower Hamlets. Lord Cornwallis entertained 
an early paſſion for the military life, and abſconded in his youth from the 
houſe of his father, entering into the army in the character of a common 
ſoldier. He was appointed 21 March 1776 colonel of the thirty-third 
regiment of foot, and raiſed 29 Auguſt 1777 to the rank of lieutenant 
general in the army. He ſerved during the whole courſe of the American 


war, and in the year 1779 was ſelected for commander in chief of the 


ſouthern army, which marched from Charles Town towards the middle 


colonies, In this expedition he acquired conſiderable reputation, and 
> defeated 
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defeated the Americans in the battle of Camden 16 Auguſt 1705 and in 
the battle of Guildford 15 March 1781. Encouraged by theſe ſucceſſes he 
penetrated into the province of Virginia, but was at length defeated and 
taken priſoner with his whole army in the poſts of Vork Town and Glou- 
ceſter Point 19 October in the ſame year. The unfortunate termination of 
the buſineſs involved lord Cornwallis in a conteſt from the preſs with 
lieutenant general ſir Henry Clinton, knight of the bath and commander 
in chief of the grand army at New Vork. He reſigned the office of 
conſtable of the Tower of London in February 1784, and was reappointed 

November in the ſame year. He was elected governor general of 
Bengal and commander in chief of the forces in that province 11 April 


1786. 


Earl Cornwallis married 14 July 1768 Mary, daughter of James Jones 
eſquire ; by which lady, who died 14 February 1779, he had iſſue, 1. Mary, 
born 28 July 1769, and married 8 November 1785 to Anchitel Singleton 
eſquire, lieutenant governor of Landguard Fort in the county of Eſſex. 
2. Charles, lord viſcount Broome, born 22 October 1774. ys 


The family of Cornwallis is deſcended from Thomas Cornwallis, a 


younger brother born in Ireland, from which kingdom the ſurname is 
derived; who, having ſettled in England, was choſen ſheriff of London in the 


reign of king Richard the ſecond 1378. Sir John Cornwallis, in the reign 
of king Henry the eighth, ſerved under the earl of Surrey lord high admiral, 
and diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the ſtorm of Morlaix in the province of 
Bretagne. He was fix years ſteward of the houſhold to Edward prince of 
Wales, afterwards king Edward the fixth, and died 23 April 1544. 
Thomas, his ſon, was inſtrumental in ſecuring the crown to queen Mary, 


and 
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and exerted himſelf in the ſuppreſſion of Wyat's rebellion. He was 


appointed 25 December 1557 comptroller of her majeſty's houſhold, but 
was deprived of his employment on account of popery upon the acceſſion 
of queen Elizabeth. He had iſſue, 1. William, who ſerved under Robert 
Devereux earl of Eſſex in the wars of Ireland. 2. Charles, who was 
appointed ambaſſador from king James the firſt to the court of Madrid, and 
conſtituted in the year 1610 treaſurer of the houſhold to Henry prince of 
Wales, fon of king James the firſt. He wrote an account of the Life and 
Death of that prince; and William, his ſon, alſo diſtinguiſhed himſelf as an 
author, and publiſhed a volume of Eſſays on ſeveral ſubjects.

Frederic, ſon of William ſon of 'Thomas, was in the train of king 


Charles the firſt, when prince of Wales, in his journey into Spain 1623.

He followed 
king Charles the ſecond in his exile, and was created by that monarch upon 
his reſtoration baron Cornwallis of Eye in the county of Suffolk.

Frederic, who embraced the profeſſion of the 
church, was conſtituted 18 February 1750 lord biſhop of Litchfield and 
Coventry, and tranſlated 13 Auguſt 1768 to the metropolitan ſee of Can- 
terbury.

PHILIP YORKE, earl of Hardwicke, viſcount Royſton and baron 
Hardwicke of Hardwicke ; one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy 
council, one of the tellers of his majeſty's exchequer, lord lieutenant and 
cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Cambridge, high ſteward of the uni- 


verſity of Cambridge, a truſtee of the Britiſh Muſeum, fellow of the royal 
ſociety, and doctor of laws. 


This nobleman was born 1722, and appointed one of 
the tellers of his majeſty's exchequer 14 December 1738. He was elected 
1741 to repreſent the borough of Ryegate in the county of Surrey, and 
1747 to repreſent the county of Cambridge, and was appointed 
lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of that county. He ſucceeded to the 
title upon the death of his father 6 March 1764, and in the ſame year was 
elected high ſteward of the univerſity of Cambridge. He has given to the 


world a very valuable collection of the State Papers of the Earl of Clarendon 
in three volumes folio. | 


The earl of Hardwicke married Jemima marchioneſs Grey. 


Philip Yorke, father of the preſent earl of Hardwicke, was early diſtin- 
guiſhed for his intellectual accompliſhments, and is ſtill remembered as 
one of the writers in the periodical paper of the Spectator. He was 
appointed 23 March 1720, being then in the thirtieth year of his age, 
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ſolicitor general to king George the firſt, He exchanged this office 
31 January 1724 for that of attorney general. Having alſo reſigned that 
appointment, he was conſtituted 31 October 1733 lord chief juſtice of the 
court of king's bench ; and in the following month created baron Hard-- 

wicke of Hardwicke. He exchanged this office 21 February 1737 for 
that of lord high chancellor of Great Britain, and was elected 31 July 1749 
high ſteward of the univerſity of Cambridge. He was ſome years after 
raiſed to the dignity of viſcount Royſton and earl of Hardwicke, and 
reſigned the office of lord high chancellor in November 1 756. In this 
great office he uniformly preſerved a very high reputation ; and it has been 
remarked of him, that though he filled this ſituation longer than any of 
his predeceſſors for two preceding centuries had done, only three of his 
decrees were appealed from, and thoſe three were confirmed by the houſe 
of lords. He was alſo diſtinguiſhed by his eloquence in that houſe, and 
was greatly concerned in the politics of his time, being the moſt con- 
ſiderable of the coadjutors of fir Robert Walpole's adminiſtration. 


The earl of Hardwicke married Margaret, daughter of Charles Cocks of 
the city of Worceſter eſquire; by which lady, who died 19 September 
1761, he had iſſue, 1. Philip, preſent and ſecond earl of Hardwicke. 
2. Charles, who was appointed 6 November 1756 ſolicitor general to his 
majeſty, and exchanged that office 27 December 1761 for that of attorney 
general. He reſigned this employment 2 November 1763, and was 
appointed 17 January 1770 lord high chancellor of Great Britain, and 
the next day created baron of Morden in the county of Cambridge. He 
unfortunately put an end to his own exiſtence 20 of the fame month; and 
the patent of his creation not having been made out, the title laid dormant. 
He married, firſt, Catherine, daughter and heireſs of the reverend William

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Freeman of Hamels in the county of Hertford, doctor in divinity; by

HENRY VANE, earl of Darlington, viſcount Barnard and baron 
Barnard of Barnard Caſtle, lord lieutenant and vice admiral of the county 
palatine of Durham, colonel of the militia of that county, an alderman of 


the city of Durham, and governor of the caſtle of Carliſle in the county of 
Cumberland. 


This nobleman was born 1726, and elected 1747 to 
repreſent the borough of Downton in the county of Wilts, and 1753 and 
1754 to repreſent the county palatine of Durham. He ſucceeded to the 
title upon the death of his father 6 March 1758, and was conſtituted 
3 June in the ſame year lord lieutenant and vice admiral of the county: 
palatine of Durham. He embraced the profeſſion of the army, and at 
length obtained the command of a company in the Coldſtream regiment of 
foot guards with the rank of colonel of his majeſty's forces, but reſigned 
his commiſſion upon his acceſſion to the peerage. He was farther promoted 
29 January 1763 to be maſter of the jewel office, and Auguſt in the ſame 
year to be governor of the caſtle of Carliſle in the county of Cumberland. 


The poſt of maſter of the jewel office was ſuppreſſed by act of parliament 
in the year 1792. 


The earl of Darlington married 10 March 1757 Margaret, daughter of 
Lowther of Lowther in the county of Weſtmorland eſquire; 
by which lady he has iſſue, Henry, lord viſcount Barnard, born 27 July 


2 1766, 
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1766, who married 19 September 1787 Catherine, daughter of Harry duke 
of Bolton. LT 


John Vane, in the reign of king Henry the ſeventh, who was father of 
Richard, anceſtor to the earl of Weſtmorland, and of John, anceſtor to 
the earl of Darlington, firſt changed the mode of writing his family name to 

chat of Fane. Henry, ſon of the laſt mentioned John, was engaged in the 
rebellion of fir Thomas Wyat 1554, and committed to the Tower, but 
ſoon after pardoned. Sir Henry, his grandſon, reſumed the name of Vane, 
and was employed by king Charles the firſt in an embaſly to Guſtavus 
Adolphus king of Sweden in behalf of the elector palatine king of Bohemia. 
He was conſtituted by patent 5 February 1740 one of the principal ſecre- 
taries of ſtate to that monarch, to which was added 18 May 1641 the 
office of one of the lords commiſſioners for executing the truſt of lord high 
treaſurer of England. He was greatly concerned with the earl of Strafford 
and others in concerting the political meaſures of that period. About the 
ſame time he contracted a mortal hatred againſt that nobleman, on account 
of the title that was beſtowed on him of baron Raby of Raby Caſtle in the 
county palatine of Durham, and the pretenſions which he was ſuppoſed 
to indulge upon that eſtate, the principal property of fir Henry Vane. 
Sir Henry found an opportunity of conſummating his revenge when lord 

| Strafford was under impeachment by the houſe of commons. He ſecretly 
cauſed a paper, purporting to be a minute of a debate in the privy council, 
to be communicated to Mr. Pym, and upon this minute chiefly lord 


Strafford was condemned. He was diſmiſſed from his employments in the 


year 1642, though the office of ſecretary of ſtate had been beſtowed upon 
him for life, and died in the year 1654. 


Sir 
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Sir Henry, his ſon, is ſaid in early youth to have indulged in the pur- 
ſuits of gaiety and diffipation 1 but ſoon after, having reſided for ſome time 
in the city of Geneva, he contracted a ſtrong partiality for the principles 
of the independents, and an irreconcileable averſion to monarchy and 
epiſcopacy. Having differed with his father upon theſe ſubjects, he failed 
in the year 1635 for the province of New England in North America, and 
was ſoon after elected governor of the colony. He was afterwards involved 
in various controverſies with the inhabitants, and in conſequence. was 
induced to return to his native country. By the intereſt of his father he 
was at this time appointed to the office of treaſurer of the navy, in which 
he was afterwards continued by authority of the parliament. He reduced 
the profits of that office from a floating income of about thirty thouſand 
pounds per annum to a fixed falary of two thouſand pounds per annum, 
which he beſtowed upon the agent by whom the buſineſs of the office was 
conducted. Sir Henry Vane, together with Cromwel and lord chief juſtice 
Saint John, was the moſt active leader of the party of the independents, and 
was greatly inſtrumental in procuring the eſtabliſhment of the ſelf-denying 
ordinance in the year 1644. He was alſo one of the commiſſioners deputed 
to negociate with king Charles the firſt in the iſle of Wight in September 
1648, but diſapproved of the ſubſequent proceedings againſt the life of that 
monarch, and was the reſolute adverſary of the ambitious purpoſes of 
Cromwel. After the death of the uſurper he again appeared upon the 
theatre of politics, and endeavoured to effect the eſtabliſhment of a, pure 
republic. Upon the reſtoration of king Charles the ſecond he was marked 
as an object of the vengeance of the ſucceſsful party, and, being brought 
to his trial, was convicted and executed 14 June 1662. Upon this 
occaſion he behaved with the greateſt firmneſs and intrepidity, notwith-. 
ſtanding the indecent efforts that were made to appal him. Sir Henry 


Vane 
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Vane is one of the greateſt characters of this eventful period, and exhibited 
an union of the moſt ſuperior abilities, the moſt perfect integrity, the moſt 
uniform principles, and the higheſt fagacity ; with a ridiculous and abſurd 
pitch of enthuſiaſm, and with a timidity of diſpoſition which however ſeems 
never to have cauſed him to deviate from the conduct which his judgment 
dictated. 


Chriſtopher, his ſon, was by king William the third created baron 
Barnard of Barnard Caſtle, and had iſſue, 1. Gilbert, ſecond lord Barnard, 
father of Henry third lord Barnard. 2. William, created by king George 
the firſt 12 June 1720 baron of Duncannon in the county of Tyrone, and 
viſcount Vane of the kingdom of Ireland; which titles became extinct in 


the year 1782. 


Henry, third lord Barnard, was by king George the ſecond created 
viſcount Barnard and earl of Darlington, and conſtituted 1755 
joint paymaſter general of his majeſty's forces, which office he reſigned

of Cleveland; by which lady, who died 29 September 1763, he had 
iſſue, 1. Henry, preſent and ſecond earl of Darlington. 2. Frederic, 
born 26 June 1732, and elected 1761 to repreſent the county palatine 
of Durham.

He 
ſucceeded to the title upon the death of his father 31 October 1783.

John, younger ſon of Charles third earl of Sunderland and of Anne 
daughter of John Churchil duke of Marlborough, had iſſue John, who was 
created by king George the third baron Spencer of Althorpe and viſcount 
Spencer, and -ſoon after viſcount Althorpe of Althorpe and earl Spencer.

JOHN PITT, earl of Chatham, and viſcount Pitt of Burton Pynſent ; 


firſt lord commiſſioner of the admiralty, and a lieutenant colonel in the 
army. 


This nobleman was born 10 September 1756, and ſucceeded to the title 
upon the death of his father 11 May 1778. He was raiſed to the rank 
of lieutenant colonel of his majeſty's forces 18 December 1782, and ſerved 
in the war againſt the United States of North America, and at the fiege of 
Gibraltar. He was conſtituted 12 July 1788 firſt lord commiſſioner of the 
admiralty. | 


The earl of Chatham married 9 July 1783 Mary Elizabeth, daughter of 
Thomas lord Sydney. 


William, firſt earl of Chatham, was younger brother of Thomas, father 
of Thomas lord Camelford. He early engaged in the oppoſition to fir 
Robert Walpole, and by a beauty and energy of elocution of which this 


country had hitherto afforded no example, acquired a very extenſive popu- 


larity. In conformity to the practice of the oppoſition of that period, he 


accepted February 1737 an office in the houſhold of Frederic prince of 


Wales, being appointed one of the grooms of his bedchamber ; and in the 
year 1744 received a legacy of ten thouſand pounds, which was bequeathed 


to him by Sarah, conſort of John Churchil duke of Marlborough, “ upon 


F C account 
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*« account of his merit in the noble defence he had made for the ſupport of 
« the laws of England, and to prevent the ruin of his country.” Having 
reſigned his office in the houſhold of the prince of Wales, he was appointed 
6 May 1746 paymaſter general of his majeſty's forces, in which employ- 
ment he continued till November 1755, and ſignaliſed his diſintereſtedneſs 
by refuſing to make any advantage of the public money which was placed 
in his hands. The war which broke out at this period was attended in its 
commencement with ſeveral diſaſtrous events, particularly the capture of 
Minorca ; and, the adminiſtration becoming in a high degree unpopular, the 
voice of the nation called for the appointment of Mr. Pitt to the conduct of 
public affairs. He was accordingly nominated 4 December 1756 one of 
his majeſty's principal ſecretaries of ſtate. From this office he was diſmiſſed 
9 April 1757, and reinſtated 29 June in the fame year. His adminiſtration 
was attended with the moſt brilliant ſucceſs ; the French being defeated at 
ſea off Belleiſle and Cape Lagos, and their navy deſtroyed ; the province of 
Canada being completely ſubdued ; and the king of Pruſſia, our only ally, 
effectually ſupported by the ſucceſsful proceedings of prince Ferdinand of 
Brunſwic. Mr. Pitt reſigned the ſeals of ſecretary of ſtate 5 October 1761, 
and obtained a peerage for his lady, and a penſion of three thouſand pounds 
for the joint lives of himſelf, his conſort, and his eldeſt ſon. In the year 
1763 fir William Pynſent of Burton Pynſent in the county of Somerſet 
baronet bequeathed to Mr. Pitt the bulk of his fortune in conſideration of 
the ſervices he had rendered to his country. After his reſignation many 
attempts were made to eſtabliſh a permanent government ; but theſe 
proving ineffectual, he was again called into office 30 July 1766, conſti- 
tuted lord keeper of the privy ſeal, and created viſcount Pitt of Burton 
Pynſent and earl of Chatham. Mr. Pitt had been from his early youth 
the martyr of an hereditary gout, and ſoon after this period was rendered 


incapable 
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incapable by that infirmity of attending to publie buſineſs. He reſigned 
the place of lord keeper of the privy ſeal 2 November 1768. Lord 
Chatham directed his laſt parliamentary efforts to a vigorous oppoſition to 
the American war ; but, it being at length propoſed in the houſe of lords 
8 April 1778 to recognize the American independence, the propoſition was 
vehemently oppoſed by lord Chatham, who was ſeized with a ſudden illneſs 
in the courſe of the debate, and died in the following month. He was 
buried in Weſtminſter Abbey at the public expence; and it was voted by 
parliament that a monument ſhould be erected to his memory, and that an 
annuity of four thouſand pounds ſhould be annexed to the inheritors of his 
title for ever, 


The earl of Chatham married Heſter baroneſs Chatham ; by which lady 
he had iſſue, 1. Heſter, married to Charles earl Stanhope. She died 
18 July 1780. 2. John, preſent and ſecond earl of Chatham. 3. Wil- 
liam, born 28 May 1759, and elected 1780 to repreſent the borough of 
Appleby in the county of Weſtmorland, and 1784 to repreſent the 
univerſity of Cambridge. He was originally deſtined to the profeſſion of 
the law, but ſoon after his introduction into parliament was diſtinguiſhed 
by an eloquence which gained him many admirers. He took up the topic, 
at that time extremely popular, of a reform of our parliamentary repre- 
ſentation, and moved it ſeveral times, but without ſucceſs. He was con- 
ſtituted 10 July 1782 one of the lords commiſſioners of the treaſury and 
chancellor and under treaſurer of the exchequer, which offices he reſigned 


in March 1783. The adminiſtration which immediately ſucceeded was 
rendered unpopular by the circumſtance of its being compoſed of a coalition 


of lord North and Mr. Fox, who had long been parliamentary opponents, 


and by the bill they introduced for the better management of the. affairs of 
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the Eaſt India Company. Upon their diſmiſſion from office, Mr. Pitt was 
conſtituted 27 December 1783 firſt lord commiſſioner of the treaſury and 
chancellor and under treaſurer of the exchequer. He maintained theſe 
offices for ſome time in oppoſition to the ſenſe of a majority of the houſe 
of commons; but, parliament being at length diſſolved, the conteſted 
elections were almoſt every where carried in favour of his adherents. His 
continuance in the office of firſt miniſter during a term of five years has 


been attended with a popularity that has experienced few interruptions.

HENRY BATHURST, earl Bathurſt, baron Bathurſt of Battleſden,

This nobleman was born 2 May 1714, and January 1746 conſtituted 
ſolicitor general to Frederic prince of Wales, which office he afterwards 
exchanged for that of attorney general to the prince of Wales. He was 
alſo attorney general to Auguſta, princeſs dowager of Wales, which office 
he exchanged 2 May 1754 for that of one of the juſtices of the court of 
common pleas. Having reſigned this employment, he was conſtituted 
23 January 1771 lord high chancellor of Great Britain, and created baron 
Apſley of Apſley. He ſucceeded to the titles of earl Bathurſt and baron 
Bathurſt upon the death of his father 16 September 1775, and reſigned the 
ſeals of lord high chancellor in June 1773. He was farther conſtituted 

November 1779 lord preſident of council, which office he reſigned in 
March 1782. | 


Earl Bathurſt married, firſt, 19 September 1754 Anne, daughter and 
heireſs of James eſquire ; which lady dying 8 February 1758, 
he married, ſecondly, 14 June 1759 Tryphena, daughter of Thomas 
Scawen of Maidwel in county of Northampton eſquire; by which lady 
he has iſſue, 1.

The family of Bathurſt has been traced back to the reign of king Henry 
the ſixth, and the family ſeat of Bathurſt in the county of Suſſex was 
deſtroyed in the civil war of the houſes of Vork and Lancaſter. George 
Bathurſt in the reign of king Charles the firſt had iſſue thirteen ſons, ſix 
of which loſt their lives in the royal party in the civil war; and of the 
ſurvivors, Ralph, who embraced the clerical profeſſion, has been admired 


for his Latin poetry, and had the honour to refuſe the biſhopric of Briſtol 


in April 1691. Benjamin, younger ſon of George, was cofferer of the 
houſhold to queen Anne, and died 27 April 1704. 


Allen, his ſon, was by queen Anne created baron Bathurſt of Battleſden, 
and was diſtinguiſhed by his intimacy with men of letters, being the friend 
of Pope, Swift, Atterbury and Sterne. He was one of the moſt diſtin- 
guiſhed members of the oppoſition to fir Robert Walpole, and diſplayed 
great eloquence and ability in parliamentary debate. Upon the reſignation 
of that miniſter, he was conſtituted 13 July 1742 captain of the band of 
gentlemen penſioners, which office he reſigned 1744. By 
king George the third he was created earl Bathurſt of Bathurſt. He 
married Catherine, daughter and heireſs of fir Peter Apſley of Apſley in the 
county of Suſſex knight; by which lady, who died 8 June 1768, he had 
iſſue, 1. Frances, born July 1708, and married, firſt, to William ſon of 
fir John Wodehouſe of Kimberley in the county of Norfolk baronet, and 
ſecondly to James Whitſhed of Hampton Court in the county of Middleſex 
eſquire. 2. Catherine, married to Henry Reginald, brother of William

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firſt lord viſcount Courtenay. She died 1783. 3. Henry, 
preſent and ſecond earl Bathurſt.

Houſe, doctor of laws and fellow of the royal ſociety.

y This nobleman was born 1718, and ſucceeded to the title 
of viſcount Hillſborough of the kingdom of Ireland upon the death of his 
father 3 May 1742. He was in the ſame year appointed lord lieutenant 
and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Down in that kingdom, and created 
by king George the ſecond 3 October 1751 viſcount Kilwarlin and earl of 
Hillſborough in the county of Down in the kingdom of Ireland. He was 
elected 1741, 1747 and 1754 to repreſent the town of Warwick, and con- 
ſtituted in the year 1755 treaſurer of the chamber to the king. Having 
reſigned that office in the following year, he was created baron Harwich 
of Harwich in the kingdom of Great Britain. By king George the ſecond 
he was conſtituted joint regiſter of the high court of 
chancery in the kingdom of Ireland. He was farther promoted 9 Sep- 
tember 1763 to be firſt lord commiſſioner of trade and plantations, which 
office he reſigned in July 1765, and was reinſtated 11 October 1766. 
The office of a third ſecretary of ſtate having been created 20 January 


1768, 
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1768, lord Hillſborough obtained this office in exchange for that of 
firſt lord of trade. He reſigned the ſeals as ſecretary of ſtate in Auguſt 
1772, and was created viſcount Fairford and earl of 1 Hillſborough of the 
kingdom of Great Britain. He was farther conſtituted 24 November 1779 
one of his majeſty's principal ſecretaries of ſtate, which office he reſigned in 
March 1782. 


The earl of Hillſborough married 4 March 1748 Margaretta, fiſter of 


James firſt duke of Leinſter of the kingdom of Ireland ; by which lady, 
who died 15 January 1766, he has iſſue, 1. Mary Amelia, born 16 Au- 
guſt 1751, and married to James earl of Saliſbury. 2. Arthur, lord 
viſcount Fairford and Kilwarlin, born 23 February 1753, and elected 1780 
to repreſent the borough of Malmeſbury in the county of Wilts, He was 
conſtituted 1786 joint regiſter of the high court of chancery 
of the kingdom of Ireland, and married 29 June in that year Mary, 
grand-daughter of Samuel firſt lord: Sandys. 3. Charlotte, born 14 March 
1754, and married to John Chetwynd earl Talbot. 


The family of Hill was early of conſiderable account in the counties of 
Stafford and Devon. Sir John Hill in the reign of king Henry the fourth 
was 30 September 1400 conſtituted one of the juſtices of the court of 


common pleas; and fir Robert Hill, his contemporary, was conſtituted 


14 March 1408 one of the juſtices of the court of common pleas, in which 
office he was continued by king Henry the fifth and king Henry the ſixth. 
The eſtates of the family were afterwards diſſipated; and ſir Moyſes Hill 
in the reign of queen Elizabeth paſſed over into the kingdom of Ireland, 
where he diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the ſervice againſt the natives, and was 


conſtituted 4 April 1617 provoſt marſhal of the province of Ulſter. 
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Arthur, his ſon, ſerved againſt the Iriſh rebels under the authority, firſt, 


of king Charles the firſt, and afterwards of the parliament. - He was 
zealous in the proſecution of the earl of Strafford in the Iriſh parliament 
of 1641, and fat in the parliament called by Cromwel to repreſent the 
three nations of England, Scotland and Ireland in the year 1656 for the

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BRUCE BRUDENEL, EARL OF AYLESBURY. 


THOMAS BRUCE BRUDENEL, earl of Ayleſbury, baron Bruce of 
Tottenham ; knight of the thiſtle, one of his majeſty's moſt honourable 
privy council, and lord chamberlain of the houſhold to the queen. 


This nobleman was born 1720, and ſucceeded to the title 
of lord Bruce upon the death of his uncle 10 February 1747. He was 
conſtituted 25 November 1760 one of the lords of his majeſty's bed- 
chamber, which office he exchanged 31 May 1776 for that of governor to 
George prince of Wales and Frederic duke of York. He thought proper 
to decline this appointment in the following week, and was created earl of 
Ayleſbury. He was farther promoted 1780 to be lord 
chamberlain of her majeſty's houſhold. 


The earl of Ayleſbury married 17 February 1761 Suſannah, daughter of 
Henry Hoare of Stourhead in the county of Wilts eſquire, and reli& of 
Charles viſcount Dungarvan, ſon of John Boyle fifth earl of Cork and 
Orrery of the kingdom of Ireland ; by which lady, who died 4 February 
1783, he has iſſue, 1. Caroline Anne, born 1 May 1763. 2. Frances 
Elizabeth, born 31 May 1765. 3. Charles, lord Bruce, born 12 February , 
1773. 


The deſcent of the family of Brudenel has been given under the article 
of Brudenel Montagu duke of Montagu; but the title of baron Bruce of 
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devolved upon its preſent poſſeſſor from Charles Bruce earl of Ayleſbury and 


Elgin, his maternal uncle. 


The family of Bruce is deſcended'from Robert le Bruis, who came over 
to England with William the conqueror. By that monarch he was com- 
miſſioned to bring the northern parts of England under ſubjection, which 
undertaking he ſucceſsfully performed, and was created baron of Skelton 
in the county of York. Robert, ſecond lord of Skelton, his fon, con- 
trated an intimate friendſhip with David the firſt, king of Scotland, during 
his reſidence in England previous to his acceſſion to the Scottiſh throne, 
and received the lordſhip of Annandale from the gift of that monarch. He 
fought on the Engliſh fide at the battle of the Standard in the reign of king 
Stephen 1138, and took priſoner his own ſon Robert. He had iſſue, 1. Adam, 
third lord of Skelton, which title became extin& about the year. 1 300. 
2. William, who ſucceeded him in the lordſhip of Annandale in the kingdom 
of Scotland. 3. Robert, taken priſoner in the battle of the Standard. 


Robert, fourth lord of Annandale, grandſon of William ſecond lord of 
Annandale, married Iſabel, daughter of David earl of Huntingdon, grandſon 
of David the firſt king of Scotland. In conſequence of this marriage, 
Robert, fifth lord of Annandale, his fon, who in his youth had been one 
of the juſtices of the court of common pleas to king Henry the third, and 
had taken part with that monarch againſt the barons, at length became, 
together with John Baliol, in the year 1290, one of the principal pretenders 
to the crown of Scotland ; but his claim was ſet aſide in favour of his rival 
by Edward the firſt, | king of England. He had iſſue, 1. Robert, fixth 
lord of Annandale, who by marriage inherited the earldom of Carrick, and 
was father of Robert, who was crowned king of Scotland 27 March 1306, 


and | 
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and from whom the royal houſe of Stuart and the preſent royal family of 
Great Britain are deſcended ; of Edward, created earl of Carrick, upon whoſe 
death in the wars of Ireland 1318 that title became extinct; and of three 
ſons, who were put to death by command of king Edward the firſt. 
2. John, father of James, elected 1441 lord biſhop of Dunkeld, conſtituted 
1444 lord high chancellor of the kingdom of Scotland, and tranſlated 1 447 
to the archiepiſcopal ſee of Glaſgow, and died in the ſame year. 


Edward, fixth in deſcent from Robert the original competitor for the 
crown of Scotland, had iſſue, 1. Edward, who was a principal inſtrument 
in the correſpondence of king James the fixth with the Engliſh adminiſ- 
tration, and by that monarch was created 22 February 1603 baron Bruce of 


. Kinloſs with remainder to his male heirs, and conſtituted 8 July 1604 


maſter of the rolls of the kingdom of England for life. He died 14 January 
1610. 2. George, grandfather of Edward firſt earl of Kincardin of the 
kingdom of Scotland. Edward, ſecond lord Bruce, ſon of Edward firſt lord 
Bruce, was killed in a celebrated duel with ir Edward Sackville, afterwards 
fourth earl of Dorſet, in the year 1613. 


Thomas, third lord Bruce, his brother, was by king Charles the firſt 


21 June 1633 created earl of Elgin of the kingdom of Scotland, with 
remainder to his male heirs. He was alſo created 1 Auguſt 1641 baron 


Bruce of Whorlton in the county of York. 


Robert, ſecond earl of Elgin, his ſon, gave proofs of his loyalty to king 
Charles the firſt in the civil war, and was inſtrumental to the reſtoration of 
king Charles the ſecond. In reward of theſe ſervices he was created 1664. 
baron Bruce of Skelton in the county of York, viſcount Bruce of Ampthil 
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in the county of Bedford, and earl of Ayleſbury in the county of Bucking- 
ham. He was conſtituted by king James the ſecond 30 July 1685 lord 
chamberlain of the houſhold, and died 20 October in the ſame year. 


Thomas, ſecond earl of Ayleſbury, his ſon, refuſed to take the oaths to 
king William the third, and was impriſoned upon ſuſpicion of being con- 
cerned in the plot of fir John Fenwick February 1696. He afterwards 


. retired to Bruſſels, and died November 1741, having iſſue, 1. Charles, 


third earl of Ayleſbury. 2. Elizabeth, married to George third earl of 
Cardigan. She died December 1745. 


Charles, third earl of Ayleſbury, was by king George the ſecond created 
baron Bruce of Tottenham, with remainder to Thomas, now earl of 
Ayleſbury, younger ſon of George third earl of Cardigan. He married 
Caroline, daughter of John Campbel fourth duke of Argyle of the kingdom 


of Scotland ; by which lady, who married ſecondly Henry brother of 
Francis earl of Hertford, he had iſſue Mary, married to Charles duke of 


Richmond. Upon his death the titles of baron Bruce of Whorlton, baron 
Bruce of Skelton, viſcount Bruce of Ampthil, and earl of Ayleſbury became 
extinct, and the titles of baron Bruce of Kinloſs and earl of Elgin of the 


kingdom of Scotland deſcended to Charles ninth earl of Kincardin of the 
kingdom of Scotland.

THOMAS VILLIERS, earl of Clarendon and baron Hyde of Hindon ; 
count of the kingdom of Pruſſia. 


This nobleman was born 26 September 1753, and elected 1774 to 
repreſent the borough of Chriſt Church in the county of Southampton, 
and 1780 and 1784 to repreſent the borough of Helſton in the county of 


Cornwal. He ſucceeded to the title upon the death of his father 11 De- 
cember 1786. 


Thomas, younger ſon of William ſecond earl of + Jerſey, married 
30 March 1752 Charlotte, daughter of William third carl of Eſſex and of 
Jane daughter of Henry Hyde earl of Clarendon and Rocheſter. Lady 
Charlotte became entitled upon the death of the earl of Clarendon her 
grandfather in the year 1753 to uſe the arms and ſurname of Hyde ; and 
her conſort was created by king George the ſecond baron Hyde of Hindon, 


with remainder to the iſſue of this marriage. He was alſo conſtituted 
10 September 1773 joint poſtmaſter general, which office he reſigned in 


July 1765. He was promoted 14. June 1771 to the office of chancellor of 
the duchy and county palatine of Lancaſter, which office he reſigned in 


March 1782. He was alſo created by his preſent majeſty earl of Clarendon ; 
and having been formerly employed in the office of envoy extraordinary to 
the king of Pruſſia, that monarch was pleaſed to confer upon him in the 


year 1782, .as a mark of his remembrance and eſteem, the honour of bearing 


upon 
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his arms the royal Pruſſian black eagle. Finally, he was reappointed to the 
office of chancellor of the duchy and county palatine of Lancaſter 31 De- 
cember 1783, and exchanged that office 9g September 1786 for the 
appointment of joint poſtmaſter general. He had iſſue by lady Charlotte 
his wife, 1. Thomas, preſent and ſecond earl of Clarendon. 2. John 
Charles, born 26 December 1757, and elected 1784 to repreſent the 


| borough of Sarum in the county of Wilts. He was conſtituted 17 February 


1787 comptroller of his majeſty's houſhold, and is one of the king's counſel 


for the duchy and county palatine of Lancaſter. 3. George, born 23 No- 


vember 1759. 4. Charlotte Barbara, born 27 March 1761.

WILLIAM MURRAY, earl of Mansfield and baron Mansfield of 
Mansfield ; one of his majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, and a 
governor of the Charter Houſe, 


This nobleman was born 2 March 1708. He ſtudied in Chriſt Church 
College in the univerſity of Oxford, and gained a poetical prize in that 


univerſity in the year 1728. It is to this circumſtance that Mr. Pope 


is ſuppoſed to allude, when, ſpeaking of his choice of the profeſſion of the 


law, he exclaims, 


* 


How ſweet an Ovid is in Murray loſt!” 


He was conſtituted 27 November 1742 ſolicitor general to king George 
the ſecond, which office he exchanged 20 April 1754 for that of attorney 
general. He was early diſtinguiſhed in the houſe of commons by the moſt 
beautiful and inſinuating eloquence, and was the principal ſupport of the 
adminiſtration of that period. Having reſigned the office of attorney 
general, he was conſtituted 8 November 1756 lord chief juſtice of the court 
of king's bench, and created baron Mansfield of Mansfield in the county 
of Nottingham. He has twice filled pro tempore the offices of chancellor 
and under treaſurer of the exchequer; firſt in the year 1757, and after- 
wards in the year 1767. He was created by king George the third: carl 
of Mansfield, with remainder to the iſſue of his conſort, and in default of 
her iſſue, to Louiſa, conſort of David lord viſcount Stormont and her iflue

her preſent huſband, He reſigned the office of lord chief juſtice of the 
court of king's bench 3 June 1788, having filled the office for a period of 
nearly thirty-two years, during which his deciſions have by ſome perſons 
been cenſured, and ingparticular caſes juſtly condemned ; but in all which 


time his unwearied aſſiduity, his penetration and his genius have been the 
object of univerſal admiration. 


The earl of Mansfield married Elizabeth, daughter of David ſixth earl of 
Winchelſea; which lady died 1784. 


The family of Murray earl of Mansfield is deſcended from fir William 
Murray of Tullibardine in the reign of James the third, king of Scotland, 
who had iſſue William, anceſtor to the duke of Athol ; and Andrew, who 
married Margaret, daughter and heireſs of James Barclay baron of Arngoſk, 
Balvaird and Kippo. Andrew, grandſon of this marriage, headed a 
rebellion againſt James the ſixth, king of Scotland, and, being defeated at 
the battle of Corrichie, ſuffered decapitation in the year 1563. 


David, his ſon, was maſter of the horſe to king James the ſixth, and, 
having rendered him fignal ſervice upon occaſion of the conſpiracy of the 
carl of Gowrie 5 Auguſt 1600, was created by that monarch 7 April 1605 
baron of Scone of the kingdom of Scotland, and 16 Auguſt 1621 viſcount 
Stormont of that kingdom. Theſe honours deſcended, upon his death 
27 Auguſt 1631, firſt to Mungo, fon of John Murray firſt earl of Tul- 


libardine of the kingdom of Scotland, and next to James Murray earl of 
Annandale of that kingdom. 


Andrew, 
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Andrew, grandſon of William, younger brother of Andrew who was 
beheaded for his concern in the battle of Corrichie, was by king Charles 
the firſt 14 November 1641 created baron Balvaird of the kingdom of 
Scotland, and had iſſue David, ſecond lord Balvaird, who ſucceeded upon 
the death of James earl of Arinandale in the year 1658 to the honour of 
third lord viſcount Stormont of the kingdom of Scotland. He was fined 


by Cromwel in the ſum of fifteen hundred pounds for his attachment to 
the intereſts of king Charles the ſecond. 


David, fifth lord viſcount Stormont, his ſon, married Margaret, daughter 
and heireſs of David Scot of Scotſtarvet; by which lady, who died 
, he had iſſue, David, fixth lord viſcount Stormont. 

2. James, hs was ſecretary to Charles Edward, commonly called the 
Pretender, grandſon of king James the ſecond ; and obtained the titular 
honour of earl of Dunbar. 3. William, earl of Mansfield. 4. Amelia, 


married to fir Alexander Lindſay of Evelie in the county of Perth baronet. 
Lord Stormont died 9 November 1731. 


David, fixth lord viſcount Stormont, married Anne, daughter and heireſs 
of John Stuart of Innernytie eſquire; by which lady he had iſſue, 1. David, 
preſent and ſeventh lord viſcount Stormont. 2. James. 3. Anne. 4. Mar- 
gery. Lord Stormont died in the year 1748. 


David, ſeventh lord viſcount Stormont, has ſucceſſively filled the offices 
of ambaſſador extraordinary to the courts of Poland, Vienna and Verſailles; 
and being recalled from the latter upon the breaking out of the war with 
France in the year 1778, he was conſtituted lord chief juſtice general 
of the court of juſticiary of the kingdom of Scotland, and farther promoted

27 October 1779 one of his majeſty's principal ſecretaries of ſtate, which 
office he reſigned upon the change of miniſtry in March 1782. He was 
declared 2 April 1783 lord preſident of the council, which office he 
reſigned in December in the fame year. Lord Stormont is alſo knight 
companion of the moſt ancient order of the thiſtle, one of his majeſty's 
moſt honourable privy council, keeper of Scoon in the kingdom of Scotland, 
and joint clerk on the pleas fide in the court of king's bench. He married, 
firſt, Henrietta Frederica, daughter of Henry count Bunau of the electorate 
of Saxony ; by which lady, who died 16 March 1766, he had iſſue 
Elizabeth, born 18 May 1760. Lord Stormont married, ſecondly, 5 May

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NEVILE, EARL OF ABERGAVENNY. 


HENRY NEVILE, earl of Abergavenny, viſcount Nevile, and baron 
Abergavenny of Abergavenny. 


This nobleman was born 22 February 1755, and elected 1784 to repre- 


ſent the county of Monmouth. He ſucceeded to the title upon the death 
of his father September 1785.

The earl of Abergavenny married 3 October 1781 daughter 
and heireſs of John Robinſon of Sion Hall in the county of Middleſex 
eſquire ; by which lady he has iflue, 1. A daughter, born 27 February 
1783. 2. » lord viſcount Nevile, born 21 December 1786. 


The family of Nevile is deſcended from Waltheof and Uchtred, ſuc- 
ceſſively earls of Northumberland in the reign of king Ethelred the ſecond. 
Robert Fitzmaldred lord of Raby, their deſcendant, marrried Ifabella, 
daughter and heireſs of Henry third in deſcent from Gilbert de Nevile, 
who came over to England with William the conqueror ; and in conſe- 
quence of this marriage the lords of Raby aſſumed the ſurname of Nevile. 
Robert lord Nevile of Raby, the iſſue of this marriage, took part with 
king Henry the third in his wars againſt the barons; but afterwards 
changed his party, and fought againſt that monarch. Ralph, third lord 
Nevile of Raby, his great grandſon, was ſteward of the houſhold to king 
Edward the firſt, and had a principal command at the battle of Durham 


17 October 
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17 October 1346. John, fourth lord Nevile of Raby, 15 ſon, was ſeneſchal 
of the duchy of Aquitaine in the reign of king Richard the ſecond, and is 
faid to have taken eighty- three towns, caſtles and forts from the enemy. 


Ralph, fifth lord Nevile of Raby, his ſon, was created by king Richard 
the ſecond in the year 1398 earl of the county of Weſtmorland, but two 
years after joined Henry duke of Lancaſter, afterwards king Henry the 
fourth, in his project for depoſing that monarch, and had the earldom of 
Richmond beſtowed upon him for life by king Henry at his acceſhon. He 
greatly aſliſted in the ſuppreſſion of the inſurrection of Henry firſt earl of 
Northumberland, and Henry ſurnamed Hotſpur, his ſon, in the year 
1403; and by ſtratagem induced Richard Scrope archbiſhop of Vork, and 
Thomas Mowbray earl of Nottingham, to lay down their arms, who were 
ſoon after beheaded. He was one of the principal commanders at the battle 
of Agincourt 25 October 1415. By his firſt marriage he had iſſue, 
1. John, father of Ralph ſecond earl of Weſtmorland ; and of John, killed 
at the battle of Towton Field on the party of the houſe of Lancaſter 
29 March 1461. 2. Ralph, anceſtor to the Neviles lords Ferrers of 
Overſley. He married, ſecondly, Joan, daughter of John of Gaunt duke 
of Lancaſter ; by which lady he had iflue, 1. Richard. 2. William. 
The carl of Weſtmorland married, thirdly, Elizabeth, daughter and 
heireſs of William Latimer lord Latimer; by which lady he had iſſue, 
1. George. 2. Edward. 3. Robert, who was elected 1427 lord biſhop 
of Saliſbury, and tranſlated 1438 to the ſee of Durham, He died in the 
year 1457. 4. Cicely, married to Richard Plantagenet duke of York ; by 
whom ſhe had iſſue king Edward the fourth and king Richard the third. 
The carl of Weſtmorland died in the year 1425. 


Ralph, 
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Ralph, ſecond earl of Weſtmorland, was killed, together with his 
brother, at the battle of Towton Field, fighting for the houſe of Lancaſter. 
The title of earl of Weſtmorland became extinct by the attainder of 
Charles ſixth earl of Weſtmorland, for a rebellion in which he was 


engaged with Thomas fourth duke of Norfolk and Thomas ſeventh earl of 
Northumberland for the ſupport of the Roman Catholic religion in the 


year 1570. 


Richard, eldeſt ſon by the ſecond venter of Ralph firſt earl of Weſtmor- 
land, married Alice, daughter and heireſs of Thomas Montagu earl of 
Saliſbury, in whoſe right he acceded to the title of Saliſbury upon the death 
of that nobleman. He was one of the moſt diſtinguiſhed partiſans of the 
duke of York at the commencement of the conteſt of the two houſes; and 
when that nobleman was conſtituted lord protector of the realm, the earl 
of Saliſbury was alſo appointed by the authority of parliament 2 April 1454 
lord high chancellor of England, in which office he continued for about 
two years. He was afterwards declared lord great chamberlain of En gland, 
and had a conſiderable ſhare in the battles of Saint Albans, Blore Heath 
and Northampton ; but was taken priſoner at the battle of Wakefield 
31 December 1460, and beheaded ; having ifſue, 1. Richard, ſecond earl 
of Saliſbury. 2. John. 3. George, who was elected in the year 14 57 
lord biſhop of Exeter, and conſtituted 25 July 1460 lord high chancellor of 
England. He was tranſlated to the fee of York 1464, and reſigned the 
office of chancellor in the year 1467. He died in the year 1468. He was. 
alſo chancellor of the univerſity of Oxford. 


Richard, ſecond earl of Saliſbury, married Anne, daughter and heireſs 
of Richard Beauchamp earl of Warwick, in whoſe right he acceded to 
| title 
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title of Warwick upon the death of that nobleman. He was the laſt and 
greateſt of thoſe mighty barons who in the earlier periods of our hiſtory 
overawed the crown „and extorted from it at various times its moſt 
important prerogatives. No leſs than thirty thouſand perſons are ſaid to 
have lived daily at his board in his different manors and caſtles ; and he is 
recorded to poſterity by the appellation of the king-maker. He was more 
inſtrumental than any other ſubje& in England in transferring the crown 
to the houſe of York, and in his political tranſactions made conſiderable uſe 
of the government of Calais, which was placed in his hands. He com- 
manded in chief at the ſecond battle of Saint Albans 1461, and was conſti- 
tuted lord high admiral of England, Ireland and Aquitaine; but being after- 
wards diſguſted by king Edward the fourth, he formed a conſpiracy in favour 
of his rival, and drove him out of England in the year 1470. He was killed 
fighting for the houſe of Lancaſter 14 April 1471, having iſſue, 1. Iſabel, 
married to George duke of Clarence, brother to king Edward the fourth; 
by which marriage the titles of Warwick and Saliſbury were transferred to 
the royal family. 2. Anne, married firſt to Edward prince of Wales, 
ſon of king Henry the ſixth, and ſecondly to king Richard the third. 


John, ſecond ſon of Richard firſt earl of Saliſbury, was by king Edward 
the fourth in the year 1461 created baron Nevile of Montacute or Montagu 


in the county of Somerſet. He commanded in chief at the battle of 
Hexham, in which the Lancaſtrians were defeated, 15 May 1464, upon 


which occaſion he was created earl of the county of Northumberland. 
The title of Northumberland being reſtored to the family of Percy in the 
year 1470, lord Montagu was at that time created marquis of Montagu. 
When his brother the earl of Warwick invaded England with hoſtile inten- 
tions towards king Edward the fourth, the marquis of Montagu, who was 


truſted 
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truſted by that prince, went. over to his brother, and Edward was in 

conſequence expelled from the. throne. He was killed, together with the 
earl of Warwick, at the battle of Barnet 14 April 1471. George, ſecond - 
marquis of Montagu, his ſon, was in the year- 1470 created duke of 
Bedford, but was deprived of his titles by authority of parliament in the 
year 1478, and died in the year 1483. 


William, third fon of Ralph firſt earl of Weſtmorland, married Joan, 
daughter of Thomas Fauconberg lord Fauconberg of Ryſe in the county of 
York, in whoſe right he acceded to the title of Fauconberg upon the death 
of that nobleman. He behaved with great gallantry at the fiege of Orleans 
1428, and embracing the party of the houſe of York, conſpicuouſly con- 
tributed to the victory of Towton 29 March 1461. By king Edward the 
fourth he was in that year created earl of the county of Kent, and conſti- 
tuted 30 July 1462 lord high admiral of England. Upon his death in the 
following year theſe titles became extinct. 


George, fourth ſon of Ralph firſt earl of Weſtmorland, inherited in 
right of his mother the title of baron Latimer, and embraced the party of 
the houſe of York. John lord Latimer, his deſcendant, married Catherine, 


daughter of Thomas Parr, lord Parr and Roſs; which lady, after his 
deceaſe, became the ſixth conſort of king Henry the eighth. Catherine, his 


daughter by a former wife, married Henry eighth earl of Northumberland ; 
and in conſequence of this marriage the title of Latimer has deſcended to 
the preſent duke of Northumberland. 


Edward, fifth ſon of Ralph firſt earl of Weſtmorland, married Eliza- 
beth, daughter and heireſs of Richard Beauchamp earl of Worceſter, baron 


11 1 Bergavenny 
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Bergavenny or *Abergavenny, and baron Le Deſpencer, in whoſe right he 
acceded to the titles of Abergavenny and Le Deſpencer upon the death of 


that nobleman in the year 1435. He adhered to the party of the houſe of 
York. | = 


George, ſecond lord Abergavenny, his ſon, had iſſue, 1. George, third 
lord Abergavenny, who diſtinguiſhed himſelf at the battle of Blackheath, 
and ſuffered impriſonment upon imputation of treaſon, firſt in the reign of 
king Henry the ſeventh, and afterwards in the reign of king Henry the 
eighth. 2. Edward. 3. Thomas, who was appointed ſecretary of ſtate to 
king Henry the eighth, and died 29 May 1542. 


Edward, fifth lord Abergavenny, ſon of Edward ſon of George ſecond 
lord Abergavenny, was one of the moſt accompliſhed perſons of 'the court 
of king Henry the eighth, and was beheaded upon an indictment * for 


„ deviſing to maintain, promote and advance” Reginald Pole, afterwards 


cardinal archbiſhop of Canterbury, 9 January 1539. 


In the reign of king James the firſt, the barony of Abergavenny being 
then in Edward ſeventh lord Abergavenny his grandſon, a claim was 
advanced to this title by Mary, conſort to fir Thomas Fane knight, and 
daughter and heireſs of Henry fourth lord Abergavenny, ſon of George 
third lord Abegavenny ; but it was decided by the houſe of peers 25 May 
1604 that it deſcended to the heir male. At the ſame time the barony of 
Le Deſpencer was confirmed to the ſaid Mary and her heirs general. on his 


part lord Abergavenny advanced a chim to the family honour of earl of 
Weſtmorland, which claim was rejected by the peers. He had iſſue,

William, fixth lord Paget, voted in favour of the vacancy of the throne 


in the year 1689, and had a conſiderable ſhare in negociating the peace of 
Carlowitz in the year 1698. 


Henry, ſeventh lord Paget, his ſon, was conſtituted 13 June 1711 captain 
of the yeomen of the guard to queen Anne, and created 31 December 
in the ſame year baron Burton of Burton in the county of Stafford. By 
king George the firſt he was created 19 October 1714 earl of Uxbridge in 


the county of Middleſex. He reſigned the office of captain of the yeomen 


of the guard in September 1715, and died Auguſt 1743. Upon the 


death of his grandſon Henry ſecond earl of Uxbridge the titles of lord

This nobleman was born , and ſucceeded to the dignity of 

a baronet upon the death of Henry third lord viſcount Lonſdale 12 March 
1750. He was elected 1754, 1761, 1768, 1774 and 1780 to repreſent the 
county of Cumberland or the county of Weſtmorland. He was appointed 
by king George the ſecond lord lieutenant of the county of Cumberland 
and lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Weſtmorland, 
and by king George the third 1763 cuſtos rotulorum of the 
county of Cumberland. He had a conteſt in the year 1768 with William 
Henry duke of Portland, reſpecting certain lands in the county of Cum- 
berland which had been granted to William firſt earl of Portland by king 
William the third, and were again granted to fir- James Lowther by his 
preſent majeſty. In this conteſt the duke of Portland was victorious. In 
the year 1782 he offered to equip and man a ſhip of war of ſeventy guns 
for the ſervice of his country ; but the execution was ſuperſeded by the 
peace which was ſoon after concluded. He has ſince been created baron 
Kkk Lowther 
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of Lowther, baron of Kendal, baron of Burgh, viſcount Lonſdale of Lonſ- 
dale, viſcount Lowther and earl of Lonſdale. 


The earl of Lonſdale married 7 September 1761 Margaret, daughter of 
John earl of Bute of the kingdom of Scotland, and fiſter of John lord 
Cardiff, 


The family of Lowther is more ancient than the Norman conqueſt, and 
has been variouſly written Lauder, Loader, Lothaire, &c. It has produced 
one viſcount and three baronets, who were all living at the ſame time in the 
reign of king George the ſecond. Sir Hugh de Lowther was attorney general 
to king Edward the firſt in the year 1292, and had iſſue, 1. Sir Hugh. 
2. Thomas, appointed one of the juſtices of the court of king's bench 
5 December 1330. Sir Richard, eighth in deſcent from fir Hugh, had 


Mary queen of Scots committed to his cuſtody in the year 1568. He 


had iſſue, 1. Sir Chriſtopher. 2. Sir Gerard, who was lord chief juſtice 
of the court of common pleas of the kingdom of Ireland, one of the lords 


juſtices for the adminiſtration of that kingdom, and 1654 lord high chan- 
cellor of the kingdom of Ireland. 


Sir Chriſtopher had iſſue, 1. Sir John. 2. William, father of Richard 
maſter of the ordnance to king Charles the firſt.

ALEXANDER GORDON, duke of Gordon in the county of Bamff, 
marquis of Huntley, earl of Huntley, earl of Enzie, viſcount Inverneſs, 
baron Gordon of Strathbogie, Badenoch, Lochaber, Strathaved, Aching- 
down, Balmore, Gartley and Kincardine of the kingdom of Scotland ; earl of 
Norwich and baron Gordon of Huntley in the kingdom of Great Britain, 
knight of the thiſtle and a captain in the army. 


This nobleman was born and ſucceeded to the Scottiſh 
honours upon the death of his father Auguſt 1752. He was elected 
1761, 1768, 1774, 1780 one of the ſixteen repreſentatives of the peerage 
of Scotland, and 11 January 1775 knight of the moſt ancient order of the 
thiſtle. He was farther created by king — the third baron Gordon of 
Huntley and earl of Norwich. 


The duke of Gordon married 18 October 1767 Jane, daughter of ſir 
William Maxwel baronet of the kingdom of Scotland; by which lady he 
has iſſue, 1. George, marquis of Huntley. 2. Charlotte. 3. Madelina. 


4. Suſannah. 5. Louiſa. 6. Georgiana. 7. A ſon, born December 
1776. 8. A ſon, born 12 November 1785. 


The family of Gordon is deſcended from de Gordon, who 
diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the reign of king Malcolm Canmore, by killing a 
wild boar which at that time infeſted the borders of Scotland. They are 

| ſuppoſed 
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ſuppoſed to have come over to England with William the conqueror. 
Adam de Gordon in the reign of king Alexander the third is ſuppoſed to 
have been the perſon who diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the barons wars againſt 
Henry the third, king of England, and engaged in fingle combat with 
prince Edward, afterwards king Edward the firſt. He adhered to the party 
of John Baliol in the diſpute for the crown of Scotland. Adam, his ſon, 
- loſt his life at the battle of Hallidown Hill 12 July 1333. Alexander, his 
ſon, was killed at the battle of Nevile's Croſs 17 October 1346 ; and John, 
grandſon of Alexander, obtained a patent from king Robert the ſecond 
10 July 1376, in which he is ſtyled lord Gordon of Strathbogie, alias 
Huntley. Adam, ſecond lord Gordon, his ſon, was killed in the battle of 
Homeldon 7 May 1 402. 


Elizabeth, his daughter and heireſs, married Alexander, younger ſon of 
fir William Seyton of Seyton, who in right of this marriage aſſumed the 
name of Gordon and the ſtyle of baron Gordon and Huntley. Alexander, 


fourth lord Gordon, their iſſue, was by king James the ſecond 1449 
created earl of Huntley. | 


George, ſecond earl of Huntley, his ſon, was conſtituted by king James 


the fourth in the year 1498 lord high chancellor of the kingdom of Scot- 
land; which office he reſigned in the year 1502, He married Annabella, 
daughter of James the firſt, king of Scotland. 


Alexander, third earl of Huntley, the iſſue of this marriage, conducted 
himſelf with great bravery at the battle of Flodden Field 9 September 
1513, in which king James the fourth was killed, and was one of the 
guardians of king James the fifth during his minority. John, lord Gordon,

George, ſixth earl of Huntley, his fon, being ſuſpected on account 
of his attachment to the Roman Catholic religion, was driven into 
rebellion, and defeated the troops of king James the fixth at the 
battle of Glenlivet October 1594. He was created 17 April 1599 
marquis of Huntley, and had iſſue, 1, George, ſecond marquis of

Alexander, ſecond duke of Gordon, his ſon, married Henrietta, daughter 
of Charles third earl of Peterborough ; by which lady, who diet 
he had itſue, 1. Coſmo George, third duke of Gordon. 2. Adam, who 
was conſtituted 29 Auguſt 1777 a lieutenant general in the army, and 
9 May 1782 a colonel of the firſt regiment of foot. He is alſo governor of 
Tinmouth in the county of Northumberland, and has repreſented in five 
parliaments the county of Kincardin in the kingdom of Scotland. He 
married 2 September 1767 Jane, daughter of John Drummond of Meg- 
ginch eſquire, and relict of James ſecond duke of Athol. 4. Henrietta. 
4. Anne, married to William Gordon earl of Aberdeen of the kingdom of

of Gordon died 22 November 1728. 


Coſmo George, third duke of Gordon, married Catherine, daughter of 
William Gordon ſecond earl of Aberdeen of the n gdom of Scotland; by 
which lady, who died 10 December 1779, he had iſſue, 1. Alexander, 
preſent and fourth duke of Gordon. 2. William, who is vice admiral of 
Scotland and deputy ranger of Saint James's Park, and was elected 1784 to 
repreſent the county of Inverneſs in the kingdom of Scotland. He married 
1 March 1781 Frances, daughter of Charles Ingram Shepherd lord viſcount 
Irvin of the kingdom of Scotland.

RICHARD GROSVENOR, earl Groſvenor, . viſcount Belgrave, baron 
Groſvenor of Eaton, and a baronet ; preſident of the Welch Charity, a vice 
preſident of the Middleſex Hoſpital, and doctor of laws. 


This nobleman was born 11 June 1731, and elected 1754 to repreſent 
the city of Cheſter. He ſucceeded to the dignity of a baronet upon the 


death of his father 1 Auguſt 1755, and was created by king George the 
third, ſoon after his acceſſion, baron Groſvenor of Eaton, and afterwards 


viſcount Belgrave and earl Groſvenor. 


Earl Groſvenor married 19 July 1764 Henrietta, daughter of Henry 
Vernon of Hilton in the county of Stafford eſquire ; by which lady, from 
whom he was divorced by act of parliament in the year 1770, he has iſſue 


Robert lord viſcount Belgrave, born 22 March 1767, and elected 1788 to 
repreſent the borough of Eaſt Looe in the county of Cornwal. 


The family of Groſvenor is deſcended from an uncle of Rollo firſt duke of 
Normandy, who attended that chieftain in his conqueſt of Normandy in 
the year 912. The family name is ſuppoſed to have been derived from the 


appellation of gouverneur, ſignifying the rank and dignity of its progenitors. 
Gilbert le Groſvenor, his deſcendant, came over to England with William 


the conqueror. Ralph, third in deſcent from Gilbert, adhered to the 
party of the empreſs Maud in her wars againſt king Stephen. Robert, 
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his ſon, ſerved under king Richard the firſt in the Holy Land; and Robert, 


third in deſcent from Robert, ſerved under king Edward the third in the 
battle of Creſſy 26 Auguſt 1346. 


Richard, ninth in deſcent from the laſt- mentioned Robert, was created 
a baronet by king James the firſt 23 February 1622. Sir Richard, ſecond 
baronet, his ſon, adhered to the party of king Charles the firſt in the civil 
wars, and had his eſtate ſequeſtered by the parliamentary faction. Sir 
Thomas, third baronet, his grandſon, is ſaid to have rejected an offer from 
king James the ſecond of a regiment and a peerage, upon condition that 
he would vote for the bill for repealing the penal laws. 


Sir Robert, ſixth baronet, his ſon, married Jane, daughter and heireſs 
of Thomas Warre of Swelcourt in the county of Somerſet eſquire ; by 
which lady, who died 10 April 1733, he had iſſue, 1. Richard, earl 
Groſvenor. 2. Thomas, who has repreſented in fix parliaments the city of 
Cheſter. He was chairman of the meetings of a middle party held at the 
Saint Albans Tavern in the beginning of the year 1784 for the purpoſe of 
forming a united adminiſtration from the parties of Mr. Pitt and Mr, Fox. 
He married 21 December 1758 Deborah, daughter of Stephen Skynner of 
Walthamſtow in the county of Eſſex eſquire ; by which lady, who died 
10 April 1771, he has iſſue Maria Deborah, born 30 Auguſt 1760; Richard, 
born 5 October 1761; Thomas, born 30 May 1763; Emma, born 26 Sep- 
tember 1765 ; and Robert, born 9 June 1767. 3. Elizabeth. 4. Dorothy,

Earl Beaulieu married 1743 Ifabella, daughter of John 
Montagu duke of Montagu, and relict of William ſecond duke of Man-

CHARLES PRATT, earl Camden, viſcount Bayham of Bayham 
Abbey, and baron Camden of Camden; lord preſident of his majeſty's moſt 


honourable privy council, recorder of the city of Bath, a governor of the 
Charter Houſe, and fellow of the royal ſociety. 


This nobleman was born 1730, and was elected 1754 to 


repreſent the borough of Downton in the county of Wilts. He was con- 
ſtituted 1 July 1757 attorney general to king George the ſecond, which 
office he exchanged 23 January 1762 for that of lord chief juſtice of the 
court of common pleas ; upon which occaſion he received the honour of 
knighthood. He obtained great applauſe by his conduct 6 May 1763, in 
diſcharging the celebrated Mr. Wilkes from his confinement in the Tower, 
and declaring the general warrant upon which he had been apprehended 
illegal. Upon this occaſion he was preſented with the freedom of the cities 
of London, Dublin, Exeter and Norwich. During the adminiſtration of 
the marquis of Rockingham, he was created baron Camden of Camden ; 
and when that adminiſtration was ſuperſeded by a new cabinet under the 
auſpices of the late earl of Chatham, he was declared lord high chancellor 
of England. In this fituation he incurred ſome cenſure for his conduct in 
the buſineſs of the forty days embargo upon corn. He was diſmiſſed from 
the office of lord chancellor in January 1770, and was charged by the 
adminiſtration with betraying ſecrets of the cabinet. He declared himſelf 


im 
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in favour of the printers in the year 1771, and in general ſupported the 
meaſures which were recommended by lord Chatham. Upon the change of 
miniſtry at the concluſion of the American war, he was conſtituted 
27 March 1782 lord preſident of the council, which office he reſigned in 
March 1783, and was reſtored to the ſame appointment 1 Decembet 1784. 
He has ſince been created viſcount Bayham and earl Camden. 


Earl Camden married 1734 Elizabeth, daughter of 
Nicholas Jeffreys of Brecknoc Priory in the county of Brecknoc ; by which 
lady, who died December 1779, he has iſſue, 1. John Jeffreys, lord 
viſcount Bayham, born 1759, who ſucceeded in the year 
1780 to the place of one of the tellers of his majeſty's exchequer, of which 
he had obtained the reverſion during, the chancellorſhip of his father, 
He was elected 1780 and 1784 to repreſent the city of Bath. He was 
appointed 10 July 1782 one of the lords commiſſioners of the admiralty, 
which office he reſigned in April 1783, and was reappointed 30 December 
in the ſame year. He married 31 December 1786 daughter 


of Moleſworth eſquire. 2. Frances, married 3 June 1775 to 


Robert Stuart of the county of Down in the kingdom of Ireland eſquire. 
3. Elizabeth. 4. Sarah, married November 1779 to Nicholas Price 
of Saintfield in the county of Down in the kingdom of Ireland eſquire. 


5. Jane, married 25 April 1780 to James Walter Head of Langley in the 
county of Buckingham eſquire. 


The family of Pratt is deſcended from Richard Pratt, who is ſaid to 
have been ruined in the civil wars of king Charles the firſt, and to have 
ſold the eſtate of Careſwel Priory in the county of Devon, which had 


been in the family from the reign of queen Elizabeth. Sir John, his 
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grandſon, was conſtituted 26 October 1714 one of the juſtices of the court 


of king's bench, 15 April 1718 one of the commiſſioners for the cuſtody of 


the great ſeal, and 9 May in the ſame year lord chief juſtice of the court of 
king's bench. He married, firſt, Elizabeth, daughter of the reverend 
Henry Gregory of Middleton Stoney in the county of Oxford ; by which 
lady he had iſſue, 1. John. 2. Grace, married to John Forteſcue lord For- 
teſcue of the kingdom of Ireland. 3. Anne, married to Edward Gee 
eſquire. She died in the year 1761. 4. Jane, married to Thomas Taylor 
of Popes in the county of Hertford eſquire. Sir John Pratt married, 
ſecondly, Elizabeth, daughter of the reverend Hugh Wilſon of Fynant in 
the county of Montgomery ; by which lady, who died in the year 1728, 
he had iflue, 1.

JOHN MURRAY, duke of Athol, marquis of Athol and Tullibardine, 
earl of Tullibardine, Athol, Strathtay and Strathardle, viſcount Bal- 


quhidder, Glenalmond and Glenlyon, baron Murray, Balveney and Gaſk of 
the kingdom of Scotland ; earl Strange and baron Murray of Stanley of the 
kingdom of Great Britain ; hereditary lord of the iſle of Man, and here- 


ditary keeper of Falkland in the county of Fife in the kingdom of 
Scotland. 


This nobleman was born 3o June 1755, and ſucceeded to the Scottiſh 


Honours 4 November 1774. He was elected in the year 1780 one of the 


ſixteen repreſentatives of the peerage of Scotland, and was created by king 
George the third baron Murray of Stanley and earl Strange. 


The duke of Athol married 26 December 1774 Jane, daughter of 
Charles Cathcart ninth lord Cathcart of the kingdom of Scotland ; by 
which lady he has iſſue, 1. Charlotte, born 23 October 1775. 2. John, 
marquis of Tullibardine, born 26 June 1778. 3. Amelia Sophia, born 
5 July 1780. 4. James, born 29 May 1782. 5. A ſon, born 11 Sep- 
tember 1783. 6. A daughter, born 19 April 1787. 


The family of Athol is deſcended from Friſkinus, a perſon of note in 
the reign of David the firſt, king of Scotland, who is conjectured to have 
been one of thoſe Saxon nobles who retired into North Britain at the 
"il | period 


period of the Norman conqueſt. William, third in deſcent from Friſkinus, 
aſſumed the ſurname of de Morravia or Murray, from the county of 
Murray, in which he had large poſſeſſions. Sir Malcolm de Morravia, in 
the reign of king Alexander the ſecond, who is ſuppoſed to have been the 
grandſon or great grandſon of William, is the undoubted anceſtor of the 
preſent duke of Athol. Sir William Murray of Tullibardine, his ſon, took 
part with John Baliol in the competition for the crown of Scotland 1 2923 
and Andrew, his ſon, was beheaded by the party of Bruce in the year 
1333. David, fourth in deſcent from Andrew, had iſſue, 1. William. 
2. Patrick, anceſtor to William, who was created by king Charles the firſt 


in the year 1646 baron Huntingtour and earl of Dyſart in the kingdom of 
Scotland. Theſe honours are now in the family of Tollemache. 


William, the eldeſt ſon of David, and William, his ſon, frequently ſat in 
parliament as barons by tenure during the reigns of king James the ſecond, 
king James the third, and king James the fourth; and the latter had iſſue, 
x. William. 2. Andrew, anceſtor to lord viſcount Stormont of the king- 
dom of Scotland, and to the earl of Mansfield. 


William, ſon of the laſt-mentioned William, concurred in the eſtabliſh- 
ment of the reformed relfgion in the year 1560, and was one of the 


aſſociators by whom Mary queen of Scots was driven to take refuge in 
England in the year 1568. He was conſtituted in the year 1565 comp- 


troller of the kingdom of Scotland, and in the year 1572 Joint governor of 
king James the ſixth during his minority. 


John, his ſon, was educated with king James the ſixth, and was con- 
ſtituted in the year 1592 maſter of the houſhold to that monarch. By the 
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ſame prince he was created 25 April 1604 baron Murray of Tullibardine in 
the county of Perth, and 10 July 1606 earl of Tullibardine. He had iſſue, 
1. William, ſecond earl of Tullibardine. 2. Patrick. 3. Mungo, who 
married Agnes, daughter of ſir Andrew Murray of Balvaird, and niece to 
David, firſt lord viſcount Stormont; in conſequence of which marriage he 
ſucceeded as heir of entail to the dignity of lord viſcount Stormont. Upon 
his death the title reverted, firſt to James Murray earl of Annandale, and 


afterwards to the deſcendants of a firſt couſin of David firſt lord viſcount 
Stormont, in which line it ſtill remains. 


William, ſecond earl of Tullibardine, during the life-time of his father, 
was particularly inſtrumental in ſaving the life of king James the ſixth in 
the tumult of the conſpiracy of the earl of Gowrie 5 Auguſt 1600. He 
married Dorothea, daughter and heireſs of John Stuart carl of Athol ; in 
conſequence of which marriage he was permitted to ſurrender the earldom 
of Tullibardine in favour of Patrick his brother ; and dying ſoon after, the 
title of earl of Athol, which had originally been granted in the year 1457, 


was confirmed by king Charles the firſt 17 February 1629 to John, his 
only ſon. 


James, fourth earl of Tullibardine, ſon of Patrick third earl of Tulli- 
bardine, ſuffered death 1646, in the eighteenth year of his age, for his 
loyalty to king Charles; and William, fifth earl of Tullibardine, his 
brother, who had been inſtrumental in procuring the death of James, died 


without iſſue 26 January 1670; upon which event the title reverted to 
John ſecond earl of Athol, |

John, firſt carl of Athol of the family of Murray, adhered to king 


Charles the firſt upon the rupture in 1639, and his death in the year 1642 
was regarded as a great loſs to the royal cauſe. 


John, ſecond earl of Athol, and fixth earl of Tullibardine, diſplayed 
great attachment to the royal cauſe during the predominance of the com- 
monwealth, and was conſtituted in the year 1663 lord juſtice general 
of the kingdom of Scotland; to which office he added in the year 1672 
that of lord privy ſeal of the kingdom of Scotland. By king Charles the 
ſecond he was created 17 February 1676 marquis of Athol. He attached 
himſelf to the duke of Lauderdale principal ſecretary of ſtate for the king- | 
dom of Scotland, and at his inſtigation marched three thouſand men, who 
were to be let looſe at free quarter in the weſtern counties ; but upon his 
arrival, finding the country perfectly quiet, he changed his party, and 
immediately ſet out for the court of London in order to repreſent the 
injuſtice of the duke. He was principally concerned in ſuppreſſing the 
invaſion of Archibald, ninth earl of Argyle, in the year 1685, which 
nobleman was diſhonourably beheaded upon a ſentence that had unjuſtly 
been obtained againſt him four years before. He reſigned the office of lord 
juſtice general in the year 1678, and that of lord privy ſeal at the period of 
the revolution. He married Amelia Sophia, daughter of James ſeventh 
earl of Derby; by which lady he had iſſue, 1. John, ſecond marquis of 
Athol. 2. Charles, created by king James the ſecond 16 Auguſt 1686 
earl of Dunmore in the county of Perth, which title {till exiſts. 3. Wil- 
liam, who married Margaret, daughter and heireſs of Robert Nairn lord 
Nairn ; in conſequence of which marriage he ſucceeded to the title, and 
took upon himſelf the ſurname of Nairn. The title became forfeited in 
conſequence of his engaging in the rebellion of 1715. 4. Mungo, who

in the expedition to the iſthmus of Darien in the year 1697. The marquis 
of Athol died 6 May 1703. 


John, ſecond marquis of Athol, early declared in favour of king William 
the third, and was conſtituted during the life time of his father, in the year 
1696, joint ſecretary of ſtate for the kingdom of Scotland, and in the 
following year lord high commiſſioner to the parliament of Scotland; ſoon 
after which he reſigned his employments. He was created 27 July 1697 
viſcount Glenalmond and earl of Tullibardine. He was farther conſtituted 
upon the acceſſion of queen Anne lord keeper of the privy ſeal for the 
kingdom of Scotland; by which princeſs he was created 3 April 1704 
marquis of Tullibardine and duke of Athol. He was removed from the 
office of lord privy ſeal in the year 1705, and was a ſtrenuous adverſary of 
the treaty of union. He had iſſue, 1. John, marquis of Tullibardine, 
who was killed at the battle of Malplaquet 31 Auguſt 1709. 2. William, 
marquis of Tullibardine, who was attainted for his concern in the rebellion 
of 1715, and invaded the kingdom of Scotland with a body of Spaniſh 
forces, with which he was defeated at the battle of Glenſhiels 10 June 
1719. Being taken priſoner ſoon after the battle of Culloden 16 April 
1746, he died in the Tower of London in the following year. 3. James, 
ſecond duke of Athol. 4. Charles, who was taken priſoner at the battle 
of Preſton Pans, fighting on the party of the Pretender 21 September 
1745. He was tried and condemned as a deſerter, but obtained a reprieve, 
and died a few years after. 5. George, who was attainted after the battle 
of Culloden. He married Emilia, daughter and heireſs of 
Murray of Strowen and Glencarſe in the kingdom of Scotland eſquire; 
by which lady he had iſſue John, third duke of Athol; James, who has 


ſerved in five parliaments for the county of Perth, and was conſtituted in

20 November 1782 a major general in the army, and 26 April 1786 colonel 
of the ſeventy-ſecond regiment of foot; and George.

Suſan, married to William Gordon, ſecond earl 
of Aberdeen of the kingdom of Scotland. | 7. Mary, married to James 
Ogilvie, ſixth earl of Findlater of the kingdom of Scotland. The duke of 


Athol died 14 November 1724. There are many ſingular anecdotes of this 
nobleman and his children in the Manuſcript Memoirs of Simon Lord 


Lovat, written by himſelf. 


James, ſecond duke of Athol, was conſtituted 1733 lord keeper of the 
privy ſeal for the kingdom of Scotland, and was admitted 14 March 1737 
in right of his grandmother to the office of lord of Man and the Iſles, and 
the title of baron Strange of Knockyn in the county of Salop. He 
exchanged the office of lord keeper of the privy ſeal for that of lord keepet 
of the great ſeal for the kingdom of Scotland 16 April 1763. He married, 
firſt Jane, daughter of fir John Frederic of the city of Weſtminſter 
baronet ; by which lady he had iſſue Charlotte, baroneſs Strange of 
Knockyn ; and ſecondly, in the year 1749, Jane, daughter of John Drum- 
mond of Megginch of the kingdom of Scotland eſquire; which lady 
married ſecondly Adam, ſon of Alexander fourth duke of Gordon of the 
kingdom of Scotland. He died 8 January 1764.

RICHARD HOWE, earl Howe, viſcount Howe of Langar, baron 
Howe of Langar and a baronet of the kingdom of Great Britain, viſcount 
Howe and baron Clenawley of the kingdom of Ireland ; one of his majeſty's 
moſt honourable privy council, admiral of the white ſquadron of his 
majeſty's fleet, and one of the elder brethren of the Trinity Houſe. 


This nobleman was born , and ſucceeded to the title of 
viſcount Howe of the kingdom of Ireland upon the death of his brother 
5 July 1758. He was elected 1754, 1761, 1768, 1774 and 1780 to 
repreſent the borough of Dartmouth in the county of . Devon. He 
embraced the profeſſion of the navy, and diſtinguiſhed himſelf by ſeveral 


gallant actions during the war of 1755, being commodore of the fquadron 
that was ſent in the year 1758 to demoliſh the harbour of Cherbourg. He 


was conſtituted 23 April 1763 one of the lords commiſſioners of the 
admiralty, which appointment he exchanged 9 Auguſt 1765 for that of 
treaſurer of the navy. He reſigned this appointment in March 1770, and 
was declared in the year 1776 commander in chief of the fleet ſtationed 
upon the coaſt of North America. In this ſituation he ſucceſsfully repelled 
the attack of the French fleet in the Bay of Cheſapeak in the year 1778; 
and, having reſigned that command, was again commiſſioned in the year 
1782 to relieve the fortreſs of Gibraltar, which he ſucceſsfully performed 
in the face of the combined fleets of France and Spain. Previouſly to this 
expedition he had been created viſcount Howe of the kingdom of Great 


3 | Britain, 
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Britain, and was conſtituted 28 January 1783 firſt lord commiſſioner of 
the admiralty, which office he reſigned in April in the ſame year, and was 
reinſtated 30 December. He reſigned his ſeat at the head of the admiralty | 
in July 1788, and was created baron Howe of Langar and earl Howe, with 
remainder of the barony to his lordſhip's daughters. 


Earl Howe married Mary, daughter of Chiverton Hartop of Welby in 
the county of Leiceſter eſquire; by which lady he has iſſue, 1. Sophia 
Charlotte, born 19 February 1762, and married to Penn Aſhton, grand- 
ſon of fir Nathaniel Curzon baronet, and nephew to Nathaniel Curzon lord 
Scarſdale. 2. Mary Juliana, born 17 April 1765. 3. Louifa Catherine, 


born g December 1767, and married 27 May 1787 to John Dennis Browne, 
earl of Altamont of the kingdom of Ireland. 


The family of Howe has been traced back to the reign of king Henry the 
eighth. John Howe in the reign of queen Elizabeth married Jane, ſiſter of 
fir Richard Grubham of Wiſhford in the county of Wilts knight ; by which 
lady, through whom a conſiderable property deſcended to the family of 
Howe, he had iflue, 1. George, created a baronet 20 June 1660, which 


title became extin& in his ſon. 2, John, who was created a baronet 


22 September 1660, and had iſſue fir Richard Grubham ſecond baronet ; 
and John, father of Scrope, and of John, father of John firſt lord Ched- 


worth. 


Scrope, grandſon of fir John firſt baronet, was a diſtinguiſhed leader in 
the whig party during the reigns of king Charles the ſecond and king James 
the ſecond. He was one of thoſe who 26 June 1680 delivered a preſent- 


ment to the grand jury of the county of Middleſex againſt the duke of 
; York,

York, afterwards king James the ſecond, on account of his adherence 
to the Roman Catholic religion. After the acceſſion of that prince he 
concerted meaſures with William fourth earl of Devonſhire for bringing 
about the revolution, and on account of his concern in that tranſaction was 
created by king William the third 16 May 1701 baron Clenawley in the 
county of Fermanagh, and viſcount Howe of the kingdom of Ireland. He 
died 16 January 1712. | 


Emanuel Scrope, ſecond lord viſcount Howe of the kingdom of Ireland, 
his ſon, ſucceeded to the baronetage upon the failure of the elder branch 
3 July 1730, and married Mary Sophia Charlotte, daughter of baron 
Kilmanſegg of the electorate of Hanover, and of Sophia Charlotte, counteſs 
of Leinſter of the kingdom of Ireland ; by which lady, who died 14 June 
1782, he had iſſue, 1. George Auguſtus, third lord viſcount Howe, who 
embraced the profeſſion of the army, and was killed at Ticonderoga in 
the war of 1755. 2. Richard, earl Howe. 3. William, 4. Charlotte, 
married to Robert Fettiplace of Swinbrook in the county of Oxford eſquire. 
She died May 1787. 5. Mary, married to William Auguſtus, brother 
to George lord Rivers. 


William, third ſon of Emanuel ſecond viſcount, was. elected in 1774 to 
repreſent the town of Nottingham. He embraced the military profeſſion, 
and having ſerved with ſome diſtinction in the preceding war, was {elected 
in the year 1776 to be commander in chief of the forces deſtined to reduce 
the thirteen diſaffected colonies of North America; upon which occaſion he 


was elected knight of the moſt honourable order of the bath. The cam- 


paign of that year was attended with ſeveral brilliant actions. General 


Howe forced the American lines at Long Ifland, captured the town of 
New 
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New York, repulſed the main army of the Americans at the White Plains, 


and drove the enemy acroſs the province of New Jerſey and the Delaware into 
Philadelphia. In the winter, general Waſhington was ſucceſsful in forcing 
two of his principal cantonments in New Jerſey. The following year was 
diſtinguiſhed by the capture of Philadelphia, and the ſucceſsful actions of 
the Brandywine and German Town. In the year 1778 fir William Howe 
reſigned his command, and the conduct of his campaigns has been expoſed 
to a ſevere inveſtigation. Sir William publiſhed a Vindication of his Pro- 
ceedings, in anſwer to ſome charges that were advanced againſt him. He 
was promoted to the rank of major general in the army 25 May 1772, to 
the rank of general in America 1 January 1776, to the rank of lieutenant 
general in the army 29 Auguſt 1777, to the office of lieutenant, general of 
the office of ordnance 23 April 1782, and to that of colonel of the nine- 
teenth regiment of dragoons 21 April 1786. He is alſo lieutenant governor 
of the Iſle of Wight. Sir William Howe married Frances, daughter of the 
right honourable William Conolly of Caſtletown in the county of Dublin, 
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Viſcount Howe of Langar in the county of Nottingham 20 April 1782. 
Baron Howe of Langar in the county of Nottingham and earl Howe 
22 July 1788, F 
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Langar Caſtle in the county of Nottingham; and Porter's Lodge in the
